ANNUAL  MEETING. 

THE  Twenty-first  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Powys-land  Club  was 
held  at  the  Museum,  Welshpool,  on  Monday,  the  12th  Novem- 
ber 1888.  The  chair  was  taken  by  the  President,  the  Earl  of 
Powis.  Among  those  present  were — A.  0.  Humphreys  Owen, 
Esq. ;  the  Kev.  D.  P.  Lewis,  Kural  Dean  ;  Captain  Mytton  ; 
8.  Powell,  Esq. ;  A.  Howell*  Esq. ;  the  Kev.  Grimaldi  "Davis, 
Vicar  of  Welshpool ;  T.  Simpson  Jones,  Esq. ;  Charles  Jones, 
Esq.  ;  Mrs.  Hawkins  ;  Miss  Ellis  ;  Mr.  Pryce,  Elmhurst ;  Miss 
Pryce;  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Hill,  Vicar  of  Montford  ;  Rev.  W. 
Parker,  Rector  of  Montgomery  ;  the  Rev.  R.  J.  Roberts,  Vicar 
of  Pool  Quay,  and  Mrs.  Roberts ;  Richard  Williams,  Esq., 
Honorary  Secretary. 

The  President  called  upon  the  Secretary  to  read  the  Report. 

Mr.  Richard  Williams  said  :  I  very  much  regret  that  for  the 
first  time  for  twenty-one  years  my  co-secretary,  Mr.  Morris  C. 
Jones,  is  not  able  to  be  present.  The  duty,  therefore,  de- 
volves upon  me  of  reading  the  report. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  TO.  THE  TWENTY-FIRST  ANNUAL 
MEETING  OF  THE  POWYS-LAND  CLUB. 

In  presenting  their  Twenty-first  Annual  Report,  the  Council  have  to 
lament  the  loss  by  death  during  the  past  year  of  an  unusually  large 
number  of  members,  eight  in  all,  namely,  Samuel  Lewis,  Esq., 
William  Withy,  Esq.,  Robert  Simcox  Perrott,  Esq.,  Owen  Davies 
Tudor,  Esq.,  Rhys  Buckley  Williames,  Rev.  E.  E.  B.  Salisbury, 
Rev.  Richard  Roberts,  and  Edward  Hilton,  Esq.  Six  members  have 
resigned,  and  three  new  members  have  been  enrolled. 

The  finances  of  the  Club  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  the  Trea- 
surer's account  showing  a  balance  in  hand,  after  paying  all  liabilities 
up  to  the  present  time,  of  £120  3s.  4c?. 

The  22nd  volume  of  the  Collections  has  been  issued  to  the  members. 
The  Committee  trust  that  its  contents  will  not  have  disappointed 
the  members.  The  sources  of  information  are  far  from  being  ex- 
hausted, and  there  is  no  lack  of  materials ;  still  the  Club  earnestly 
invite  further  contributions,  and  would  cordially  welcome  fresh  con- 
tributors. Few  Montgomeryshire  parishes  comparatively  have  yet 
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been  dealt  with.     Will  not  some  of  the  members  of  the  Club  under- 
take the  remainder  ? 

Frequently,  when  reading  up  a  set  subject,  members  casually  chance 
upon  what  appear  at  the  time  irrelevant  matter  of  local  history  or 
tradition.  Such  trifles  as  the  names  of  persons  and  places  having  no 
special  interest  at  the  time  are  unheeded,  and  the  absence  of  notation 
leads  to  the  suppression  or  loss  of  possibly  needful  information  to 
others,  These  literary  particles,  however,  have  their  value  to  students 
or  persons  engaged  in  special  inquiries.  They  might  and  do  con- 
stantly afford  considerable  interest,  and  at  times  have  contributed  im- 
portant clues  or  necessary  links  in  a  chain  of  deduction.  With  the 
view  of  utilising  such  minor  literary  matters,  it  has  been  thought 
advisable  to  solicit  notices  or  contributions  of  such  hitherto  fugitive 
materials,  and  to  print  them  for  purposes  of  information  and  inquiry 
in  each  coming  Part  of  our  Collections. 

Memoranda,  corrigenda,  addenda,  or  such  shreds  and  patches  as 
relate  to  Montgomeryshire  and  its  borders,  will  be  submitted  to  our 
members,  with  appropriate  reference-numbers,  under  the  head  of 
POWYSIANA. 

During  the  past  year  the  Powys-land  Museum  and  Library  were 
transferred  to  the  Corporation  of  Welshpool,  for  the  purposes  of  a 
Free  Public  Library,  on  the  terms  and  subject  to  the  conditions 
stated  in  the  Council's  Report  of  last  year.  Welshpool  may  now 
be  congratulated  on  enjoying,  what  few  towns  of  its  size  possess — an 
excellent  Free  Public  Library  of  upwards  of  five  thousand  volumes, 
to  which  valuable  additions  are  being  constantly  made. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  delivery  on  the  12th  and 
26th  November,  and  3rd  and  10th  December,  of  a  course  of  four 
lectures  on  Agriculture  by  Professor  Dobbie,  of  the  University  Col- 
lege of  North  Wales. 

The  Society  of  Antiquaries  of  London  have  summoned  a  Confer- 
ence of  delegates  of  the  leading  local  Archaeological  Societies,  to  be 
held  in  London,  on  Thursday,  November  15th,  for  the  discussion  of 
various  subjects  connected  with  Archaeology.  The  Rev.  W.  V.  Lloyd 
and  Mr.  Richard  Williams  have  been  appointed  delegates  to  repre- 
sent the  Powys-land  Club. 

The  President  said  :  The  next  business  is  the  presentation  of 
an  abstract  of  the  Treasurer's  statement  of  accounts.  Mr. 
Kichard  Williams,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  then  read 
an  abstract  of  the  Treasurer's  statement  (see  pp.  xiv  and 
xv). 

The  PRESIDENT  said :  Upon  the  present  occasion  we  have  met  for 
the  first  time  after  ceasing  to  be  sole  owners  of  the  building  in  which 
we  are  assembled,  because,  as  we  have  just  heard,  during  the  past 
year  the  transfer  of  these  buildings  to  the  Corporation  of  Welshpool 
has  taken  place  for  the  purpose  of  utilising  the  Free  Libraries  Act,  as 
well  as  for  making  more  permanent  the  body  which  is  to  have  the 
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charge  and  custody  of  this  Museum.  The  Committee  who  now 
manage  it  consists  partly  of  members  of  the  Corporation,  and  partly 
of  others  appointed  by  that  body,  so  that  all  the  literary  interests  of 
the  county  may  be  represented.  The  finances  of  the  Club  are,  as  we 
have  heard,  in  a  satisfactory  condition  ;  and  Mr.  Morris  Jones  being,  as 
I  have  said,  unfortunately  absent  through  indisposition,  has  requested 
that  the  meeting  would  give  him  a  credit  of  £10  for  purposes  connected 
with  the  Museum.  The  paragraph  relating  to  small  notes  about  matters 
connected  with  the  history  and  antiquities  of  the  county  is  one  which 
-many  persons  might  be  glad  to  assist  in  carrying  out,  who  might  be 
either  unwilling  or  unable  to  write  a  formal  treatise.  There  are 
many  little  memoranda  and  facts  and  notices,  which  may  appear  at 
the  moment  almost  too  trifling  to  preserve  and  record,  but  which 
afterwards,  in  future  years,  may  become  extremely  interesting  to  those 
who  are  making  researches.  The  delivery  of  the  first  of  four  agricul- 
tural lectures  by  Professor  Dobbie,  which  have  been  arranged  for, 
will  take  place  at  four  o'clock  this  afternoon,  and  I  hope  they  will  be 
as  well  attended,  and  prove  as  interesting  in  Montgomeryshire,  as 
similar  lectures  last  year  to  the  agriculturists  of  Anglesey.  I  am 
sure  that  Mr.  Richard  Williams  and  Mr.  Lloyd  will  prove  very  ex- 
cellent representatives  of  this  Society  at  the  conference  shortly  to 
take  place,  in  London,  of  delegates  of  local  Archaeological  Societies. 
I  beg  to  move  that  the  Report  now  read  be  printed  and  circulated. 

Mr.  HUMPHREYS-OWEN  said:  I  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the 
motion.  It  is  some  time  now  since  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending 
one  of  these  meetings  ;  and  I  am  very  happy  to  see  the  progress  the 
whole  institution  has  made,  not  only  in  the  growth  of  the  Museum 
itself,  in  the  numbers  of  articles  it  contains,  but  also  in  its  offshoot, 
the  Public  Library,  a  most  admirable  and  valuable  institution,  which 
I  hope  will  grow  very  largely,  and  will  contain  not  merely  five  thou- 
sand, but  ten,  and  even  fifteen  thousand  volumes  before  many  years 
are  over.  Such  an  institution  as  this,  devoted  to  the  study  of  the 
antiquities  of  Wales,  appeals  to  everybody,  and  appeals  especially  to 
Welshmen  at  this  period  of  their  history,  when  there  is  a  stirring  of 
the  dry- bones  of  Welsh  nationality.  Whatever  differences  of  opinion 
may  exist  upon  some  points  of  what  are  supposed  to  be  the  national 
aims  of  Wales,  1  do  not,  at  all  events,  suppose  there  is  a  single 
Welshman  who  would  grudge  time  or  trouble,  or,  within  possible 
limits,  expense,  in  making  the  monuments  and  ancient  history  of 
his  country  accessible  and  intelligible  to  all.  I  beg  to  second  the 
adoption  of  the  Report. 

The  President  said  :  The  resolution  I  have  to  put  is  that  the 
Report  now  read  be  printed  and  circulated. 

The  motion  having  been  carried  unanimously,  the  President 
said  :  I  will  now  ask  the  Vicar  of  Welsh  pool  to  read  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Powys-land  School  of  Science 
and  Arc,  of  which  he  is  Chairman. 

The  Rev.  Grimaldi  Davis  then  read  the  following  report : —

Last  year  the  fees  amounted  to  £42  16*.  ;  the  fees  this  year  are 
barely  over  one-half. 

EXAMINATIONS. — On  the  30th  April  and  1st  May  last,  examinations 
of  the  classes  were  held  by  the  Science  and  Art  Department,  when  the 
following  offered  themselves  for  examination  : — 

Second  Grade. — For  model  drawing,  3,  and  for  free-hand  drawing, 
3,  and  for  geometry,  1  outside  student.  Four  certificates  were 
awarded,  viz.  :  To  Antonia  Isabella  James,  one  for  Model  Drawing, 
and  one  for  Free-hand  Drawing ;  to  Alfred  Henry  Jones,  one  for 
Model  Drawing,  and  one  for  Free-hand  Drawing.  The  actual  certifi- 
cates have  not  yet  been  received  from  the  Department. 

RESULTS  OF  WORK. — In  consequence  of  the  changes  made  by  the 
Department,  no  works  were  sent  up  this  year,  they  being  of  a  too 
elementary  character,  and  the  Department  will  no  longer  pay  upon 
works  which  are  simply  preparatory  exercises  for  a  personal  examination. 
All  works  sent  up  in  future  will  have  to  be  very  carefully  executed, 
and  of  much  more  advanced  description  than  formerly,  and  the  number 
of  students  capable  of  executing  such  works  is  necessarily  limited. 

The  master  considers  he  has  a  fair  prospect  of  being  able  to  send 
some  works  of  the  higher  standard  next  April,  as  some  of  the  elder 
students  are  now  working  steadily  and  successfully. 

The  Committee  have  made  efforts  to  increase  the  number  of  students 
in  the  classes,  but  not  with  so  much  success  as  they  could  wish.  The 
Committee  hope  their  next  report  will  be  more  favourable. 

Upon  the  motion  of  the  President,  the  Keport  was  received. 

The  President  then  moved  that  a  sum  of  £LO  be  voted  to 
be  expended  on  the  Museum,  according  to  the  request  con- 
tained in  a  letter  which  had  been  received  from.  Mr.  Morris 
Jones.  Captain  Mytton  seconded  the  motion,  which  was 
agreed  to. 
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The  Rev.  D.  P.  LEWIS  said  :  I  rise  with  much  pleasure  to  propose 
a  motion  which  I  am  sure  will  be  received  with  very  great  warmth. 
I  regret  to  miss  the  faces  of  a  number  of  old  friends  who  have  been 
accustomed  to  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  this  institution.  We 
especially  regret  the  absence  of  our  Secretary,  who  has  been  always 
regularly  present  among  us  at  these  meetings  for  the  last  twenty 
years,  and  I  feel  sure  that  ill-health  could  be  the  only  cause  of  that 
absence.  There  is  one  whom  we  find  continually  with  us,  one  who 
is  always  willing  to  give  us  the  benefit  of  his  countenance  and 
advice,  who  by  his  deep  reading  is  thoroughly  able  to  appreciate  all 
that  is  contained  in  our  publications,  and  to  give  us  advice  upon  all 
literary  matters,  and  who  is  connected  with  the  oldest  families  in  the 
county,  I  rise  to  propose  that  the  best  thanks  of  this  meeting  be 
given  to  our  President,  the  Earl  of  Powis. 

Mr.  ABRAHAM  Ho  WELL  said  :  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  second 
the  vote  of  thanks  to  Lord  Powis.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  watch- 
ing Lord  Powis's  conduct  in  regard  to  public  matters  in  this  county 
during  a  very  long  period,  and  I  have  always  found  that  his  lordship 
lets  no  opportunity  pass  of  giving  his  support  to  everything  that 
relates  to  the  public  benefit.  I  am  sure  I  cannot  say  anything  to 
those  present  which  would  increase  their  sense  of  Lord  Powis's  great 
value  to  the  town  and  neighbourhood. 

The  motion  having  been  carried  by  acclamation,  the  Presi- 
dent in  replying  said  : 

I  am  much  obliged  to  you  for  the  compliment  you  have  been  good 
enough  to  pay  me.  I  am  very  glad  to  see  the  continued  interest 
taken  in  this  Club  and  Museum.  I  regret  very  much  that  I  have  not 
had  the  pleasure  of  personally  presenting  the  certificates  to  the  young 
persons  who  have  gained  them  in  the  School  of  Science  and  Art,  but 
they  have  not  yet  been  sent  down  by  the  Government  Department.

REPORT    OF   THE    POWYS-LAND    MUSEUM    AND 
LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Museum  was  handed  over  to  the  Corporation  of  Welshpool  on 
1st  January  1888.  The  Public  Free  Library  Committee  appointed 
Morris  C.  Jones  Honorary  Curator  thereof,  and  also  appointed  two 
Honorary  Assistant  Curators ;  for  Natural  History,  J.  Bickerton 
Morgan,  and  for  Archaeology,  Charles  F.  Beale,  the  Borough  Surveyor. 
The  Museum,  the  entrance  to  which  is  now  from  the  Reading  Room, 
has  been  visited  by  a  much  larger  number  of  persons,  the  admission 
being  free ;  but  there  are  no  means  of  registering  the  number  of 
visitors.  The  cataloguing  of  the  books  of  the  Free  Public  Library  has 
absorbed  the  attention  of  the  Honorary  Curators  hitherto,  but  they 
intend  shortly  to  give  their  attention  to  the  Museum,  which  has  to 
some  degree  suffered  during  last  year  in  the  number  of  donations. 


But  as  the  Po\vys-land  Club  has  voted  £10  to  the  promotion  of  the 
Museum,  and  a  like  sum  has  been  presented  by  the  Honorary  Curator, 
it  is  hoped  that  some  new  life  can  be  infused  into  it.

ANCIENT  MONTGOMERYSHIRE  CHARTERS. 


THE  following  six  Add.  Charters  are  to  be  seen  in  the 
MS.  Room  of  the  British  Museum,  and  were  pur- 
chased by  the  trustees  in  one  lot  (No.  44)  at  Messrs. 
Puttick  and  Simpson's  sale,  19th  August  1851.  They 
probably  found  this  destination  after  Lord  Berwick's 
sale  at  Attingham  Hall,  Salop,  and  came,  doubtless, 
into  his  possession  through  the  family  of  his  ancestor, 
maternally,  Thomas  Powys  of  Berwick  and  Shrews- 
bury. The  latter  purchased  the  Marrington  estates  in 
1733,  and  with  them  accompanying  charters,  deeds, 
etc.  The  granters  or  grantees  in  the  following  were 
the  predecessors  of  the  owners  of  the  Marrington 
estate,  in  the  parish  of  Chirbury,  Salop.  These 
charters,  in  two  instances,  are  endorsed  by  "  Oly'r 
(Oliver)  Lloid",  son  and  heir  of  "David  Lloit  Vychan, 
Squyer"  (Add.  Charter  8065)5  lord  of  the  manor  of 
Marrington  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.  (Sheriffs  of 
Montgomeryshire,  p.  385.) 

A  charter  extract  of  still  more  ancient  date,  in- 
teresting in  its  connection  with  the  following,  is  given 
in  Lewys  Dwnn's  Visitations  of  Wales  (vol.  i,  p.  277, 
where  the  transcriber  has  given  "  Ll'n"  for  "  Lo'd"). 
It  is  the  original  grant  in  reversion  of  the  above  estate 
by  Robert  de  Boulers,  Lord  of  Montgomery  (1174  to 
1203),  and  Maud  his  wife,  to  the  wife  of  William 
de  Boulers  of  Marrington,  the  "  Will'o  filio  Baldwin  i 
(de  Boulers)  de  Mungum'er"  of  Add.  Charter  8078. 
(See  Sheriffs  of  Montgomeryshire,  p.  338.) 

The  following  Add.  Charter  8078  seems  the  most 
ancient  of  the  scries,  and  is  without  date.  It  will  be 
seen,  however,  that  the  parties  and  witnesses  thereto 
were  living  between  the  years  1229-60. — W.  V.  LL.

(Eyton, 
vol.  xi,  p.   141.)     He  had  a  grant,  May  1,  1252,  of  the  "  King's  Mill 
at  Montgomery,  called  Stanlawe's  Mulne".     (/&.,  p.  142.) 

2  "  Stephen    Fitz  William"    (de    Boulers)   was   an   uncle  of  the 
grantee,  and  was  one  of  twenty-four  jurors  who  sat  at  Montgomery 
on  various  matters,  May  30,  1251.    He  occurs  on  a  Montgomery  jury 
in  1249,  with  William  Save.     "  Stephen  de  Boulers",  in  the  King's 
patent  of  June  1263,  to  Sir  Thomas  Corbet,  Baron  of  Caus,  is,  with 
his  suzerain  and  chief  retainers  of  that  barony,  granted  protection 
from  all  suits  while  the  Welsh  war  lasted.     (Ey ton's  Ant.,  vol.  vii,

3  Owen  de  Brompton,  a  minor  in  1255,  was  a  grandson  of  Sir  Robert 
ap  Madoc,  Knight,  who  in   1224  died  seized  of  lands  in  Middletoii 
and  Brompton,  Chirbury,  his  widow  having  been  nurse  to  Gwladus, 
the  niece  of  King  Henry  III,  and  the  daughter  of  Llewelyn,  Prince 
of  Wales.     "  Hoel  fitz  Robert",  father  of  Owen,  in  1227  impleaded 
Grant  de  Middleton,  ancestor  of  the  Middletons  of  Middleton,  for 
two  virgates  of  land  in  Middleton,  under  writ  of  mort  d'ancestre.

THE  following  Receivers'  Account  is  printed  because  it 
throws  light  upon  our  county  at  that  period,  and  shows 
who  were  the  persons  that  occupied  the  principal  offices 
under  the  Crown  in  respect  of  Montgomery,  Kerry, 
and  Kedewen,  and  the  emoluments  they  derived. 

The  Seneschal  and  Constable  there  was  Charles 
Somerset  (jure  uxoris),  LORD  DE  HERBERT,  afterwards 
created  the  Earl  of  Worcester ;  his  fee  as  Seneschal 
being  £20  per  annum,  and  as  Constable  £6  Is.  4d.  == 
£26  Is.  4d.  He  had  the  appointment  of  the  subor- 
dinate officers  in  these  lordships, — viz.,  Sir  Hi  chard 
Herbert  as  Receiver,  his  fee  being  £10  per  annum; 
Richard  Maelgwyn,  Chaplain,  405.  ;  Thomas  ap 
Res,1  Lieutenant  of  the  Seneschal,  £6  135.  4c£.  ;  and 
the  clerk's  accountant  for  writing  the  Roll,  13s.  46?.; 
Thomas  ap  Rees,  as  Deputy  Seneschal  and  Custodian 
of  New  Town,  105.  Other  payments  appear,  such  as  ; 
For  the  capture  of  two  felons  hanged  there,  405.  each  ; 
and  the  doorkeeper  of  the  Castle  for  the  diet  of  the 
two  felons,  1 45.  for  the  space  of  six  weeks ;  and  for 
the  diet  of  another  felon  hanged  there,  8d.,  viz.,  at  the 
rate  of  14c£.  per  week,  or  2d.  per  day,  which  must  have

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been  starvation  fare.  The  remittance  of  £120  to  the 
King  cost  245.,  being  at  the  rate  of  1  per  cent. 

Thomas  ap  Res  appears  also  as  farmer  of  the  mills 
of  Beandor  and  Vador  (Vaenor,  near  Newtown),  and 
he  gets  an  allowance  for  the  capture  of  other  felons. 

The  item —

shows  that  Sir  Richard  Herbert  was  Receiver  in  the 
time  of  Henry  VII  at  least  as  early  as  1508-9  ;  and 
arrears  being  then  due,  it  would  point  to  even  an 
earlier  period. 

Sir  Richard  Herbert  of  Montgomery,  who  was 
knighted  on  the  accession  of  King  Henry  VIII,  about 
the  year  1510,  was  the  second  son  of  Sir  Richard 
Herbert  of  Colebrooke,  who  was  the  third  son  of  Sir 
William  ap  Thomas  of  Ragland  Castle.1  He  was  also 
the  nephew  of  Sir  Rhys  ap  Thomas,  Knight  Banneret, 
to  whose  distinguished  services  on  the  field  of  Bos- 
worth  the  Earl  of  Richmond  owed  his  crown,  and  whom 
the  new  sovereign,  Henry  VII,  afterwards  loaded  with 
honours.  We  refer  to  the  biographical  notices,  by 
the  Rev.  W.  V.  Lloyd,  of  William  Herbert,  Sheriff 
in  1547,2  and  of  Edward  Herbert,  Sheriff  in  1557,3  the 
two  sons  of  Sir  Richard  Herbert  of  Montgomery,  for 
full  details  of  the  powerful  connections  of  the  family 
of  Herbert  and  of  the  branch  of  which  Sir  Richard  was 
the  head.  The  Rev.  W.  V.  Lloyd  took  some  pains  to 
fix  the  period  at  which  the  family  of  Herbert — which 
originally  had  exclusive  habitation  in  South  Wales- 
became  connected  with  Montgomeryshire,  and  he 
assigned  23  and  24  Henry  VIII,  January  24,  1532,  as 
the  date  when  a  document  proved  Sir  Richard  Herbert's 
presence — if  not  residence  or  interest — in  Montgomery- 
shire.4 Subsequent  research  threw  some  further  light

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upon  an  earlier  and  official  connection  with  the  lord- 
ship and  Castle  of  Montgomery,  but  gave  no  date.1 

The  document  we  now  print  certainly  establishes 
the  fact  that  Sir  Richard  Herbert  was  Receiver  of  these 
lordships  in  the  last  year  of  Henry  the  Seventh's  reign 
(1508-9),  and  probably  for  some  time  before.  Sir 
Charles  Somerset  (Lord  Herbert),  although  he  did  not 
receive  a  grant  of  these  lordships  until  1  Henry  VIII, 
nevertheless  was  made  Governor  of  Montgomery 
Castle  in  19  Henry  VII.2  Possibly  Sir  Richard 
Herbert's  receivership  may  date  back  to  that  period — 
in  any  event,  he  certainly  was  Receiver  in  Henry  the 
Seventh's  reign. 

It  may,  consequently,  be  fairly  inferred  that  Sir 
Richard  Herbert,  the  first  of  the  family  that  became 
associated  with  Montgomeryshire,  owed  that  connection 
to  Henry  VII  ;  and  he  was  promoted  by  him  in 
recognition  of  the  services  which  that  sovereign  had 
received  from  the  family  of  Herbert  and  its  powerful 
alliances.  The  county  of  Montgomery,  therefore,  is 
indebted  to  the  first  monarch  of  the  dynasty  of  Tudor 
for  the  boon  it  has  received  by  the  settlement  of  the 
Herberts  in  its  borders  :  Sir  Richard  Herbert  of 
Montgomery  being  the  first,  in  the  sixteenth  century, 
and  next,  Sir  Edward  Herbert  of  Powis  Castle — a 
descendant  of  his  (Sir  R.  Herbert's)  uncle — in  the 
latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  century,  both  being  lineal 
ancestors  of  Edward  James,  the  present  Earl  of  Powis.

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MONTGOMERYSHIRE  HORSES,  COBS,  AND 
PONIE'S. 


THE  Powys  horses,  often  of  small  stature,  have  been 
long  and  justly  admired  in  the  county  of  Montgomery. 
Like  the  canine  breed  of  St.  Bernard,  they  retain 
their  distinguishing  features  from  age  to  age,  and  pro- 
mise well  for  the  maintenance  of  their  characteristics 
for  future  generations,  in  the  valleys  which  have  been 
traversed  by  their  sires  for  eight  centuries. 

They  possess  unimpaired  vigour  in  the  chase,  and 
display  their  ancestral  spirit  in  the  clash  of  arms. 
They  thrive,  and  multiply,  in  the  several  districts  of 
Powysland,  and  are  conspicuous,  as  heretofore,  for 
speed,  strength,  mettle,  and  beauty  of  form. 

They  date  their  origin  among  us  from  the  time, 
when  Robert  de  Belesme,1  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  wished 
to  conciliate  the  Britons  and  put  into  their  hands  his 
wealth,  and  his  cattle  ;  perhaps,  also — what  a  Norman 
lord  would  specially  value — the  horses  of  noble  breed, 
which  he  had  brought  over  from  Spain,  and  whose  race 
flourished  in  the  land  of  Powys  long  afterwards,  even 
to  our  own  day.2  It  is  a  singular  coincidence,  that  in

Two  of  the  regiments,  which  had  been  quartered  in  Funen,  were 
cavalry,  mounted  on  the  fine,  black,  long-tailed  Andalusian  horses.    It 
was  impracticable  to  bring  off  these  horses,  about  1,100  in  number, 
and  Romana  was  not  a  man  who  could  order  them  to  be  destroyed,  lest 
they  should  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  French.     He  was  fond  of  horses 
himself,  and  knew  that  every  man  was  attached  to  the  beast  which 
had  carried  him  so  far  and  so  faithfully.     Their  bridles,  therefore, 
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the  early  part  of  our  own  century,  "the  Central  Junta 
of  Spain  expressed  its  sense  of  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley's 
services  by  nominating  him  one  of  the  captain-generals 
of  the  army  (in  rank  nearly  equivalent  to  that  of  our 
field-marshal),  and  presenting  him  in  the  name  of  King 
Ferdinand  with  some  horses  selected  from  the  best 
breeds  of  Andalusia.  Sir  Arthur  accepted  the  horses, 
and  the  appointment  also,  provided  he  should  receive 
permission  from  his  own  sovereign."1 

The  lines  of  the  poet  Young  afford  a  spirited 
description  of  the  Powysian  horse  : — 

"  High  rais'd,  he  snuffs  the  battle  from  afar, 
And  burns  to  plunge  amid  the  raging  war, 
And  mocks  at  death,  and  throws  his  foam  around, 
And  in  a  storm  of  fury  shakes  the  ground. 
How  does  his  firm,  his  rising  heart,  advance 
Full  on  the  brandished  sword  and  shaken  lance. 
He  sinks  the  sense  of  pain  in  generous  pride, 
Nor  feels  the  shaft  that  trembles  in  his  side, 
But  neighs  to  the  shrill  trumpet's  dreadful  blast — 
Till  death  ;  and  when  he  groans,  he  groans  his  last." 

We  will  refer  to  these  Andalusian  or  Powys  horses 
in  the  chase,  "  the  mimicry  of  noble  war",  which  has 
been  portrayed  in  graphic  language  by  the  poet 

Somervile  : — 

"  Now,  my  brave  youths, 

Stripp'd  for  the  chase,  give  all  your  souls  to  joy  ! 
See  how  their  coursers,  than  the  mountain  roe 


were  taken  off,  and  they  were  turned  loose  upon  the  beach.  As  they 
moved  off,  they  passed  some  of  the  country's  horses  and  mares, 
which  were  feeding  at  a  little  distance.  A  scene  ensued  such  as 
probably  never  before  was  witnessed.  The  Spanish  horses  are  not 
mutilated,  and  these  were  sensible  that  they  were  no  longer  under 
any  restraint  of  human  power.  A  general  conflict  ensued,  in  which, 
retaining  the  discipline  they  had  learnt,  they  charged  each  other  in 
squadrons  of  ten  or  twenty  together;  then  closely  engaged,  striking 
with  their  forefeet,  and  biting  and  tearing  each  other  with  the  most 
ferocious  rage,  and  trampling  over  those  which  were  beaten  down,  till 
the  shore,  in  the  course  of  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  was  strewn  with  the 
dead  and  disabled.  A.D.  1808.  (Southey's  Peninsular  War,  vol.  i, 
p.  663.)

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More  fleet,  the  verdant  carpet  skim,  thick  clouds 
Snorting  they  breathe,  their  shining  hoofs  scarce  print 
The  grass  unbruised  ;  with  emulation  fired 
They  strain  to  lead  the  field,  top  the  barr'd  gate, 
O'er  the  deep  ditch  exulting  bound,  and  brush 
The  thorny-twining  hedge  ;  the  riders  bend 
O'er  their  arched  necks  ;  with  steady  hands,  by  turns 
Indulge  their  speed  or  moderate  their  rage."1 

We  will  refer  to  the  testimony  of  the  topographer, 
Samuel  Lewis,  on  the  superior  and  inferior  breeds  of 
ponies  in  Powys-land. 

"  In  the  hilly  parts  of  Montgomeryshire  great 
numbers  of  very  small  and  hardy  ponies,  commonly 
called  Merlins,  breed  promiscuously,  and  range  the 
mountains  untrained  until  they  are  three  years  old, 
when  they  are  brought  down  for  the  first  time  and 
driven  to  fairs.  Like  flocks  of  cattle  or  sheep,  the 
place  of  sale  generally  exhibits  a  scene  of  great 
activity  and  violent  exertion,  since  each  that  is  pur- 
chased— though  most  likely  never  before  touched  by 
human  hands — being  immediately  seized  from  among 
the  untamed  herd,  displays  all  the  restlessness  of  its 
natural  ungovernableness. 

"  Numbers  of  these  small  animals  are  employed  in 
their  native  districts,  more  particularly  in  conveying 
the  produce  of  the  manufactures  of  the  county  to 
the  markets  of  Welshpool  and  Shrewsbury,  and  they 
are  unrivalled  in  the  agility  with  which  they  climb 
the  slippery  ascents  of  the  mountains. 

"  There  is  a  breed  larger  than  these,  which  are 
handsome  and  active  ;  and  the  vales  of  this  county 
have  long  been  noted  for  an  excellent  breed  of  horses, 
the  superiority  of  which  has  been  by  some  attributed 
to  the  introduction  of  some  blood-horses  from  Spain 
into  this  part  of  the  country  by  Robert  Dudley,  Earl 
of  Leicester,  and  by  others  to  the  circumstance  of  a 
stud  of  horses  having  been  kept  by  Queen  Eliza-

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beth,1   at    Park,    near    Caer-Sws,    in    the    Yale    of 
Severn." 

We  will  now  turn  to  the  high  authority  of  Camden 
(Montgomeryshire  Ordovices)  : 

"  This  shire,  though  it  be  mountainous,  is  yet  in 
general  a  fertile  country,  having  fruitful  vales,  as  well 
for  pasture  as  arable  land,  and  it  was  formerly  a 
breeder  of  excellent  horses,  which,  as  Giraldus  informs 
us,  were  much  esteemed,  as  well  for  the  shape  and 
stateliness  (membrosa  sua  majestate)  as  the  incom- 
parable swiftness  which  nature  had  given  them."2 

We  turn  to  the  careful  observation  of  the  learned 
tourist,  Giraldus,  already  referred  to,  in  his  journeys  : 
"  In  hac  tertia  Guallise  portione,  quse  Powysia 
dicitur,  sunt  equitia  (studs)  peroptima,  et  equi  emis- 
sarii  laudatissimi,  de  Hispaniensium  equorum  gene- 
rositate,  quos  olim  comes  Slopesburiae,  Robertus  de 
Beleme,  in  fines  istos  adduci  curaverat,  originaliter 
propagati."3 

Llewelyn  ap  Griffith  knew  the  value  of  the  Powys 
horses  from  long  experience  of  their  strength  and 
courage  in  the  civil  wars  of  the  Barons  with  Henry  III, 
and  in  the  last  struggle  for  the  independence  of  his 
country. 

Peter  Aquablanca,  the  Savoyard  Bishop  of  Hereford, 
in  a  contemporary  letter  to  the  king  in  1262,  describes 
the  forces  of  Llewelyn  as  consisting  of  30,000  Infantry 
and  300  cavalry.4 

A  debt  of  obligation  is  due  from  us  to  the  second 
monarch  of  the  line  of  Tudor.

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"  Henry  VIII  justly  admired  the  vigour,  beauty, 
and  mettle  of  the  horses  of  the  Powysian  breed,  and 
was  desirous  to  supply  what  he  deemed  to  be  a  defect 
in  some  respects.  He  endeavoured,  therefore,  to  im- 
prove their  size,  as  we  find  in  Daniel."1 

The  minimum  height  was  fixed  at  fifteen  hands,  for 
horses  for  stud  purposes,  and  thirteen  hands  for  mares. 
Henry  VIII  uniformly  strove  to  raise  the  standard  of 
stature  among  our  horses,  in  which  we  have  acquired 
a  pre-eminence  over  all  other  nations.2 

We  are  indebted  for  this  interesting  information  to 
a  racy  article,  "  On  Ponies",  from  the  graphic  pen  of 
"Borderer",  in  Bailey's  Monthly  Magazine  of  Sports 
and  Pastimes  (September  1887,  p.  64),  from  which 
we  propose  to  quote  a  few  apposite  passages.

2  In  the  32nd  Henry  VIII,  the  "  Bill  for  the  breed  of  horses  was 
passed,    the   preamble    of    which  runs    thus :    '  Forasmuch  as  the 
generation  and  breed  of  good  and  strong  horses  within  this  realm 
extendeth  not  only  to  a  great  help  and  defence  of  the  same,  but  also 
is  a  great  commodity  and  profit  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  which  is 
much   decayed  and  diminished  by  reason   that  in  forests,   chases, 
moors,  and  waste  ground  within  this  realm  little  and  stoned  horses 
and  nags  of  small  stature  and  of  little  value,  be  not  only  suffered  to 
depasture  thereupon,  but  also  to  cover  mares  feeding  there,  whereof 
cometh  in  manner  no  profit  or  commodity.'     Section  2  of  the  Act 
provides  that  no  entire  horse,  being  above  the  age  of  two  years,  and 
not  being  of  the  height  of  fifteen   '  handfulls',  shall  be  put  to  graze 
on  any  common  or  waste  land  in  certain  counties.     Anyone  was  to  be 
at  liberty  to  seize  a  horse  of  unlawful  height ;  and  those  whose  duty 
it  was  to  measure  horses,  but  who  refused  to  do  so,  were  to  be  fined 
40s.     By  section  6,  all  forests,  chases,  commons,  etc.,  were  to  be 
'  driven'  within  fifteen  days  of  Michaelmas  Day,  and  horses,  mares, 
and  colts  not  giving  promise  of  growing  into  serviceable  animals  or 
producing  them,  were   to  be  killed.     The  aim  of  the  Act  was  to 
prevent  breeding  from  animals  not  calculated  to  produce  the  class  of 
horse   suited  to  the  needs  of  the   country.     By  another   Act   (27 
Henry  VIII,  chap.  6),  after  stating  that  the  breed  of  '  good,  strong 
horses'  was  likely  to  diminish,  it  was  ordered  that  the  owners  of  all 
parks  and  enclosed  grounds  of  the  extent  of  one  mile  should  keep  two 
mares  thirteen  hands  high  for  breeding  purposes,  or,  if  the  extent  of 
the  ground  was  four  miles,  four  mares."     (Encyd.  Brit.,  9th  edit., 
vol.  xii,  p.  182.) 
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"  There  is  an  apparent  reason  for  the  breeding  of  ponies 
(writes  BORDERER),  during  the  last  three  centuries,  having 
been  confined  to  hill  counties  and  remote  districts,  when  we 
remember  that  Henry  VIII — that  old  despotic  potentate,  who 
was  the  author  of  many  curious  laws— had  it  enacted  by  law 
that  a  standard  should  be  fixed  for  horses  in  Great  Britain, 
below  which  no  horse  for  stud  purposes  should  be  kept.  This 
minimum  height  was  adjudged  to  be  15  hands  for  horses,  and 
13  hands  for  mares.  No  entire  horse  above  two  years  old 
under  14J  hands  was  permitted  to  run  in  any  forest  or 
common.  The  magistrates  in  each  district  were  commanded 
to  drive  the  forests  and  commons  once  in  every  year,  at 
MichaelmaS'tide,  and  to  destroy  all  sizes  not  of  the  required 
standard,  as  well  as  all '  unlikely  tits',  whether  mares,  geldings, 
or  foals,  which  they  might  deem  not  calculated  to  produce  a 
valuable  breed.  In  every  deep  park  a  certain  number  of  mares 
had  to  be  kept,  each  13  hands  high,  and  all  the  king's  prelates 
and  nobles,  as  well  as  all  whose  wives  wore  velvet  bonnets,  had 
to  keep  stallions  for  the  saddle  at  least  15  hands  high. 

"  This  bold  attempt  at  legislation  to  keep  up  the  size  and 
goodness  of  our  horses,  no  doubt  has  had  its  effect  on  their 
quality  in  the  present  day  ;  probably,  however,  it  was  found 
impossible  to  enforce  it  in  the  wilder  parts  of  Great  Britain, 
such  as  Wales,  the  rougher  parts  of  Devonshire,  and  in  the 
North,  Here  ponies,  the  indigenous  product  of  such  districts, 
still  held  their  own,  and  have  done  so  to  the  present  day, 
much  to  the  benefit  of  us  later-day  horse  lovers,  and  for  the 
good  of  our  country  generally.  An  historian  in  Queen  Eliza- 
beth's time,  named  Blundevill,  does  not  give  a  very  nattering 
account  of  the  horses  of  England  at  that  time,  for  he  says  they 
were  neither  suited  to  heavy  nor  light  work,  and  their  scarcity 
was  so  great  that  only  3,000  could  be  mustered  to  oppose 
the  invasion  of  Philip  of  Spain.  Thus,  the  result  of  arbitrary 
legislation  to  put  down  ponies  does  not  seem  to  have  borne 
good  fruit  during  the  next  half  century.  Nevertheless,  I  am 
far  from  supposing  that  in  the  long-run  Henry  VIII  was  on 
the  wrong  tack,  and  that  although  he  failed  to  do  away  with 
ponies,  he  certainly  has  done  much  to  retain  the  stature  of  our 
horses  generally,  in  which  we,  undoubtedly,  eclipse  the  rest  of 
the  world." 

After  alluding  to  Exmoor  ponies,  "  Borderer"  goes 
on  to  say : 

"  Of  Welsh  ponies  I  can  speak  with  much  more  personal 
knowledge,  having  been  cradled  among  them.  The  real  Welsh 
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pony  has  had  a  hard  struggle  for  existence  during  the  last 
half  century ;  what  with  the  enclosure  of  the  best  hills  for 
cultivation  and  sheep  pasture,  and  the  wholesome  want  of  care 
and  judgment  in  their  breeding  and  crossing,  it  is  perfectly 
marvellous  that  they  should  have  retained  anything  of  their 
true  form  and  proportions.  It  says  wonders  for  their  original 
pure  breeding,  that  their  best  characteristics  have  not  long 
ago  been  lost  in  the  half-cart-horse  and  half  badly  bred  cob 
animal  with  which  they  have  been  allowed  to  associate  at 
random.  It  is  no  uncommon  thing  for  fathers,  brothers, 
mothers,  and  sisters  to  be  seen  running  wild  in  the  same  hills. 
I  once  bought  a  cob  that  I  afterwards  found  out  was  the  son  of 
his  brother ;  curiously  enough,  I  had  previously  owned  that 
brother,  a  rare  little  horse  named  '  Twm  Ddu'  (Anglice, '  Black 
Tommy'),  that  carried  me  as  safe  as  a  rock  over  a  rough  country, 
His  son  and  brother  was  smaller,  almost  perfect  in  shape,  and 
moved  as  if  on  wires,  but  was  a  very  bad-winded  animal,  and 
soft  to  a  degree ;  he  would  never  bear  a  spur,  and  after  a  few 
miles  in  harness  showed  the  white  feather.  After  he  went  out 
of  my  possession,  he  won  several  agricultural  show  prizes  for 
action  in  harness ;  in  a  turn-out  he  was  beautiful.  This  story 
illustrates  the  decay  which  must  arise  where  little  or  no  care 
is  taken  with  the  breeding  of  ponies.  Living  as  they  do  on  the 
roughest  pasturage  that  Wales  can  afford  them,  on  land  too 
wet  for  sheep  and  too  exposed  for  cattle,  with  nothing  to  eat 
throughout  the  long  winters  but  what  they  can  find  for  them- 
selves, it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  many  hundreds  of  them 
die  in  a  hard  winter  from  sheer  want.  Perhaps,  on  the  theory 
of  '  the  survival  of  the  fittest',  this  may  be  said  to  keep  the 
breed  pure  and  hardy.  It  certainly  stunts  their  growth,  and 
is  cruelty  to  animals  in  its  highest  sense.  The  typical  Welsh 
farmer,  who  can  afford  a  bit  of  fodder  for  the  sheep  in  a  hard 
time,  systematically  drives  off  with  his  dogs  the  herd  of  ponies. 
I  have  seen  the  poor  brutes  'dogged'  for  miles  through  the 
snowdrift ;  and  people  wonder  why  Welsh  ponies  always  kick 
hounds,  and  are  seldom  broken  from  this  deathly  habit — I 
don't.  Luckily,  the  day  is  beginning  to  dawn  when  the  Welsh 
pony  is  to  have  fair-play,  and  the  steady  and  continued  demand 
for  him  is  awakening  the  Welsh  and  border  farmers  to  the  belief 
that  after  all  he  is  just  as  valuable  as  half-a-dozen  or  more 
of  his  primest  four-year-old  wethers,  and  he  does  not  leave 
him  to  starve.  In  some  cases  he  actually  chooses  for  a  mate, 
an  active,  trotting  cob,  that  goes  by  his  door  once  or  twice  a 
week,  and  the  wandering  three-cornered  beast  that  has  been 
in  the  habit  of  fathering  all  his  foals,  is  '  dogged'  into  another 
parish/' 


24      MONTGOMERYSHIRE  HORSES,  COBS,  AND  PONIES. 

We  cannot  refrain  from  following  this  genial  and 
enthusiastic  writer  into  his  description  of  a  Welsh 
pony-fair,  and  the  characteristics  of  a  good  Welsh 
pony,  and  the  means  to  be  adopted  for  producing  such 
useful  animals  : — 

' '  Oh,  ye  lovers  of  ponies,  come  with  me  in  spirit  to  some  of 
the  summer  and  autumn  fairs  in  the  counties  bordering  on 
England.  Watch  the  droves  of  hill-ponies  brought  in,  from 
yearlings  upwards,  to  none  of  which  has  bridle  and  saddle  been 
introduced.  There  is  the  half-starved  little  fellow  with  a 
e  napper'  that  will  go  i~ato  a  pint  pot,  and  an  eye  like  a  hawk, 
a  mane  and  tail  the  most  silky,  and  that  nearly  touches  his 
toes,  legs  and  feet  as  hard  and  clean  as  bars  of  iron,  low  in 
the  withers,  and  rather  straight  in  his  shoulders,  short  in  his 
back,  and  rather  cow-hocked.  You  meekly  ask  the  half-gipsy 
Welsh  coper  what  he  will  take  for  him,  and  he  immediately 
makes  a  rush  into  the  drove,  catches  him  by  the  tail,  and 
holding  on  stoutly  until  he  is  divided  from  the  others.  A 
second  young  athlete  clutches  him  round  the  neck,  and, 
gradually  getting  one  hand  on  his  nose,  he  is  held  for  your 
inspection.  '  Seven  pounds,  yer  honour.  He's  coming  three, 
and  a  ra-al  beautie.'  You  cannot  resist  him,  and  probably  a 
good  many  other  tails  will  be  unmercifully  pulled  for  your 
edification  before  you  leave  the  fair.  When  you  have  a  wild 
little  fellow  once  at  home — not  an  easy  job  is  it  to  lead  him  for 
the  first  time — treat  him  quietly  and  with  patience,  and  he  will 
be  your  faithful  and  attached  servant  for  as  many  years  as  you 
choose  to  keep  him.  Go  to  such  fairs  ....  as  New  Radnor 
in  Radnorshire,  Newtown  in  Montgomeryshire,  and  there  you 
will  find,  in  addition  to  the  wild  ponies  in  droves,  which  I 
have  described,  plenty  of  useful  cobs,  the  first  cross  from 
Welsh  ponies,  some  of  them  well  bred,  but  the  majority,  I 
grieve  to  say,  ill-bred  on  the  sires'  side,  and  if  bad  movers, 
only  fitted  to  go  down  coal-pits  or  drag  greengrocers'  carts. 
A  good  judge,  however,  will  soon  detect  the  wheat  amongst 
the  chaff;  and  happy  will  he  be  if  he  is  able  to  carry  off  a  few 
13  or  14-hand  ponies  and  give  them  a  proper  education.  It 
has  been  BORDEREK'S  practice  for  many  years  to  buy  ponies  in 
this  way,  and  very  few  have  turned  out  badly.  One,  by  name 
Tommy  Dod,  set  a  Leicestershire  field,  and  was  the  most 
extraordinary  animal  for  his  inches  in  the  shires  of  his  day. 
Another,  a  spotted  skewbald,  was  the  pride  of  Surrey  in  its 
most  horsey  part.  Another  did  a  pretty  show  in  the  park  for 
many  seasons,  and  won  for  its  fair  owner,  perhaps  as  much  as 
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anything,  a  handsome  and  good  husband.  Others  have  been 
less  pretentious  in  their  future,  but  several  have  won  reputa- 
tions at  polo  ;  one  was  undoubtedly  the  champion  of  his 
county  club,  and  another  was  almost  invincible  at  Pontypool 
polo  pony-races.  So  that  BORDERER,  in  writing  of  ponies,  is 
not  likely  to  adopt  the  Act  of  Henry  VIII,  and  pray  for  their 
extinction." 

The  uses  to  which  these  ponies  are  and  may  be 
devoted  (c  Borderer"  is  enthusiastic  upon  : 

"The  institution  and  spread  of  the  game  of  polo  has  done 
much  to  improve  the  breed  of  ponies,  and  to  encourage  their 
sale.  What  beauties  you  now  see  at  Hurlingham  !  You 
wonder  where  they  all  come  from.  The  known  world  is 
searched  for  them,  and  many  have  an  Arab  cross  in  them.  The 
majority,  however,  are  home-bred.  They  are  Exmoor  or  Welsh, 
with  one  thorough-bred  cross  to  bring  them  up  to  the  required 
standard  of  height,  and  make  them  thoroughly  blood-like. 
Oh,  how  the  ladies  delight  to  look  them  over  at  Hurlingham ! 
I  don't  wonder  at  my  friend's  wife  wanting  one  I1  Look  how 
they  turn  with  the  ball — how  unflinchingly  they  gallop  into 
the  maddest  fray,  and  seem  so  thoroughly  to  enter  into  the 
working  of  the  game  !  Ah,  ladies,  which  are  the  most 
attractive — the  ponies,  or  their  riders  ?  and  do  you  not  wish  to 
put  in  a  word  for  the  ponies  now  and  again  when  they  seem, 
to  be  so  hard-ridden  ?  Yes,  their  drilling-task  is  fast  and 
furious,  and  the  ordeal  is  a  severe  one;  and  yet,  sound  in  their 
wind,  and  hardy  in  their  frames,  how  splendidly  they  come 
through  it ! 

"  How  I  should  long  to  see  a  regiment  of  Liliputian 
hussars!  No  trooper  or  officer  weighing  more  than  10  stone, 
and  no  horse  above  14.3  hands  high.  What  a  crack  regi- 
ment would  that  be  !  The  smartest,  hardiest,  and  most 
business-like  regiment  in  the  service,  I  believe,  and  fit  to  go 
where  duty  called  it,  into  any  quarter  of  the  globe.  Perhaps 
we  may  live  to  see  it.  If  BORDERER  had  the  ear  of  H.R.H. 
the  Commander-in-Chief,  it  should  be  tried.  Nature  has 
ordained  that  perfection  can  only  be  obtained,  as  a  rule,  in  its 
medium-sized  and  smaller  specimens  of  creation.  Is  not  this 
true  of  horses  ?  Are  not  ponies  often  models  of  a  perfect

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horse  ?  Add  to  this  soundness  (for  who  ever  saw  a  14-hand 
pony  a  roarer  ?),  hardiness  of  constitution,  quickness  and 
activity  of  movement,  sense  and  good  temper  under  proper 
management  and  uses ;  and,  having  admitted  all  this,  tell  me 
how  you  can  harden  your  heart,  and  deny  your  wife  her 
desire  to  have  a  pony. 

"  What  is  so  handy  to  catch  a  train  with  ?  What  so  apt  at 
trotting  you  into  town  for  a  little  magisterial  or  other  country 
duty  ?  What  matters  it  that  he  has  galloped  you  to  covert 
the  day  before  ?  You  have  not  to  feel  his  legs,  or  ask  after 
his  appetite.  It  is  merely,  '  Bring  round  Bob  at  10.30  a.m/ 
When  the  boys  are  at  home  from  school,  what  high  jinks  Bob 
plays,  for  he  never  turns  his  head  at  anything,  and  volun- 
taries cease  to  be  counted  as  falls  after  the  first  few  times. 
Then  the  young  ladies  can  don  their  riding-habits  very  early 
in  life,  and  Bob  is  equal  to  the  occasion,  if  not  too  much 
excited,  and  kept  off  the  turf.  Of  being  driven  by  the  mater- 
familias,  or  the  young  ladies,  Bob  is  especially  proud.  He 
needs  no  bearing-rein  to  make  him  arch  his  neck.  He 
knows  the  best  shops  in  the  town  by  instinct.  He  stops  at 
the  accustomed  drive-gates,  when  calling  or  tennis-parties 
have  to  be  done,  and  he  whisks  his  goodly  load  home  again  in 
double-quick  time,  for  has  he  not  a  merry  thought  of  the 
corn-bin  ? 

"  Carriage  horses  and  hunters  wear  out  all  too  soon,  but  Bob 
goes  on  the  same  as  ever — only  a  trifle  fatter,  and  perhaps  a 
little  plethoric  as  middle  and  old  age  creep  upon  him ;  and 
when  dignified  old  age  comes  upon  him,  he  will  still  mow  your 
lawn,  take  a  small  spring-cart  to  the  station  full  of  luggage, 
bring  out  the  luncheon  for  a  shooting-party,  do  the  gardener's- 
light  work,  and  to  his  dying  day  he  is  still  the  favourite  Bob, 
the  pet  of  the  family,  and  takes  his  lump  of  sugar  from  caress- 
ing hands  with  all  the  dignity  of  mens  conscia  recti. 

"  Many  of  your  readers  will  naturally  ask  how  such  an  animal 
as  Bob  should  be  bred.  BORDERER  is  at  home  here.  Choose 
as  pretty  a  little  Welsh  mare  as  you  can  find — the  smaller  the 
better,  provided  she  be  straight  on  her  pins — and  as  her  mate 
find  the  best  bred  cob  that  travels  in  the  district ;  he  should 
be  about  15  hands  high,  neat  and  active — good  colour  is  essen- 
tial in  cobs.  Welsh  ponies,  like  Welsh  sheep,  are  the  best  of 
mothers,  and  the  colt,  if  well  done  when  weaned,  will  never 
look  behind  him.  A  thorough-bred  horse  as  a  sire  is  some- 
times a  success,  but  not  always ;  his  progeny  often  lose  the 
characteristics  of  the  pony  in  the  first  cross.  A  bit  of  Arab 
blood  is  a  first-rate  expedient,  although  you  run  a  risk  of 
losing  the  natural  hardihood  of  the  dam." 
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He  gives  some  instances  of  success,  amongst  others  : 

"In  Radnorshire  and  Montgomeryshire,  a  little  horse  called 
Alonzo  the  Brave,  has  done  wonders ;  my  greatest  success 
was  with  a  little  horse  called  Dick  Turpin,  a  first-prize  winner 
at  the  Royal  Show  at  Wolverhampton.  He  was  the  sire  of 
Tommy  Dod,  and  never  got  a  bad  pony  to  my  knowledge." 

He  concludes  his  most  interesting  and  instructive 
article  with  practical  and  most  useful  advice,  which 
we  trust  will  not  be  thrown  away  : 

"  After  all,  there  is  nothing  like  a  good  little  'oss.  I  have 
known  some  of  the  best  men  to  hounds,  who  would  never  ride 
anything  to  hounds  higher  than  15.1  hands.  If  the  burden  of 
my  song  be  true,  and  we  are  really  becoming  alive  to  the  value 
of  ponies  as  a  speciality  in  breeding,  here  is  another  safety- 
valve  for  the  worn-out  farming  interest,  especially  for  the  hill- 
farmer.  1  am  afraid  the  pages  of  Bailey  will  not  reach  him ; 
perhaps,  however,  they  may  catch  the  eye  of  a  few  Welsh 
landlords,  who  will,  I  trust,  offer  every  inducement  to  their 
tenants  to  improve  the  breed  of  their  ponies.  A  good  cob  sire 
in  Wales  is  of  priceless  value,  and  if  their  number  and  value 
can  be  increased  by  the  perusal  of  this  little  article,  BORDERER'S 
pen  will  not  have  striven  in  vain." 

We  now  come  to  a  document  which  shows  the  local 
bearing  this  subject  has  upon  Montgomeryshire.  As 
before  mentioned,  Park,  near  Caersws,  has  been  always 
reputed  to  be  the  place  where  Queen  Elizabeth  kept  a 
stud  of  brood  mares.  A  recent  discovery  in  the  Record 
Office  has  brought  to  light  a  document  of  the  time  of 
Henry  VIII,  which  shows  that  it  was  during  the  reign  of 
that  monarch  Caersws  was  first  chosen  as  a  suitableplace 
for  the  breeding  of  horses,  and  it  was  then  proposed 
that  the  "Park  of  Caersws,  with  the  ferme  of  Penprise, 
should  be  reserved  for  the  king's  use,  and  for  his  mares 
and  their  colts";  and  it  was  suggested  that  the  Park 
and  farm  should  be  "  paled",  which  could  be  done  with 
little  cost,  as  there  were  "  a  great  plenty  of  oke". 

The  document  seems  to  be  a  proposal  by  some  officer 
of  the  king  for  carrying  out  the  intention  indicated  by 
the  Acts  of  the  27  and  32  Henry  VIII.  It  runs 
thus  : — 
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A    declaration  unto  the  King's   Highnes    for  th'encrease  of 
horsses  within  the  Principalitie  of  Wales.1 

Fforasmuch  as  hit  hath  pleased  the  King's  High  Majestie, 
with  his  discrete  counsaill',  comnnssionars  in  the  Marches  of 
Wales  and  in  the  principalitie  of  the  same,  to  set  and  order 
his  Graces  Subiects  there  in  grete  quietnes  and  rest,  Soe  that 
nowe  the  grounds  and  pastures  of  Wales  may  be  enploied  and 
grased  with  almaner  of  Catall,  to  the  great  co'en  welth  of  this 
his  Realme,  and  where  also  his  graces  said  Subiects  be  not  of 
power  or  hable,  to  graze  the  said  grounds  and  pastures  with 
their  own  proper  goods  and  catalls,  But  be  gladde  to  take  to 
bargaine  evrie  yeare  at  May  day  of  certain  persons  dwelling 
within  the  counties  of  Salop,  Staff.,  and  Heref.,  certaine  leane 
Catall  everie  yeare,  to  the  nombre  of  a  thousand  and  more, 
which  be  redelivered  full  fedd  at  Holly  rede  day,  the  latter  to 
the  owners  of  them  paieing  for  the  feding  of  certein  of  their 
said  Catali  fowerpence  a  beaste,  and  for  som'e  other  syxpence 
a  beast  during  the  said  space,  which  said  m'  [thousand]  doo 
not  Devower  or  eate  the  xth  parte  of  the  said  pastures,  which 
said  pastures  yearly  doo  lye  and  rotte  upon  the  grounde — Soo 
that  noo  kynde  of  Catell  take  any  bVfite  [benefit]  by  the 
same.  Therefore  hit  may  please  his  moost  noble  highnes  to 
cause  to  be  bought,  for  his  grac's  use,  one  hundred  of  mares, 
where  may  be  thought  mooste  mete  and  convenyent,  and  to 
deliver  them  to  one  A.  B.  to  kepe  and  take  the  charge  of  them. 
And  also  to  deliver  to  the  said  A.  B.  for  every  tenne  mares  one 
.over  cast  horsse,  as  some  Jennett,  or  some  other  grete  horse,  to 
be  stallaunds,  as  hit  shall  please  the  King's  Grace  to  have  the 
breed  thereof;  and  there  to  encrease  that  kynde  of  horsses. 
which  his  grace  pleasith  to  have  contynuance  thereof. 

Item.  The  said  A.  B.  shalbe  bounde  with  sufficient  Suertyes 
by  obligac'on  to  the  King's  Counsaill  of  the  Marches  of  Wales, 
or  to  other  of  his  officers,  to  his  use  in  such  a  some  as  shalbe 
thought  reasonable,  with  this  condic'on,  that  is  to  say  :  To 
redeliver  the  said  mares  and  Stallaunds,  with  their  encrease,  at 
all  tymes  at  the  King's  pleasure  ;  and  also,  if  any  of  the  said 
mares  or  Stallaunds  be  lost  in  the  Kepar's  default,  then  he  to 
pay  for  them  and  every  of  them,  and  if  any  of  them  doo  dye 
by  chaunce,  then  he  to  show  the  hide  or  skynne  of  the  Stallaund 
or  mare  soo  dicing,  with  the  King's  marks  thereon,  for  his 
discharge,  to  such  persone  or  persons  as  the  King's  Highnes 
shall  appoynte  for  the  same.

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Item.  There  is  a  pasture  at  a  place  called  Karsous,  within 
the  Lordship  of  Arustley  Keviliock,  which  is  called  the  parcke 
of  Caersous,  with  the  Ferme  of  Penprice,  of  the  yearly  rent  of 
xiijs.  iiijd,  that  must  be  reserved  and  had  to  the  King's  use 
for  the  said  mares  and  their  colts. 

Item.  The  said  Parcke  and  Ferme  may  be  paled  with  little 
cost,  for  that  there  is  greate  plenty  of  Okes  and  woode  aboute 
hit,  which  is  there  but  of  small  value. 

Item.  The  said  Parck  is  within  iij  myles  to  the  mountaynes 
and  pastures  where  the  said  mares  shall  goo. 

Item.  Every  yeire  the  horsecolts  to  be  taken  away  from 
the  mares,  and  to  be  brought  to  such  parcks  or  other  pastures 
that  may  be  provided  for  them,  and  specially  to  a  place  called 
Wigmore,  the  demaynes  whereof  is  but  vujli.  by  th/yerie  [the 
year],  and  that  also  there  is  much  good  lye  stabling  for  the 
keeping  of  the  said  horsses. 

Item.  The  said  fyllies  to  remayne  there  with  the  mares  for 
encrease. 

Item.  There  must  be  a  clercke  appointed  to  be  every  year 
at  the  foaling  tyme,  to  make  a  Boke  how  many  horscolts  there 
be  and  how  many  fyllies,  and  the  colours  of  every  one  of  them, 
marked  with  the  King's  marke  at  such  tyme  of  the  yeire  as 
they  ought  to  be  marked,  and  also  to  present  the  Boke  to  the 
King  or  to  his  grac's  Counsaill'  and  officers,  as  his  grace  shall 
appoynte. 

Item.  For  the  charge  and  keping  of  the  said  mares  yearly 
hit  shalbe,  as  the  King's  grace  pleasure,  to  give  the  Kepar  p'te 
of  th'  encrease  as  the  third  or  such  parte,  and  the  King  to  be 
at  no  charge.  Or  ells  to  give  the  Kepar  a  certaiyn  some  of 
money,  and  his  grace  to  have  the  hole  encrease  to  his  owne  use. 

Item.  The  fyllies  of  the  mares  going  att  Warwicke  may  be 
taken  frome  them  when  they  be  of  a  yeir  age,  and  brought  to 
Wales,  where  the  King's  grace  shall  have  more  profitt  and 
lesse  charge. 

Item.  That  where  one  Sr.  Kichard  Herbert,  Knight,  nowe 
lately  deceased,  is  endebted  to  our  Sovereign  lorde  the  King 
in  certain  somes  of  money  before  the  Generall  Surveiours,  who 
hath  grete  nomb'r  of  wilde  horsses  and  mares  going  upon  the 
mountains,  that  they  may  be  distreyned  to  the  King's  use  for 
the  said  debts,  and  that  they  may  be  put  over  to  the  said 
grounds  of  Arustley  and  Kevilocke,  as  is  aforesaid. 

The  date  of  this  document  may  be  approximately 
fixed  by  the  reference,  in  the  last  clause,  to  the  "  late 
Sir  Richard  Herbert,  Knight,  nowe  lately  deceased." 
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Sir  Richard  was  dead  in  32-33  Henry  VIII  (1540-1) ; 
the  document,  therefore,  may  be  taken  to  be  not  later 
than  1540-1,  although  it  may  be  somewhat  earlier. 

The  suggestion  of  Sir  Richard  Herbert's  indebted- 
ness to  the  Crown,  and  of  his  possessing  a  "  grete 
number  of  wilde  horses  and  mares  going  upon  the 
mountains",  which  might  be  distrained  for  the  King's 
use,  and  put  over  to  the  grounds  of  Arustley  and 
Keviliog,  is  a  remarkable  one,  and  seems  to  indicate 
that  it  was  made  by  some  rival  official,  who  hoped  to 
gain  favour  at  the  expense  of  the  deceased  Knight's 
estate. 

This  document  discloses  many  curious  particulars  as 
to  the  state  of  the  county  at  that  period ;  and  it 
seems  probable  that  the  scheme  proposed  formed  part 
of  the  general  design  of  King  Henry  VIII  to  improve 
the  breed  of  horses,  particularly  in  this  part  of  Wales. 

In  the  same  volume  of  the  State  Papers  (Domestic) 
of  Henry  VIII,  another  document  has  been  found, 
which  shows  that  some  of  the  officers  made  use  of 
their  position  for  promoting  the  personal  interests  of 
themselves  and  their  friends,  and  which  perhaps  may 
afford  a  hint  who  the  rival  of  Sir  Richard  Herbert 
.was  that  made  the  somewhat- officious,  if  not  malicious, 
suggestion  of  Sir  Richard  Herbert's  horses  being  dis- 
trained upon  on  account  of  his  indebtedness. 

The  document  is  as  follows  : — 

Thomas  Phillips  of  Ludlow,  among  "  Cromwell's"  Eemem- 
brances.  "The  order  of  Th.  Phillipis  of  Ludlow  in 
keeping  the  King's  studs,  mares,  and  colts  within  the 
Marches  of  Wales."1 

After  this  manner  Thomas  Phillips  of  Ludlowe  hathe  ordered 
hymselfe  in  executying  the  King's  Commission  concerning 
his  Stodds  and  Colts  in  the  Marches  of  Wales. 

Ffirst,  after  his  departyng  from  your  mastership  dyd  resort 
to  Presteinde  [Presteign],  and  there  dyd  call  before  hym

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Thomas  ap  Eees  ap  David,  that  had  the  charge  of  kepying  of 
all  the  said  stodds  and  th'encrease,  and  examined  hym,  howe 
John  Alyde  bocher,  and  Will'm  Wigmore,  gentleman,  Dyd 
com  by  the  twoo  horses  that  they  had  of  the   same  brede. 
And  he  made  short  answer,  that  they  had  bothe  the  same 
horses  of  hym,  and  that  he  would  be  warrant  unto  theym 
both ;  and  so  I  could  speke  of  no  horse  nor  mare  that  I  and 
John  Davy  that  I  put  in  trust  to  sherche  [search]  for  me  had 
found    out,    But   that  he  was  redie  to  be  warrant  to   the 
parties  that  had  them.     Whereupon,  considering  the  froward- 
nes  of  the  said  Thomas  ap  R's,  and  that  he  had  six  score  and 
odd  or  sevene  and  od  of  mares  and  fellies  to  hym  delivered, 
and  as  yet  hereunto  never  made  any  accompts  of   the  said 
stode    of    mares,    nor    of    th'encrease    of    theym,    to  any 
man   the   space  of  8   yeres,  and  that  I  take  hym  able   to 
answer  for  th'oll  [the  whole]  last,  the  sherchyng  for  any  moe 
[more]  of  the  same  mares  and  colts,  and  Resortyd  to  Shrews- 
bury to  the  King's  Commissioners,  and  there  I  opteigned  the 
King's  letters  for  the  Apparence  of  the  said  Thomas  ap  R's, 
and  one   Llewelyn  ap  Gitto,   son  to   Gitto  here  [Hir],  that 
made  delivery  to  the  said  Thomas  of  the   said  mares.     And 
for   Jenkyn   penllan,  drover,  that   the   said  Thomas   ap  R's 
presented  unto  me,  that  had  8  of  the  said  mares  that  were 
stollen  from  hym,  and  all  the  same  parties  shuld  have  apperyd 
the  13th  day  of  November  last  past,  upon  the  which  13th  day 
of    November   I   appearde   at    Salop    bifore   the   said    Com- 
missioners, and  the  said  Thomas  ap  R's  disobeyed  the  King's 
letters  and  appered  not,  nor  any  man  for  hym,  and  the  said 
LFn  ap  Gytto  appered,  and  upon  his  examinac'on  Denyed  that 
he   knewe   the   nowmber   of  mares  and  colts  that  his  father 
delyvered  to  Thomas  ap  R's,  and  confessed  that  the  same 
Thomas  ap  R's,  after  that  he  had  receyved  the  great  nowmber 
of  his  father,  and  after  the  decesse  of  his  said  father,  that  he 
had  7  great  mares  of  hym,  and  2  of  his  brother,  of  the  same 
marke   and   brede.      The   whiche   was   over   and  above   the 
nomber  that  his  said  father  confessed  and  accompted  for. 

Item.  I  dyd  send  out  and  serche  for  the  said  Jenkyn 
penllan,  that  the  said  Thomas  ap  R's  accused,  as  before,  to 
have  8  of  the  sayd  mares,  and  I  could  hear  of  non  of  that 
name  in  Kery  ner  Kedewen,  where  the  sayd  Thomas  shewed 
me  that  he  dwelt  under  Sir  Richard  Herbert,  Knight,  one  of 
the  said  Commissioners ;  and  so  that  letter  here  redie  to  be 
shewed  was  lost,  and  all  the  labor  takyn  thereyn. 

Wherupon,  because  Mr.  Holt,  the  King's  attorney,  was 
not  there  at  that  tyme,  nor  was  not  sure  when  he  wold 
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be  there,  I  [disjcontynued  the  takyng  out  of  any  further 
processe  against  the  said  Thomas  ap  R's,  to  th'entent  to 
have  had  him  up  by  Preve  Seal  or  subpoena  to  answer 
before  your  Mastership  and  other  the  King's  most  honor- 
able Commissioners,  or  else  to  have  had  a  special  Com- 
mission to  the  King's  said  attorney  and  some  other  of  the 
same  Commissioners  that  be  skelyd  [skilled]  in  such  causes, 
to  have  taken  the  accompts  of  the  said  Thomas  ap  R's  for 
the  said  stodes  and  encrease  for  the  said  8  yeres,  and  to 
have  taken  the  deposic'ons  of  such  parties  or  wytnesses  that  I 
shuld  have  brought  before  theym,  and  purposed  for  lacke  of 
sufficient  accompts  to  have  put  the  said  Thomas  ap  R's  and 
such  others  that  they  shuld  fynd  defectyve  in  the  premisses 
under  sufficient  sureties  t'appere  before  your  Mastership,  as 
before,  at  a  day  certain,  with  certificat  what  they  shuld  have 
founde  and  known  thereyn,  for  further  thereyn  to  be  doon  as  to 
justice  shudd  appertain  ;  and  according  to  the  same  purpose  I 
wrote  divers  letters  to  my  friend  David  Lloyd  of  Lumbard 
Strete,  Taylor,  to  have  made  relac'on  thereof  unto  your  Master- 
ship, so  to  have  labored  out  the  sayd  Commission  or  Prevy  Seale, 
whether  your  Mastership  shuld  think  best,  and  because  the 
same  processe  cam  not,  I  cam  at  this  tyme  myself  for  the 
same. 

Item.  Sithynce  my  last  being  with  yo'r  Mastership,  I  have 
proved  that  the  same  Thomas  ap  R's,  without  auctoritie,  within 
a  month  or  thereabouts  before  the  dethe  of  Mr.  Rs  delyvered 
to  Raulf  leche,  servent  to  th'erle  of  Salop,  the  nowmber  of  xvj 
of  the  best  mares  and  their  xvi  colts  with  theym,  to  the  value 
of  xl/i.  or  better ;  and  1  have  pruff  also  that  there  were  viii 
colts  of  that  yeres  colts,  left  over  the  said  xvj  colts  delyvred 
to  the  said  leche;  and  further,  I  have  a  letter  here  to  show  that 
the  said  Thomas  ap  R's  sold  xx  colts  at  one  time  this  som'er. 
Moreover,  to  my  further  trouble,  I  rode  to  have  had  accompts 
of  Thomas  ap  R's,  Jamys  ap  R's  his  brother,  and  Owen  ap 
Gruffith  of  the  xxiiij  mares  that  Morice  ap  Henry  founde,  and 
lefte  with  theym  at  the  furst  tyme,  that  is  to  wyt,  with  every 
of  them  viij  mares,  which  Jurney  I  lost  because  the  said 
Thomas  ap  R's,  the  principall,  was  goon  to  a  feire  beyond 
bristowe,  and  nowther  of  th'other  ij  at  home.  And  after  I 
sende  my  said  deputie  to  theym  to  vewe  the  mares  and  colts, 
with  the  felles  that  encreased  this  ij  yeres  of  the  said  xxiiij 
mares,  whereof  I  hed  (had)  answere  from  my  said  Deputie  that 
the  said  Thomas  ap  R's  wold  make  hym  non  accompts,  and  his 
brother  Jamys  confessd,  bot  ij  bay  mares,  a  buld  red  mare 
and  a  great  gresled  mare,  that  he  sold  to  his  said  brother 
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Thomas,  and  that  ij  colts  that  they  had  the  last  yere  were 
stollen,  and  Owen  ap  Gruffithe  confessed  but  ij  of  the  viij  or 
ix  by  his  own  confession  that  he  had,  and  shewed  that  iij  mares 
were  dede  and  other  iij  stollen  and  namyd  by  as  by 

the  letter  apperith,  the  whiche  be  ij  theves  and  answerable, 
as  I  am  enforinyed  ;  and  so  they  make  such  craftie  accompts, 
and  thinke  to  have  all  theyrnselvs,  as  they  have  had  the  rest ; 
and  so  if  it  shall  be  yo'r  pleasure  to  send  them  for  theym  all, 
or  to  send  a  speciall  com'ission  to  Mr.  Croft,  Sir  William 
Thomas,  and  Mr.  Holt,  to  take  their  accompts  and  the  wyt- 
nesses  of  such  prooves  that  shall  be  callyd  to  testifie  as  they 
knowe  upon  suche  interrogatories  that  shalbe  mynestered 
unto  theym,  with  auctoritie  to  sende  them  upe  if  they  shall  see 
such  cause,  when  there  will  be  good  remedie  had,  and  else  not. 

From  the  notes  on  Lewys  Glyn  Cothi's  poems, 
p.  178,  it  would  appear  that  on  the  death  of  Res  ap 
David,  the  father  of  Thomas  ap  Res,  Sir  Richard 
Herbert  supplanted  the  "  ap  Rhys"  or  "  Pryce" 
family  in  the  possession  of  Montgomery  Castle  and 
its  dependencies.  This  circumstance  may  lead  to  the 
inference  that  it  was  Thomas  ap  Res,  who,  in  retaliation, 
made  the  suggestion  that  Sir  R.  Herbert's  arrears 
due  to  the  Grown  should  be  recovered  by  distraining 
on  his  horses. 

The  foregoing  document  damages  the  reputation 
of  Thomas  ap  Res,  and  shows  how  high  officials  in 
those  days  took  advantage  of  their  position  and 
abused  the  confidence  reposed  in  them. 

"  Mr.  Res",  it  has  been  suggested,  might  be  the 
father  of  Thomas  ap  Res  ;  but  this  could  hardly  be  so, 
as  "  Rees",  the  father  of  Thomas  ap  Rees,  was  slain  at 
Banbury  in  1469,  when  his  son  Thomas  must  have 
been  a  mere  child. 

There  was  no  doubt  a  rivalry  between  the  houses  of 
Price  and  Herbert,  as  the  foregoing  documents  testify. 

In  his  account  of  Matthew  Price,  son  of  Thomas  ap 
Rhys  (Sheriff  in  1548),1  the  Rev.  W.  V.  Lloyd  thus 
alludes  to  this  rivalry  : — "As  long  as  the  star  of  the 
House  of  York  was  in  the  ascendant,  and  the  lord-

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ships  of  Kerry,  Kedewain,  and  Montgomery  owned  the 
representative  of  the  House  of  Mortimer  as  lord,  the 
family  of  '  Ap  Rhys',  or  {  Price'  of  Newtown,  must 
have  been  powerful  in  Powys-land.  We  see  that 
Meredyth  ap  Rhys  of  Glanmeheli,  in  the  parish  of 
Kerry,  the  brother  of  Thomas  ap  Rhys  of  Newtown, 
had  continued  to  retain  the  favour  and  confidence  of  the 
Tudor  and  Lancastrian  Henry  VII,  being  an  Esquire 
of  his  body,  as  well  as  Steward  of  the  old  Mortimer 
holdings,  then  confiscated  Crown  lands  ;  but  it  was 
not  long  before  the  eminent  services  to  the  House  of 
Tudor  of  Sir  Rhys  ap  Thomas  and  his  family  con- 
nections, the  Herberts,  gave  the  latter  family  that 
influence  with  the  new  dynasty  which  enabled  them 
eventually  to  wrest  from  the  '  Prices'  the  stewardship 
under  the  Crown  of  the  old  Mortimer  inheritances." 

Notwithstanding  this  rivalry — or,  perhaps,  with  a 
view  to  put  an  end  to  it — matrimonial  alliances  were 
entered  into  between  members  of  the  two  families. 
For  instance,  William  Herbert  (Sheriff  in  1547),  the 
eldest  son  of  Sir  Richard  Herbert,  married  Jane, 
daughter  of  John  ap  Meredith  ap  Rees,  a  first-cousin 
of  Matthew  Price  of  Newtown. 

However,  the  ascendancy  was  ultimately  assured  to 
the  Herberts  with  respect  to  these  lordships,  for  it 
appears  that  on  the  7th  July,  5  Elizabeth  (1563), 
William  Herbert  and  John  Gwynne  had  "  a  grant  of 
the  Queen's  demesnes,  called  Frith  Penprise,  in  the 
forest  called  Frith  Penprise,  parcel  of  the  lordship  of 
Arustley  and  Keveylioc,  for  19  years,  rent  200  marks."

OWEN   OF   RHIWSAESON. 


Quarterly  1  and  4  gules,  a  lion  rampant  reguardant  or ;  2  and  3 
argent,  three  boar's  heads  couped  sable,  langued  gules,  tusked  on 

ELYSTAN  GLODRUDD,  King  of  Gloucester  and  Here* 
ford,  and,  by  conquest,  King  of  Fferlys  or  Fferlex,  the 
territory  between  the  Wye  and  the  Severn.  This  dis- 
trict he  won  from  Dryffin  ab  Hwgan,  King  of  Breck- 
nock, and  thus  acquired  the  surname  of  Glodrudd  ("of 
ruddy  fame").  He  was  born  at  Hereford,  as  some 
say,  in  933,  but  according  to  others  in  927,  and  the 
Saxon  King  Athelstan  stood  godfather  to  him.  He 
was  living  in  1010,  but  was  killed  "in  a  civil  broil"  at 
Cefndigoll,  and  buried  at  Trelystan.  He  was  founder 
of  the  Fifth  Royal  Tribe  of  Wales,  and  in  the  Triads  is

classed  with  Morgan  Mwynfawr  and  Gwaethfoed  as 
"  the  three  band- wearing  princes"  ("  tri  hualogion 
teyrnedd")  of  the  Isle  of  Britain,  which  insignia  they 
assumed  instead  of  crowns  like  the  previous  kings  of 
Britain.  His  arms  were,  quarterly  first  and  fourth 
azure,  three  boar's  heads  cabossed  sable,  second  and 
third  per  bend  sinister  ermine  and  erminois,  over  all  a 
lion  rampant  or.  He  married  Gwladus,  daughter  and 
heir  of  Rhun  ab  Cynan  Feiniad  ab  Gwaethfoed,  Lord  of 
Ceredigion,  and  by  her  he  had  a  son, 

CADWGAN,  Lord  of  Maesyfed  (Radnor),  Buallt, 
Maelienydd,  Ceri,  Cedewain,  and  Elfael.  He  founded 
the  Cistercian  monastery  or  abbey  of  Cwmhir  in 
Radnorshire,  and  built  churches  dedicated  to  St. 
Michael  in  Kerry,  Cefnllys,  and  Brynpabifan.  He 
bore  for  arms,  argent,  three  boar's  heads  couped  sable, 
tusked  or,  langued  gules.  He  married  Eva,  sister  of 
lestyn  ab  Gwrgant,  Prince  of  Glamorgan,  founder  of 
the  Fourth  Royal  Tribe  of  Wales,  by  whom  he  had 
issue — 1,  Idnerth,  of  whom  presently ;  2,  lorwerth, 
Lord  of  Cedewain ;  3,  Cadferth  ;  4,  Hoedliw  Goch  ; 
5,  Seisyllt,  Lord  of  Buallt;  6,  Elidur;  7,  Elidur 
Fychan  ;  8,  Llewelyn,  Lord  of  Buallt ;  9,  lefa,  Lord 
ofArwystli;  10,  lestyn;  11,  Gwrgeneu  ;  12,  Madog. 
Cadwgan  was  buried  at  Abbeycwmhir. 

IDNERTH  AB  CADWGAN,  Lord  of  Radnor,  Kerry, 
Maelienydd,  and  Elfael,  married  Dyddgu  (or  as  some 
say,  Gwenllian),  daughter  of  Aaron  Poen  ab  Paen  ap 
lo  ap  Meirchion,  by  whom  he  had  issue — 1,  Madog, 
Lord  of  Kerry,  Maelienydd,  and  Elfael ;  2,  Ifor,  Lord 
of  Radnor,  ancestor  of  the  Pryces  of  Newtown  Hall, 
and  other  families  ;  3,  Gruffydd ;  4,  lorwerth ;  5, 
Hoedliw  ;  and  6,  Ednyfed. 

EDNYFED  AB  IDNERTH  married,  his  cousin  Jane, 
daughter  of  lefa  ab  Cadwgan,  Lord  of  Arwystli,  by 
whom  he  had  issue  three  sons — 1,  Gruffydd;  2,  lor- 
werth Hir ;  and  3,  Llywarch  Fyr. 

GRUFFYDD  AB  EDNYFED  married  Arddun,  daughter 
of  Llywarch  ab  Lloen  ab  Cilmin  Troed-du,  founder  of 
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the  Fourth  Tribe  of  North  Wales,  by  whom  he  had  a 
son, 

HOWEL.  He  married  Amies  Goch,  daughter  of 
Evan  ap  y  Moelwyn,  Lord  of  Buallt,  descended  from 
Elystan,  and  by  her  had  a  son, 

ITHEL  AURGLEDDE  of  Bhiwsaeson,who  married  Annes, 
daughter  of  Owain  Cyfeiliog,  Prince  of  Powys,  with 
whom  he  had  three  portions  of  free  land  in  Ehiwsaeson. 
By  her  he  had  three  sons — Henwyn,  lorwerth,  and 
Daniel. 

HENWYN  AB  ITHEL  of  Ehiwsaeson  married  Eva, 
daughter  of  lorwerth  ab  Trahaiarn,  Lord  of  Garth- 
mael,  descended  from  Llewelyn  Aurdorchog,  Lord  of 
lal  and  Ystrad  Alun.  Others  say  she  was  the 
daughter  of  John  ab  lorwerth  ab  Owen  ab  Ehodri, 
descended  from  Brochwel  Ysgithrog.  By  her  he  had 
four  sons — Meilir,  Howel,  lorwerth,  and  Einion. 

MEILIR  AB  HENWYN  of  Ehiwsaeson  married  Mor- 
fydd,  daughter  of  Einion  ab  Cynfelyn,  Lord  of 
Manafon,  descended  from  Cadwgan  ab  Bleddyn  ab 
Cynfyn,  by  whom  he  had  four  sons — leuan,  Deio, 
Gruffydd,  and  Goronwy  ;  and  two  daughters,  Tudo 
and  Lleiky. 

IEUAN  AB  MEILIR  of  Ehiwsaeson  married  Eva, 
daughter  of  Llewelyn  ab  Gruffydd  ab  Maredydd  ab 
Philip  ab  Uchdryd,  Lord  of  Cyfeiliog,  and  had  by  her 
three  sons — Gruffydd,  John,  and  David. 

GRUFFYDD  AB  IEUAN  of  Ehiwsaeson  married  Mar- 
garet, daughter  of  Howel  ab  Ehys  ab  David  of  Gil- 
fachwen,  descended  from  the  Lord  Ehys,  by  whom  he 
had  four  sons — Owen,  Gruffydd  Yychan,  Ehydderch, 
and  Morgan  Hir. 

OWAIN  AB  GRUFFYDD,  or  Owain  Vychan  ab  Gruffydd 
ab  leuan  Llwyd  of  Ehiwsaeson,  was  a  contemporary  of 
Lewys  Glyn  Cothi  (1450-1480),  and  that  eminent 
poet  has  addressed  to  him  an  ode,  in  which  Owain's 
praise  is  celebrated  as  a  generous  friend  of  the  bards, 
himself  a  skilful  musician  and  one  who  <bver  delighted 
to  hear  the  dulcimer  and  the  harp ;  an  accomplished 
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gentleman,  and  well  versed  in  the  laws  and  customs 
of  his  country  (L.  G.  Cothi's  Works,  p.  447).  Owain 
married  Eva,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Llewelyn  Gogof, 
second  son  of  leuan  Llwyd  ab  Llewelyn  of  Mathafarn, 
by  whom  he  had  three  sons — David  (who  died  with- 
out issue),  Llewelyn,  and  Hywel,  "I  dri  mab  Owain  y 
can  y  Cywydd  : — 

"  Tri  mab  Owain  term  by wyd, 
Tair  organ  fuan  ar  fyd."1 

Of  Owain  it  is  added  that  he  owned  the  whole  of 
the  township  of  Rhiwsaeson,  which  was  a  township 
free  from  exactions  and  services  :  "  Hwnnw  a  bioedd  y 
cwbl  o  ddluedogaeth  o  dir  a  dwr,  bryn  a  phant  o  holl 
dref  Rhiwsaeson  yn  mhlwyf  Llanbrynmair  yn  Nghy- 
feiliog,  a'r  dref  honno  oedd  uchelradd  digamfraint  heb 
na  gwaith  na  thaith,  a'i  deiliaid  a'i  heppil."2 

LLEWELYN  AB  OWAIN  of  Khiwsaeson  married  Gwen- 
llian,  daughter  of  David  ap  Rhydderch  ab  levan  Llwyd 
of  Glyn  Aeron,  Cardiganshire,  lineally  descended  from 
Gwaethfoed,  Lord  of  Ceredigion,  and  by  her  had  a  son, 

OWEN  AB  LLEWELYN,  who  married  Tangwystl, 
daughter  of  David  ab  Llewelyn  ab  leuan  Blaeney, 
descended  from  Edwin  ab  Gronwy  of  Tegeingl  (de- 
scended from  Hywel  Dda),  founder  of  the  Twelfth 
Tribe  of  North  Wales,  by  whom  he  left  a  son, 

MAURICE  OWEN  "of  Gregynog"  (Dwnn),  who  mar- 
ried Mary,  daughter  of  Howel  Vaughan  of  Llwydiarth, 
and  Elen  his  wife,  daughter  of  John  ab  Maredydd  of 
Ystum  Cegid,  Carnarvonshire.  By  her  he  had  a  son, 
Richard.  Maurice  ap  Owen's  name  is  on  the  Grand 
Jury  List  in  37  Hen.  VIII  (1545). 

RICHARD  MAURICE  (or  Owen)  of  Rhiwsaeson,  Sheriff 
in  1579,  who  married  Elen  Lloyd,  daughter  of  John 
Vaughan  ab  Rhydderch  of  Glanlery.  By  her  he  had 
issue  five  sons — Maurice,  John,  Edward  (see  his  Will, 
Appendix  A,  infra),  Rondle,  and  Pierce ;  and  two  daugh- 
ters^-Mary,  who  became  the  second  wife  of  David

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Lloyd  Blayney  of  Gregynog,  and  secondly  of  Rondle 
Pursell ;  and  Jane,  who  married  first  David  ap  John 
ap  Griffith  of  Penrhyn,  Berriew,  and  secondly  John  ab 
Cadwalader  ap  Owen.  Richard  "  Mores"  appears  on 
the  roll  of  magistrates  in  the  8th  Elizabeth  (1566)  and 
subsequent  years,  also  on  the  Grand  Jury.  It  dis- 
appears after  39th  Elizabeth  (1597),  being  probably  the 
year  of  his  death. 

MAURICE,  or  MORRIS  OWEN  of  Rhiwsaeson,  was  on 
the  Grand  Jury  for  the  first  time  in  39  Elizabeth 
(1597),  and  on  the  roll  of  magistrates  in  41  Elizabeth 
(1599),  and  subsequent  years,  but  his  name  does  not 
appear  after  1613.  He  was  Sheriff  in  1612.  He 
married  Lucy,  daughter  of  David  Lloyd  Blaeney  of 
Gregynog,  by  whom  he  had  six  sons — Athelstan  (who 
succeeded  him),  Rondle  (of  Gellidywyll,  see  post), 
David,  Kichard,  M.A.,  Rowland,  Cadwalader,  Lewis, 
and  Henry  (see  his  Will,  Appendix  B,  infra) ;  also  a 
daughter,  Elen,  who  married  William  Pryce  ap  John 
Pryce  of  Peniarth. 

ATHELSTAN  OWEN  of  Rhiwsaeson  first  appears  on 
the  roll  of  magistrates  in  1622,  and  the  last  time  in 
1638.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Matthew 
Herbert  of  Dolguog,  son  of  Edward  Herbert  of  Mont- 
gomery, son  of  Sir  Richard  Herbert  of  Montgomery, 
and  by  her  had  a  son,  Richard,  a  daughter,  Margaret, 
and  other  children. 

RICHARD  OWEN  of  Rhiwsaeson  was  a  staunch 
Royalist,  which  doubtless  accounts  for  his  name  not 
appearing  on  the  roll  of  magistrates  during  the  Com- 
monwealth. It  is  on  the  list  for  1648,  but  does 
not  occur  again  until  1662.  He  was  one  of  the 
eight  Montgomeryshire  gentlemen  selected  by  King 
Charles  II,  who  were  intended  to  be  created  Knights 
of  the  Royal  Oak,  for  their  devotion  to  his  late  father's 
cause.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Richard 
Oakeley  of  Oakeley,  and  by  her  he  had  two  sons, 
Athelstan  and  Richard.  He  died  in  1674. 

ATHELSTAN  OWEN  married,  on  the  29th  May  1673, 
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Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Vaughan  of  Corsygedol, 
by  whom  he  had  a  daughter,  Anne,  born  October  6th, 
and  baptised  October  22nd,  1674,  who  died  in  infancy, 
and  was  buried  September  30th,  1675  ;  and  a  son, 

ATHELSTAN  OWEN,  "  baptised  the  same  day  that  his 
father  died",  namely,  the  26th  November  1676.  He 
married  Anne,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Vincent  Corbet 
of  Ynysymaengwyn.  He  was  Sheriff  in  1727.  He 
died  about  1735,  leaving  three  sons — Corbet  Owen 
(baptised  23rd  September  1716),  who  served  the 
office  of  Sheriff  in  1741,  and  died,  without  issue,  in 
July  1751  ;  Richard  Owen  (baptised  llth  Jan.  1721), 
and  Rowland  Owen,  who  also  died  without  issue  ;  and 
two  daughters — Elizabeth  (baptised  15th  April  17L8), 
and  Anne,  heiress  of  Ynysymaengwyn  (baptised  28th 
May  1719).  Mrs.  Anne  Owen  died  18th  July  1760, 
aged  76.  The  Rhiwsaeson  estate  at  one  time  appears 
to  have  comprised  nearly  the  whole  of  this  parish,  but 
Gellidywyll  and  other  portions  of  it  were  from  time  to 
time  settled  upon  younger  sons.  The  remainder  was 
sold  in  June  1758  to  the  trustees  of  Sir  Watkin 
Williams  Wynn,  Bart. 

ANNE  OWEN,  heiress  of  Ynysymaengwyn,  married 
Pryce  Maurice  of  Lloran,  whose  son,  Edward  Maurice, 
on  inheriting  the  estate,  assumed  the  name  of  Corbet, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  entail  created 
by  his  grandmother,  Mrs.  Owen,  the  widow  of 
Athelstan  Owen.  The  family  became  extinct  on  the 
death,  unmarried,  a  few  years  ago,  of  Athelstan  John 
Soden  Corbet,  Esq.,  of  Ynysymaengwyn,  and  the 
estate  was  sold.  The  greater  portion  of  it  was  pur- 
chased by  John  Corbett,  Esq.,  M.P.  for  Droitwich, 
who,  notwithstanding  the  similarity  of  name,  is  not 
in  any  degree  related  to  the  old  Ynysymaengwyn 
family.

Testator  devised  to  his 
wife,  Ellen  Owen,  and  his  daughters,  Marie,  Jonett,  Elizabeth, 
and  Owen,  three  messuages  and  lands  called  Tyddyn  Pen- 
ryn,Tyddyn  y  Werne  Vaur,  and  Tyddyn  Bronyfedo,  situate  in 
the  township  of  Penryn,  parish  of  Berriew,  in  as  large  a 
manner  as  he  held  them  by  deed  of  fee  simple  from  John 
Penryn,  Gentleman,  to  be  divided  equally  between  them ; 
also  to  the  same  persons  a  messuage  called  Tyddyn  y 
Rustrad,  in  the  township  of  Tire-y-Monach,  Llanbrynmair,  in 
the  then  occupation  of  David  Morgan  Jenkin,  for  a  term  of 
years  in  a  lease  then  unexpired ;  also  two  other  messuages 
called  Gvvin-y-Calth  and  Clawdd-y-Coed,2  occupied  by  one 
Robert  Griffith,  also  for  a  term  of  years  unexpired  granted  to 
testator  by  Rowland  Pugh,  Esquire. 

To  his  son  Elustan  Owen,  testator  devised  his  right  and  title 
(for  a  term  of  years)  in  the  prebend  of  Mochdre,  co.  Mont- 
gomery, which  testator  held  by  assignment  from  Thomas  ap 
John  David  ap  Glynn  of  Llanbrynmair,  Gent.  ;  also  to  the  said

by  Evan  Hoell,  and  mortgaged  by  the  said  Evan  Hoell  to 
testator  for  the  sum  of  £40 ;  this  was  devised  subject  to 
a  power  of  redemption;  also  to  Elustan  the  sum  of  £8  10s. 
due  on  a  bond  by  John  Griffiths  of  Penegoes ;  also  to  Elustan 
"  one  redd  sorrell  coulte".

Edmond,  gent.,  £70,  £33  of  which  was  due  to  testator  by 
Elustan  Owen,  Esq.,  and  John  Gwynn,  gent.,  £17  due  from 
Eandle  Pursell,  gent.;  and  Edward  Pursell,  Esq. ;  £10  from 
Hoell  ap  Rees  and  Evan  David  ap  Owen,  and  £10  from  David 
Evan,  gent. ;  also  to  Ellen,  4  kyne,  1  mare,  1  feather  bed  with 
the  appurtenances.

To  his  brother 
Rowland  he  forgives  all  reckonings,  and  gives  three  pounds 
and  twenty  shillings  to  his  daughter  Margaret  Owen,  "  my 
god -daughter''.  Brother  Cadwalader  and  Richard  John,  his 
sureties,  absolved  a  bond  and  forty  shillings,  and  twenty  shil- 
lings to  his  youngest  daughter  Margaret.  "And  I  doe  in  like 
manner  acquit  and  discharge  my  loving  [brother]  Mr.  David 
Owen,  his  executors  or  administrators,  of  and  from  all  demands 
and  debts  whatsoever  due  or  payable  to  me,  the  said  Henrie 
Owen,  and  I  do  hereby  also  give  and  bequeath  to  my  said 
brother,  David  Owen,2  the  sum  of  fforte  shillings ;  to  his  sone 
Thomas,my  godson,  twentie  shillings,  and  also  to  his  son  William 
twenty  e  shillings,  to  be  likewise  payed  by  my  said  executrix  upon

It 
appears  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crosse  were  on  very  bad 
terms  with  Andrew  Owen  (Mrs.  Crossed  father),  and 
that  in  consequence  of  this  the  latter  alienated  Dol- 
gadfan  and  other  portions  of  the  GelHdywyll  estate, 
and  settled  them  upon  his  nephew,  David  Griffiths, 
whom  also   by  his    will,    dated    13th  May    1755,   he 
appointed  his  sole  executor.     Andrew  Owen  died  23rd 
March  1764,  his  wife   on   10th  Jan.    1775.     Mr.   and 
,  Mrs.    Crosse  had    issue    thirteen    children,  of    whom 
but    three     survived     their    father,    namely,     John, 
Edward,  and  Anne  Browne  Crosse.     John  died  in  the 
lifetime  of  his  mother,  leaving  a  widow,  Sarah,  and  a 
daughter,  Sarah.

ANNE  BROWNE  CROSSE,  born  4th  Sept.  1751,  and 
baptised  at  St.  Chad's  Church,  Shrewsbury,  on  the 
5th  October  following,  married,  17th  July  1819,  at 
Oswestry,  Robert  Russell  of  Exeter  and  Exmouth, 
Esq.,  who  for  arms  bore,  party  per  pale  ermine  and 
ermines,  a  lion  rampant  gules,  on  a  chief  wavy  erminois 
three  escallop  shells  or ;  crest,  a  goat  ermines,  collared 
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and  banded  erminois,  on  the  band  an  escallop  shell,  as 
in  the  arms.  Eobert  Eussell  died  23rd  Sept.  1822. 
Mrs.  Russell  died  without  issue,  22nd  April  1831,  aged 
79.  (See  inscription  on  her  monument  in  Llanbryn- 
mair  Church,  ante,  vol.  xix,  p.  318.)  Under  her 
marriage  settlement  and  her  will,  dated  7th  July  1826, 
the  Gellidywyll  estate  passed  to  Miss  Anne  Russell, 
born  19th  July  1789,  one  of  the  daughters  of  the  said 
Robert  Russell  by  his  first  wife,  Sarah  Lathbury. 
From  her  it  devolved  upon  her  niece,  the  present 
owner,  Miss  Elizabeth  Catherine  Loscombe,  eldest 
daughter  of  her  sister  Catherine,  by  her  husband, 
Major  Wintringham  Loscombe,  18th  Royal  Irish. 
Major  Loscombe  bore,  1st  and  4th,  argent  on  a  fesse 
azure,  between  three  leopard's  faces  proper,  a  cross 
moline  between  two  crosses  crosslet  or ;  2nd  and  3rd, 
argent,  a  chevron  ermine  cotised  gules,  between  three 
leaves  vert,  for  COOPER  of  Ardsley  ;  crest  for  LOSCOMBE, 
a  demi  leopard  proper,  collared  gules,  holding  in  the 
dexter  paw  a  cross  moline,  as  in  the  arms ;  crest  for 
COOPER,  an  arm  erect  proper,  holding  up  a  chaplet  vert. 
The  Gellidywyll  estate  originally  comprised,  besides 
Gellidywyll  itself,  Bronderwgoed,  Caemadog,  Dol- 
gadfan,  and  several  smaller  holdings,  and  it  remained 
undivided  until  Andrew  Owen  (Mrs.  Crosse's  father) 
alienated  Dolgadfan.  Llwynowen  was  built  about  the 
middle  of  the  last  century,  and  was  for  some  time  the 
family  residence  after  Gellidywyll  ceased  to  be  so. 
Until  about  twenty-five  years  ago  several  family  por- 
traits remained  in  the  hall.  Three  of  them  are  now 
at  Gellidywyll  Mills,  and  one  is  in  the  possession  of 
D.  Wintringham  Stable,  Esq.,  to  whom  I  am  indebted 
for  much  of  the  foregoing  information.

DAVID  GRIFFITHS  of  Dolgadfan  (which  with  other 
property  he  derived  from  his  uncle,  Andrew  Owen,  as

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explained  ante,  p.  46),  married,  in  1772,  Elizabeth 
Howel  of  Cwmdolva,  Radnorshire,  by  whom  he  had 
issue  an  only  daughter,  Elizabeth  Ann.  David 
Griffiths  died  in  March  1799.  His  widow,  Elizabeth 
Griffiths,  died  in  Dec.  1828.  Their  daughter, 

ELIZABETH  ANN  GRIFFITHS  (baptised  19th  Oct. 
1790),  married,  in  1814,  Watkin  Evans  of  Highmead, 
Cardiganshire,  a  post -captain  in  the  Royal  Navy,  who 
traced  his  descent  paternally  from  the  Lord  Rhys,  and 
maternally  from  Ednowain  ab  Bradwen,  founder  of  the 
Fifteenth  Tribe  of  North  Wales,  as  well  as  from  Cadifor 
ab  Dinawal,  and  so  to  Rhodri  Mawr,  King  of  all 
Wales.1  He  served  on  the  North  American  station, 
and  against  the  French  in  the  West  Indies ;  was 
engaged  at  the  battle  of  Trafalgar,  and  in  the  Baltic 
against  the  Russian  fleet.  He  died  in  1816,  and  left 
issue  an  only  daughter,  Mary  Anne  Elizabeth. 

MARY  ANNE  ELIZABETH  EVANS,  now  living,  married, 
in  1839,  Delme  Seymour  Davies.  captain  Scots  Fusilier 
Guards,  son  of  Capt.  Davies  of  Penlan,  and  grandson  of 
the  Lord  Robert  Seymour,  Taliaris,  Carmarthenshire,

EDWIN,  Prince  of  Tegeingl,  founder  of  the  12th 
Noble  Tribe  of  North  Wales,  was  fourth  in  descent 
from  Hywel  Dda,  and  flourished  about  the  middle 
of  the  eleventh  century.  His  mother  was  Ethelfleda, 
daughter  and  heiress  of  Edwin,  Earl  of  Mercia,  and 
relict  of  Edmund  Ironside,  King  of  England.  He 
married  Gwerydd,  or  Ewerydda,  sister  of  Bleddyn 
ab  Cynfyn,  Prince  of  Powys,  by  whom  he  had  three 
sons — Owain  (who  died  in  1103),  Uchdryd,  and 
Hywel. 

UCHDRYD  AB  EDWIN,  Lord  of  Cyfeiliog  and  Meirion, 
married,  first,  Agnes,  daughter  of  Llewelyn  Aurdor- 
chog  ("of  the  golden  torque"),  Lord  of  lal,  who  bore 
him  lorwerth,  Idnerth  Benfras,  Llawdden,  and  Philip 
of  Cyfeiliog.  By  his  second  wife,  Angharad,  daughter 
of  Meredydd  ab  Bleddyn,  he  had  a  son,  Meredydd, 
ancestor  of  the  Owens  of  Llynlloedd,  Tedsmore, 
Woodhouse,  Condover,  and  Bettws  Cede  wain,  Powell 
of  Nanteos,  and  Brom  field  of  Brom field. 

PHILIP  of  Cyfeiliog  married  Joned,  daughter  of 
Prys  ap  Howel  ap  Trahaiarn,  by  whom  he  had  a  son, 

HYWEL     of    Darowen,     who     married     Angharad, 
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daughter  of  Llewelyn  Fychan,  Lord  of  Main,  who  bore 
him  a  son, 

DAVID  of  Darowen,  whose  wife  was  Jane,  daughter 
of  Hywel  ab  David  ab  Fychan  of  Trefor.  By  her  he 
had  a  son, 

IORWERTH  of  Abergwidol,  who  married  Arddun, 
daughter  of  Trahaearn  ab  Kynrig  ab  Pasgen  ap  Gwyn 
ap  Gruffydd  ap  Beli,  Lord  of  Guilsfield,  Broniarth,  and 
Deuddwr,  and  had  a  son, 

LLEWELYN  of  Abergwidol,  whose  wife  was  Jonet,  a 
daughter  of  Sir  John  Scudamore,  Knight,  of  Kent- 
church,  by  his  wife  Alice  or  Elizabeth,  a  daughter  and 
coheir  of  Owain  Glyndwr.  Their  son, 

GRIFFITH  of  Abergwidol,  married  Dyddgu,  daughter 
of  Llewelyn  Fychan  ab  Llewelyn  ab  Gruffydd  ab  Gwyn

THOMAS  AP  JOHN,  who  was  a  Grand  Juror  at  the 
Great  Sessions  held  at  Pool  llth  May,  1  Charles  I. 
He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Randle  Owen  of 
Gellidywyll,  son  of  Morris  Owen  of  Rhiwsaeson  (see 
ante,  p.  44),  and  by  her  had  a  son, 

JOHN  JONES,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Humphrey  ab  Thomas  ap  Morris  of  Machynlleth.  He 
died  March  1675,  leaving  issue 

THOMAS  JONES  of  Esgair  Evan.  His  wife  was 
Eleanor,  daughter  of  Evan  Evans  of  Cwmyranel, 
Carno  (descended  from  Evan  Llwyd,  Lord  of  Carno), 
by  Catherine,  daughter  of  Lodwick  Lloyd  of  Gwest- 
ydd,  and  they  had  a  son, 

JOHN  JONES  of  Esgair  Evan,  who  was  baptised  30th 
June  1705.  He  was  on  Grand  Jury  1744.  He  died 
at  Cwmbychan  bach,  June  1st,  1787,  aged  82,  bub  was 
buried  at  Llanbrynmair.  His  wife  was  Jane,  eldest 
daughter  of  Humphrey  Jones  of  Esgair,  by  Jane,  sister 
of  Henry  Davies  of  Abernant,  near  Llanfyllin.  She 
died  February  9th,  1786,  aged  75,  and  was  buried  at 
Jl/lanbrynmair.

THOMAS  JONES  of  Esgair  Evan,  bom  January  1729- 
30,  died  14th  May  1807,  aged  77,  apd  was  buried  at 
Llanbrynmair.  He  married  Elinor,  daughter  of  John 
Evans  of  Glan  Elan,  near  RJiayader.  She  died 
October  10th,  1804,  aged  68.  They  had  seven 
children,  namely,  John  (of  whom  again)  ;  Thomas, 
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curate  of  Llanegryn,  who  married  a  Miss  Hartley; 
Anne,  who  died  in  infancy,  July  23rd,  1770  ;  another 
Ann,  who  married  Robert  Smith  of  Bow,  in  the 
City  of  London,  at  Llanbrynmair,  September  15th, 
1805;  Jane,  who  married  a  Mr.  Pugh ;  Elinor,  who 
married  Mr.  Evans  of  Glascoed ;  and  Mary,  who 
married  William  Williams  of  Pentremawr — see  post, 
p.  61. 

JOHN  JONES,  eldest  son  of  the  last-named  Thomas 
Jones,  was  an  Attorney-at-law,  who  practised  at 
Machynlleth.  He  married  Mary  Alcock,  only  daughter 
of  Thomas  Alcock,  by  Mary,  second  daughter  of  John 
Morgan  of  Fronfraith,  Cardiganshire.  They  had  eleven 
children,  namely,  Thomas  (of  whom  presently)  ;  John, 
Rector  of  Llanllyfrii,  an  accomplished  Welsh  antiquary  ; 
Henry,  Sub-Inspector  of  Police  in  Ireland  ;  William, 
who  died  without  issue ;  Mary,  married  Richard 
Matthews  of  Pantlludw ;  Edwin,  an  officer  in  the 
Navy,  who  was  killed  in  Ashantee,  where  he  served 
under  Sir  Charles  McCarthy ;  David,  and  Elizabeth, 
who  died  without  issue  ;  Richard,  a  Commander  in 
the  Royal  Navy ;  Morgan  and  Edward,  who  died  un- 
married. John  Jones  died,  aged  40,  and  was  buried 
at  Llanbrynmair,  April  14th,  1800.  His  wife  Mary 
survived  him  thirty-five  years,  and  died  July  30th, 
1835,  aged  71.  She  also  was  buried  at  Llanbryn- 
mair. 

THOMAS  JONES,  the  last,  of  Esgair  Evan,  was  also  an 
Attorney-at-law.  He  married,  in  1820,  Emma  Owen, 
but  there  was  no  issue  of  the  marriage.  The  estate 
was  sold  to  the  Rev.  Charles  Tripp,  D.D. ;  and  again, 
in  1878,  by  his  representatives,  to  Mrs.  Seymour 
Davies,  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  Dolgadfan  estate. 
Mr.  Jones  passed  the  latter  years  of  his  life  at  and 
near  Barmouth.  He  died  at  Harlech  on  July  18, 
1859,  aged  71,  and  was  buried  at  Llanbrynmair.1

Merionethshire,  and  had  issue  by  her  Catherine,  Anne, 
Martha  (who  died  in  infancy),  Mary,  William, 
Elizabeth,  Humphrey,  Thomas,  Jane,  and  Griffith. 
His  wife  was  buried  2nd  June  1795 — he  himself  on 
the  21st  Nov.  1823,  aged  71.

WILLIAM  WILLIAMS,  born  16th  Oct.  1778,  who 
married  Mary,  daughter  of  Thomas  Jones  of  Esgair 
Evan  (see  ante,  p.  57),  by  whom  he  had  issue  Gwilym 
(who  succeeded  him),  Thomas,  Humphrey,  Elizabeth, 
Anne  (who  died  unmarried),  Jane,  and  Mary. 

GWILYM  WILLIAMS  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Edward  Hughes,  Cwmcarnedd  isaf,1  by  whom  he  had 
issue  William,  born  April  7,  1840  ;  Elizabeth,  born 
June  30,  1841  ;  Mary,  born  June  28,  1844;  Sarah, 
born  April  27,  1846  ;"  Edward  Hughes,  born  Feb.  25, 
1848;  Dorothy,  born  Feb.  24,  1850;  Thomas,  born 
Oct.  29,  1852  ;  and  John,  born  in  America.  Mr. 
Williams,  in  1856,  sold  his  ancient  patrimony,  and 
emigrated  to  America.  He  died  at  Gomer,  Ohio, 
about  the  year  1880.  Pentremawr  now  belongs  to  Sir 
H.  LI.  Watkin  Williams  Wynn,  Bart. 

The  nearest  surviving  relatives  of  Gwilyrn  Williams 
now  in  this  country  are  his  sister  Jane,  the  wife  of 
Evan  Evans,  Gartheilyn,  Llanfair  Caereinion,  and  his 
uncle  Griffith  Williams's  surviving  children — Cathe- 
rine Jervis  of  Tymawr,  Llanbrynmair  Village,  and 
Humphrey  Williams  of  Plas  Edwards,  Towyn.

DAVID  GETHIN  AB  GRUFFYDD  AB  DAVID  BWL,  de- 
scended from  Edwin,  Prince  of  Tegeirigl  (see  Esgair  Evan 
ped.,  ante,  p.  55),  married  Angharad,  daughter  of  leuan 
Llwyd  ab  David  ab  Einion  ab  Adda  ab  leuan  ab  Y 
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Moelglas  of  Cawg,  and  by  her  had  a  son,  IEUAN,  who 
had  a  son  DAVID,  who  had  a  son  MORGAN,  who  had  a 
son  Richard  and  a  daughter  Mallt  (who  became  the 
wife  of  Jen  kin  Lloyd  of  Clochfaen). 

RICHARD  MORGAN  of  Caelan  (on  Grand  Jury  1669, 
1673,1674,  1680,  and  168 5)  married  Sarah,  daughter  of 
John  Jones  of  Cawg,1  and  by  her  had  a  daughter  and 
heiress,  BRIDGET,  who  married  her  first-cousin,  Morgan 
Lloyd  of  Clochfaen  (who  settled  at  Caelan,  and  who 
founded  the  Charity  School  at  Llanbrynmair  ;  see 
Mont.  Coll.,  xix,  p.  330),  by  whom  she  had  Richard, 
Morgan,  Margaret,  Eubulus,  John,  and  an  unnamed  son, 
all  of  whom  died  in  infancy  or  childhood,  Littleton  (of 
whom  again),  and  Sarah,  who  became  the  wife  of 
Edward  ap  Richard  of  Ceniarth,  descended  from 
Einion  ab  Seisyllt,  Lord  of  Mathafarn.  Bridget  Lloyd 
died  in  October  1696,  and  Morgan  Lloyd  married 
again.  By  his  second  wife  he  had  a  son,  Rhys,  who 
died  a  minor  and  unmarried. 

LITTLETON  LLOYD  became  a  clergyman  of  the  Esta- 
blished Church,  but  died  without  issue.  He  is 
described  in  a  deed  of  llth  October  17262  as  u  Rector 
of  the  parish  of  Llan  Llochaiarn,  in  the  County  of 
Montgomery,  Gent."  He  died  about  1734,  and  left 
£10,  the  interest  to  be  paid  to  the  Rector  of  Newtown 
for  preaching  a  sermon  on  Good  Friday,  "  as  long  as 
the  Severn  runs".3

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filiiis,  D.D.,  Evan",  under  date  8th  July  1687,  referred  to  in 
my  volume,  Montgomeryshire  Worthies,  related  to  a  child,  not 
to  the  poet  of  that  name.  The  latter  being  parish  clerk, 
there  is  little  doubt  his  burial  would  have  been  recorded  had 
it  occurred  after  the  commencement  of  the  Registers  in  1663  ; 
but,  as  it  is  not,  it  is  almost  certain  that  he  died  before  the 
last-mentioned  date.

HERRING,  REV.  JULIUS,  a  Puritan  preacher  and 
divine  of  some  note,  included  by  Fuller  among  his 
Worthies,  was  born  at  Llanbrynmair,  where  his  parents 
resided,  it  would  appear,  temporarily.  What  could 
have  brought  them  to  this  secluded  region  is  a 
mystery. 

"  MONTGOMERYSHIRE." — "Julius  Herring  was  born  at  Flam- 
bere  Mayre,  in  this  county,  in  1582.  His  father  returned 
hence  to  Coventry,  in  which  he  was  highly  related;  whose 
ancestors,  for  the  space  of  almost  200  years,  had  been  in  their 
course  chief  officers  of  that  city.  Perceiving  a  pregnancy  in 
their  son,  his  parents  bred  him  in  Sidney  College,  in  Cam- 
bridge. He  became  afterwards  a  profitable  and  painsful 
preacher  at  Calk,  in  Derbyshire,  in  the  town  of  Shrewsbury, 
and  at  Pendlebury,  in  Cheshire,  being  one  of  a  pious  life,  but 
in  his  judgment  disaffected  to  the  English  Church  discipline. 
I  could  no  less  than  place  him  amongst  the  memorable  per- 
sons; otherwise,  coming  under  no  topic  of  mine  (as  writing 
no  books  to  my  knowledge),  finding  his  life  written  at  large 

by  Mr.  Samuel  Clark.       .         . 

To  return  to  Julius  Herring,  whose  Christian  name  is  very 
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usual  in  the  country  amongst  people  of  quality,  in  memory  of 
Julius  Palmer  (in  the  Marian  da}rs  martyred  and)  a  native  of 
that  city.  He  being  prohibited  his  preaching  here,  for  his 
nonconformity,  was  called  over  to  Amsterdam,  where  he  con- 
tinued preacher  to  the  English  congregation,  some  years  well 
respected  in  his  place ;  and  died  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
1644."  (Fuller's  Worthies.) 

ROBERTS,  REV.  SAMUEL  (S.R.),  was  the  eldest  son  of 
the  Rev.  John  Roberts  and  Mary  his  wife,  and  was 
born  on  the  6th  March  1800,  at  the  Old  Independent 
Chapel  House,  in  the  room  where  Dr.  Rees  also  was 
born.  He  was  taught  first  by  his  father,  and  subse- 
quently at  a  school  at  Shrewsbury  kept  by  Mr.  Bagley. 
After  this  he  spent  several  years  at  home,  assisting  his 
father  on  the  farm  at  Diosg.  Having  commenced 
preaching  when  he  was  19  years  of  age,  he  went  to 
Dr.  Lewis's  Academy  at  Llanfyllin,  and  followed  it  on 
its  removal  to  Newtown.  In  April  1826  he  accepted  a 
call  from  his  father's  church  to  become  assistant  pastor 
to  his  father,  and  was  ordained  to  trie  work  of  the 
ministry  on  the  15th  August  1827.  He  also  had  the 
oversight  of  the  churches  at  Carno  and  Beulah.  His 
father  died  on  the  20th  July  1834,  and  thereupon  a 
considerable  increase  of  pastoral  work  fell  to  his  share. 
He  had  now  nine'  churches,  or  branch  churches,  under 
his  charge,  namely,  Carno,  Beulah,  the  Old  Chapel, 
and  the  six  branches  belonging  to  it,  namely,  Cwm, 
Pandy,  Tafolwern,  Aber,  Talerddig,  and  Bont.  With 
these  he  continued  to  labour  for  thirty  years — that  is, 
until  his  emigration  to  America  in  1857.  His  brother 
John  became  his  co-pastor  in  1835,  and  remained  with 
him  in  that  capacity  until  1848. 

Mr.  Roberts's  labours,  however,  were  not  confined  to 
the  work  of  the  ministry.  He  wrote  for  the  Welsh- 
pool  Eisteddfod,  in  1824,  an  essay  "On  the  Beauty 
of  the  Welsh  Language",  which  gained  a  prize  and 
very  high  commendation,  but  the  medal  was  given  to 
the  Rev.  John  Blackwell.  At  the  Carmarthen  Eist- 
eddfod, in  1825,  his  essay  "On  the  History  of  the

Britons  before  the  time  of  Julius  Caesar"  was  adjudged 
to  be  the  best.  The  prize  medal  was  awarded  to  the 
second  best,  S.  R.  not  being  a  member  of  the  Society 
or  a  native  of  Carmarthenshire,  as  required  by  the 
rules  of  the  competition  ;  but  he  obtained  the  money 
prize.  In  May  1826  he  won  the  medal  of  the  London 
Cymmrodorion  for  an  essay  on  "Calondid" ;  and  at  the 
Denbigh  Eisteddfod,  in  1828,  his  essay  "On  the 
Necessity  for  Law  to  support  Good  Manners"  was 
declared  to  be  the  best  out  of  twelve  compositions 
sent  in  for  competition,  and  the  prize  was  awarded  to 
him.  He  sent  to  the  Eisteddfod  at  Beaumaris,  in  1832, 
an  essay  on  "  Agriculture",  which  was  characterised 
by  the  adjudicators  as  "perhaps  the  most  beautiful 
composition  in  any  language",  yet  the  prize  was  given 
to  Mr.  Aneurin  Owen  for  a  very  inferior  production. 
It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  after  such  treatment 
he  soon  ceased  to  compete  at  Eisteddfodau,  but 
resolved  to  employ  his  pen  in  other  ways.  In  1830 
he  published  a  small  collection  of  moral  and  religious 
songs  or  ballads,  under  the  title  Caniadau  Byrion, 
which  became  very  popular,  and  has  passed  through 
many  editions.  Several  of  the  songs  were  against 
slavery,  which  at  that  time  still  flourished  in  our  West 
Indian  colonies  as  well  as  in  America ;  and  against 
this  iniquitous  traffic  in  human  flesh  he  wrote  much 
both  of  poetry  and  prose.  He  was  throughout  life  an 
irreconcilable  enemy  of  Church  establishments.  In 
1834  he  wrote  and  published  an  able  essay  on  "The 
Injustice  and  Evil  Tendency  of  "State  Religious  Esta- 
blishments". The  Anti-Corn  Law  movement  also 
found  in  him  an  early  and  an  ardent  advocate.  So 
early  as  1827  he  began  to  advocate  a  system  of  penny 
postage,  many  years  before  the  idea  was  taken  up  by 
Sir  Rowland  Hill,  who  is  often  erroneously  supposed 
to  have  been  its  originator.  He  was  also  a  warm 
supporter  of  the  Peace  Society,  and  attended  the  great 
Peace  Conference  at  Frankfort  in  1850.  He  was  in- 
defatigable in  his  efforts  through  the  press  on  behalf 
of  every  great  reform — social,  political,  or  religious. 
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Hence  the  Reform  Bill  of  1832,  the  temperance  move- 
ment, the  abolition  of  religious  tests  and  of  Church 
rates,  the  improvement  of  roads,  the  introduction  of 
railways  into  Montgomeryshire,  the  adoption  of  more 
intelligent  arid  scientific  methods  .of  cultivating  the 
soil  and  of  sanitary  improvements — all  these  subjects 
he  earnestly  advocated  with  his  powerful  pen.  He 
also  travelled  much  and  laboured  hard  in  collecting 
money  towards  payment  of  chapel  debts,  and  was  thus 
a  great  benefactor  to  many  weak  and  struggling  Inde- 
pendent churches.  He  had  for  twenty  years  and  more 
been  a  constant  contributor  to  the  Dysgedydd,  the 
Evangelical,  and  other  magazines,  but  in  1843  he 
started  a  small  monthly  magazine  of  his  own  under 
the  title  Y  Cronicl,  which  soon  attained  a  large  circu- 
lation, and  was  very  successful  under  his  editorship 
until  his  departure  for  America.  He  also  published 
a  "  Collection  of  over  2,000  Hymns",  in  Welsh,  for 
the  use  of  Congregational  churches.  Among  the  large 
number  of  tracts  and  pamphlets  which  emanated  from 
his  prolific  pen,  we  may  especially  refer  to  "  Diosg 
Farm"  and  "  Farmer  Careful",  as  written  in  his 
happiest  vein.  His  principal  prose  writings  were  pub- 
lished in  a  collected  form  in  1856,  under  the  title, 
Gweithiau  Samuel  Roberts. 

During  his  thirty  years'  pastorate  hundreds  of  his 
friends  and  neighbours  had  crossed  the  Atlantic  and 
settled  in  the  United  States.  In  1856  his  brother 
Richard  and  a  number  of  other  friends  emigrated  to 
Tennessee,  where  they  planted  a  small  colony,  and 
where,  the  following  year,  Mr.  Roberts  joined  them. 
His  numerous  admirers  in  Montgomeryshire,  of  all 
parties  and  denominations,  presented  him  at  Newtown 
on  his  departure  with  a  purse  of  £160  and  a  gold 
watch  arid  chain.  His  friends  at  Llanbrynmair  had 
some  years  previously  testified  their  esteem  for  him  by 
presenting  him  with  £50.  This  American  enterprise 
turned  out  a  disastrous  affair.  The  great  Southern 
rebellion  broke  out,  and  the  little  colony  became 
the  fighting  ground  of  contending  military  parties, 
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Unionists  and  Confederates.  After  eleven  years  of 
great  hardship  and  danger,  Mr.  Roberts  returned  to 
this  country  in  1868.  He  received  a  warm  welcome 
from  his  old  countrymen,  which  took  the  practical 
form  of  a  national  testimonial  of  £1,245,  presented  to 
him  at  Liverpool  soon  after  his  arrival  in  England. 

Shortly  after  this  he  recommenced  his  literary 
labours.  While  in  America  he  had  published  a  volume 
of  Sermons  and  Addresses,  which  soon  afterwards 
(1865)  was  republished  in  Wales.  In  1869  he  undertook 
the  editorship  of  a  weekly  paper  published  at  Dolgelley, 
under  the  name  of  Y  Dydd  (the  Day.)  Having  occa- 
sion a  few  months  afterwards  to  revisit  America  on 
business,  a  change  of  editors  was  effected  during  his 
absence.  On  his  return  to  England  a  second  time  he 
took  up  his  abode  at  Conway  with  his  brother,  the 
Rev.  John  Roberts,  where  he  continued  to  reside  until 
the  time  of  his  death.  In  1878  he  started  Y  Celt,  a 
weekly  newspaper,  and  through  the  press  and  in  the 
pulpit  he  laboured  unceasingly  to  the  last.  He  died, 
after  a  short  illness,  on  the  24th  September  1885,  in 
his  86th  year,  and  was  buried  on  the  29th  of  the  same 
month  at  the  Conway  Cemetery.  He  was  never 
married. 

As  a  preacher  Mr.  Roberts  was  homely  and  simple, 
but  often  very  effective.  As  a  writer  his  style  was 
idiomatic,  graphic,  terse,  nervous,  and  sometimes 
extremely  caustic.  In  private  life  he  was  the  gentlest, 
tenderest,  and  most  amiable  of  men. 

TIBBOTT,  REV.  JOHN,  was  a  brother  of  the  more  cele- 
brated Richard  Tibbott.  Little  is  known  of  his 
younger  days.  Having  for  some  years  assisted  the 
Rev.  Lewis  Rees  in  his  pastoral  duties,  he  about  the 
year  1763  accepted  a  call  from  the  Independent 
Church  at  Esgairdawe,  Carmarthenshire,  to  become 
their  minister.  He  was  diligent  and  faithful  in  his 
sacred  calling,  and  his  ministry  was  very  acceptable. 
He  died  suddenly  at  the  house  of  his  son-in-law, 
Feb.  6th,  1785,  One  of  his  sons  became  minister  at 
Cymmer,  Glyncorwg,  Glamorganshire.

SIR  HENRY  HOPE  EDWARDS,  the  present  baronet, 
who  was  born  the  10th  April  1829,  and  succeeded  his 
father  as  tenth  baronet,  26th  August  1841. 

vn.  JOHN,*  who  was  baptized  at  Tregynon  on  the 
28th  of  February  1680-1.  He  married  Ann,  daughter 
of  Arthur  Weaver,  Esq.,  of  Bettws,  co.  Montgomery, 
and  Morville,  near  Bridgnorth,  co.  Salop. 

The  marriage  took  place  at  Morville,  by  licence,  on 
the  29th  of  October  1707.  The  following  children 
were  the  issue  of  the  marriage  : — 1,  Anna  Maria  ;

fives  the  dates  of  the  baptisms  of  all  the  above,  except 
ranees,  which  the  writer  did  not  find  in  the  Registers, 
of  Tregynon.  A  comparison  of  the  dates  of  the 
baptisms  of  the  children  preceding  Frances  disposed 
him  to  conclude  that  she  was  the  youngest  of  the 
family.  None  of  the  eight  ever  married.  Anna, 
Maria,  Edward,  Arabella,  and  John  died  young  (see 
pedigree,  infra). 

Joyce  died  in  1759,  Frances  in  1774  (see  her  will, 
below),  Diana  in  1780.  Her  will  is  deposited  at  the 
district  Probate  Registry,  Shrewsbury,  where  she  and 
her  sisters  had  a  town  house  ;  and  Diana  is  buried  at 
St.  Mary's  in  that  town.  They  were  on  intimate 
terms  with  their  cousins,  Joyous  and  Diana  Moore, 
daughters  of  Ann,  their  father's  sister.  Diana  Blayney 
left  a  legacy  to  her  cousin,  Diana,  nee  Moore,  then 
the  wife  of  George  Bates,  Esq.,  of  Aydori  Castle, 
Northumberland  (see  infra),  which  legacy  was  taken 
there  in  person  by  Mr.  William  Pugh  of  Caerhowell, 
who  appears  to  have  been  the  family  solicitor.  He 
was  grandfather  of  William  Buckley  Pugh,  Esq.,  of 
Dolfor  and  Patrington,  Yorkshire. 

1  Sheriff  of  Montgomeryshire,  1715. 
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ARTHUR — the  youngest  but  one  of  the  family,  the 
last  known  male  representative  of  the  Blayney's  issuing 
from  the  marriage  of  Joyce  with  her  cousin,  Sir 
Arthur,  son  of  Edward,  first  Lord  Blayney — died  on 
the  1st,  and  was  huried  on  the  6th  of  October  1795,  at 
Tregynon.  He  attained  a  great  age,  and,  apparently, 
during  the  latter  years  of  his  life  held  little,  if  any, 
communication  with  his  cousins,  the  children  of  his 
father's  sisters,  or  with  any  of  their  descendants.  In 
"Montgomeryshire  Worthies"  may  be  seen  an  inte- 
resting biographical  sketch  of  his  life  and  character  ; 
and  in  vol.  xviii  of  these  Collections,  pp.  229-244,  in  an 
article  on  "The  House  of  Gregynog",  the  connection 
between  him  and  the  Hanbury-Tracy  family,  Barons 
Sudeley,  is  set  forth — to  a  member  of  which  he  devised 
his  extensive  estates,  both  real  and  personal.  This 
connection  came  about  through  the  Weaver  family, 
and  the  writer  is  of  the  opinion  is  somewhat  nearer  in 
blood  than  is  usually  ascribed.  To  establish  this  he  is 
constrained'  to  make  a  digression,  though  he  ventures 
to  hope  the  new  facts  disclosed  will  atone  for  its 
length. 


THE  WEAVER  FAMILY  OF  BETTWS,  Co.  MONTGOMERY 
[AND  OP  MOEVILLE,  Co.  SALOP]. 

Heretofore  this  family  has  been  described  as,  and 
considered  to  have  been,  an  ancient  Shropshire  family. 
An  examination  of  the  pedigree  below,  the  writer  con- 
ceives, will  satisfy  the  reader  that  it  really  was  an 
ancient  Montgomeryshire  family.  The  early  part  of  it 
is  a  transcript  from  the  Shropshire  Visitation  of  1623, 
that  shows  the  marriage  of  Arthur  Weaver  to  Jane 
Smith  of  Morville.  The  mother  of  this  Arthur 
Weaver  is  mentioned  in  his  "Royalist  Composition 
Papers"  in  vol.  xviii  of  these  Collections,  p.  272.  All 
the  entries  below  are  taken  either  from  wills  or  paro- 
chial registers,  authorities  which  are  usually  accepted 
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as  indisputable.  The  writer  has  not  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  trying  to  ascertain  what  Montgomeryshire 
family  these  Weavers  were,  but  he  thinks  the  Registers 
of  Bettws  would  disclose  the  fact. 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  fact  which  evolves 
from  this  is  that  the  Hanbury-Tracy  family,  Barons 
Sudeley,  are  from  an  old  Montgomeryshire  stock. 

By  comparing  the  pedigree  below  with  that  of  the 
Weaver  family  on  p.  241,  vol.  xviii,  Mont.  Coll.,  it  will 
be  observed  that  there  is  in  that  an  "  Anthony",  son 
of  Anthony  of  Castle  House,  Bridgnorth,  which  does 
not  appear  in  the  one  below.  The  writer  is  not  in  a 
position  to  controvert  the  accuracy  of  the  pedigree  in 
vol.  xviii,  but  he  thinks  if  Dr.  Anthony  Weaver  had 
had  a  son  Anthony,  the  writer  would  have  met  with 
his  baptismal  entry  ;  or  that  on  his  death  intestate  in 
1743,  and  that  of  his  relict,  Susannah,  and  their 
daughter  Beatrice — the  latter  two  of  whom  received 
successively  grants  to  administer  the  estate — that 
instead  of  the  next  grant  being  made  to  Susannah, 
the  daughter,  Anthony,  the  son,  would  have  been  pre- 
ferred. 

The  writer  also  thinks  that  by  comparing  the  dates 
of  the  births  of  the  several  daughters  and  the  death 
of  the  father  with  the  date  of  the  marriage  of 
Susannah  Weaver  to  Henry,  eighth  Viscount  Tracy, 
that  it  would  not  admit  of  the  intercalation  of  another 
generation.  Taking  this  for  granted,  and  that  the 
pedigree  below  is  accurate,  as  the  writer  has  every 
reason  to  believe  it  is,  then  Susannah  Weaver  was  a 
first-cousin  of  Arthur  Blayhey  of  Gregynog,  as  near  in 
blood  (though  not  Blayney)  as  any  relative  of  his  then 
living ;  and  he — knowing  that  the  Blayney  estates 
had  received  very  considerable  accessions  through  the 
alliance  with  the  Weaver  family — took  that  fact  into 
consideration  when  he  made  his  will  and.  disposed  of 
his  estates,  real  and  personal.

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ARTHUR  WEAVER

He  appears  to  have  followed  the  profession  of  an 
attorney  in  the  county. of  Montgomery.  The  earliest 
reference  to  him  which  the  writer  has  noted  is  in  1638. 
On  the  3rd  of  May  that  year  he  obtained  a  grant  to 
administer  the  goods  of  Charles  Arthur  of  Bettws,  as 
a  creditor.1  In  vol.  xviii  of  these  Collections,  pp.  269- 
273,  may  be  found  a  set  of  papers  relating  to  his  com- 
position for  delinquency.  As  previously  stated,  they 
mention  the  name  of  his  mother ;  and  they  also  show 
that  he  was,  in  1645,  seised  of  considerable  landed 
estates  in  the  parish  of  Bettws,  as  the  several  town- 
ships in  which  the  lands  lay  are  mentioned. 

These  papers  also  indicate  the  property  he  held  in 
Shropshire  6(  in  right  of  his  wife",  namely  : — 

In  the  township  of  Aston  and  Haughton, 

a  cottage  worth £300 

Underton  and  part  of  the  tithes  'of  Quat- 

ford 12  0  0 

In  Bridgnorth,  35  houses  worth  yearly          15     0     0 

£30     0     0 

He  mentions  in  his  petition  that  the  enemy  had 
burnt  and  pulled  down  his  houses  in  Bridgnorth, 
damaging  his  estate  to  the  extent  of  £3,000.  There 
is  no  mention  of  Morville  in  these  papers,  and  the  pre- 
sumption is  at  that  time  he  was  not  possessed  of  that 
estate. 

In  Harl.  MS.  1241,  which  is  a  transcript,  written 
in  1660,  of  the  Visitation  of  Shropshire  of  1623,  he  is 
described  as  of  Morville  (see  supra).  So  that  between 
1646-1660  he  acquired  Morville  through  his  wife,  for 
in  a  set  of  Exchequer  Depositions2  he  and  his  wife 
Jane  appear  as  plaintiffs  against  one  George  Nicholas

and  others  in  regard  to  a  trespass  committed  on  a 
wood  called  Nordley  Wood,  in  the  manor  of  Astley 
Abbots.  It  was  deposed  that  John  Smith  and  his  son 
George  had  for  many  years  before  exercised  rights  of 
private  ownership  by  cutting  the  timber  down  at 
intervals  and  fencing  the  wood  off  from  the  common 
land  till  the  young  saplings  grew  sufficiently  strong 
not  to  be  damaged  by  cattle  ;  that  George  succeeded 
the  father,  but  appears  to  have  gone,  many  years 
before  the  depositions  were  taken,  to  Ireland  ;  and 
that  Arthur  Weaver  succeeded  to  the  Morville  estates 
in  right  of  his  wife,  only  sister  of  George  Smith  ;  that 
he  (Arthur  Weaver)  had — nineteen  years  before  the 
suit — felled  the  timber  in  the  wood,  and  again  about 
three  years  then  ago.  So  that  he  must  have  been  in 
possession  of  Morville  in  1 652,  or  earlier. 

His  will,  which  was  executed  on  the  21st  of  Sep- 
tember 1687,  disposed  of  estates  much  more  extensive 
than  he  appears  to  have  been  seised  of  when  he  com- 
pounded in  1646  for  his  delinquency.     By  his  will  he 
bequeathed  to  the  parishes  of  St.  Leonard's  and  St. 
Mary   Magdalen,    Bridgnorth,  and   Quatford,    in   the 
county  of  Salop,  also   to  Tregynon  in  Montgomery- 
shire, a  sum  of  twenty  shillings,  to  be  distributed  by 
the  officers   of  the   poor   in   each   parish.      He   also 
bequeathed  two  sums   of    twenty-six   shillings  each, 
yearly  for  ever,  to  be  quarterly  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  parishes  of  Morville  and 
Bettws.     He  charged  the  twenty-six  shillings  for  Mor- 
ville upon  a  tenement  in   Haughton,  in   that  parish, 
and  the  twenty-six  shillings  for  Bettws   "  upon  his 
tenement  in  TJcheldref,  commonly  called  Lloyn-cocke" 
(Llwyncoch,    between    the    village    of    Bettws    and 
Berriew).     These  sums  were  to  be  bestowed  by  six- 
pence weekly  in  bread,  "  to  be  brought  every  Sunday 
morning  to  the  respective  churches,  and  after  morning 
prayer  there  to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  to  six  of  the  most  aged  and  impotent 
poor  people  of  the  said  parishes  as  shall  desire  the, 
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same,  for  God's  sake,  as  the  greatest  number  of  the 
parishioners  at  their  monthly  meeting  shall  nominate 
and  appoint." 

In  a  codicil  to  his  will  he  directed  his  executor  to 
"  provide  several  copies  of  the  Whole  Duty  of  Man  and 
all  the  works  of  the  author  thereof,  and  to  cause  the 
same  to  be  well  bound  together,  and  to  deliver  the 
same  within  six  weeks  after  his  decease  to  the  church- 
wardens of  the  several  parishes  of  Llanidloes,  Mach- 
ynlleth,  Newtown,  Montgomery,  Welshpool,  Llan- 
fyllyn,  and  Bettws,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  and 
to  St.  Chad's  in  Shrewsbury,  St.  Leonard's  in  Bridg- 
north,  and  Morville  in  the  county  of  Salop,  to  be  kept 
with  the  church  books  in  some  convenient  place  for  the 
parishioners  to  read  any  of  the  same  before  and  after 
divine  service  on  Sundays  and  other  holy  days";  and 
he  directed  that  if  the  books  were  withdrawn  out  of 
the  churches  or  vestries  of  the  said  parishes,  then  his 
executor  and  his  heirs  were  empowered  to  take  back 
the  said  books,  and  "  keep  them  for  his  or  their  own 


use". 


Referring  to  a  settlement  executed  on  the  marriage 
of  his  son  Arthur,  he  revoked  the  uses  of  the  capital 
messuages,  lands,  rectory,  and  tithes  of  Morville, 
granted  by  that  deed  to  his  son  Thomas.  These  he 
devised  to  his  son  Arthur  for  life,  then  to  the  use  of 
Arthur's  first  son  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  in 
default  to  the  second  and  every  other  son,  in  default 
to  the  use  of  him  (testator),  his  heirs  and  assigns  for 
ever.  To  Thomas  he  confirmed  his  copyhold  estates  in 
Cardington,  co.  Salop,  as  they  were  conveyed  upon  him 
in  the  deed  of  settlement,  promising,  if  Thomas  should 
marry  in  the  lifetime  of  testator  with  his  approval, 
that  he  would  settle  a  better  estate  upon  him.  As 
there  is  no  reference  to  such  settlement  in  the  codicil 
(made  about  four  months  before  his  death),  presumably 
Thomas  did  not  marry. 

To  his  daughter,  Mary  Acton,  he  left  55.  In 
Morville  Register  the  following  entry  occurs :  —

"1665,  William,  son  of  Edward  Aldenham,  married 
Mary  Weaver,  daughter  of  Arthur  Weaver,  December 
the  29th."  Possibly  she  contracted  a  second  marriage, 
which  her  father  did  not  approve  of,  hence  the 
legacy  of  five  shillings.  There  is  no  record  of  the 
second  marriage  at  Morville,  or  the  writer  would  have 
had  it ;  but  the  amount  is  not  a  safe  criterion  to  form 
an  opinion  upon,  as  he  left  his  daughter  Jane,  who  was 
married  at  Morville  on  23rd  May  1663  to  Anthony 
Brown,  £5  ;  to  Jane  Moseley  and  Amphillia  Brown,  his 

Granddaughters,  a  like  sum  each  ;  and  to  Sarah  Moseley, 
is  great-granddaughter,  £5  ;  to  each  of  his  servants, 
£3. 

He  devised  all  his  messuages,  lands,  and  heredita- 
ments in  the  parish  of  Tregynon,  co.  Montgomery,  to 
his  grandchild  John,  eldest  son  of  his  son  Arthur,  and 
to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body,  lawfully  begotten,  in 
default*  as  before,  provided  that  his  said  grandson 
John  and  his  heirs  male  should,  upon  reasonable 
request,  convey  and  assure  (when  he  or  they  should  be 
capacitated  so  to  do,  unto  his  brother  Arthur  and  the 
heirs  male  of  his  body),  according  to  the  true  meaning 
of  the  devise  of  testator  subsequently  mentioned,  of 
all  those  messuages*  cottages,  lands  in  Holdgate  Clie 
Stanton,  Birchampton,  and  elsewhere,  which  were 
then  in  the  occupation  of  Edward  Clea  and  others, 
and  which  had  been  purchased  from  John  Churchman, 
Esq.,  by  Arthur,  testator's  son,  in  trust  for  testator 
and  his  heirs,  which  tenementSj  and  with  others  then 
lately  purchased  by  testator  from  Aaron  Churchman, 
testator  devised  and  appointed  and  assured  to  the 
said  Arthur  Weaver,  his  grandchild,  for  life,  and  after 
with  remainders  as  before;  but  he  devised  an  annuity 
of  £10  a  year  to  his  grandchild  John  and  his  heirs  out 
of  the  said  messuages  above  devised  to  his  grand- 
child Arthur,  "  for  a  tie  and  assistance  of  love  and 
friendship  amongst  them."  In  case  his  grandchild 
John  refused  to  convey  and  assure  to  his  brother 
Arthur,  then  the  devise  to  John  was  to  cease,  and  the 
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messuages,  etc.,  in  Tregynon  should  remain  to  Arthur, 
his  grandchild,  and  his  heirs,  with  remainders  as 
before.  Testator  devised  all  his  messuages,  lands,  etc., 
which  he  had  purchased  from  Mrs.  Katherine  Purcell, 
situate  in  "  Forden,  Pen-y-Lan,  Trelustan.  and  else- 
where", to  his  son  Arthur  for  ten  years  next  after 
testator's  decease ;  to  pay  his  son  Edward,  after  he 
attained  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  £50  a  year,  and  to 
raise  £1,500  to  be  equally  divided  between  Elizabeth, 
Ann,  and  Mary,  daughters  of  his  son  Arthur,  when  they 
severally  attained  the  ages  of  eighteen  years.  Eliza- 
beth predeceased  her  grandfather,  dying  in  February 
1687-8.  Anthony,  ancestor  of  the  present  Lord  Sudeley, 
was  not  born  when  the  will  was  made  (see  tabular 
pedigree,  citing  Morville  Register). 

If  either  of  the  daughters  named  died  unmarried 
before  she  attained  that  age,  or  married  without  her 
father's  consent,  or  the  consent  of  such  person  as  he 
should  appoint  her  guardian,  then  the  devise  ceased  as 
to  that  daughter,  and  her  legacy  accrued  to  the  sur- 
viving sister  or  sisters ;  if  all  died  before  attaining 
the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  married  without  their 
father's  consent,  then  he  devised  the  £1,500  to  his 
son  Arthur,  unless  he,  testator,  otherwise  disposed  of 
the  same. 

After  the  ten  years,  testator  devised  the  lands  above- 
mentioned  to  his  grandchild  Edward  for  life,  with 
remainders  as  before.  Testator  charged  the  land  with 
an  annuity  of  £40  a  year,  to  be  paid  to  his  grandson 
John  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  "  as  an  acknowledgment  and 
dependance  from  the  said  Edward  his  brother  to  his 
eldest  brother  John  and  his  heirs,  and  for  a  tie",  etc., 
as  before. 

Testator  bequeathed  £1,200  to  his  son  Arthur,  to 
buy  lands  to  the  value  of  £60  a  year,  which  lands 
testator  appointed,  after  they  were  purchased,  should 
be  settled  upon  Thomas,  his  fourth  grandson,  and  his 
issue,  with  remainders  as  before.  In  a  codicil  he 
revoked  this;  he  himself  in  the  meantime  having 
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purchased  lands  in  Longvill  and  Lushcott,  co.  Salop, 
which  he  bequeathed  to  his  grandson  Thomas,  in  lieu 
of  the  £1,200,  with  remainders  as  before.  Out  of 
these  lands  he  devised  £5  a  year  to  his  grandson 
John  ;  in  the  will  he  left  an  annuity  of  £10  to  John,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  lands  proposed  to  be  purchased 
with  the  £1,200;  also  £800  were  to  be  invested  in 
land  for  John. 

Testator  devised  to  his  son  Arthur  the  benefit  of  a 
mortgage  on  the  lands  of  Margaret  Thomas,  in  the 
parish  of  Kerry,  to  the  intent  that,  if  the  lands  were 
forfeited,  the  same  should  be  settled  upon  Arthur, 
testator's  grandchild,  in  the  same  manner,  and  with 
like  remainders  as  the  other  lands  were  settled.  If 
the  mortgage  was  paid,  the  same  was  to  be  invested 
in  lands,  and  to  be  settled  as  before ;  in  the  meantime 
the  profits  from  the  mortgage  he  devised  to  his  grand- 
child, Arthur  Weaver.  Testator  bequeathed  to  his 
servant,  Bees  Rowell,  £10  ;  to  John  Francis,  £2  ;  and 
to  Mary  Pierce,  £10 ;  residue  to  his  son  Arthur, 
whom  he  constituted  sole  executor. 

In  a  codicil,  made  June  3rd,  1688,  he  devised  to  his 
Kinsman ,  Richard  Williams  of  Llanllivchairn,  40s.  a 
year  for  life  ;  and  to  his  Kinswoman,  Mary  Humphreys 
of  Bettus,  40s.  a  year  for  life,  payable  at  Highgate,  co. 
Montgomery  ;  in  default,  power  of  distress  granted  to 
levy  on  the  lands  in  Tregynon  left  to  his  grandchild 
John. 

In  the  will,  as  mentioned  above,  on  the  marriage  of 
his  son  Arthur,  a  settlement  of  his  estates  was  made  ; 
and  the  Morville  estate  had  been  settled  upon  his 
younger  son  Thomas — a  circumstance  which  leads  to 
the  presumption  that  the  Montgomeryshire  estates, 
which  testator  had  acquired  by  inheritance  or  purchase, 
were  in  his  estimation  those  with  which  he  preferred 
his  lineal  descendants  to  be  associated,  and  that  he 
meant  and  desired  his  representative  and  his  sons  to 
be  connected  with  the  county,  as  he  himself  and  his 
•  forefathers  had  been ;  but  as  Thomas  did  not  appear 
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likely  to  marry,  in  the  will  he  devised  the  Morville 
estates  also  to  his  son  Arthur  and  his  heirs. 

The  annuity  of  £10  a  year,  payable  to  his  mother 
Mary,  for  which  he  was  liable  when  he  compounded 
for  his  delinquency,  was  doubtless  a  charge  created 
by  his  father  on  the  lands  devised  by  him  to  his  son. 
His  own  bequest  of  an  annuity  of  40s.  a  year  to  his 
kinsman,  Richard  Williams  of  Llanllwchaiarn  ;  and  a 
similar  annuity  to  his  kinswoman,  Mary  Humphreys 
of  Bettws,  both  payable  at  Highgate  in  that  parish, 
point  to  the  conclusion  that  Arthur  Weaver  was 
associated  by  ties  of  kindred  with  Montgomeryshire, 
and  that  Highgate  was  the  family  domicile,  Readers 
who  know  it,  will  agree,  that  Highgate  is  an  excellent 
example  of  a  Timber  House,  and  would  be  better 
adapted  for  the  residence  of  a  country  gentleman  in 
the  seventeenth  century  than  for  a  yeoman  of  the 
agricultural  class. 

ARTHUR  WEAVER  (II)  made  his  will  on  the  27th 
February  1709-10,  and  the  same  was  proved1  on 
November  the  2nd,  1710. 

To  his  son  Anthony,  who  was  not  born  when,  his 
grandfather  made  his  will,  testator  devised  the 
messuage  and  garden  "  by  me  built  in  Bettus,  in  the 
county  of  Montgomery,  and  enjoyed  by  the  poor 
people  at  present",  and  a  yearly  rent-charge  of  ten 
pounds  out  of  the  glebe  and  tithe  of  Tregynon,  "  to  be 
employed  in  setting  out  poor  children,  or  in  setting  to 
work  poor  people  either  of  that  parish  or  of  Bettus 
adjoining" — according  to  the  direction  of  his  heir  for 
the  time  being ;  and  "  I  desire  that  on  every  Whit- 
Sunday  immediately  after  Divine  Service  the  Ministers 
of  Bettus  and  Tregynon  doe  each  of  them  read  an 
account  in  each  church  how  the  aforesaid  ten  pounds 
hath  been  disposed  of  that  year,  and  who  are  the 
inhabitants  in  the  said  messuage" — -which  account

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he  required  his  heir  for  the  time  being  to  cause  to  be 
delivered  to  each  minister  the  precedent  Sunday, 
which  if  he  neglected  to  do,  then,  "  my  will  is  that  the 
said  ministers  shall  have  the  disposing  of  five  pounds 
each  of  them  the  ensuing  year  of  the  said  rent." 

He  also  devised  to  Anthony  and  his  heirs  a  granary 
in  Bridgnorth,  and  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
twelve  pounds  twelve  shillings  and  sixpence. 

The  barn  was  to  be  employed  for  keeping  about  900 
bushels  of  corn,  to  be  purchased  when  corn  sold  at  two 
shillings  and  sixpence  the  bushel.  The  residue  of  the 
building  not  required  for  storing  the  corn,  and  a 
garden  attached,  was  to  be  employed  towards  the 
charge  of  looking  after  the  stock  of  corn.  He 
directed  that  when  corn  was  worth  four  shillings  the 
bushel  it  was  to  be  sold  ;  two  shillings  and  sixpence 
was  to  be  reserved  out  of  each  bushel  sold,  "  to  per- 
petuate the  stock",  and  the  rest  to  be  given  from  time 
to  time  to  the  poor  housekeepers  of  Bridgnorth  "  having 
three  or  more  of  young  children". 

He  also  devised  to  his  said  son  Anthony — who  had 
not  been  benefited  by  his  grandfather's  will — Pennarth 
Ucha  and  Pennarth  Issa,  in  the  parish  of  Newtown, 
county  of  Montgomery,  then  late  in  the  possession  of 
Mr.  Eichard  Pryce  and  James  Mills  ;  also  a  cottage  in 
the  possession  of  Matthew  Thomas  ;  and  a  parcel  of 
land  in  the  then  possession  of  James  Stephens.  By  a 
codicil  he  also  devised  to  Anthony  *'  renarth  Mill" 
and  a  parcel  of  land. 

To  his  son  Edward,  "  who  was  already  provided 
for"  by  his  grandfather's  will,  he  left  the  singular 
bequest  "  of  a  gold  ring  yearly  during  his  life,  at  New 
Year's  Tide,  of  the  value  of  two  guineas  at  least/' 

To  his  son  Arthur,  the  lands  purchased  from  Sir  John 
Churchman,  in  the  county  of  Salop,  and  the  tenement 
in  Maenllwyd,  in  the  parish  of  Kerry,  then  in  the  occu- 
pation of  one  Thomas  Edwards,  and  two  hundred 
pounds.  In  a  codicil  he  bequeathed  a  further  sum  of 
two  hundred  pounds  to  his  son  Arthur, 
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To  his  son  Thomas  he  devised  the  lands,  etc,,  in 
Highley  (or  Higley),  in  the  county  of  Salop. 

To  his  daughter  Mary,  £3,000,  and  a  sum  of  £60  a 
year  for  the  maintenance  of  his  daughter  Frances  — 
"to  be  paid  to  the  person  with  whom  she  choose  to 
reside." 

As  no  devise  or  bequest  appears  to  have  been  made 
to  his  daughter  Anne,  who  had  married  John  Blayney 
of  Gregynog,  Esq,,  some  three  years  before  the  will 
was  executed,  the  writer  concludes  she  had  been  por- 
tioned on  her  marriage. 

"  As  I  and  my  ancestors  have  received  great  favors 
from  the  honorable  families  of  my  Lord  Fowls  and  my 
Lord  Bradford,  I  appoint  my  executor,  as  a  dutiful 
acknowledgment,  to  present  the  head  of  each  of  those 
families  with  a  piece  of  plate,  of  the  value  of  thirty 
pounds  at  the  least." 

Devising  life  legacies  to  each  of  his  servants,  he  con- 
stituted his  eldest  son  John  sole  executor,  with  a  con- 
dition that  if  he  within  three  years  did  not  carry  out 
or  fulfil  the  instructions  of  the  will,  that  then  his  son 
Edward  was  to  be  executor. 

In  a  codicil  he  devised  Gwernawyd  (a  farm  in  the 
parish  of  Kerry)  to  his  son  Thomas,  which  he,  testator, 
had  purchased  "  from  Morris  Pryce,  his  father  and 
mother  and  relations". 

JOHN  WEAVER,  eldest  son  of  Arthur  Weaver  II,  de- 
scribed as  of  Morville,  made  his  will1  on  the  25th  May 
1746  ;  proved  23rd  February  1746-7,  He  devised  the 
whole  of  his  estates,  real  and  personal,  to  his  ''beloved 
son"  Arthur ;  to  his  (testator's)  brother  Edward  and  his 
sister  Ann  Blayney  he  bequeathed  fifty  pounds  each ;  to 
his  brother  Arthur,  one  hundred  pounds  ;  and  to  his 
brother  Thomas,  ten  pounds.  He  also  devised  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  pounds  to  purchase  from  the  trustees 
of  Queen  Anne's  Bounty  a  rent-charge  to  improve  the 
living  of  Morville  ;  to  his  nieces,  Joyous,  Frances,  and

to  his  nieces  Beatrice  and  Susannah,  daughters  of  his 
brother  Anthony  Weaver,  deceased,  also  a  sum  of 
fifty  pounds  each  ;  and  he  released  his  nephew,  Arthur 
Blayney,  from  a  bond  of  one  hundred  pounds;  the 
residue  to  his  son  Arthur. 

ARTHUR  WEAVER  (III),  son  of  John  above,  died  at 
Hammersmith,  His  will,1  made  on  the  6th  January 
1747-8,  was  proved  in  London  on  the  2nd  of  May  1759, 
and  he  devised  his  mansion  of  Morville,  all  his  manors, 
messuages, lands,  etc., in  the  county  of  Salop, to  his  uncle, 
Edward  Weaver,  for  life,  and  after  to  Edward's  sons  in 
succession,  and  the  heirs  of  their  bodies  ;  in  default,  to 
Arthur  Blayney,  Esq.,  of  Gregynog,  and  his  heirs.  He 
reserved  power  to  his  uncle,  Edward  Weaver,  to  grant 
leases  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twenty-one  years,  of 
any  or  all  his  manors,  messuages,  and  lands,  and  he 
also  devised  to  him  the  whole  of  his  personal  goods  at 
Morville. 

To  his  cousins,  Joyous,  Frances,  and  Diana  Blayney, 
he  bequeathed  to  each  the  sum  of  two  thousand  pounds  ; 
and  to  Susannah,  daughter  of  his  uncle,  Anthony 
Weaver,  deceased,  a  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  ;  to 
his  uncle,  Thomas  Weaver,  five  hundred  pounds  ;  and 
to  his  uncle,  Arthur  Weaver,  a  like  sum.  Residue  to 
his  cousin,  Arthur  Blayney,  whom  he  constituted  sole 
executor. 

Testator's  will  was  found  after  his  death  at  Morville, 
sealed  up.  On  being  opened,  it  exhibited  alterations 
and  erasures  in  connection  with  one  of  the  daughters 
of  his  deceased  uncle,  Anthony  Weaver.  Arthur 
Blayney,  the  executor,  attended  in  person  at  the  Pre- 
rogative Court  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and 
was  examined  before  probate  was  granted.  He  deposed 
that  the  will  was  found  at  Morville,  sealed  with  the 
seal  of  the  deceased,  which  he  usually  wore  at  his 
watch ;  and  on  being  broken  open  the  will  then  appeared

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with  the  erasures  as  they  at  the  time  of  probate  ap- 
peared. Whereupon  the  grant  to  administer  passed. 

Edward  Weaver,  son  of  Arthur  II,  to  whom  the 
Morville  estates  had  been  devised  for  life  by  his  will,1 
which  was  not  dated,  but  proved  on  the  7th  July  1762, 
devised  to  his  nephew,  Arthur  Blayney,  all  the  lands 
testator  had  purchased  in  the  county  of  Montgomery  ; 
Arthur  paying  to  each  of  his  own  sisters'  an  annuity 
of  ten  pounds  for  life,  also  a  sum  of  two  hundred 
pounds  to  each.  Testator  devised  to  his  brother 
Thomas  all  the  moneys  and  interest  which  the  latter 
stood  indebted  to  him,  except  one  sum  of  £400,  and 
that  he  was  to  enjoy  for  his  life  without  interest  and 
without  molestation.  The  residue,  real  and  personal, 
of  his  own  estate  he  devised  to  his  brother  Arthur  for 
life ;  after,  the  same  to  be  divided  between  his  nieces, 
Beatrice  and  Susannah,  daughters  of  his  deceased 
brother  Anthony.  Executors,  his  brother  Arthur,  and 
nephew,  Arthur  Blayney. 

This  will,  though  not  dated,  must  have  been  made 
before  or  in  the  year  1760,  for  his  niece  Beatrice  died 
that  year.  As  he  appears,  by  the  disposition  of  his 
estates,  to  have  had  no  children,  probably  was  never 
married,  the  Morville  estates,  by  his  nephew,  Arthur 
Weaver's  will,  went  to  Arthur  Blayney  of  Gregynog. 

ARTHUR  WEAVER  (IV),  son  of  Arthur  Weaver  II, 
by  his  will,  made  on  the  4th  of  October  1764,  proved 
January  5th,  1765,  bequeathed  to  his  nephew,  Arthur 
Blayney,  the  sum  of  £500  ;  and  to  each  of  his  sisters, 
one  hundred  guineas.  After  these,  he  devised  the 
whole  of  his  real  and  personal  estate  to  his  niece 
Susannah,  daughter  of  his  deceased  brother  Anthony, 
and  constituted  her  his  sole  executrix. 

ANTHONY  WEAVER,  youngest  child  of  Arthur  Weaver 
II,  was  born  in  1690,  and  died  intestate,  in  1743.  He 
appears  by  the  Register  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Bridg- 
north,  to  have  had  seven  daughters,  most  of  whom  died

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young  ;  two  only,  Beatrice  and  Susannah,  survived  him. 
His  relict,  Susannah,  obtained  a  grant,1  in  July  1743,  to 
administer  his  estate.  On  her  death,  in  1756,  a  grant2 
to  administer  the  goods  unadministered  was  made  to 
Beatrice,  his  eldest  daughter.  She  dying  in  1760,  a 
grant8  was  made  to  her  sister,  and  only  surviving  child 
of  Anthony,  Susannah  Weaver. 

THOMAS  WEAVER,  son  of  Arthur  I,  died  in  1713,  and 
was  buried  at  Morville.  The  writer,  after  diligently 
searching  on  more  than  one  occasion,  has  been  unable  to 
find  his  will,  and  consequently  unable  to  trace  the  copy- 
hold estate  at  Cardington  devised  to  him  by  his  father. 

THOMAS  WEAVER,  grandson  of  Arthur  I,  who  is  men- 
tioned in  many  of  the  wills,  also,  he  has  been  unable  to 
trace,  failing  to  meet  with  an  entry  of  his  death  or  his 
will.  The  devolution  of  the  lands  devised  to  him  by  his 
grandfather  at  Longvill  and  Lushcott,  as  well  as  the 
lands  in  Higley,  co.  Salop,  and  Gwernawyd  farm  in 
Kerry,  devised  to  him  by  his  father,  is  unknown  to  the 
writer,  or  whether  Thomas  died  a  bachelor,  or  whether 
he  married. 

With  these  exceptions,  all  the  descendants  of  Arthur 
Weaver  II  have,  both  male  and  female,  been  traced  to 
their  last  resting-places,  leaving  only  Arthur  Blayney 
of  Gregynog,  and  his  cousin  Susannah,  daughter  of 
Anthony  Weaver,  between  whom,  on  the  death  of 
Edward  Weaver,  their  uncle,  the  large  estates  devised 
by  Arthur  Weaver  I,  and  the  accumulations  of  his  suc- 
cessors, were  possessed.  Thirty-five  years  later,  on  the 
death  of  Arthur  Blayney,  those  which  he  had  inherited 
from  the  Weaver  family,  and  the  ancient  Blayney 
estates,  he  devised  by  will  to  Henry,  eighth  Viscount 
Tracy,  who  in  1 767  had  married  Susannah  Weaver;  and 
thus,  after  the  lapse  of  more  than  a  century,  the  estates 
which  Arthur  Weaver  I  left  to  his  sons  and  grandsons, 
and  the  heirs  of  their  bodies,  were  concentrated  and 
held  by  the  husband  of  the  last  of  the  Weaver  family.

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Their  only  child,  Henrietta  Susannah,  married  Charles 
Hanbury,  first  Lord  Sudeley,  whose  descendant  and 
representative,  Charles  Douglas  Richard  Hanbury- 
Tracy,  fourth  Baron  Sudeley,  now  possesses  them. 

Before  ending  this  already  too  lengthy  digression,  the 
writer  would  refer  again  to  the  relationship  in  which 
Arthur  Blayney  and  Susannah  Weaver  stood  to  each 
other.  Hitherto  she  has  been  considered  to  have  been 
the  daughter  of  Anthony  Weaver,  son  of  Anthony 
Weaver,  M.D,,  of  Castle  House,  Bridgnorth.  The  writer 
is  of  the  opinion  the  latter  had  no  son  ;  he  thinks  this 
opinion  is  supported  by  the  following  facts  : — That 
there  is  no  Anthony  other  than  Anthony  Weaver  of 
Castle  House  referred  to  in  either  of  the  wills  of  his 
brothers  and  nephew.  That  if  there  had  been  a  son 
Anthony,  if  he  had  been  older  than  his  sisters  Beatrice 
and  Susannah,  the  grant  to  administer  on  the  death  of 
their  mother  in  1756  would  have  passed  to  him,  in 
preference  to  Beatrice  ;  and  so  in  1760,  in  preference  to 
Susannah.  If  he  were  born  after  Susannah,  between 
1737  and  1743,  in  which  latter  year  their  father  died, 
then  it  is  impossible  that  he  could  have  had  a  daughter 
old  enough  to  have  married  in  1767;  and  therefore 
Susannah,  the  wife  of  Henry,  eighth  Viscount  Tracy, 
must  have  been  the  youngest  daughter  of  Anthony 
Weaver,  M.D.,  of  Castle  House,  Bridgnorth. 

To  return  to  the  descendants  of  John  Blayney  of 
Gregynog,  who  married  Anne  Weaver,  their  youngest 
child.

THE  ESTATES  OF  ARTHUR  BLAYNEY,  ESQ. 

By  the  death  of  Arthur  Blayney  of  Gregynog,  the 
male  line  of  the  Gregynog  branch,  so  far  as  has  been 
ascertained,  became  extinct.  He  devised  his  estates, 
real  and  personal,  to  Henry,  eighth  Viscount  Tracy,  by 
will,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  : 

"  This  is  the  last  will  and  testament  of  me,  Arthur  Blayney 
of  Gregynog,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  Esq. 

"  I  give  and  devise  all  my  lands  and  messuages,  tenements, 
rents,  tithes,  hereditaments,  and  real  estates  in  the  counties 
of  Montgomery  and  Salop,  to  the  Honble.  Henry  Tracy  of 
Portman  Street,  London,  and  to  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever* 

"  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  said  Henry  Tracy  all  my  per- 
sonal estate,  whatsoever  and  wheresover,  and  to  his  executors 
and  administrators. 

"  And  I  do  hereby  appoint  the  said  Henry  Tracy  sole 
executor  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.  In  witness 
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whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  6th  day  of 
July  1792.  "  AETHUE  BLAYNEY.     L.S." 

"  Signed,  sealed,  published,  and  declared  by  the  testator  as 
his  last  will  and  testament  in  the  presence  of  us,  who  in  his 
presence  attest  the  same  as  witnesses — Pryce  Davies,1  William 
Brown,2  Tho.  Ashford."3 

"  The  above  is  a  true  copy  of  the  original  will,  with  which  it 
was  examined  and  compared  this  18th  day  of  March  1797,  by 
us,  J.  LLOYD  JONES,* 

ED.  OwEN/"5 

On  the  back  of  the  above  was  endorsed — 

"6  July  1792. 

"  Attested  copy  of  the  will  of  Arthur  Blayney,  Esq.,  late  of 
Gregynog,  in  the  co.  of  Montgomery,  who  died  the  first  day  of 
October  1795.  The  original  proved  in  Doctors'  Commons  in 
the  month  he  died,  and  a  commission  was  executed  at  Newtown 
the  18th  of  March  1797,  issuing  out  of  the  High  Court  of 
Chancery,  to  perpetuate  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses  to  this 
Will." 

On  a  separate  sheet  of  paper  he  made  the  following 
codicil  : 

"  I,  Arthur  Blayney  of  Gregynog,  in  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery, do  by  this  my  codicil  to  my  last  will  and  testament, 
dated  on  or  about  the  6th  day  of  July  1  792,  give  and  bequeath 
the  legacies  following,  July  2,  1793  : 

"  To  my  agent,  Mr.  Thomas  Colley,  all  the  money  I  have  on 
the  turnpike  gates,  with  the  interest,  and  the  £300  mortgage, 
with  the  interest,  which  I  have  on  the  late  Mrs.  Gwynne's 
estate  in  Diriew.6  To  Mrs.  Hansard,  my  housekeeper,  four 
hundred  pounds.  To  my  butler,  Thomas  Olive,7  one  hundred 
pounds  ;  to  my  bailiff,  John  Morris,  eighty  pounds ;  to  all  my 
other  servants  who  shall  be  living  with  me  at  the  time  of  my 
decease,  fifty  pounds  each.  I  likewise  give  to  all  my  servants 
five  guineas  each,  in  lieu  of  all  mourning,  which  it  is  my

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desire  no  person  may  wear  on  my  account.  I  give  to  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Evans  of  Morville,  fifty  pounds  ;  to  Mr.  John  Humphreys 
of  Cefngwifed,  twenty  guineas  ;  to  Miss  Ann  Richards,  fifty 
pounds  ;  and  as  to  all  the  residue  of  my  personal  estate,  I  give 
and  bequeath  it,  after  all  my  debts  and  legacies  are  paid,  unto 
Lord  Viscount  Tracy,  his  executors  and  assigns,  to  and  for  his 
use  and  benefit,  and  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  him 
sole  executor  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.  In  witness 
whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and. seal. 

aAR.  BLAYNEY.     L.S." 

It  appears  to  have  been  thought  advisable  by  the 
solicitor  acting  in  the  matter,  who  was   Mr.  William 
Pugh  of  Caerhowell,  to  prove  the  will  in  Chancery,  and 
he   submitted  the  matter  to  an  eminent  counsel,  R. 
Richards,  afterwards  Baron  Richards,  who,  replying  on 
the    case  submitted,  said :    "  The  only  use  of  filing  a 
bill  by  Lord  Tracy  will  be  to  preserve  the  testimony 
of  the  witnesses  to  the  will  after  they  are  dead.     The 
effect  of  their  testimony  is  necessarily  to  show  that  the 
will  was  duly  executed  according  to  the  forms  required 
by  law.     In  truth,  when  the  witnesses  are  dead,  the 
very  proving  of  their  handwriting  will  amount  to  primd 
facie  proof  that  all  was  right.     And  I  see  no  necessity 
for  filing  a  bill,  nor  any  particular  use  in  it,  unless  Mr. 
Blayney  was  when  he  made  it  declining  in  his  health, 
and  therefore  imputations  may  be  thrown  on  the  state 
of  the  understanding.     In  that  case  it  will  be  useful  to 
file  a  bill  to  perpetuate  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses, 
or,    as    is    commonly    said,    to    prove    the   will    in 
Chancery,    for    after    the    death    of    the    witnesses 
stories  may  be  fabricated,  and  Lord  Tracy  made  un- 
easy.    Indeed,  if  the  witnesses  are  of  a  low  condition, 
such  as  servants,  it  may  be  useful  to  prove  the  will  in 
Chancery,  as  so  much  credit  will  not  be  given  to  them 
when  they  are  dead,  without  their  being  fully  examined, 
as  to  persons  of  more  respectable  characters.    The  mode 
of  doing  it  is  to  file  a  bill  on  the  part  of  Lord  Tracy 
against  the  heirs  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Blayney '&  father, 
stating  that  Mr.  Blayney  when  of  sound  mind  made 
his  will  at  length,  and  suggesting  that  the  heirs  mean 
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to  dispute  it  after  the  death  of  the  witnesses.  The 
defendants  having  answered,  the  plaintiff  exhibits 
interrogatories  to  examine  the  witnesses,  and  there  the 
thing  rests.  One  other  use  of  filing  a  bill  will  be  to 
multiply  copies  of  the  will,  as  one  copy  will  be  set  out 
in  the  bill,  and  another  in  the  interrogatories  ;  but  that 
does  not  seem  material  when  there  must  be  an  evidence- 
room. 

"  As  to  proving  the  will  in  the  Commons,  Lord  Tracy 
must  prove  one  of  the  parts  before  he  can  compel  pay- 
ment of  Mr.  Blayney 's  debts.  It  will  be  very  iiseful 
to  do  it,  because  the  part  proved  will  be  deposited  in 
the  Commons  in  a  most  safe  place,  whilst  the  other 
may  be  deposited  in  the  evidence-room.  If  a  bill  is 
filed  it  need  only  be  against  the  heirs  of  Mr.  B.'s 
father,  for  the  estates  came  to  him  either  from  his 
father  or  by  devise,  and  not  by  descent  from  his 
maternal  relatives  ;  and,  therefore,  if  he  had  died  in- 
testate, all  the  estates  would  have  descended  to  his 
heirs  ex  parte  paterna"  29th  October  1795. 

On  submitting  this  opinion  to  Lord  Tracy,  he,  on  the 
31st  of  the  same  month,  directed  Mr.  Pugh  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  prove  the  will  in  Chancery  ;  the  lat- 
ter placed  himself  in  communication  with  Mr.  Thomas 
Colley,  the  agent  to  the  late  Mr.  Blayney,  requesting 
to  know  how  Mr.  Blayney  became  possessed  of  the  sum 
of  £300,  mentioned  in  the  codicil,  as  heir  at  law  ;  the 
surviving  sister,  Diana,  having  been  mentioned  in  the 
will  of  Frances  Blayney,  also  as  to  two  bonds  which  she, 
Frances,  had  held  of  Arthur's,  her  brother.  Mr.  Colley 
stated  that  one  Elizabeth  Gillart  married  Evan 
Gwynne,  and  devised  the  premises  on  which  the  £300 
was  secured  to  Richard  Owen  (who  at  the  time  lived 
at  Boreatton  in  Shropshire),  but  soon  after  went  to  re- 
side on  the  premises  at  Dwyrhiew.  Mr.  Colley  for- 
warded a  copy  of  the  will  of  Frances,  which  ran  as 
follows  : — 

"  I,  Frances  Blayney,   now  in  the  town  of  Oswestry,   do 
write  this  as  my  last  will.     I  .give   to  ray   brother,  Arthur 
VOL.  XXII.  H 
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Blayney,  Esq.,  for  his  life,  the  use  of  the  two  bonds  I  have  of 
his ;  if  he  has  a  child,  then  for  ever ;  if  not  any  child,  I  then 
give  the  said  bonds  to  my  cousin,  Johanna  Edwards,  for  her 
life  ;  after,  to  all  her  children.  I  give  my  sister,  Diana  Blayney, 
£20,  to  buy  her  mourning."  The  above  was  proved  in  the 
Prerogative  Court,  and  administration  granted  to  "  Arthur 
Blayney,  Esq.,  lawful  brother,  and  one  of  the  next  of  kin  of 
Frances  Blayney,  late  of  the  town  of  Oswestry,  in  the  county 
of  Salop,  Spinster,  deceased";  reason  for  granting  administra- 
tion was  because,  in  the  said  will,  she  did  "  name  no  executor 
or  residuary  legatee".  Granted  at  London,  28th  June  1774. 

The  writer  failed,  when  he  examined  the  Register  at 
Tregynon,  to  find  an  entry  of  the  baptism  of  Miss 
Frances  Blayney ;  but  he  has  a  note  that  she  was 
buried  on  May  7,  1774,  but  not  at  what  place. 

The  first  thing  Mr.  Pugh  did  was  to  ascertain  who 
were  the  heirs  at  law  of  the  late  Arthur  Blayney,  Esq. ; 
in  order  to  do  this  he  compiled  a  pedigree,  of  which  the 
one  below  is  a  copy—

A  reference  to  the  pedigree,  on  page  98  supra,  and 
the  Mitchell  pedigree,  page  71  supra,  will  show  that 
the  pedigree  above  did  riot  disclose  all  the  heirs  at  law 
of  the  late  Arthur  Blayney,  Esq.  ;  and  consequently 
the  descendants  of  Mary,  eldest  daughter  of  Henry 
Blayney,  Esq.,  grandfather  of  Arthur  Blayney,  Esq., 
were  not  made  defendants  in  the  suit. 

The  writer,  in  pursuing  his  investigation  in  search 
of  a  male  representative  of  the  late  Lord  Blayney, 
engaged  in  lengthened  correspondence  with  Henry 
Mitchell,  Esq.,  the  present  representative  of  Mary 
Blayney,  above,  as  also  with  the  late  Thomas  Bates, 
Esq.,  the  representative  of  Ann  Blayney,  and  an 
executor  and  legatee  of  the  late  lord,  to  each  of  whom 
he  is  indebted  for  much  valuable  information  ;  and  to 
Mr.  Bates  for  a  copy  of  the  letter  which  Mr.  Pugh 
addressed  to  his  grandfather,  George  Bates,  Esq.,  and 
which  was  couched  in  the  following  terms  : 

"  Caerhowell,  near  Montgomery, 

"19th  October  1796. 

"  SIR, — I  have  received  directions  from  Lord  Tracy,  who  is  devisee 
of  the  late  Arthur  Blayney  of  Gregynog,  to  file  a  bill  in  Chancery 
against  his  heirs,  in  order  to  perpetuate  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses 
to  his  will,  and  as  Mr.  Bates  is  one  of  them,  I  have  enclosed  a  copy 
of  the  bill  which  is  intended  to  be  so  filed,  and  if  it  is  agreeable  to 
you,,  I  will  send  for  your  perusal  a  proper  answer  to  it,  which  shall  be 
put  in  without  oath,  and  shall  not  be  the  smallest  expense  to  you  either 
on  account  of  any  fee  you  may  pay  for  advice,  or  any  other  way  what- 
ever ;  if  you  choose  to  employ  your  own  solicitor  it  will  add  consider- 
ably to  the  expense  and  cause  delay ;  besides,  the  taxed  costs  in  that 
case  will  not  cover  all  your  expenses,  and  you  will,  therefore,  of 

H  2 
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course,  be  something  out  of  pocket,  as  well  as  increase  uselessly  my 
Lord  Tracy's  expenses.  I  do  not  mean  by  this  proposal  to  take  any 
of  your  solicitor's  fees.  It  is  no  object  at  all  to  me,  and  therefore 
that  part  of  the  business  shall  be  made  agreeable  to  him  ;  I  only  wish 
to  save  unnecessary  delay  and  costs.  A  speedy  answer  will  much 
oblige  me. 

"  I  am,  Sir,  your  obedient  servant, 

"  WILLIAM  PUGH. 

"  I  understand  Mrs.  Bates  is  living,  and  that  your  eldest  son's  name 
is  John,  I  will  thank  you  to  inform  me  whether  it  is  so. 

"  Mr.  Bates." 

To  which  Mr.  Bates  replied  : 

"  Aydon  Castle, 

"November  19th,  1796. 

"  SIR, — I  am  sorry  your  letter  was  not  answered  sooner.  My  wife  is 
living,  and  our  eldest  son's  name  is  John  Moore  Bates,  and  our 
youngest  son's  name  is  Thomas  Bates.  I  wish  Lord  Tracy  his  health 
to  enjoy  his  fortune  ;  if  your  answer,  your  offer  to  give  to  the  Court  of 
Chancery  on  my  account,  be  sent  here,  and  approved  of  by  my 
lawyer,  I  shall  sign  and  send  it  you. 

"  I  am,  Sir,  your  obedient  servant, 

"  G.  BATES." 

Miss  Joyous  Moore,  also  one  of  the  heirs  at  law,  had 
replied  in  the  following  terms  : 

"  Aydon  Castle, 

"Nov.  ye  18,  1796. 

"  SIR,— 1  received  your  letter,  with  the  copy  of  the  bill  inclosed.  It 
came  too  late  to  answer  by  the  return  of  the  post.  If  you  will  send 
me  a  proper  answer  to  be  given  to  the  bill,  I-  will  lay  it  before  rny 
lawyer  in  this  county  for  his  approbation. 

"  It  is  very  extraordinary  that  Mr.  Blayney  should  be  so  unkind  to 
his  father's  nieces  not  to  leave  them  anything  out  of  his  immense 
property ;  they  never  did  anything  to  disoblige.  My  sister  Bates's 
youngest  son  was  his  godson  ;  he  is  a  fine  young  man,  between  twenty- 
one  and  twenty -two  years  of  age  ;  when  he  was  two  years  old  we 
took  him  from  Salop  to  see  Mr.  Blayney ;  he  seemed  much  pleased 
with  him.  Mr.  Bates  gave  his  two  sous  a  good  education  a  good  way 
from  home.  "  I  am,  Sir,  your  humble  servant, 

"  JOYOUS  MOORE. 

"  P.S. — MY.  Bates  is  from  home  ;  if  he  comes  home  in  time  he  will 
answer  your  letter  this  post.     I  heard  Mr.  Blayney  left  legacies ; 
by  the  copy  of  his  will  that  you  sent,  as  there  are  not  any  legacies 
mentioned,  I  should  have  liked  to  have  seen  the  whole  of  his  will. 
"  Mr.  Pugh,  Attorney  at  Law, 

"  Caer  Howel,  near  Montgomery, 

"  Montgomeryshire." 
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In  due  course  answers  to  Mr.  Pugh's  hitter  were 
received  from  the  other  heirs  at  law,  all  of  whom, 
with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Holmes  of  Hereford, approved 
of  the  draft  form  of  the  proposed  joint  answer.  He, 
Mr.  Holmes,  "  did  not  wish  to  admit  that  there  were 
considerable  estates  in  fee  simple"  ;  but  he  presumed 
the  answer,  as  his  attorney  had  altered  it,  "would 
equally  answer  the  purpose"  intended. 

The  following  was  the  (proposed)  joint  and  several 
answers  of  the  defendants  to  the  bill  of  complaint  of 
the  Right  Hon.  Henry  Leigh,  Lord  Viscount  Tracy  : 

"  These  defendants  saving  and  reserving  to  themselves  now 
and  at  all  times  hereafter,  all,  etc.,  Answer  and  say  they  admit 
that  Arthur  Blayney,  Esq.,  in  the  said  Bill  named,  was  at  the 
time  of  his  death  seised  or  intitled  in  fee  simple  of  or  to  very 
considerable  real  estates,  and  that  he  died  at  or  about  the 
time  in  the  said  Bill  in  that  behalf  mentioned  leaving  these 
defendants  his  co-heirs  at  law  ;  but  whether  he  duly  made  the 
will  in  the  said  Bill  mentioned,  or  any  other  will  by  which  he 
disposed  of  his  real  estates,  these  defendants  cannot  set  forth 
without  this,  that/'  etc. 

The  variation  which  had  been  insisted  upon  by  Mr. 
Holmes  necessitated  two  answers. 

No  time  was  lost  in  putting  the  matter  in  shape,  so 
as  to  file  the  bill ;  caused  to  a  certain  extent  by  the 
u  very  bad  state  of  health  of  the  complainant",  and  on 
Tuesday,  the  14th  of  February  1797,  it  was  filed  ;  and 
on  the  petition  of  the  plaintiff,  the  Right  Hon.  the 
Master  of  the  Rolls,  for  the  reasons  therein  contained, 
ordered  that  the  defendants  be  at  liberty  to  put  in 
their  answers  to  the  petitioner's  bill  without  oath.  As 
the  whole  of  the  papers  in  this  suit  are  accessible  at 
the  Record  Office,  the  writer  contents  himself  with 
adding  a  summary. 

The  bill  was  in  the  ordinary  form  of  such,  docu- 
ments, viz.,  to  which  the  defendants,  Edwards,  Bates, 
and  Moore,  answered  jointly  in  the  terms  already  set 
forth  supra  ;  and  Holmes  with  the  variation  also  pre- 
viously referred  to,  and  a  second  variation.  They  each 
denied  combination. 
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The  three  witnesses,  viz.,  Thomas  Ashford  of  New- 
town,  Pryce  Davies  of  Maesmawr,  William  Brown, 
vicar  of  Meifod,  were  examined  by  counsel  in  support 
of  the  will,  and  fully  proved  the  due  execution  of  the 
will,  and  that  the  testator  was  of  sound  mind  and 
understanding,  and  capable  of  making  such  will. 

Little  remains  to  be  added  to  the  above,  except  that 
the  plaintiff  did  not  pray  a  decree,  and  that  he  died  on 
the  29th  April  following.  Publication  of  the  evidence 
was  made  on  May  4th  following,  which  appears  to  have 
been  irregular,  as  the  suit  should  have  been  revived  by 
the  heir  at  law  to  Viscount  Tracy,  and  this  does  not 
from  the  Records  appear  to  have  been  done. 

It  appears  somewhat  singular  that  Arthur  Blayney 
should  have  ignored  his  relations  on  the  Blayney  side, 
but1  the  "  late  Lord  Blayney  stated  that  the  estrange- 
ment of  Arthur  Blayney  from  the  male  representatives 
of  his  family  in  Ireland  was  due  to  his  having  been 
annoyed  by  the  Lord  Blayney  of  the  day  paying  him 
a  visit  in  state,  with  carriages  and  servants,  that  inter- 
fered with  the  domestic  economy  pursued  at  Gregy- 


"  If  the  model2  of  the  old  house  at  Gregyriog,  which 
used  to  be,  and  probably  is  now,  at  the  Bear's  Head, 
Newtown,  fairly  represented  it,  it  is  quite  conceivable 
that  such  a  visit  would  upset  the  quiet  life  Arthur 
Blayney  cultivated/' 

"  Both  John  Moore  Bates  and  his  brother  Thomas 
were  as  boys  with  their  mother  at  Gregynog.  All 
that  the  former  remembered  about  the  visit  in  after 
years  was  that  he  amused  himself  playing  with  the 
pumps  in  the  back  courtyard,  and  that  the  family 
pedigree  was  painted  in  true  Welsh  fashion  on  the 
Avails  of  the  dining-room."  lt  It  had  been  settled 
between  the  Misses  Blayney  and  their  nieces,  Joyous 
and  Diana,  that  the  second  son  of  the  last  named  should

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be  christened  Arthur,  after  Arthur  Blayney,  who  was 
to  be  his  godfather,  in  the  expectation  that  he  was  to 
succeed  to  the  Gregynog  estates."  The  second  son  of 
George  and  Diana  Bates  happened,  when  born,  to  be 
very  weak  ;  and,  not  being  expected  to  live,  received 
the  name  of  Thomas  at  private  baptism.  Judging 
from  Joyous  Moore's  letter,  supra,  she  and  her  sister 
must  have  been  much  surprised  that  Thomas  Bates 
received  nothing  in  the  end  under  his  godfather's  will. 

George  Bates,  as  may  be  seen  by  his  letters  above, 
took  the  very  philosophical  view  that  if  Lady  Edwardes, 
who  was  living  so  near  Montgomeryshire,  and  was, 
therefore,  in  a  position  to  learn  the  facts  of  the  case, 
took  no  steps  to  dispute  the  will,  it  was  no  use  for  his 
wife  to  move  in  the  matter. 

It  had  been  understood  in  the  family  that  Lady 
Edwardes  had  little  chance  of  inheriting  anything  from 
Arthur  Blayney  on  account  of  her  husband  being  a 
clergyman,  which  he  (Arthur  Blayney)  particularly  dis- 
liked. 

The  effect  of  the  disappointment  on  Thomas  Bates 
was  singular ;  it  caused  him  to  devote  himself  exclu- 
sively to  the  agricultural  pursuits  which  had  been  the 
hereditary  taste  of  his  father's  family,  and  to  apply  the 
bent  for  genealogy  which  he  received  from  his  mother 
to  tracing  the  pedigrees  of  his  herds,  with  which  for 
all  time  his  name  will  be  associated  as  the  founder  of 
the  short-horn  breed  of  cattle  which  have  a  world- wide 
celebrity.  He  was  never  known  to  mention  Arthur 
Blayney,  except  in  alluding  to  the  coincidence  that 
his  godfather  died  on  the  same  day  as  the  celebrated 
Bakewell. 

An  engraving  of  Arthur  Blayney,  from  a  portrait  by 
William  Beechay,  A.R.A.,  hung  in  the  dining-room  at 
Kirklevington,  and  the  family  likeness  between  the 
godfather  and  godson  was  generally  remarked. 

Although  the  Blayney  family  of  Gregyriog  appears 
(the  writer  advisedly  so  puts  it,  as  he  clings  to  the 
hope  that  some  trace  of  Arthur,  fourth  son  of  Sir 
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Arthur  Blayney,  and  his  eleven  children,  will  sooner  or 
later  be  had)  to  be  extinct  in  the  male  line,  happily 
there  are  plenty  of  descendants  through  females,  and, 
as  regards  the  present  representatives  of  the  Bates  and 
Mitchell  branches,  the  writer  knows  from  personal 
intercourse  with  them  that  they  consider  themselves, 
and  are  proud  of  the  fact,  to  be  Blayneys  in  blood,  and 
cherish  all  the  old  traditions  of  the  family. 

Ending  as  he  commenced,  by  stating  that  the  above 
sketch  of  the  family  is  the  result  of  his  unsuccessful 
endeavour  to  find  a  Blayney  who  might  have  claimed 
the  dormant  Barony,  and  to  remark  that  in  that  inves- 
tigation he  collected  a  vast  store  of  statements,  many 
of  which  probably  are  legendary,  from  persons  scat- 
tered over  various  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom  and 
America,  which,  with '  considerable  sifting,  may  form  a 
subsequent  paper,  that  may  be  deemed  of  sufficient 
interest  to  be  preserved  in  these  columns.  A  goodly 
portion  of  what  he  now  is  referring  to  may  best  be  de- 
scribed as  "  country  talk",  and  not  a  little  of  it  refers 
to  Arthur  Blayney,  the  last  of  Gregynog ;  but  the 
writer  deemed  it  best  not  to  intercalate  what  may  be 
legendary  with  the  above  sketch,  which  is,  as  far  as 
the  facts  go,  based  upon  official  documents — a  decision, 
he  ventures  to  think,  which  will  meet  with  the  approval 
of  the  readers  of  Montgomeryshire  Collections. 
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APPENDIX. 

On  pp.  275,  291-298  of  vol.  xxi,  it  has  been  too  confidently 
stated  that  the  mother  of  the  first  Lord  Blayney  was  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Lewis  Jones  of  Bishopscastle.  The  authority  for 
this,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  accounts  in  the  Peerages 
(Lodge  and  Burke),  was  the  inscription  on  a  wooden  tablet, 
erected  in  memory  of  the  Blayney  family  in  the  Church  of 
Tregynon  about  the  year  1709;  this  inscription  has  already 
been  printed  in  these  Collections  ;  but  for  purposes  of  ready 
reference  it  will  not  be  superfluous  to  again  give  it,  this  time 
in  the  oval  form  of  the  original.

The  general  credibility  of  the  above  inscription  is  consider- 
ably shaken  by  the  following  mistakes  in  it :  — 

1.  "  David  Lloyd  Blayney  of  Gregynog,  Esq.,  interred  An. 
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Do.  1595",  was  "  son  to  Thomas  Blayney,  not  by  Margt.,  sister 
to  Edward  Herbert  of  Montgomery,  Esq",  but  by  Gwenllian, 
daughter  and  heiress  of  Thomas  Herle,  first  cousin  by  the 
half-blood  to  Margaret  Herbert,  who  was  his  father's  second 
wife. 

2.  "  Elizabeth,  ye  wife  of  Da.  LI.  Blayney,  Esq.,  and  mother 
of  Lewis  Blayney,  and  Sir  Edward,  afterwards  Lord  Blayney", 
etc.,  was  (according  to  Lewys  Dwnn  (circa  1600),  vol.  i,  p. 
299,  n.   4,   quoted  in  these   Collections ,  vol.  iii,  p.  369)  the 
daughter,  not  of  "  Lewis  Jones  of  Bishopscastle,  Esq.",  but  of 
Lewis  Cfwynn,  a  descendant  of  Einion  Sais. 

3.  Joyce    Herbert,  the   (2nd)   wife   of   "  Jenkin   Lloyd   of 
Berthlloyd,   Esq.-",  and  mother  of  "  Eliz'h,  ye  wife  of  John 
Blayney,  Esq.",  was  not   sister  to  Edward  Lord  Herbert  of 
Cherbury,  but  aunt. 

4.  "Sr.   Arthur  Blayney"   was  not  "  Kt.   Banneret",   but 
simply  a  Knight  Bachelor. 

5.  The  father  of"  Mary  Blayney,  widow  of  Henry  Blayney, 
Esq.",  never  appears  to  have  been  called  in  his  lifetime  "  Dr. 
Sidney5',  but  always  t(  Dr.  Seddon".     His  origin,  and  the  sub- 
sequent change  of  name  by  his  descendants,  are  involved   in 
mystery.     Lodge,1  in  his  Peerage  of  Ireland,  vol.  vi,  p.  309, 
distinctly  calls  him  "  Dr.  Seddon  of  Lancashire",  a  county  in 
which  there  was  a  family  of  Seddon,  who  had  a  grant  of  arms 
temp.  Phil,  and  Mary.

Blunden,  Esq.,  of  Bishop's  Castle",  was  not  Eliz'h,  but  Ann. 

Lewis  Dwnn's  statement  that  the'  mother  of  Lewis  Blayney, 
and  his  brother  Edward,  the  first  Lord  Blayney,  was  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Lewis  Gwyn  ap  Jenkin  ap  Llewelyn  ap  Gwylim  ap 
Rees  Lloyd  ap  Adam  of  Brecknock,  ap  Howellap  Einion  Sais, 
is  considerably  strengthened  by  heraldic  evidences.  Henry 
Blayney  used  a  seal  on  the  recognisances  taken  before  him 
(1680-90),  which  are  preserved  among  the  papers  of  the  Great 
Sessions  of  the  county  of  Montgomery  at  the  P.  R.  Office,  on 
which  were  engraved  the  arms  of  BEOCHWEL  YSGITHROG 
(Blayney)  [sa.],2  three  horse's  heads  erased  [argr.],  impaling 
EINION  SAIS  [arg.],  three  cocks  [gu.~\.  This  seal  may  easily 
have  belonged  to  his  great-grandfather,  David  Lloyd  Blayney  ; 
at  any  rate,  there  is  nothing  said  in  the  Blayney  pedigree 
about  any  subsequent  marriage  with  a  daughter  of  the  princely

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tribe  of  Einion  Sais.  Carved  in  black  oak  over  the  fireplace  of 
the  present  dining-room  at  Gregynog,  is  the  quartered  coat —

On  a  scroll  beneath  is  the  motto,  "  VIRTUTIS  COMES  INVIDIA.'' 
This,  for  some  unknown  reason,  was  adopted  by  the  Devereux's, 
Viscounts  Hereford,  in  1748.  (See  Burke,  HEREFORD.) 

The  motto  of  the  Lords  Blayney  in  Ireland  was  "  INTEGRA 

MENS  AUGUSTISSIMA  POSSESSIO." 

This  shield  was  no  doubt  placed  there  by  John  Blayney  in 
1636,  as  that  date  appears  on  the  oak  panelling,  some  of 
the  most  elaborately  carved  of  that  period  in  Great  Britain, 
with  which  the  rest  of  the  room  is  surrounded. 

The  marriage  of  his  grandfather  with  the  daughter  of  Lewis 
Gwyn  is  all  there  is  in  the  whole  Blayney  genealogies  to 
account  for  his  thus  prominently  quartering  the  three  cocks  of 
Einion  Sais ;  why  he  should  similarly  display  the  black  lion  of 
Cynric  ap  Rhiwallon  is  by  no  means  obvious.  If  introduced 
according  to  the  strict  rules  of  heraldry,  it  must  have  been 
through  Lewis  Gwyn,  though  enough  is  not  known  of  his 
ancestry  to  make  this  an  altogether  satisfactory  solution.1 

The  other  shields  with  which  the  splendid  old  panelling  at 
Gregynog  is  decorated  are  charged  with —

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It  is  difficult  to  imagine  what  could  have  led  John  Blayney 
in  1636  to  fix  on  these  particular  shields  for  ornamenting  the 
walls  of  his  house. 

The  Blayneys  were  undoubtedly  proud  of  their  connection 
with  the  Herberts  :  two  of  the  mistakes  in  the  Tregynon  in- 
scription seem  to  have  been  perpetrated  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  making  more  of  it.  If,  as  seems  most  probable,  the 
black  lion  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  shield  over  the  fireplace 
refers  to  John  Blayney's  wife,  her  mother  Joyce  Herbert's 
family  are  represented  by  not  only  the  shield  of  Herberts  (8), 
but  by  those  of  Caradoc  Freichfras  (3)  and  Trahaiarn  (6), 
which  were  Herbert  quarterings.  The  shield  of  Herle  (9),  if 
such  it  be,  is  that  of  the  family  of  David  Lloyd  Blayney's 
mother,  and,  a  generation  or  two  before,  a  Blayney  had  married 
an  heiress  of  the  house  of  Owen  Gwynedd  (7).  The  presence 
of  the  shield  of  Loftus  (2)  seems  to  show  that  Sir  Arthur 
Blayney,  whose  mother  was  a  daughter  of  Archbishop  Loftus, 
had  already  married  his^cousin  Joyce,  the  only  child  of  John 
Blayney. 

The  error  of  supposing  the  mother  of  the  first  Lord  Blayney 
to  have  been  the  daughter  of  Lewis  Jones,  Constable  of  Bishops- 
castle,  and  thrice  Sheriff  of  Montgomery,  1543,  1545,  1558 
(see  the  Rev.  W.V.  Lloyd's  Sheriffs  of  Montgomeryshire,  p.  117), 
becomes  still  more  evident  on  referring  to  his  will  at  Somer- 
set House — a  very  lengthy  document,  dealing  with  large 
estates,  and  mentioning  many  persons'  names. 

The  following  abstract  will  suffice  to  show  the  state  of  his 
family  at  the  time  : — 

Will  of  LEWIS  JONES,  Esq.,  Constable  of  Bishop's  Castle. 
Reg.  Sheffield,  22  ;  proved  1569. 

1.  His  wife  Johann,  also  called  Jane. 

2.  Daughter  Mary,  wife  of  Matthew  Lloyd.     They  had  two  sons — 
(a)  Robert,  (b)  Lewis,  and  four  daughters,  who  are  not  mentioned  by 
name. 

3.  Margaret,  "  my  eldest  daughter",  wife  of  Griffith  ap  Thomas. 
They  had  four  children,  and  resided  in  the  parish  of  Churchstoke. 

4.  Mary,  "  my  youngest  daughter". 

5.  Joan,  wife  of  John  Mason,  "  my  third  daughter". 

6.  Rowland  Jones,  "  my  fourth  daughter". 

7.  Elizabeth,  "  my  fifth  daughter". 

He  also  mentioned  his  daughter  Elizabeth,  as  "  the  first  of  that 
name",  and  that  William  Ockley  had  married  her.  She  appears  to 
have  been  dead  when  the  will  was  made. 

8.  Margaret,  "my  sixth  daughter",  the  youngest  of  that  name. 
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It  will  be  noticed  that  neither  of  the  married  daughters 
were  married  either  to  Lewis  Gwyn,  David  Lloyd  Blayney,  or 
Andrew  Blunden;  and  that  there  were  four  unmarried  daughters 
in  1569,  namely,  Margaret  (No.  8),  Mary  (No.  4),  Rowland 
(No.  6),  and  Elizabeth  (No.  7). 

Testator  mentioned  in  his  will  that  his  daughter  Margaret 
was  engaged  to  be  married  to  David  Lloyd,  son  of  Thomas  ap 
David  of  Brecknock,  to  whom  testator  had  then  paid  a  sum  of 
£100,  in  anticipation  of  the  marriage,  as  her  portion. 

Testator  also  mentioned  that  a  marriage  had  been  arranged 
between  Havard,  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  Havard  of  Port 
William,  co.  Brecknock,  and  his  daughter  Elizabeth. 

Testator's  two  sons,  Lewis  and  Phillip,  appear  to  have  died 
each  unmarried  before  their  father.  He  left  a  bequest  of  4 
kine  to  "  Andrew  and  Humphrey  Blunden,  brothers". 

Lewis  Blayney,  of  Gregynog,  was  married  at  Montgomery 
in  1577,  so  that  it  is  impossible  that  his  mother  can  have  been 
one  of  the  daughters  of  this  Lewis  Jones,  who  were  still 
unmarried  in  1509 ;  but  this  is  no  reason  why,  after  the  death 
of  his  mother,  Elizabeth  Gwynn,  his  father  should  not  have 
married  the  daughter  of  a  Lewis  Jones.  Indeed,  in  one  of  the 
Prothero  MSS.  at  Heralds'  College  (vol.  vii,  fo.  193),  the  follow- 
ing entry  occurs  :  "  The  issue  of  David  Lloyd  Blayney  by  Eliza. 

.  .  .  filia "l     The  name  of  her  father  is  not  given,  but 

it  may  have  been  Lewis  Jones.  We  do  not  know  what  arms 
Lewis  Jones  bore ;  the  shield  in  the  Sheriffs  of  Montgomery- 
shire is  a  blank.  He  may  have  borne  the  arms  of  CYNRIC  AP 
RHIWALLON  ;  but  for  John  Blayney  to  quarter  the  arms  of  his 
grandmother  and  step-grandmother  would  be  an  altogether 
exceptional  piece  of  heraldry.  It  would  have  been  more 
natural  for  him  to  have  had  carved,  in  the  place  of  honour  over 
his  fireplace,  his  arms — Quarterly,  1  and  4,  three  horse's  heads 
for  BLAYNEY;  2  and  3,  three  cock's  heads  for  EINION  SAIS, 
impaling  his  wife's ;  erm.,  a  lion  rampant  [sa.]  for  CYNKIC  AP 
RHIWALLON  (Lloyd  of  Berthlloyd). 

The  similarity  in  name  between  Lewis  Gwynn  and  Lewis 
Jones  easily  accounts  for  the  careless  composer  of  the 
Tregynon  inscription  confusing  the  first  and  third  wives  of

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David  Lloyd  Blayney,  all  the  more  so  from  the  fact  that  they 
seem  to  have  been  both  Elizabeths. 

Even  so  careful  a  genealogist  as  the  Rev.  W.  V.  Lloyd 
could  not  reconcile  these  conflicting  statements  as  to  the  wife 
of  David  Lloyd  Blayney,  except  by  offering  "  the  only  ap- 
parent solution "  that  Lewis  Jones  and  Lewis  Gwynn  must 
have  been  one  and  the  same  person.  But  he  says,  '*  Here  the 
difficulty  presents  itself  in  the  fact  that  the  Peniarth  list  of 
sheriffs  and  deputy-sheriffs  gives  '  Lodowicus  Gwynn  gen. 
Deput/  in  1588,  the  year  that  'Lodowicus  Jones  ar.'  was 
Sheriff" 

The  statement  in  the  Visitation  of  Salop,  1623,  that  Andrew 
Blunden  married  Mary,  daughter  and  coheir  of  a  Lewis  Jones, 
Esq.,  Constable  of  Bishop's  Castle,  is  fully  confirmed  by  the 
entry  in  the  Bishop's  Castle  Register,  1564.  Andrew  Blun- 
den's  marriage  with  the  sister  of  the  stepmother  (assuming 
that  David  Lloyd  Blayney's  third  wife  was  a  daughter  of 
Lewis  Jones)  of  the  first  Lord  Blayney  would  establish  a  con- 
nection between  the  two  families,  though  not  of  so  close  a  char- 
acter as  the  writer  supposed  and  stated  in  vol.  xxi,  p.  298.

ROYAL  VISITS  TO  MONTGOMERYSHIRE. 


MONTGOMERYSHIRE  has  not  been  favoured  with  as  many 
visits  from  royalty  as  its  geographical  position  and 
importance,  on  the  borderland  of  England  and  Wales, 
might  have  led  us  to  expect  would  have  been  the  case. 
From  the  Norman  Conquest  to  the  present  time,  they 
are  only  about  seven  in  number. 

The  first  recorded  is  that  of  King  John,  in  1212,  to 
Mathrafal.  The  Castle  at  that  place  which  Robert  de 
Vepont  had  built,  or,  perhaps,  only  restored  and 
strengthened,  was  closely  besieged  by  the  King's  rebel- 
lious son-in-law,  the  Welsh  prince  Llewelyn  ab 
lorwerth,  and  his  allies  Gwenwynwyn  of  Powys, 
Maelgwn  ap  Rhys  of  South  Wales,  Madog  ab  Gruffydd 
of  Maelor,  and  Meredydd  ab  Rhotpert  of  Cedewain. 
Hearing  this,  the  King  gathered  a  large  army,  and  at 
its  head  hastened  to  the  relief  of  the  Castle.  At  his 
approach  the  siege  was  raised,  but  finding  the  position 
untenable,  the  King  ordered  the  Castle  to  be  de- 
molished, and  hurried  back  to  England,  having  greater 
matters  in  hand  between  himself  and  his  nobles.1 

In  September  1221,  his  son  and  successor,  Henry 
III  (then  a  youth  fourteen  years  old),  came  with  an 
army  to  the  Marches,  and  raised  the  siege  of  Builth 
Castle,  then  surrounded  by  the  Welshmen,  after  which 
he  came  as  far  as  Montgomery,  and  built,  or  rather  gave 
orders  for  and  commenced  building,  a  new  Castle  there.2 
He  reached  Montgomery  on  the  30th  September,  and 
remained  there  about  a  week.  He  was  there  on  the  7th 
October,  when  his  brother-in-law,  Prince  Llewelyn,  who

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had  been  excommunicated,  was  absolved,  and  a  peace 
of  some  sort  was  patched  up  between  them.1 

This,  however,  lasted  but  a  short  time.  In  the  year 
1228,  Montgomery  and  its  Castle  were  again  closely 
invested  by  Llewelyn.  On  hearing  this,  the  young 
King  decided  upon  again  placing  himself  at  the.  head 
of  an  expedition  into  Montgomeryshire,  to  relieve  the 
beleaguered  Castle,  and  secure  its  garrison  from  future 
annoyance.  Henry  left  Windsor,  it  is  probable,  on  the 
31st  of  July,  reaching  Montgomery  on  the  3rd  of  Sep- 
tember. His  arrival  caused  the  Welshmen  to  retire  ; 
but  he  found  himself  too  weak  to  assume  the  offensive, 
and  for  three  weeks  he  was  compelled  to  remain  inact- 
ive, awaiting  reinforcements.  When  these  had  arrived, 
he,  on  the  26th  September,  proceeded  at  the  head  of  his 
forces  to  the  Vale  of  Kerry,  to  punish  his  rebellious 
brother-in-law  ;  and  from  that  date,  until  the  4th  of 
October,  the  King's  Writs  are  dated  at  Kerry.  This 
expedition  ended  somewhat  ingloriously  for  Henry, 
William  de  Bruse,  one  of  his  chief  nobles,  having  been 
cleverly  captured  by  the  Welsh  at  Cwmydalfa,  many  of 
his  men  having  been  slain,  and  a  Castle  partly  built  at 
Kerry  by  Hubert  de  Burgh,  at  great  cost,  having  been 
destroyed.  In  no  gentle  rnood  the  King  hastily  "  re- 
turned home  with  great  stain  of  his  honour",  in  the 
words  of  Matthew  Paris,2  and  in  less  than  nine  days 
was  back  again  at  Westminster.3 

In  December  1294,  Edward  I  came  to  North  Wales, 
to  quell  a  revolt  of  the  Welsh,  accompanied  by  his 
Queen,  Eleanor.  They  spent  Christmas  at  Con  way 
Castle,  and  several  weeks  afterwards  at  Llanfaes  in 
Anglesey.  Business  of  importance  detained  the  King 
in  Wales  this  time  altogether  more  than  seven  months, 
during  which  he  visited  various  places  in  Anglesey, 
Carnarvonshire  and  Merionethshire,  as  well  as  Car- 
digan, Brecon,  Merthyr,  Radnor,  and  other  places  in

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South  Wales.  Presumably  his  illustrious  consort  was 
with  him  throughout  his  tour.  On  the  19th  of  June 
1295  he  was  at  Clun>  and  on  the  21st  and  22nd  of 
the  same  month  at  La  Pole,  that  is  to  say,  Powis 
Castle.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  he  looked  in  and  spent 
the  20th  at  Montgomery,  on  his  way  through.  Powis 
Castle  was  then  occupied  by  Griffin  de  la  Pole,  a 
minor,  great-grandson  of  Gwenwynwyn,  and  the  last 
Welsh  prince  who  dwelt  there.  (See  the  King's 
Itinerary  in  Mont.  Coll.,  v,  p.  285.) 

One  hundred  and  ninety  years  elapsed,  it  seems, 
before  Montgomeryshire  had  another  royal  visitor. 
In  August  1485,  Henry  Tudor,  Earl  of  Eichmond 
(afterwards  Henry  VII),  passed  through  the  county, 
on  his  way  from  Milford  Haven  to  Bosworth  Field, 
and  slept  two,  if  not  three,  nights  within  its 
borders,  namely,  August  9th,  with  Dafydd  Llwyd  ab 
Llewelyn,  the  Welsh  poet  and  "  seer",  at  Mathafarn, 
near  Machynlleth;  the  10th,  at  Dolarddyn,  near  Welsh- 
pool,  where  it  is  said  he  borrowed  a  horse  for  his 
journey  ;  and  the  1 1th,  in  camp,  probably,  on  Mynydd 
Digoll  (the  Long  Mountain),  not  far  from  Westbury.1 

Dafydd  Llwyd  of  Mathafarn  is  said  to  have  done 
much  by  his  writings  to  rouse  his  countrymen  in 
favour  of  Henry.  This  may  have  been  one  reason  for 
the  latter  staying  a  night  with  him  in  order  to  consult 
with  him  as  to  his  prospects.  At  any  rate,  the  story 
goes  that  the  Earl  pressed  him  for  his  opinion  as  to 
the  probable  issue  of  his  hazardous  adventure  ;  that 
the  poet  hesitated,  but  promised  an  answer  on  the 
morrow  ;  yet  that,  perplexed  by  the  importance  of  the 
question,  he  passed  a  sleepless  night.  When  his  wife 
learned  the  cause  of  his  perplexity,  she  remarked, 
"  Can  you  doubt  what  to  reply  ?  Tell  him  the  event 
will  be  successful.  If  your  prediction  be  verified,  you 
will  have  honours  and  rewards  ;  if  he  fail,  he  will 
never  return  to  reproach  you."  The  husband  followed

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this  sound  advice,  which  gave  rise  to  the  Welsh  pro- 
verb, "  Cynghor  gwraig  heb  ei  ofyn"  (a  wife's  advice 
without  being  asked  for) — such  advice  being  always 
considered  particularly  good.  He  was  subsequently 
created  an  Esquire  of  the  Body  to  King  Henry  VII, 
and  was  a  man  of  great  wealth  and  influence  among 
his  countrymen. 

After  another  interval  of  a  hundred  and  sixty  years, 
that  ill-fated  monarch,  Charles  I,  passed  through  Mont- 
gomeryshire on  his  way  from  South  Wales  to  Chester. 
This  was  in  September  1645,  three  months  after  the 
disastrous  battle  of  Naseby.  The  following  are  the 
melancholy  entries  in  the  King's  journal :  "  Friday, 
September  19.  This  day  we  marched  from  Presteyne, 
and  except  in  the  first  three  myle,  we  saw  never  a 
house  or  a  church  over  ye  mountaynes, — they  call  it 
ten  myle,  but  twenty  [it  is  really  thirty  miles] — till 
we  came  to  Newtowne,  Com.  Montgomery.  Satterday 
rested."  (This  was  at  Newtown  Hall,  where  Sir  John 
Pryce,  the  first  Baronet,  at  that  time  lived.  Sir  John 
was  just  then  a  Royalist,  though  he  had  lately  been, 
and  soon  afterwards  was  found  again,  on  the  side  of 
the  Parliament.)  "  Sunday,  21  Sept.  Over  the  moun- 
taynes :  less  barren  than  the  day  before,  by 

[Gregynog],  Sir  Arthur  Blaney's  house,  to  Llan  Vutlyn," 
where,  according  to  another  account,  he  dined  •  at 
Plasucha,  the  house  of  "Price  the  Papist".  Thence  he 
proceeded  over  the  mountains  to  Chirk  Castle.1 

We  pass  again  over  a  long  period  of  nearly  a 
hundred  and  eighty  years.  George  IV  is  said,  during 
a  visit  to  Loton  Park,  to  have  been  in  Bausley  town- 
ship, on  which  occasion  it  is  stated  that  a  twig  was 
cut  off  a  tree  and  handed  to  him  by  way  of  "  livery  of 
seisin"  of  his  Principality  of  Wales. 

In  August  1832,  the  Princess  Victoria  (our  present 

gracious  Queen),  with  her  mother,  the  Duchess  of  Kent, 

made  a  tour  through  North  Wales,  and  stayed  several 

weeks  at  Plasnewydd,  Anglesey,  the  seat  of  the  Marquis

of  Anglesey.  The  Royal  party  comprised,  also,  the 
Duchess  of  Northumberland  (governess  to  the  Princess 
Victoria),  Sir  John  Conroy,  Bart.  (Secretary  to  the 
Duchess  of  Kent),  and  Lady  Conroy,  Lady  Catherine 
Jenkinson,  Baroness  Lutzen,  and  others.  They  were  met 
at  Shrewsbury  by  Lord  Clive  and  the  Hon.  Robert  Clive. 
On  their  entrance  from  Shropshire  into  Montgomery- 
shire, on  Thursday,  the  2nd  of  A  ugust,  they  were  met, 
about  two  miles  beyond  Buttington,  by  a  detachment  of 
the  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  commanded  by  Captain  Corrie. 
Great  preparations  had  been  made  at  Welshpool  for 
their  reception,  and  the  town  was  gaily  decorated.  At 
Buttington  a  large  assemblage  of  gentlemen  of  the  town 
and  neighbourhood,  and  a  squadron  of  cavalry,1  formed 
themselves  into  a  cavalcade,  and  accompanied  the 
Royal  visitors  thence  into  the  town,  and  to  Powis 
Castle,  preceded  by  a  trumpeter.  The  church-bells 
were  rung,  and  salutes  were  fired  at  Powis  Castle 
from  the  guns  taken  at  Seringapatam.  About  ninety 
gentlemen  dined  together  at  the  Royal  Oak  (then  kept 
by  Mrs.  Whitehall),  under  the  presidency  of  David 
Pugh,  Esq.,  of  Llanerchydol,  who  read  a  letter  con- 
veying the  thanks  of  the  Royal  party  for  their  cordial 
reception.  The  following  morning  (Friday,  the  3rd 
of  August)  a  deputation  from  the  Corporation  and 
inhabitants  of  Pool  waited  upon  their  Royal  High- 
nesses at  Powis  Castle,  and  presented  an  address,  to 
which  the  Duchess  of  Kent  graciously  replied.  In  the 
evening  the  treasurer  of  the  National  Schools  received 
a  letter  from  Sir  John  Conroy,  enclosing  a  donation 
of  £100  from  the  Duchess  towards  the  school  funds. 
The  Royal  party  left  Powis  Castle  early  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  same  day  for  Wynnstay.  They  were 
escorted  to  Llanymynech  by  a  party  of  the  Montgo- 
meryshire cavalry,  and  were  accompanied  to  Oswestry 
by  Lord  Clive.  They  reached  Oswestry  about  four

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o'clock,  and  proceeded  to  Wynnstay,  where  they  stayed 
over  Sunday.  Subsequently  they  visited  Llangollen, 
Bangor,  Beaumaris,  Carnarvon,  Llanberis,  and  other 
places,  and  were  present  during  part  of  the  proceed- 
ings at  the  Beaumaris  Eisteddfod.  Everywhere  the 
warmest  demonstrations  of  loyalty  were  exhibited 
towards  them,  and  especially  towards  y  frenhines  fdch 
(the  little  Queen),  as  the  Princess  Victoria  was  affec- 
tionately called.1 

Should  it  ever  please  Her  Majesty  again  to  visit 
Montgomeryshire,  she  will  be  received  with  as  great, 
or  at  least  with  as  sincere  and  heart-felt,  demonstra- 
tions of  loyalty  to  her  crown  and  regard  for  her  Royal 
person  as  in  any  part  of  her  dominions.

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"  CYNGROG"  AND  "  RHYD  Y  GROES."

u  AND  they  journeyed  over  the  plain  of  Argyngroeg 
as  far  as  the  ford  of  Rhyd  y  Groes,  on  the  Severn." 

That  portion  of  the  Vale  of  Severn  that  bears  the 
name  of  Argyngroeg,  modernised  into  Cyngrog,  or 
Gungrog,  and  to  which  the  narrative  of  the  Dream 
of  Rhonabwy,  from  which  the  above  interesting 
extract  is  taken,  more  particularly  refers,  consists  of 
two  townships,  distinguished  as  Cyngrog  Vawr  and 
Cyngrog  Vach,  the  former  in  the  parish  of  Pool,  and 
the  latter  in  that  of  Guilsfield,  and  both  side  by  side 
stretching  to  the  Severn. 

When  the  Irish  and  other  freebooters  were  expelled, 
in  the  fourth  century,  by  the  family  of  Cunedda 
Wledig,  his  son  Rtmvon  had  a  great  part  of  Denbigh- 
shire awarded  him  as  his  portion,  which  from  him  was 
called  Rhuvoniog,  a  name  which  it  retains  to  the 
present  day.  In  like  manner  it  is  not  improbable 
that  Cyngar,  one  of  Cunedda's  descendants,  had  a 
portion  allotted  to  him  at  this  place,  which,  by  adding 
the  usual  termination  og  to  his  name,  would  be  called 
Cyngarog,  and  be  abbreviated  into  Cyngrog. 

In  Cyngrog  Vawr  lies  the  site  of  the  Cistercian 
Abbey  of  Ystrad  Marchell  (Strata  Marcella),  which 
belongs  to  the  Earl  of  Powis. 

From  Cyngrog,  following  the  Vale  of  Severn,  we 
arrive  at  the  tributary  stream  of  the  Rhiw  (more 
probably  Yr  Iw),  whose  Aber  or  confluence  with  the 
main  stream  gives  the  riame,by  an  ordinary  abbreviation, 
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to  the  church  and  village  of  Berriew  ;  and  a  little  lower 
down  we  come  to  "  Khyd  y  Groes  ar  Havren",  or  the 
Cross  Ford  upon  the  Severn.1 

The  ford  still  remains,  but  has  from  time  immemo- 
rial been  converted  into  a  ferry.  At  this  point  was 
carried  on  the  chief  communication  between  western 
Montgomeryshire  and  the  adjacent  district  towards 
Shrewsbury.  Here  also  are  traces  of  a  second  way 
leading  towards  the  Gaer.  The  intersection  of  these 
two  roads,  at  no  great  distance  from  the  ford,  suggests 
its  distinctive  appellation  of  "  Y  Groes",  either  from 
this  circumstance,  or  from  the  rood  or  cross  often  set 
up  in  cross  ways  and  upon  the  margin  of  fords. 

The  name  fehyd  y  Groes,  no  longer  borne  by  the 
ford,  is  now  preserved  in  that  of  a  farm,  about  two 
miles  and  a  half  distant,  in  the  parish  of  Forden,  Mont- 
gomeryshire, the  property  of  Mr.  Mostyn  Pryce  of 
Gun  ley.

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IT  is  not  quite  clear  what  the  circumstances  were 
which  caused  the  muster  referred  to  in  the  following 
documents  to  be  made.  Ample  reasons  existed,  no 
doubt,  in  the  generally  unsettled  state  of  things,  both 
at  home  and  abroad.  The  country  had  barely  reco- 
vered from  the  shock  it  received  from  the  horrible 
massacres  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Day  in  France  ;  the 
War  of  Independence  was  raging  in  the  Netherlands  ; 
and  in  England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland  the  Catholics 
and  the  friends  of  Queen  Mary  were  plotting  against 
Elizabeth  and  her  throne.  Possibly  the  immediate 
cause  of  the  muster  was  the  alarm  created  by  the 
threat  of  the  Spaniards  to  invade  Ireland. 

The  documents  themselves  are  interesting  on  many 
accounts.  For  instance,  it  is  curious  to  observe  the 
number  of  English  surnames  which  prevailed  so  long 
ago  in  the  most  purely  Welsh  districts  of  Montgo- 
meryshire, and  many  of  which  still  remain,  such  as 
Benbow,  Blesse  (Bliss),  Bostock,  Brown,  Astley,  Clea- 
ton,  Corbett,  Ingram,  Jervis,  Mason,  Mytton,  Peate, 
Sambrook,  Smout,  Savage,  Swancott,  Turner,  and 
Wilson.  Others  have  now  disappeared,  such  as  Bur- 
gwyn,  Dodell,  Habberley,  Pinches,  Palyn,  Saye,  and 
Whytspan.

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THE  following  old  deed,  the  original  of  which  is  pre- 
served at  Gunley,  will  be  interesting  to  the  general 
reader,  owing  to  the  curious  Kst  of  contemporary  names 
of  members  of  leading  Welsh  county  families  of  that 
day  which  are  inserted  in  it. 

The  form  of  the  deed  appears  strange  to  professional 
eyes  in  the  present  day.  The  proviso  for  the  voidance 
of  the  deed  on  payment  by  the  feoffee  of  £3,000  within 
about  two  months  after  the  date  of  the  deed,  makes 
it  appear  as  if  it  were  a  mortgage  deed  in  which  a 
mistake  had  been  made  in  the  proviso  by  inserting  the 
mortgagee's  names  instead  of  the  mortgagor's,  and 
vice  versd.  It  has,  however,  been  suggested  that  it 
might  be  a  recovery  deed,  whereby  the  lands  dealt 
with  were  conveyed  to  the  tenant  to  the  prcscipe,  and 
that  the  proviso  for  voiding  the  deed  on  payment  of  a 
large  sum  of  money  was  put  in  to  prevent  the  tenant 
dealing  with  the  property  improperly  before  the  reco- 
very could  be  suffered.  Whether  it  be  such  a  recovery 
deed  in  an  ancient  form,  now  long  since  obsolete,  or 
not,  it  is  difficult  to  say.  The  interest  in  the  deed 
doubtless  lies  chiefly  in  the  numerous  gentlemen  who 
are  parties  to  it,  concerning  whom  a  few  notes  are 
appended.

This  baronetcy  became  extinct  upon  the  death  of  the  eighth  baronet 
in  1851,   but  is  still  represented  by  the  present  Sir  Hugh    Owen, 
Bart.,  of  Orielton,  a  newer  creation,  but  the  descendant,  through  the 
female  line,  of  Sir  Hugh  Owen  mentioned  in  the  deed. 

4  Bodelwyddan  is  now  the  seat  of  Sir  William  Grenville  Williams, 
Bart.,  the  descendant  of  the   first   possessor  of  that  name,   John 
Williams,  Esq.,  of  Bodelwyddan,  in  1741. 

5  Gwernyfed  was  for   many  generations  the  seat  of  the  ancient 
Breconshire  family  of  Williams  of  Gwernyfed.     The  first  possessor  of 
that  name  was  Sir  Henry  Williams,   Knt.,  who  was  High  Sheriff  of 
Breconshire   in    1613,    and    whose   son   was  created   a   baronet  by 
Charles  I. 

6  Sir   Evan   Lloyd,    the   second   and   last  baronet,    of  Bodidrist, 
Denbigh,  married   Mary,  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Rhys  Tanat  of 
Abertanat,  and  died  in   1700.     His  father,  Sir  Evan,  was  created  a 
baronet  in   1646,  and  being  made    Governor   of  Chester   by    King 
Charles  II,  at  his  restoration,  died  shortly  after  his  appointment  in 
166J. 

7  Edmond  Perkins  was  Under-Sheriff  for  Glamorganshire  in  1664. 
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the  County  of  fflint,  Esq.,  Robert  Wynne  of  Castle  Gyfarch,  in 
the  County  of  Carnarvon,  gent.,  Richard  Jones  of  Brecon,  in  the 
County  of  Brecon,  gent.,  Henry  Williams  of  Hendidley,1  in  the 
County  of  Mountgomry,  gent.,  William  Jones  of  Pentraith,inthe 
County  of  Anglesea,  gent.,  William  Morgan  of  Boultebrooke,2 
in  the  County  of  Radnor,  gent.,  John  Maddocks  of  Fron  yn,  in

3  During  the  Commonwealth,  Narberth  Castle,  which  had  sided 
with  the  King,  having  been  worsted  by  battery,  was  in  the  hands  of 
the  Parliamentarians,  and  was  inhabited  by  a  Capt.  Castell.     In  the 
time  of  Charles  II  the  men  of  Tenby  petitioned  the  King  that  Capt.

5  In  the  time  of  Charles  II  Gernos  was   the  seat  of  the   Lewis 
family. 

6  Kinmel  is  well  known  as  the  residence   of  Mr.  and  Lady  Flor- 
entia  Hughes.     Mr.   Hughes  of  Kinmel  is  the  present  Lord-Lieu- 
tenant of  Flintshire. 

7  The  Owens  were  an  old  Merionethshire  family  of  importance. 
Lewis  Owen,  Esq.,  of  Peniarth,  who  is  quoted,  was  High  Sheriff  of 
that  county  in  1647  ;  and  a  successor,  Richard  Owen  of  Peniarth,  was 
High  Sheriff  in  1695.     The  ancestors  of  the  present  owner,  W.  R.  M. 
Wynne,    Esq.,  of  Peniarth,  late    Scots  Guards,    formerly   M.P.   for 
Merionethshire,  came  into  possession  of  Peniarth  about  the  middle  of 
the  last  century.

DAVIES,  EDWARD  (lolo  Trefaldwyn)  was  born  at  Moel 
y  Froches,  near  Llanfyllin,  in  the  year  1819.  In  his 
early  days  he  worked  as  a  miner  at  the  Minera  Lead 
Mines.  Subsequently  he  lived  a  few  years  in  Liver- 
pool, where  he  carried  on  business  as  a  coal-dealer  in  a 
small  way,  and  afterwards  removed  to  Wrexham,  where 
he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  days,  chiefly  employed  as 
canvasser  for  orders  for  books.  He  was  a  good  poet, 
excelling  in  the  composition  of  Englynion  and  short 
pieces,  particularly  of  epitaphs.  He  won  the  chair- 
prize  at  one  of  the  Liverpool  Gordofic  Eisteddfodau,  as 
well  as  many  other  prizes  at  other  Eisteddfodau.  Some 
years  before  his  death  a  collection  of  his  shorter 
poems  was  published  under  the  title  Caneuon  lolo 
Trefaldwyn.  He  was  also  a  good  singer,  and  often  sang 
pennillion  to  the  accompaniment  of  the  harp,  which  is 
now  a  somewhat  rare  accomplishment.  He  died  at 
Wrexham  on  the  4th  January  1887,  in  the  68th  year 
of  his  age,  and  was  buried  at  the  New  Cemetery  in 
that  town.

HUGHES,  JOHN  CEIRIOG,  though  not  a  native  of 
Montgomeryshire,  was  born  not  very  many  miles 
outside  its  borders,  and  lived  long  and  died  and  was 
buried  within  the  county,  so  that  on  these  grounds  we 
may  be  allowed  to  claim  him  as  a  "  Montgomeryshire 
Worthy".  John  Hughes,  in  after  life  universally 
known  among  his  countrymen  by  his  bardic  name 
Ceiriog,  was  the  youngest  of  eight  children  of  Richard

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and  Phoebe  Hughes  of  Penybryn,  in  the  lonely  and 
romantic  vale  of  Llanarmon,  Denbighshire,  where  he 
was  born  on  the  25th  of  September  1832.  His  parents 
were  thrifty,  industrious,  and  highly  respected  among 
the  farming  class  to  which  they  belonged.  His  mother, 
in  particular,  was  rather  superior  in  intelligence  and 
attainments  to  most  of  her  neighbours,  and  doubtless 
made  up  in  some  degree  for  the  want  of  local  advan- 
tages for  the  education  of  children.  John  attended 
the  village  school  until  he  was  about  fifteen,  and  then 
for  a  time  assisted  his  father  on  the  farm.  It  soon 
became  evident,  however,  that  he  would  never  make  a 
farmer.  After  trying  a  printer's  office  at  Oswestry  for 
about  three  months,  and  a  grocer's  shop  at  Manchester 
for  about  the  same  period,  he  found  a  situation  as 
clerk  in  the  railway  goods  office  at  London  Road 
Station,  Manchester,  where  he  remained  for  sixteen 
years,  and  finally  attained  a  responsible  position.  He 
was  at  this  time  of  a  very  studious  turn  of  mind,  and 
before  he  was  twenty  he  wrote  several  pieces  of  poetry 
which  attracted  some  attention.  He  won  his  first 
prize  at  a  literary  meeting  held  in  Grosvenor  Square 
Chapel,  Manchester.  This  was  about  1852,  and  for 
the  next  fifteen  or  sixteen  years  he  was  a  constant 
competitor,  and  generally  a  winner,  at  Welsh  Eistedd- 
fodau.  It  was,  however,  at  the  great  Llangollen 
Eisteddfod,  in  September  1858,  that  he  at  once  secured 
a  foremost  position  among  the  lyric  poets  of  Wales,  by 
his  successful  pastoral  poem  on  "  Myfanwy  Fychan" — an 
exquisite  composition  of  not  quite  400  lines.  In  1860 
a  small  volume  of  his  poetry  was  published  under  the 
title  Oriau  'r  Hwyr  (Evening  Hours),  which  has  since 
gone  through  many  editions.  In  1862  his  second 
volume  of  poems  appeared  under  the  name  of  Oriau  }r 
Boreu  (Morning  Hours).  Another  volume  came  out 
in  1863  under  the  title  of  Cant  o  Ganeuon  (One  hun- 
dred Songs),  and  this  was  followed  ere  long  by 
Y  Barddar  Cerddor  (the  Poet  and  Musician),  and 
some  years  later  by  Oriau  Eraill  (Other  Hours,  1868) 
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and  Oriau  V  Hdf  (Summer  Hours,  1870).  He  also 
published  a  collection  of  choice  extracts  from  his  own 
and  other  works,  adapted  for  public  recitation,  under 
the  title  of  Gemau'r  Adroddwr  (the  Reciter's  Gems). 
Besides  these  his  published  works  include  the  librettos 
of  a  cantata  on  "The  Siege  of  Haiiech",  for  the  Swansea 
Eisteddfod,  and  another  on  "The  Prince  of  Wales"  for 
the  Carnarvon  Eisteddfod,  1862.  This  last  led  to  the 
composition  of  the  popular  air  and  words,  "  God  Bless 
the  Prince  of  Wales."  As  there  has  been  some  misappre- 
hension on  the  subject,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to 
give  here  Ceiriog's  own  account  of  the  circumstances  : — 

"  The  National  Eisteddfod,  held  in  Carnarvon  Castle,  August 
26th  to  30th,  1862,  was  brought  to  a  close  by  performing 
Owen  Alaw's  '  Prince  of  Wales  Cantata'.  I  had  written  this 
cantata  at  the  request  of  the  General  Council  of  Yr  Eisteddfod, 
to  commemorate  the  birth  of  the  first  Prince  in  that  castle, 
referring  to  the  coming  of  age  of  His  Royal  Highness  Albert 
Edward,  our  present  illustrious  Prince.  On  the  morning 
following  the  Eisteddfod  Mr.  Brinley  Richards  and  myself 
happened  to  call  at  the  same  time  at  the  offices  of  the  Car- 
narvon and  Denbigh  Herald  to  obtain  that  day's  paper  contain- 
ing a  full  report  of  the  National  Festival  and  the  evening 
concerts.  He  congratulated  me  for  having  written  the  words 
of  the  cantata,  which  he  stated  had  given  him  some  satisfac- 
tion. I  replied  that  my  share  of  honour  could  be  but  small, 
and  attributed  the  immense  success  of  its  performance,  firstly, 
to  the  composer  of  the  music,  secondly,  to  the  enthusiasm  then 
existing  generally  throughout  the  United  Kingdom  on  the 
advent  of  the  coming  of  age  of  H.R.H.  the  Prince  of  Wales. 
The  ability  of  the  choir  and  the  historical  associations  of  the 
place  where  the  cantata  was  performed  were  also  referred  to. 
This  led  to  further  conversation,  during  which  one  of  us  said 
that  His  Royal  Highness  was  not  only  coming  of  age  but  was 
reported  in  the  papers  to  be  married  shortly  to  the  Princess 
Alexandra  of  Denmark.  The  Principality  since  its  union  with 
England  had  no  appropriate  National  Anthem,  but  the  high 
tide  of  overwhelming  enthusiasm  was  approaching,  and  we 
decided  to  have  something  to  launch,  for  there  was  a  tide  for 
songs  as  well  as  fortunes.  I  then  expressed  a  wish  that  Mr. 
Richards  would  kindly  compose  music  to  suitable  words  for  a 
national  song,  which  I  would  endeavour  to  furnish  him.  The 
words  were  forwarded  in  due  course,  and  were  shortly  returned 
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to  me  with  the  music.  Llew  Llwyfo  and  several  friends  of 
mine  sang  them  in  public  concerts  for  two  months  before  the 
English  version  was  written.  In  fact,  the  song  was  intended 
to  be  a  purely  Welsh  one,  and  the  idea  of  obtaining  an 
English  version  was  an  after-thought,  which  naturally  sug- 
gested itself  to  the  composer  when  he  was  about  arranging 
with  the  publishers  to  buy  the  copyright.  Mr.  Brinley 
Richards  and  myself  had  many  English  versions  to  select  from, 
before  we  decided  upon  Mr.  George  Linley's,  and  I  believe 
Mr.  Richards  himself  wrote  the  whole  of  the  chorus  part 
commencing  f  Among  our  ancient  mountains/  etc. 

ff  A  writer  in  the  South  London  Press,  February  1870, 
asserts  the  amende  has  to  be  made  to  Mr.  Geo.  Linley,  the 
real  author  of  the  words,  or  rather  the  gentleman  who  '  did 
them  out  of  the  Welsh',  and  hence  the  reason  I  have  entered 
into  these  details,  showing  that  the  song  existed  for  some  time 
purely  as  a-  Welsh  one,  and  was  becoming  popular  in  the 
Principality  before  the  English  version  was  composed.  The 
third  verse  was  written  at  the  request  of  the  publishers,  and 
has  only  appeared  in  their  latest  editions  of  the  music." 

Mr.  Kichards,  it  seems,  received  £10  for  the  copy- 
right of  the  song,  and,  in  consequence  of  its  immense 
popularity,  was  subsequently  presented  with  £100  by 
the  publishers.  He  presented  Ceiriog  with  a  ring,  which 
was  all  he  obtained  for  his  share  in  it. 

In  a  similar  way  Ceiriog  wrote  a  great  many  other 
songs  and  lyrics,  some  of  them  very  charming,  for  old 
Welsh  melodies,  arranged  by  Messrs.  John  Owen,  Brinley 
Richards,  and  other  popular  musicians,  as  well  as  for 
new  compositions.  About  fifty  of  his  songs  are  published 
in  Brinley  Hichards's  Songs  of  Wales,  which  first  ap- 
peared in  1873.  He  thus  rendered  to  the  national  airs 
of  Wales  service  similar  to  that  done  by  Burns  to 
those  of  Scotland,  and  by  Moore  to  those  of  Ireland. 
Several  of  his  compositions  appeared  also  in  the 
Traetliodydd  and  other  Welsh  periodicals. 

Among  Ceiriog's  prize  compositions,  not  already  men- 
tioned, are  an  epic  poem  on  "  Sir  Rhys  ap  Thomas", 
written  for  the  Carmarthen  Eisteddfod,  1867,  and  a 
love-song,  Catrin  Tudor,  for  Bangor  Eisteddfod,  1874. 
This  last  nas  not  yet  seen  the  light,  but  the  writer  of 
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this  sketch  has  been  privileged  to  peruse  it  in  MS., 
and  can  testify  to  its  abounding  in  passages  of  rare 
beauty.  He  also  wrote  a  heroic  poem  (not  yet  pub- 
lished) on  Helen  Luyddawg.  These,  and  a  few  songs, 
appear  to  be  about  all  the  poetry  he  wrote  during  the 
last  fourteen  years  of  his  life.  During  all  that  time, 
much  to  the  regret  of  his  countrymen,  his  muse  was 
nearly  silent. 

Ceiriog  was  also  a  facile  and  vigorous  prose  writer 
when  he  liked,  as  his  excellent  article  on  Dafydd  ab 
Gwilym,  in  the  Gwyddoniadur ;  his  frequent  contribu- 
tions to  Saner  Cymru,  as  its  regular  correspondent 
during  twenty-seven  years,  and  one  article  on  Dyffryn 
Ceiriog  Folk-lore,  which  appeared  in  our  own  pages 
(Mont.  Coll.,  xvii,  p.  265),  abundantly  testify. 

Ceiriog  married,  on  the  22nd  February  ]861,  Anne, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Roberts,  chemist,  The  Lodge, 
Chirk.  Of  this  union  there  were  two  sons  and  two 
daughters,  all  of  whom  are  living.  Tired  of  city  life, 
and  longing  for  a  home  among  the  Welsh  mountains, 
he  in  1865  sought  and  obtained  the  appointment  of 
station-master  at  Llanidloes.  In  1870  he  removed 
to  Towyn,  but  did  not  remain  long  at  that  place.  The 
following  year  he  was  appointed  manager  of  the  Van 
Railway,  then  just  opened,  and  took  up  his  residence 
for  a  short  time  at  Trefeglwys,  and  afterwards  at 
Caersws,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  days. 
In  November  1886  he  went  up  to  London  to  take 
part  in  the  ceremonies  attending  the  proclamation  of  the 
National  Eisteddfod  to  be  held  there. in  1887.  His  last 
public  appearance  was  at  the  Holborn  Town  Hall,  on  the 
llth  November  1886,  when  he  received  quite  an  ova- 
tion from  the  large  gathering  of  his  countrymen  who 
were  present.  During  his  stay  in  the  metropolis  he 
caught  a  severe  cold,  which,  unhappily,  developed  into 
a  serious  and  painful  illness  which  finally  proved  fatal. 
He  was  confined  to  his  house  for  several  months.  He 
died  at  Caersws  on  Saturday,  the  23rd  of  April  1887, 
and  was  buried  the  following  Tuesday,  at  the  parish 
church  of  Llanwnog. 
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Wales  has  produced  during  the  last  fifty  years  three 
eminent  lyric  poets — Talhaiarn,  Mynyddog,  and  Ceiriog 
— but  the  greatest  of  these  undoubtedly,  and  perhaps 
the  greatest  of  all  Welsh  lyric  poets,  was  Ceiriog. 
Some  of  his  poems  have  been  translated  into  English 
by  himself  and  others;  but  these  translations  neces- 
sarily convey  but  a  faint  idea  of  the  charm  and  beauty 
of  the  originals.  Very  recently,  the  Government  have 
recognised  his  claims  to  the  gratitude  of  the  nation 
for  his  eminent  services  to  Welsh  literature,  by  grant- 
ing to  his  widow  a  Civil  List  pension  of  £50  per 
annum. 

JONES,  RICE,  of  Llanfair  Caereinion,  was  a  poet  of 
the  seventeenth  century.  He  is  said  to  have  written 
a  metrical  paraphrase  of  the  New  Testament,  under 
the  title  of  "Testament  ein  Harglwydd  lesu  Grist 
wedi  ei  gyfansoddi  yn  Benhillion  Cymreig  trwy  lafur 
Rice  Jones  o  Lanfair  yng  Nghaer  Einion"  (1653).  (Llyfr 
y  Cymry,  p.  T63.)

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CHIRBURY  AND   WOLSTANMYND. 


LAY  SUBSIDY  ROLLS   FOR  THE  HUNDRED  OF  CHIRBURY,  SALOP, 

FOR  THE   35TH  HENRY  VIII,  3?TH  HENRY  VIII,  13TH, 
39TH  ELIZ.,  AND  THE  18TH,  21ST  JAMES  I.,  AND  FOR  THE 

PARISH  OF  WOLSTANMYND,  IN  THE  HUNDRED  OF  MONTGO- 
MERY, FOR  THE  3RD  JAMES  I  AND  1 8TH  JAMES  I. 

AIDS,  subsidies,  or  benevolences,  as  they  were  sometimes 
called,  were  in  the  early  reigns  supplied  to  the 
sovereign  by  tenants  in  capite  and  freeholders  gra- 
tuitously, to  aid  him  in  his  wars  and  other  emergencies. 
With  the  Tudor  sovereigns  they  were  simply  forced 
loans  collected  with  the  apparent  assent  of  Parliament. 
In  1578  a  subsidy  of  6s.  in  the  pound  was  given  by  the 
clergy,  payable  in  three  years,  and  a  subsidy  of  three- 
fifteenths  and  tenths  by  the  laity. 

In  1593  the  Commons  granted  three  subsidies  and 
six-fifteenths  and  tenths,  and  confirmed  a  grant  of  two 
subsidies  and  4s.  in  the  pound,  given  by  the  clergy,  to 
be  paid  in  two  years.  In  1601,  in  the  debates  on  the 
Supply,  it  was  shown  that  the  last  whole  subsidies, 
being  after  the  rate  of  45.  in  the  pound  upon  lands  and 
eight  groats  upon  goods,  did  not  amount  to  more  than 
£80,000  ;  the  clergy's  subsidy  amounted  to  £20,000  ; 
and  the  double  fifteenths  to  £60,000,  whereas  Queen 
Elizabeth  had  spent  £300,000  in  the  Irish  war  (Wade's 
British  History,  p.  155).  In  1599,  when  Essex  was 
Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  Tyrone  had  defeated  the 
English  forces,  overrun  the  whole  country,  and  acted  as 
sovereign  of  Ireland.  Whereupon  Lord  Mountjoy  was 
made  Deputy  of  Ireland,  and,  with  the  assistance  of 
Sir  Edward  Blayney,  restored  the  English  affairs  in  the 
North  (ib.y  p.  154). 

Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  during  the  above  debates  on 
Supply,  observed  that  the  estates  of  the  nobility  and 
gentry,  which  were  charged  at  thirty  or  forty  pounds 
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in  the  Queen's  books,  were  not  charged  at  a  hundredth 
part  of  the  real  value,  suggesting  that  this  was  the 
reason  the  subsidies  raised  so  little  ;  and  he  moved  that, 
as  the  justices  of  peace  were  scarce  any  of  them  rated 
above  eight  or  ten  pounds  a  year,  they  might  be  advanced 
to  twenty  pounds  per  annum  at  least,  which  was  the 
qualification  required  by  the  Statute  for  a  justice  of 
peace  ;  but  the  Commons  refused  to  alter  the  rate  of 
taxation  (ib.,  p.  155). 

"  In  terris",  in  lands,  seems  to  imply  that  the  indi- 
vidual so  taxed  payed  his  subsidy  as  a  crown  tenant  or 
freeholder.  "  In  bonis",  on  goods,  that  he  did  so  as  a 
leaseholder.

I. 

THE  SURRENDER  OF  MONTGOMERY  CASTLE  TO  THE 
PARLIAMENTARIANS. 

THERE  are  some  documents  at  Powis  Castle  bearing 
upon  this  subject,  which  give  interesting  details  of  the 
transaction,  and  which  tend  to  give  rather  a  different 
complexion  to  the  conduct  of  one  of  the  principal 
actors  therein — Edward  Lord  Herbert  of  Chirbury — 
than  that  alleged  by  the  Royalist  party. 

In  the  article  on  Herbertiana  (Mont.  Coll.,  vol.  vi, 
p.  422-3)  our  information  rather  supported  the 

yalist  view,  which  was  that  his  conduct  was 
treacherous  in  surrendering  the  castle  to  Sir  Thomas 
Myddleton.1  Edward  Lord  Herbert's  position  was  a 
most  difficult  one,  and,  without  having  before  us  com- 
plete information  of  all  the  surrounding  events  and 
circumstances,  it  is  not  possible  to  form  a  fair  judg- 
ment of  his  conduct. 

We  print  these  documents — as  giving  a  graphic 
account  of  the  scene  of  the  aged  and  sick  nobleman, 
roused  at  midnight  from  his  bed  by  a  peremptory 
summons  to  surrender  his  castle  to  a  besieging  force 
which  had  gained  possession  of  the  outworks  and  was 
prepared  to  force  an  entrance,  deserted  by  his  terrorised 
servants,  and  thus  apparently  driven  to  surrender — 
nevertheless,  not  for  that  purpose  only,  but  also 
because  these  documents,  evidently  written  by  Lord

Lietenant-Col.  TILL'S  and  Capt.  SAML.  MORE'S  Statement  of  the 
Surrender  of  Montgomery  Castle  on  the  5th  September 
1644. 

1.  Sir  Thomas  Middleton,  Kt.,  coming  suddainly  to  Mont- 
gomery upon  Wednesday,  the  fourth  of  September,  with  about 
800  foote  and  horse,  and  the  King's  souldiers  which  were 
lodged  there  and  in  ye  adjoyning  parishes  retyring  theare, 
sent  Edward  Lord  Herbert  a  summons  to  yield  the  Castle, 
whereupon  the  said  Edward  Lord  Herbert  entred  into  a 
parlee  with  him,  and  by  Captaine  Samuel  More  offered  a  large 
summe  of  money  to  free  him  and  his  tennants  and  neighbours 
from  plunder  and  his  castle  from  a  siege,  desiring  an  answer 
thereof  upon  the  next  Friday  morning  at  nine  of  the  clock, 
which  was  graunted  upon  condition  That  the  said  Lord 
Herbert  would  discharge  some  of  his  garrison,  because  they 
meant  to  place  great  store  of  powder  (which  they  had  newly 
intercepted  in  Montgomeryshire)  within  the  outworks  of  the 
said  Castle  for  that  night,  pretending  jealousie  That  if  the 
garrison  remained  entirely  there  the  powder  might  be  seized 
on.  This  condition  being  accepted  by  Edward  Lord  Herbert, 
James  Till,  Lieutenant- Colonel  of  Horse,  accompanied  with 
strong  forces,  and  having  a  petard  with  him,  came  unto  the 
gates  of  the  said  Castle  about  Thursday  at  night  about  twelve 
of  the  clock,  and  causing  a  Trumpet  to  be  sounded,  required 
that  the  Castle  should  be  presently  yielded  to  him,  Where- 
upon the  said  Lord  Herbert  came  in  person  to  the  Gates,  and 
finding  that  the  said  Lieutenant-Colonell  Till  with  others  had 
entred  betweene  the  Gate  and  the  Draw-bridge,  desired  the 
said  Lieutenant-Colonell  with  the  rest  to  retreate,  since  the 
business  was  deferred  untill  next  morning.  But  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonell requiring  a  present  answer,  and  affirming  he 
had  a  petard  at  the  gate,  gave  that  terror  to  divers  of  the 
said  Lord  Herbert's  servants  and  garrison  That  some  despe- 
rately leaped  over  the  Walls  of  the  Castle  to  save  themselves, 
others  urged  quarter,  which  being  perceived  by  Edward  Lord 
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Herbert,  he  demanded  again  of  Lieutenant- Colon  ell  Till 
whether  he  would  retire  and  attend  untill  the  next  morning 
for  an  answer,  which  though  the  Lieutenant-Colonell  refused, 
yet  hee  said  hee  would  give  Edward  Lord  Herbert  all  reason- 
able conditions  hee  could  desire,  and  that  they  should  bee 
justly  observed ;  wherepon  Edward  Lord  Herbert  entred  into 
a  Treaty  with  him,  and  obtayned  Conditions  subscribed  by  the 
hands  of  the  said  Lieutenant-Colonell  Till,  and  were  afterwards 
signed  by  Sir  Thomas  Middleton.

Capt.  SAMUEL  MORE'S  certificate  of  the  Troops  coming  to 
Montgomery  by  order  of  the  Parliament,  and  not  by 
invitation  of  Lord  HERBERT. 

Whereas  the  Lady  Mary  Herbert  affirmed  before  mee, 
Capt.  Samuell  More,  that  some  of  the  souldiers  of  our  army 
should  say  that  they  had  not  come  to  Montgomery,  but  that 
they  were  invited :  This  is  to  certifie  all  men  that  after  dili- 
gent enquiry  after  the  truth  thereof  among  the  principall 
officers,  comanders,  and  souldiers  of  our  Army,  there  cannot 
bee  found  soe  much  as  one  person  that  did  say  hee  was 
invited  by  Edward  Lord  Herbert,  or  any  other  in  his  name,  to 
come  to  Montgomery,  But  that  the  cause  of  their  coming  was 
an  order  of  Parliament  to  destroy  the  Forces  of  Prince  Rupert 
where  ever  they  could  bee  found.  In  witness  whereof  I  have 
subscribed  my  name  this  15th  of  Sept.  1644.

This  appears  to  be  rather  a  damaging  document,  on 
the  principle  of  the  maxim,  "  Qui  s 'excuse  s' accuse." 

III. 

By  what  means  the  Castle  of  Montgomery  was  delivered  up  to 

the    Parliament   forces    under    the    command    of    Sir 

THOMAS  MIDDLETON,   upon  Tuesday,  the  5th  of  Sept., 

about  midnight,  1644. 

1.  Because   the   King's    souldiers  who   were   quartered    at 

Mountgomery  and  most  of  the  parishes  in  that  County,  as  also 
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in  Shrewsbury  and  other  places  in  Shropshire  adioyning  to 
Mountgomery  Castle,  which  might  have  gathered  into  a  body 
and  opposed  Sir  Thomas  Middleton's  Forces,  did  (it  is  not 
knowne  for  what  cause)  scatter  themselves  and  goe  away. 

2.  That  a  garrison  of  the  Tennants  and  Neighbours  of  Edward 
Lord  Herbert,  consisting  of  about  150  persons,  being  disheart- 
ened herewith,  came  not  up  in  sufficient  number  to  defend  the 
outworks,  which  were  of  that  importance   that  without  them 
the   Castle  could  not  be  preserved,  there   being  within   the 
said   outworks  two  banks  which  commanded  the  Castle,  and 
gave  free  access  to  the  Dike  [Ditch],  which  was  not  about  ten 
feet  deepe  under  the  Drawbridge,  from  whence  also  the  said 
Bridge  and  Gates  might  bee  petarded  and  fired  presently. 

3.  That     notwithstanding    a     Treaty     (the     determining 
whereof  was  deferred  till  nine  of  the  clock  the  next  morning, 
being  Friday)  The    Parliament   forces   had  possessed  them- 
selves of  the  outworks  about  seven  of  the  clock  at  night,  and 
from  thence  going  to  the  Dich  and  putting  up  a  ladder  had 
beaten  out  the  lower  planks  of  the  Drawbridge  (which  was 
pulled  up),  and  getting  betwixt  it  and  the  gate,  were  seized 
thereof  without  any  resistance  of  the  Guards,  who  it  seemed 
wanted  will  or  courage  to  resist  them. 

4.  That  the  said  Edward  Lord  Herbert,  being  awakened 
about  this  time  with  a   Trumpet  which  came  to  summons  the 
Castle,   did  rise  from  his  bed,  and  coming  to  the  gates  found 
Lieutenant-Colonell  James  Till  with  his  pistoll  and  his  sword, 
with  others,  which   being  entred,  did    demand    of   him    the 
delivery  up  of  his  Castle ;  To  which,  when  it  was  answered 

•  that  a  treaty  concerning  the  payment  of  a  certaine  summe  of 
money  to  Sir  Thomas  Middleton  that  he  would  retire  his 
forces  from  thence  was  in  hand,  the  determining  whereof 
was  deferred  till  the  next  morning,  and  therefore  that  hee 
should  withdrawe,  James  Till  replyed  that  he  had  orders  to 
take  it  presently,  and  that  if  his  Lordship  refused  hee  had  a 
petard  there  which  would  force  and  breake  open  the  gates : 
which  gave  that  terror  and  affright  to  the  Guards  there,  that 
some  desperately  leaped  over  the  walls,  and  others  urged 
Quarter. 

5.  That  Edward  Lord  Herbert  being  thus  forsaken,  deceived, 
and  betrayed,  and  for  the  rest  having  languished  for  the  space 
of  three  years  through  a  generall  decay  of  his  health,  and  being 
in  this  his  year  more  infirme  than  ever,  knew  not  how 
to  oppose  his  weak  strength  at  this  time,  as  being  confident 
not  above  two  or  three  would  have  seconded  him  against  the 
Parliament  Forces,  who  were  redy  to  enter  in  greater  numbers ; 
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in  which  case,  therefore  (according  to  the  example  of  the 
bravest  men  that  any  times  have  produced),  hee  did  only  sub- 
mitt  to  necessity;  protesting,  neverthelesse,  unto  James  Till 
»nd  the  rest  who  had  gotten  within  the  gates  that  if  good 
conditions  might  not  be  obtayned  hee  would  not  suffer  any  con- 
straint ;  Whereupon  an  Agreement  was  made  in  which  his 
Daughter's  Library  and  goods  were  to  bee  secured  from  violence; 
and  not  above  ten  persons  (which  Sir  Thomas  Middleton  after- 
wards altered  to  Twenty)  of  the  Parliament  Forces  should 
remain  in  the  Castle  for  a  garrison,  and  other  Articles  of  the 
same  kynde  which  are  ready  to  be  signed. 

"  Wee,  the  household  servants  of  Edward  Lord  Herbert,  being 
present  the  same  time  the  Castle  was  taken,  doe  certify  the  Truth  of 
the  particulars  above  mentioned,  and  shall  bee  ready  when  wee  are 
required  to  confirme  it  by  oath  ;  Wee  have  thought  fitt  also  further  to 
certify  that  wee  have  heard  Edward  Lord  Herbert  often  say  that 
under  God  he  thought  himselfe  safe  from  attempts  against  him  as 
having  done  nothing  to  offend  the  King  or  Parliament ;  And  that  he 
had  an  order  from  the  Lords'  House,  dated  the  21st  of  May  1642, 
which  secured  him  being  at  home  for  the  recovery  of  his  health, 
besides  that  he  had  a  sufficient  garrison  to  defend  his  house  if  they 
proved  faithfull  and  trusty  to  him ;  And  lastly,  that  hee  had  received 
assurance  from  some  of  the  principall  commanders  of  the  Parliament 
Army  (who  sent  of  their  own  accord  to  him)  that  noe  ill  was  intended 
against  him  ;  all  which  wee  have  thought  fitt  to  certify  under  our 
hands,  that  it  may  appeare  how  much  his  Lordship  was  surprised.  In 
witness  whereof  wee  have  subscribed  our  names,  Dated  at  Stafford 
the  xxviith  day  of  September,  Anno  D'ni  1644.

"By  what  means  the  Castle  of  Montgomery  was  delivered  to 
Sr  Thomas  Middleton  the  5th  inst." 

The  certificate  by  the  "  Household  Servants"  was 
probably  added  after  the  foregoing  document  was 
written,  which  latter,  we  should  infer,  was  laid  before 
the  Houses  of  Parliament  before  the  order  of  the  23rd 
Sept.  1644  was  issued. 

IV. 

The  answer  which  I  desire  may  bee  presented  to  ye  Honorable 
House  of  Commons  is  : — 

That  I  secured  and  defended  my  Castle  for  the  space  of 
about  2  years  (to  my  noe  little  cost  and  charges)  of  all  attempts 
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of  the  Adverse  party  to  putt  a  garrison  into  the  same.  And 
that  in  August  1644,  finding  that  I  had  lost  one  of  my  eyes 
through  a  Defluxion,  and  was  in  danger  of  loosing  the  other, 
and  also  being  very  infirm  of  body,  I  settled  my  Estate  (as 
will  appeare  by  an  Indenture  of  the  same  month,  which  I 
have  showed  to  the  Honorable  Mr.  Speaker)  and  resolved  to 
come  to  London,  where  I  might  find  Remedyes,  the  Country 
being  wholly  destitute  of  them  ;  And  the  Parliament  forces 
coming  shortly  after  near  my  Castle  and  desiring  mee  to  put 
myself  into  the  Parliament's  protection  (for  in  those  termes  I 
was  required),  I  did  accordingly  surrender  my  Castle  unto  the 
Parliament's  forces,  under  the  command  of  Sir  Thomas  Middle- 
ton,  upon  certain  conditions  contained  in  a  capitulac'n  (dated 
5  September  1644),  the  observance  whereof  I  humbly  desire 
according  to  the  true  sense  and  meaning  thereof,  which,  by 
an  Article  of  the  said  Capitulac'on,  I  have  liberty  to  explain 
where  it  is  requisite ;  And  that  the  Honorable  House  would 
please  to  appoint  some  Committee  to  consider  the  said  Capitu- 
lation. And  upon  their  inviting  myself  or  my  Counsel! 
Learned  (if  neede  bee)  shall  appeare  before  them  and  represent 
those  things  which  may  conduce  to  ye  right  understanding  and 
observac'on  thereof. 

[Unsigned.] 

This  document,  although  not  signed,  is  in  the  auto- 
graph of  Edward  Lord  Herbert,  and  seems  to  put  his 
case  in  the  way  he  considered  most  favourable — the 
terms  "  adverse  party"  seem  diplomatically  equivocal. 

V. 

To  the  Houses  of  Parliament. 
MY  LORDS  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

Whereas  I  finde  that  Edward  Lord  Herbert  of  Cherbury 
did  neither  appeare  at  any  time  in  the  Commission  of  Array, 
though  appointed  a  Commissioner,  and  was  not  at  any  of  the 
General  Assemblies  or  Meetings  of  the  Lords  at  Yorke  or 
Oxford,  or  anywhere  els,  but  hath  contained  himself  at  home 
for  the  space  now  of  about  two  yeares  and  three  monthes, 
attending  the  recovery  of  his  broken  health  ;  And  whereas 
also  he  hath  furnished  noe  money  for  Dragooneers,  as  was 
alleged  in  the  House  of  Com'ons,  and  briefly  (as  he  protests), 
that  I  can  learn  he  hath  done  nothing  which  might  justly  oS'end 
the  Houses  of  Parliament  since  the  time  of  his  departure  home, 
and  that  I  believe  really  he  hath  been  even  carefull  to  observe 
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a  due  respect  to  both  Houses,  notwithstanding  he  hath  been 
many  times  pressed  to  divers  things  that  might  argue  the 
contrary,  I  have  thought  fit  to  certifie  the  truth  hereof  to  both 
Houses,  to  the  intent  that  he  may  bee  cleare  in  your  good 
opinion  and  restored  to  his  former  place,  dignity,  and  reputation 
amongst  you,  as  also  to  his  goods,  in  the  former  manner  which 
hee  enioyed  them.  And  if  his  health  serve  him  not  for 
publique  business,  hee  humbly  desires  that  you  will  give  him 
to  attend  it  by  ye  advice  of  phisitian  till  he  bee  fully  enabled 
to  performe  those  duties  which  may  be  expected  from  him. 
As  for  the  manner  upon  which  I  am  in  possession  of  his  Castle 
of  Montgomery  I  sho[  ]  referre  it  to  ye  and  his 

relation  at  his  coming  up,  which  (if  hee  can)  shall  be  very 
shortly,  as  being  very  desirous  to  bee  upon  remedies,  for  his 
health  may  be  bad.  Soe,  not  having  further,  I  humbly  take 
leave  and  rest.

From  the  writer  stating  he  was  in  possession  of  his 
Castle  of  Montgomery,  it  may  be  inferred  this  letter 
was  written  by  a  Parliamentary  commander.  It  was 
not  the  original,  but  a  copy  kept  by  Rowland  Evans.

Die  Lune,  23  September  1644 

It  is  this  day  ordered  by  the  Lords  and  Commons  in  Parlia- 
ment assembled,  That  the  Sequestration  of  the  Estate  of  the 
Lord  Herbert  of  Cherbury  he  forthwith  discharged  and  taken 
of,  And  that  the  goods  and  Books  of  the  said  Lord  Herbert 
now  under  Sequestration  be  forthwith  restored  to  the  said 
Lord  Herbert,  and  the  Magistrates  at  House  are  re- 

quired to  take  notice  hereof.

This  order  shows  the  Parliament  took  a  favourable 
view  of  Edward  Lord  Herbert's  conduct,  and  restored 
to  him  his  estate  and  position. 
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II. 

THE  RAISING  THE  SIEGE  OF  MONTGOMERY  CASTLE. 

After  the  Castle  had  been  surrendered  by  Edward 
Lord  Herbert  to  the  Parliamentarians,  they  placed  a 
garrison  in  it,  and  Lord  Herbert  continued  to  reside  in 
it.  "  Knowing  well  enough  that  an  attempt  would  be 
made  to  gain  this  important  fortress,  Myddleton's  first 
concern  was  to  bring  in  a  stock  of  provisions  for  the 
garrison,  so  that  they  may  be  prepared,  if  necessary, 
to  undergo  a  prolonged  siege.  But  while  he  was 
about  this,  and  before  he  had  accomplished  it,  Sir 
Michael  Ernley,  with  all  available  forces  out  of  the 
Royalist  garrisons, came  upon  him  suddenly, and  put  him 
to  route.  The  foot,  under  Colonel  Mitton,  sought  shelter 
in  the  Castle,  and  Sir  Thomas  Myddleton  withdrew  his 
horse  to  Oswestry.  A  close  siege  was  now  laid  to  the 
town — earthworks  were  thrown  up,  trenches  dug,  and 
every  preparation  made  to  reduce  the  place."1 

Montgomery  being  thus  besieged,  Sir  William 
Brereton  and  Sir  Thomas  Myddleton,  assisted  by  Sir 
John  Meldrum,  raised  the  siege  and  totally  routed  the 
Royalists. 

We  propose  to  print  at  length  various  letters2  giving 
an  account  of  this  great  engagement,  which  largely 
contributed  to  put  an  end  to  the  civil  war  in  Mont- 
gomeryshire, and  which  are  of  great  interest  locally.

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I. 

SIR  WILLIAM  BRERETON'S  Account  of  the  Victory  to  the 
Committee  of  both  Kingdoms. 

To  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  and  others  of  the  Committee 
of  both  Kingdomes,  sitting  at  Darby-house  in  Westminster. 

Right  Honourable, 

That  God,  who  is  most  glorified  by  the  weakest  and 
unworthiest  instruments,  has  this  day  given  a  most  glorious  victory, 
and  as  much  manifested  his  power  therein  as  in  any  day  I  have 
been  engaged  since  the  beginning  of  these  warres. 

We  have  relieved  Montgomery  Castle,  wherein  there  was  closely 
besieged  and  much  distressed  the  Lord  Herbert  of  Cherbury,  Col. 
Price,  and  most  of  Sir  Tho.  Middleton's  officers,  and  neere  500 
souldiers. 

We  were  so  very  hard  tasked  by  the  multitude  of  our  enemies 
(who  did  much  exceed  us  in  number)  as  that,  if  the  Commanders 
and  Souldiers  had  not  engaged  and  behaved  themselves  very  gallantly, 
or  if  we  had  wanted  any  part  of  our  forces,  it  might  have  hazzarded 
our  Army,  for  it  was  very  dubious  and  uncertaine  which  way  the 
Lord  would  incline  the  victory ;  it  came  to  push  of  pike,  wherein 
they  were  much  too  hard  for  us,  having  many  more  pikes.  Our 
Horse,  also,  at  the  beginning  of  the  battell  were  worsted  and 
retreated  ;  but  there  was,  I  doe  believe,  an  unanimous  resolution 
both  in  horse  and  foot  to  fight  it  out  to  the  last  man.  Indeed, 
there  could  be  no  other  hope  nor  expectation  of  safety  or  escape,  there 
remaining  no  way  of  retreat,  all  passages  being  entirely  in  the  eiiemie's 
power  (if  masters  of  the  field)  ;  and  truly,  if  God  had  not  infatuated 
them,  they  might  easily  have  interrupted  our  passage,  and  made  good 
divers  passes  against  us.  But  our  extremity  was  God's  opportunity 
to  magnifie  his  power ;  for,  when  it  was  most  dubious,  the  Lord  so 
guided  and  encouraged  our  men  that,  with  one  fresh  valiant  charge, 
we  routed  and  put  to  retreat  and  flight  their  whole  Army ;  pursued 
them  many  miles,  even  in  the  Mountaines,  and  did  perform  great 
execution  upon  them  ;  slew  (I  doe  believe)  500,  wounded  many 
more,  tooke  neere  1,500  prisoners,  and  amongst  them  Colonell 
Broughton  and  Col.  Tilsley,  who  they  report  to  be  General-Major ; 
there  were  also  taken  Lieutenant-colonels,  Majors,  and  Captains, 
more  than  twenty,  and  all  their  carriages,  and  neere  20  barrels  of 
Powder,  wherein  they  were  furnished  the  night  before  the  battell. 
We  tooke  also  (as  was  conceived)  neere  1,500  or  2,000  Armes, 
most  for  foot.  Most  of  their  horse  escaped  towards  Shrewsbury 
and  Chester. 

The  enemie's  Army  was  reported  (and  I  doe  believe  it)  was  no 
less  than  4,000,  the  Foot  being  the  old  Irish  who  came  out  of 
Ireland  with  Col.  Broughton,  Warren,  Tyllier,  and  some  of  Col. 
Ellis,  and  some  of  Col.  Sir  Michael  Woodhouses,  and  Sir  Michael 
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Ernley's  Regiment,  from  Shrewsbury,  Chester,  and  Ludlovv.  Our 
Army  consisted  of  about  1,500  Foot  and  1,500  horse.  We  lost  not 
40  men  slaine,  and  I  doe  believe  there  was  not  60  wounded.  Our 
greatest  losse  was  of  Sir  Wil.  Fairfax  and  Major  Fitz-Simons,  most 
gallant  men.  Sir  John  Meldrum  did  with  much  judgment  order  and 
command  these  forces,  and  therefore  deserves  a  large  share  in  the 
honour  of  this  dale's  successe.  But  indeed  the  whole  honour  and 
glory  is  to  be  given  and  ascribed  to  God  the  giver  of  victories,  and 
who  is  most  deservedly  stiled  the  Lord  of  Hosts. 

What  remains  further  to  be  done  in  prosecution  of  this  victory 
shall  not  be  omitted  ;  and  if  it  please  God  that  Newcastle  be 
delivered,  and  some  Scottish  Forces  assigned  to  assist  to  the  taking 
in  of  Chester,  I  hope,  through  God's  mercy,  there  may  be  a  good 
account  given  of  all  these  parts  of  the  Kingdome.  To  effect  which, 
no  man  shall  serve  you  with  more  faithfulnesse  than 
Your  humble  servant,

We  know  not  how  to  dispose  of  these  common  prisoners,  unlesse 
it  would  please  you  to  order  some  of  them  that  will  take  the 
Covenant  to  be  shipped  (if  God  give  us  Leverpoole)  and  transported 
over  into  Ireland,  to  serve  you  there. 

We  have  left  Sir  Tho.  Middleton  in  a  good  condition  in  Mount- 
gomery-castle,  and  the  Gentlemen  of  the  country  begin  to  come  in 
unto  him ;  Sir  John  Pryce  is  already  come  unto  him,  before  I  came 
thence.  • 

The  L.  Herbert  is  come  away  with  us  towards  Oswestry. 

II. 

SIB  THOMAS  MYDDLETON'S  Account  of  the  Engagement. 

For  the  Right  Honourable  the  Committee  for  both  Kingdomes,  at 
Darby-house  in  Westminster. 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen, 

I  formerly  acquainted  you  of  our  coming  hither,  and  of  our 
proceedings  in  these  parts ;  and  also  of  the  good  successe  it  pleased 
God  to  bestow  upon  us.  Since  which  time  the  enemy  hastned  to 
come  upon  us,  before  we  could  bring  in  provisions  for  our  Garrisons ; 
by  reason  whereof  I  was  enforced  to  retreat  with  my  Horse  unto 
Oswestry,  with  some  small  losse  onely  of  straglers  that  lay  loytering 
behind,  leaving  all  my  Foot  in  the  Castle,  and  hastned  into  Cheshire 
to  procure  reliefe,  and  likewise  into  Lancashire  to  Sir  John  Meldrum, 
from  whom  I  found  a  great  deale  of  readinesse  to  relieve  us  in  our 
distresse,  and  to  preserve  what  we  had  gotten  from  the  enemy,  being 
37  barrels  of  Powder  and  twelve  of  Brimstone,  both  which  they 
exceedingly  wanted.  Sir  John  Meldrum,  with  Sir  William  Brereton 
and  Sir  William  Fairfax,  marched  with  3,000  Horse  arid  Foot 
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towards  Mountgomery,  and  came  thither  on  the  1 7  of  this  instant 
September,  where  we  lay  that  night  in  the  field  that  was  most 
advantageous  for  us,  which  the  enemy  had  possest  themselves  of 
before,  and  diserted  at  our  comming  thither,  placing  themselves 
upon  the  mountaine  above  the  Castle,  a  place  of  great  advantage  for 
them  ;  we  resolved  not  to  goe  to  them,  but  to  endeavour  the  victual- 
ling of  the  Castle ;  whereupon  we  sent  out  parties  for  the  bringing 
in  of  provisions ;  which  the  enemy  perceiving,  they  marched  dovvne 
in  a  body  both  Horse  and  Foot,  being  in  number  about  5,000,  and 
came  up  to  our  ground,  and  gave  us  battell ;  wherein,  after  an  houre's 
fight,  it  pleased  God  we  obtained  a  glorious  victory,  having  taken 
many  Officers,  1,400  common  Souldiers,  slaine  400,  and  taken  their 
Ammunition,  with  a  great  part  of  their  Armes,  and  some  few  horse, 
the  rest  all  flying  away.  The  Lord  Byron  commanded  in  cheife  the 
enemie's  forces,  and  Sir  John  Meldrum  the  Parliament's  forces,  who 
behaved  himselfe  most  bravely  and  gallantly ;  and  Sir  William 
Fairfax,  who  had  the  command  of  the  horse,  did  most  valiantly  set 
upon  their  horse,  and  engaged  himselfe  so  farre  that  he  was  taken 
prisoner,  but  presently  fetcht  off  by  the  valour  of  our  men,  but  sore 
wounded ;  our  men  issued  also  out  of  the  Castle,  and  fell  upon  the 
enemies  in  their  trenches,  and  tooke  divers  of  their  Officers  and 
Souldiers,  which  they  had  left  to  keepe  their  workers.  Sir  William 
Brereton,  with  the  Cheshire  foot,  did  most  bravely  behave  themselves 
that  day,  and  did  beat  the  best  Foot  in  England,  as  they  the  very 
enemies  confesse,  being  all  Prince  Rupert's  foot,  and  the  chosen  foot 
out  of  all  their  Garrisons.  I  shall  make  it  still  my  humble  suite 
that  you  will  please  to  afford  me  some  speedie  course  for  present 
money,  for  the  payment  of  my  Souldiers,  for  without  that  I  shall  not 
be  able  to  keepe  them  together.  And  for  the  present  I  shall  take 
upon  me  the  boldnesse  to  subscribe  my  selfe,

III. 

SIR  JOHN  MELDRUM'S  Letter. 

For  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  and  others  of  the  Committee  of 

safety  for  both  Kingdomes. 
My  Lords, 

I  have  thought  fit  to  give  your  Lordships  a  briefe  account  of 
some  passages  of  businesses  here  in  Wales,  forbearing  a  larger  rela- 
tion till  I  shall  have  a  further  time  and  larger  subject,  which  in  all 
probability,  by  God's  assistance,  may  offer  it  selfe  within  a  short  time. 
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I  was,  by  the  earnest  invitations  of  Sir  William  Brereton  and  Sir 
Thomas  Middleton,  easily  perswaded  to  concurre  with  them  for  the 
reliefe  of  Mountgomery-castle,  besieged  by  the  King's  forces.  I  re- 
solved to  contribute  my  best  endeavours  in  that  expedition,  as  well  in 
regard  of  the  importance  of  the  service  as  that  Leverpoole  was  not 
to  be  attempted  suddenly  by  such  forces  as  I  had  (being  in  number 
inferiour  to  the  forces  within  the  Towne),  whereupon  I  went  along  with 
the  Yorkshire,  Lancashire,  Cheshire,  and  Staffordshire  forces  (amount- 
ing to  3,000  horse  and  foote),  and  marched  to  Mountgomery- castle  in 
Wales,  which  was  by  a  great  deale  of  industrie  and  resolution  taken 
in  by  Sir  Thomas  Middleton,  together  with  a  greatt  deale  of  powder, 
match,  and  brimstone,  which  (coming  from  Bristoll)  was  prepared  for 
the  relief  of  Shrewsbury,  Chester,  and  Leverpoole.  Upon  our  approach 
towards  the  Castle  the  enemie  did  withdraw  themselves  in  some  dis- 
order ;  the  next  day  after,  being  the  18.  of  September,  they  did  take 
the  advantage  of  the  weaknesse  of  our  Quarters,  the  third  part  of 
our  Horse  being  imployed  abroad  for  victualls  and  forrage  ;  their 
Horse  and  Foot  came  on  with  great  courage,  resolving  to  breake 
through  our  Forces  and  to  make  themselves  Masters  of  a  Bridge  we 
had  gained  the  night  before,  which  would  have  cut  off  the  passage  of 
our  retreat.  It  pleased  God  to  dispose  so  of  the  issue  of  the 
businesse,  that  (by  the  resolution  of  the  Officers  and  Souldiers  of 
Horse  and  Foot)  the  Enemy  did  loose  the  advantage  they  had  in  the 
beginning,  and  were  shamefully  routed  by  the  pursuit  of  the  victorie, 
which  continued  for  the  space  of  three  miles ;  there  are  found  dead 
upon  the  place  five  hundred,  besides  many  Officers  of  quality  killed 
and  wounded,  and  twelve  hundred  Prisoners ;  Sir  William  Fairfax 
and  Major  Fitsimons  (who  caried  themselves  most  bravely)  are  deadly 
wounded  without  great  hope  of  recovery,  with  some  other  Captains 
and  Officers  of  our  Horse  ;  the  Cheshire  Foot  with  their  Officers 
carried  themselves  more  like  Lyons  then  men,  especially  Major 
Lowthian,  who  commanded  as  Major  Generall.  The  Castle  is  releeved  . 
with  victualls.  Sir  Thomas  Middleton's  Souldiers,  who  were  before  as 
Prisoners,  are  made  free,  together  with  the  Lord  Herbert  of  Cherberie. 
Amongst  the  Prisoners,  Major  Generall  Tilleseley,  Colonell  Broughton, 
and  divers  Lieutenant- Colonells  and  Majors,  with  many  Captains  and 
Lieutenants,  so  that  by  the  blow  given  here  the  best  of  their  Foot 
are  taken  away,  Shrewsburie,  Chester,  and  Leverpoole,  unfurnished 
with  Ammunition,  and  North  Wales  (which  formerly  hath  been  the 
nurserie  for  the  King's  Armies)  in  all  likelihood  will  shake  off  that 
yoke  of  servitude  which  formerly  did  lie  upon  their  necks,  arid  will 
be  reduced  to  the  obedience  of  King  and  Parliament  by  the  example 
of  Montgomery  Castle,  which  is  one  of  the  goodliest  and  strongest 
places  that  ever  I  looked  upon.  The  personall  carriage  and  indeavours 
of  Sir  William  Brereton  and  Sir  Thomas  Middleton  hath  been 
exceeding  great  in  the  advancement  of  this  service.  There  is  good 
hope  that  Leverpoole  by  famine  will  be  soone  rendered,  and  that 
Shrewsbury  and  Chester  will  be  at  the  last  gaspe,  whereof  by  God's 
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assistance  there  shalbe  a  short  triall  made.  So,  having  no  further  for 
the  present  to  impart  to  your  Lordships,  I  shall  cherish  all  occasions 
wherein  I  may  approve  my  self

The  intelligence  I  have  had  since  the  closing  of  my  Letter,  of 
a  body  of  Horse,  and  Colonell  Hunks'  Regiment  of  Foot  that  are 
marched  to  Shrewsbury,  and  that  the  Lords  Biron  and  Mullinax  are 
gone  backe  to  Chester,  I  have  altered  my  resolution  touching  Shrews- 
bury, which  at  the  best  had  no  other  inducement  but  the  hope  of  a 
Partie  within  the  Towne,  and  the  scarcitie  of  Souldiers  there.

SIR  MICHAEL  ERNLEY'S  Letter  to  PRINCE  RUPERT. 

May  it  please  your  Highness, 

I  am  very  sorry  that  I  have  not  better  news  to  present  you 
withal.  Upon  the  delivery  of  the  Castle  of  Montgomery  to  the 
enemy  by  that  treacherous  Lord  of  Chirbury,  for  the  regaining  of  it, 
and  your  Highness's  powder,  which  were  taken  at  Newtown  and 
brought  thither,  I  drew  out  a  considerable  force  of  horse  and  foot, 
who  marched  thither,  where  they  beat  Sir  Thomas  Myddelton,  and 
forced  both  his  horse  and  foot  into  the  Castle,  and  kept  them  in  ten 
days;  and  upon  intelligence  of  the  enemy's  drawing  thither  for 
their  relief,  my  Lord  Byron  came  thither  with  a  considerable 
force  upon  Tuesday  last,  where  it  was  our  hap  to  be  beaten 
yesterday  and  the  castle  relieved.  The  enemy's  forces  that  came  to 
relieve  the  Castle  were  commanded  by  Sir  William  Brereton,  Sir 
John  Meldrum,  and  Sir  William  Fairfax,  who  were  there  slain.

ARTHUR  TREVOR'S  Account  of  the  Defeat  at  Montgomery,  in  a 
letter  to  the  MARQUESS  or  ORMOND. 

May  it  please  your  Excellency, 

My  last  letter  to  your  Excellency  left  the  business  before 
Montgomery  in  the  balance,  and  this  will  inform  your  Lordship 
that,  both  parties  being  weighed,  we  were  found  too  light  (of  foot,  at 
least),  for,  in  plain  English,  our  men  ran  shamefully  when  they  had 
no  cause  of  so  great  fear,  so  that  we  here  are  ordained  to  be  the 
mocking-stock  of  the  war. 

The  first  charge  was  made  by  my  Brother  upon  all  their  horse, 
who  killed  Sir  William  Fairfax  at  the  head  of  them,  and  put  them 
all  in  disorder.  Broughton  and  Washington  did  us  well  with  the 
foot.  Sir  William  Vaughan  was  the  occasion  of  fighting  the  enemy  in 
that  place ;  but,  as  my  Lord  Byron  tells  me,  contributed  not  much 
to  the  action.  All  the  Lancashire  horse  ran  without  a  blow  struck, 
which  disheartened  the  foot  so  infinitely  that,  being  in  disorder  with 
the  pursuit  of  the  enemy,  they  could  not  be  persuaded  to  rally  again  ; 
which  the  rebels  did,  and  advanced  and  made  good  the  place,  relieved 
the  castle,  being  the  work  they  came  for,  and  took  some  prisoners. 
Our  party  consisted  of  1,500  horse  and  2,000  foot,  being  the  regi- 
ments of  Broughton,  Tylyer,  Warren,  Hunke,  Ernely,  and  the  Prince 
of  Wales,  and  are  all  taken.  There  are  not  100  foot  come  off",  and 
all  their  officers,  which  were  not  taken  before,  killed  or  taken.  Col. 
Broughton  was  there  shot  and  taken  prisoner.  But  I  hear  Col. 
Washington  is  well.  What  horse  were  lost  in  the  action  were  out 
of  my  brother's  regiment,  and  not  many;  but  amongst  them  his 
jewel,  Bay  Squire,  whose  solemn  mourner  he  now  is.  My  Lord  Byron 
is  infinitely  unfortunate,  and  hath  now  finished  with  your  Excellency, 
that  is  to  say,  made  an  end  of  all  your  Lordship's  army  to  a  man, 
without  any  the  least  service ;  and  truly,  my  Lord,  people  now 
begin  to  speak  out,  and  say  those  forces  were  trifled  away  by  my 
Lord  Byron,  who  is  here  observed  never  to  have  prospered  since  his 
practice  to  supplant  Capel,  who  is  as  prudent  and  valiant  a  person  as 
the  nation  affords.  I  am  only  sorry  that  our  good  King  is  punished 
for  the  ill-nature  or  conscience  of  his  people.

The  following  extracts  from  the  News-letters  give 
some  further  details  of  the  engagement. 

The  London  Post  (Numb.  5). 

A  perticular  and  true  Relation  of  the  great  Battaile  fought,  and  the 
glorious  Victory  obtained  by  the  forces  of  the  Parliament  under 
the  command  of  the  Noble  Sir  Thomas  Midleton,  and  the

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Heroick  Sir  William  Fairfax  (who,  though  crowned  with  Con- 
quest, received  many  unfortunate  and  mortall  wounds  in  that 
fight)  against  the  innumerous  forces  of  the  enemy,  where  were 
slaine  (but  with  the  loss  of  some  few  of  our  men)  3  hundred- 
of  the  enemy,  and  fourteen  hundred  and  fourescore  taken 
prisoners,  with  two  thousand  Armes,  and  all  their  Ordnance, 
Bagge,  and  Baggage,  and  Ammunition,  with  other  very  remark- 
able newes  from  the  North,  and  West,  and  from  other  places. 
****** 

The  Newes  from  Sir  Thomas  Midleton  is  now  as  good  as  we  could 
wish  ;  you  may  remember  we  informed  in  the  last  Intelligence  that 
this  brave  commander,  Sir  Thomas  Midleton,  did  certifie  the  House 
of  Parliament  that  he  feared  that  the  power  of  Prince  Rupert's  Horse 
were  fled  to  bring  a  greater  force  upon  him,  since  which  time  we  are 
advertised  that  Sir  Thomas  Midleton  is  retreated,  with  some  losse, 
from  Mountgomery  unto  Oswestry.  Howsoever,  that  he  hath  left  a 
strong  Garison  at  Mountgomery  to  secure  that  Castle  for  the  King 
and  Parliament.  On  this  the  Committee  of  both  Kingdomes  did 
dispatch  an  order  to  Sir  John  Meldrum  and  to  Sir  William  Brereton, 
to  assist  Sir  Thomas  Midleton,  who  now  we  heare  are  drawing  into 
the  field  to  joyne  with  Sir  Thomas,  and  to  use  the  best  indeavours 
they  could  to  inforce  the  Enemy  from  his  siege  at  Mountgomery 
Castle.  Sir  William  Brereton  was  not  long  before  at  Taruin  in 
Cheshire,  a  place  not  farre  from  Chester,  which  place  did  begin  to 
tremble  at  the  vertue  of  his  Armes,  and  abandoning  their  malignancy 
to  submit  to  the  mercy  of  the  Parliament.  We  doubt  not  but  we 
shall  be  ably  shortly  to  acquaint  you  with  the  good  proceedings  of  his 
forces  in  Shropshire  and  North  Wales,  which  being  effected,  he  will 
return  to  perfect  their  successe  in  Cheshire  and  in  Lancashire. 
****** 

We  told  you  that  the  noble  Sir  William  Fairfax  was  advanced 
from  Lancashire  to  the  assistance  of  Sir  Thomas  Midleton,  with 
1 1  Troopes  of  horse  which  he  received  from  Sir  William  Brereton, 
and  8  Troops  from  Sir  John  Meldrum.  Vpon  the  arrivall  of  these 
the  Active  Sir  Thomas  Midleton  lost  no  time,  but  presently  advanced 
against  the  enemy,  who,  hearing  of  his  approach,  drew  off  his  men 
from  the  siege  of  Mountgomery  Castle,  with  a  resolution  to  give 
them  Battaile  in  the  Field  ;  our  Parliament  forces  desireous  of  nothing 
more  then  to  fight,  came  on  with  great  Courage,  knowing  that  this 
Battaile  well  fought  would  end  the  controversie  in  those  parts,  and 
open  a  passage  for  an  absolute  conquest  of  Wales.  At  the  first  advance 
unto  the  enemy  they  discharged  their  Muskets  at  too  much  distance, 
by  reason  of  which  oar  first  impression  failed  of  the  Execution  which 
was  expected.  On  this  the  enemy  with  noyse  and  violence  pressed 
upon  us,  and  fireing  close  upon  our  men,  they  made  them  with  some 
disorder  to  retreat. 

On  this  the  noble  Sir  Will.  Fairfax,  whose  brest  scorned  the  base 
effects  of  feare  or  danger,  rally ed  bis  men,  and  with  infinite  valour 
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charging  on  the  enemy,  he  was  unfortunately  hurt,  but,  disdaining  to 
own  his  death  to  one  wound,  he  violently  fell  upon  the  squadrons 
of  his  Enemies,  and  receiving  many  raortall  wounds,  hee  routed 
and  destroyed  multitudes  of  them.  He  had  Epaminondas  his 
happiness,  which  was  before  hee  dyed  to  know  himselfe  a  Conqueror, 
for,  being  brought  to  Mountgoinery  Castle,  he  lived  almost  two  dayes 
afterwards. 

The  Weekly  Account  (Munday,  Sept.  23). 

This  day,  by  a  Letter  to  Colonell  Mitton,  it  was  informed  as 

followeth. 

Sir,— The  valiant  Commander  Sir  Thomas  Middleton,  having 
gotten  the  Castle  of  Mountgomery,  the  Enemy  came  with  a  great 
body  against  us,  and  on  Wednesday  last  Sir  William  Brereton  and 
Sir  John  Meldrum  came  to  our  releife ;  and  although  the  enemy  was 
farr  greater  in  number  than  we,  and  drew  themselves  into  a  for- 
midable body  of  horse,  Dragoones,  Musketteers,  and  Pikes,  it  pleased 
God  to  disperce  them.  They  first  drew  away  from  the  Castle,  and 
left  a  party  of  about  2,000  men  on  the  top  of  a  hill,  to  face  us, 
thinking  to  have  fallen  on  our  Reare  with  their  maine  body  and 
have  cut  us  off;  but  when  we  went  to  charge  them  (thinking  their 
other  forces  had  been  beyond)  these  forces  which  were  left  to  face  us 
retreated  then  their  maine  body  appeared  (they  having  their 
reserves),  we  put  our  selves  in  Batalia  and  gave  fire  on  them,  but 
our  horse  not  charging  home  enough,  wheeled  about,  which  done, 
the  Enemy  put  by  our  Pikes,  and  the  day  seemed  very  doubtfull, 
the  Enemy  being  incouraged,  crying  the  day  is  ours,  the  day  is 
ours.  Hereupon  Sir  Thomas  Middleton  incouraged  the  horse,  which 
were  presently  brought  up  againe  in  a  body  (the  Yorkshire  horse 
being  commanded  by  Sir  William  Fairfax),  charged  the  Enemy  with 
such  vallour  and  gallantry  that  their  whole  were  presently  routed. 

The  Kingdomes  Weekly  Intelligence  (Numb,  -fa ) . 

Sent  abroad  to  prevent  mis-information. 
From  Tuesday  the  17  of  Sept.  to  Tuesday  the  24  of  Sept.  1644. 

Having  done  with  Master  Waller,  I  shall  now  returne  to  the 
Kingdom  of  Wales  (in  that  expression  I  shall  please  the  old  Brit- 
taines),  where,  in  Montgomery  Shire,  the  Enemy  had  laid  siege  to 
Montgomery  Castle,  as  strong  a  Castle  as  is  in  the  Kingdomes  of 
Wales  or  England.  The  besieged  were  the  forces  of  Sir  Thomas 
Middleton,  and  with  them  was  the  Lord  Harbert,  Lord  Cherbury, 
who  till  Sir  Thomas  Middleton  came  before  the  Castle  stood  as  Neuter, 
and  was  sufficiently  plundred  by  his  Majestie's  forces  for  it;  but 
when  the  Parliament's  forces  came  before  it  he  surrendered  the  same 
to  Sir  Thomas  Middleton,  who  had  no  sooner  placed  a  garrison  in  it 
but  the  King's  forces  besieged  it ;  whereupon  Sir  Thomas  Middleton 
retreated  with  his  horse,  and  prevailed  with  those  valiant  gentlemen, 
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Sir  John  Meldrum  and  Sir  William  Brereton,  to  send  help  to  raise 
the  siege,  which  he  no  sooner  desired  but  it  was  granted  ;  whereupon 
Sir  John  Meldrum  desired  Sir  William  Fairfax,  with  the  Yorkeshire 
Regiments  of  horse,  to  march  with  him ;  who  said,  "  For  the  service 
of  the  Parliament,  to  any  parts  of  the  Kingdom/'  and  so  they  marched 
with  three  thousand  horse  and  foot,  and  had  five  hundred  horse  and 
foot  in  the  Castle. 

The  enemies,  perceiving  our  forces  to  come  on  with  resolution  to 
fight  (though  5,000  to  our  3,000),  retreated  to  the  top  of  the  moun- 
tain, a  mile  from  the  Castle,  and  left  a  Field  of  advantage  to  us, 
whereon  we  placed  our  men  in  Batalia,  and  there  quartered  all  night, 
and  sent  out  parties  of  horse  to  bring  in  provisions  to  victuall  the 
Garrison,  which  the  enemy  perceiving,  descended  down  the  hill,  and 
charged  our  forces  with  that  bravery,  both  horse  and  foot,  that 
both  our  foot  and  horse  gave  back ;  and  Sir  William  Fairfax,  that 
valiant  Gentleman,  being  deeply  engaged,  in  an  unwillingriesse  to 
retreat,  was  wounded  and  taken  prisoner,  but  at  the  second  charge 
was  relieved,  and  was  again  engaged  in  a  hot  fight,  where  he  received 
more  wounds  (in  all  12  or  13),  and  the  Victory  being  obtained  and 
the  enemy  routed  and  taken,  he  marched  off  the  Field  into  the 
Castle  of  Montgomery,  where,  after  16  houres'  time,  he  dyed  of  the 
wounds  he  received  in  the  Fight,  and  desired  Sir  William  Brereton 
to  tell  the  Parliament  He  thought  his  life  well  bestowed  in  the 
service  of  the  Parliament  and  in  that  cause  they  did  maintain,  and 
to  desire  them  to  have  a  care  of  his  wife  and  children ;  and  accord- 
ingly the  Parliament  hath  ordered  immediate  care  to  be  taken  for 
them.  This  may  be  said  of  a  Fairfax  and  a  Sheffield,  that  there  is 
not  one  of  either  of  these  two  names  in  England  but  are  engaged  for 
the  service  of  the  Parliament. 

Sir  John  Price  and  divers  of  the  Gentry  in  Wales  are  come  in,  and 
have  declared  themselves  for  the  Parliament,  and  by  consequence  all 
North  Wales. 

Mercurius  Somniosus. 

But  there  is  a  notable  Victory  obtained  by  Sir  Thomas  Middleton, 
Sir  William  Brereton,  and  Sir  John  Meldrum,  at  the  raising  of  the 
Seidge  at  Montgomery  Castle,  which  was  thus. 

The  Earle  of  Cherbery  having  delivered  up  Mountgomery  Castle  to 
Sir  Thomas  Middleton,  and  placing  a  Garrison  there,  the  Enemy 
Beseidged  them  September  7  ;  the  Seidge  continued  10  dayes. 

Tuesday,  the  27  of  August,  the  Enemy  being  betweene  foure  and 
five  thousand,  the  foure  Major  Generalls  aforesaid,  with  about  the 
like  number  of  betweene  foure  and  five  thousand,  raised  the  Seidge 
and  had  a  great  Victory. 

The  Parliament  Scout  (Numb.  66). 

Monday,  the  23.  of  Septemb. 

We  had  brave  news  from  Wales  of  a  great  victory,  and  from  sure 
hands  we  had  a  Letter  from  Sir  Tho.  Middleton,  another  from  Sir 
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Will.  Brereton,  and  a  third  from  Sir  John  Meld  rum  ;  the  Letters  are 
to  be  printed ;  we  shall  only  extract  one  that  came  to  our  hands, 
which  saith  the  fight  remained  doubtfull  long,  and  our  horse  at  first 
did  not  charge  home ;  but  by  the  importunity  of  the  Commanders  in 
chiefe  they  charged  a  second  time  and  made  their  way  through  and 
through,  which  scattered  the  enemies' horse,  which  seen,  the  foot  fled. 
By  this  victory  we  have  as  good  as  conquered  Wales,  and  besides 
empteed  the  garrisons  of  Worcester,  Shrewsbury,  and  Chester,  so  that 
a  reasonable  Army  might  suddenly  master  them. 

Sir  William  Fairfax  (worth  all  the  enemies)  had  15.  wounds, 
whereof  he  dyed,  no  doubt ;  but  the  Parliament  will  remember  his 
wife  and  children  with  the  gift  of  one  thousand  pound  a  yeare  to 
them  and  their  heirs  out  of  Malignants'  estates.  This  victory  im- 
proved, suddenly  brings  our  enemies  into  a  peuninsula,  from  which 
we  hope,  ere  long,  they  will  be  glad  to  set  saile  to  seek  their  fortunes 
in  far  Countries.

Sent  out  and  Returning,  Brings  Intelligence  from  the  Armies  of 
both  Kingdoms,  and  relates  other  Passages  observable  for  Information 
and  Instruction. 

This  present  Friday,  the  27.  of  September  1644. 
Severall  reports  have  been  concerning  Sir  Thomas  Middleton  affaires 
and  Mountgomery  Castle,  which  he  lately  tooke,  but  was  presently 
besieged  in  it;  himselfe  safely  made  escape  with  the  losse  of  about  30 
horse,  leaving  his  foot  in  the  Castle  with  Col.  Moore,  who  have  no 
victuall  but  what  was  in  it  before  they  entred  it.  But  sir  Wil. 
Brereton  is  endeavouring  the  raising  of  the  siege,  assisted  by  sir 
Thomas  Middleton  and  Sir  John  Meldrum.  But  one  Munday  it  was 
certified  under  the  hands  of  all  those  Noble  Commanders  before 
named,  That  they  have  raised  the  siege,  and  that  God  had  given  them 
a  glorious  victory  against  the  Enemy,  neer  Montgomery  Castle,  the 
enemy  being  full  5000.  horse  and  foot,  which  they  encountred  with 
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lesse  then  4,000.  Oar  horse  had  the  worst  at  the  first  and  retreated, 
but  the  brave  Gentleman,  Sir  William  Fairfax,  honourable  in  his 
name,  Family,  and  person,  charged  the  enemy  with  such  resolution 
with  a  small  party  of  horse,  that  in  short  dispute  he  turned  the 
day. 

The  London  Post,  Oct.  1,  1644  (Numb.  7). 

A  Great  and  Bloudie  Fight  in  the  West  of  England,  Between  The 
King's  Majestie's  Forces,  Commanded  by  the  Lord  Byron,  and  the 
Parliament's  Forces,  Commanded  by  Col.  Mytton. 

From  N  orth  Wales  it  is  certified  thus,  that  the  late  risings  and 
combustions  in  those  parts  are  in  a  great  measure  quieted,  yet  not 
with  out  some  blowes  and  losse  on  both  sides,  the  manner  of  which 
was  thus.  The  Lord  Byron  being  come  over  from  France,  and  having 
a  Commission  from  Prince  Charles  to  raise  men  speedily,  put  it  in 
execution  by  his  Agents  in  Shropshire,  and  those  parts  had  on  a 
sudden,  unexpectedly,  compleated  near  a  Regiment  of  Horse,  drew 
them  into  a  Body,  and  made  an  attempt  upon  Shrewsbury,  but  was 
prevented;  but,  in  regard  I  have  given  you  the  relation  of  that 
businesse  already,  T  will  not  trouble  you  with  any  further  narration. 
The  Lord  Byron  failing  of  this  attempt,  his  Forces  marched  towards 
Mongomery  with  an  intent  to  secure  that  Castle,  but  they,  having 
notice  of  his  coming,  sent  a  party  of  the  Country  into  the  Castle, 
who  made  it  good,  and  as  the  Lord  Byron  marched  that  way  they 
sallyed  out  of  the  Castle  and  took  some  straglers  prisoners,  and  made 
good  their  retreat  without  losse.  The  Lord  Byron  being  vexed  at  his 
ill  successe,  and  failing  of  surprising  the  Castle  unawarres,  resolved  if 
possible  to  take  it  by  force  ;  therefore,  after  some  consultation,  he  re- 
solved to  send  a  Troop  of  Horse  to  secure  another  Castle  not  farre  off, 
and  the  rest  of  his  Forces  to  quarter  neer  Montgomery  Castle  to 
hinder  the  victualling  thereof,  and  so  as  fast  as  he  could  to  raise  the 
Foote  of  that  country,  and  to  block  up  the  Castle,  likewise  Warrants 
were  sent  abroad  to  that  purpose,  and  the  disaffected  were  very  busie 
and  forward  to  perswade  the  Countrie  to  this  Ingagement ;  also  the 
Countrey,  being  disaffected  enough,  began  to  come  in  themselves,  so 
that  in  a  small  time  he  had  got  together  about  300  Foot.  The  wel 
affected,  perceiving  how  things  began  to  work,  took  the  businesse  into 
consideration,  and  perceiving  that  if  they  proceede  thus  uncontrolled 
it  might  prove  a  matter  of  dangerous  consequence,  if  not  suddainly 
prevented  they  would  grow  to  such  a  head  that  all  North  Wales 
would  be  in  danger  to  be  lost,  and  the  disaffected  raise  such  a  force 
as  we  could  not  oppose  them,  so,  after  some  debate,  they  resolved  to 
make  what  force  they  could,  and  invite  the  neighbouring  Countries 
to  their  assistance. 

This  they  thought  to  be  the  sure  and  saffest  way  to  put  a  stop  to 
the  Lord  Byron's  proceedings,  and  being  affected  by  the  Cheshire  and 
Shropshire  horse,  they  Joyned  their  forces,  and  with  what  strength 
they  could  make  drew  into  a  body  and  made  towards  the  Forces  of 
the  Lord  Biron ;  this  unexpected  Conjuncture  somewhat  amazed  the 
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Lord  and  his  new  raised  forces,  neverthelesse  he  resolved,  seeing  there 
was  no  other  remedy,  to  trie  it  out ;  therefore  in  all  the  hast  that 
might  be  he  got  together  what  forces  he  could  make  and  prepared  for 
the  charge,  and  to  discover  what  parties  were  near  he  sent  out  Scouts 
•who  met  with  our  Scouts ;  they  fought  together,  and  our  Scouts  slew 
one  of  Lord  Biron's  Scouts  and  took  another  prisoner.  At  last  our 
forces  drew  near  to  Biron's,  and  a  forlora  were  drawn  out  by  both 
parties,  who  fought  together,  and  after  both  the  bodies  ingaged  and 
fought  it  out  gallantly  on  both  sides,  but  after  a  charge  or  two  the 
Lord  Biron  and  his  Forces  began  to  give  ground;  we  follow,  they  re- 
treat, faster  and  faster,  at  last  begin  quite  to  turn  their  backs,  now 
and  then  shooting  at  us;  we  follow  then  thus  about  a  mile,  and  at  the 
length  we  put  them  to  an  absolute  Rout,  slew  about  50  in  the  place, 
took  prisoners  4  Captains,  2  Lieutenants,  many  inferior  Officers,  and 
divers  Gentlemen,  some  of  them  being  men  of  note,  and  about  100. 
common  Souldiers,  and  so  scattered  them  that  scarce  two  were  left 
together.  The  Lord  Biron  is  not  in  the  'Armie,  but  narrowly  escaped, 
and  fled  into  the  Isle  of  Anglesey ;  with  all  his  scattered  forces  gathered 
up  by  the  way  he  could  not  make  above  30  men  when  he  came  into 
the  Isle. 


III. 

MONTGOMERY  (BOROUGH)  ELECTION  PETITIONS. 
1678,  1680,  1685,  and  1728. 

It  so  happened  that  at  the  time  I  received  the  second 
Part  of  the  twenty-first  volume  of  the  Mont.  Coll. 
I  was  engaged  in  an  examination  of  the  Commons 
Journals,  in  connection  with  the  Borough  of  Mont- 
gomery, and  petitions  relating  to  it ;  I  had  transcribed 
the  petitions  and  proceedings  which  took  place  after 
the  contests  of  1678,  1680  and  1685,  and  had  perused 
those  relating  to  1728. 

As  the  proceedings  relating  to  1685  appeared  in  that 
volume,  p.  267,  though  not  in  the  same  words  as 
reported  in  the  proceedings  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
and  as  an  interesting  sequel  to  those  proceedings  is 
omitted,  and  as  those  which  took  place  in  1678,  1680, 
and  1728  have  not  hitherto  been  printed  in  Mont- 
gomeryshire Collections,  I  have  incorporated  them  in 
this  supplementary  contribution  to  that  paper.  Taken 
together,  the  two  papers  will  give  a  fairly  complete

view  of  the  Parliamentary  proceedings  connected  with 
contested  borough  elections  anterior  to  the  Reform 
Bill  of  1832. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  1728  proceedings  are  the 
more  interesting,  as  the  case  was  entered  into  at  great 
length. 

There  are  at  the  Record  Office,  mounted  in  many 
volumes,  the  returns  which  were  remitted  to  the 
House  with  the  writs ;  several  of  these  were  cited 
during  the  proceedings  ;  they  take  the  form  of  an 
Indenture,  and,  in  some  instances,  are  signed  by  a 
large  number  of  burgesses.  In  examining  the  volumes 
so  as  to  see  those  returns  relating  to  Montgomery  (as 
all  the  Welsh  returns  are  mounted  in  alphabetical 
order,  contiguous  to  each  other),  I  noticed  those  relating 
to  other  Welsh  counties,  and,  on  the  back  of  one  return 
relating  to  Cardigan,  I  think  there  are  the  signatures 
of  at  least  forty  burgesses,  probably  more.  Many  of 
the  documents  are  almost  illegible,  apparently  from 
damp  ;  others  in  fine  condition. 

I  copied  those  which  are  extant  relating  to  the 
Borough  of  Montgomery  as  low  down  in  date  as  my 
examination  took  me,  and  they  are  the  following  :

20th  March,  p.  571. — A  petition  of  the  Mayor,  Bailiffs,  and  Bur- 
gesses of  Llanidloes,  Poole,  and  Llanvilling,  in  the  County  of 
Montgomery,  complaining  of  an  undue  practice  used  by  the  Bailiff 
of  the  town  of  Montgomery,  in  not  giving  timely  notice  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  said  Boroughs  of  the  Election,  and  upon  the  day 
of  the  Election  excluding  the  petitioners  from  being  polled,  who  had 
agreed  to  give  their  votes  to  Edward  Lloyd,  Esq.  ;  but  the  said 
Bailiff,  being  influenced  by  some  great  persons  in  the  neighbourhood, 
returned  Matthew  Price,  Esq.,  to  serve  in  this  present  Parliament,  as 
Burgess  for  the  said  Town,  notwithstanding  the  petitioners,  who 
were  far  greater  in  number,  unanimously  made  choice  of  the  said 
Edw.  Lloyd,  to  the  great  injury  of  the  petitioners,  and  praying  that 
the  said  Edw.  Lloyd  may  either  have  the  benefit  of  their  voices  or 
that  the  Election  may  be  made  void,  was  read. 

Resolved — That  the  petition  be  referred  to  the  Consideration  of 
the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections  to  examine  the  matter 
thereof  and  report  the  same,  with  their  opinions  therein,  to  the  House. 

1  April  1679. — Sir  Thomas  Meers  reports  from  the  Committee  of 
Elections  and  Privileges  that  the  Committee  had  taken  into  Con- 
sideration the  matter  of  the  return  for  the  Borough  of  Montgomery, 
and  had  agreed  upon  a  Report  which  he  read  in  his  place,  and  after- 
wards delivered  the  same  in  at  the  Clerk's  table,  where  the  same  was 
read  and  is  as  folio weth,  viz. — 

"  There  are  two  Indentures,  both  dated  the  Eighteenth  of  Feb- 
ruary ;  One  between  John  Williams,  Esquire,  Sheriff  of  the  County 
of  Montgomery,  of  the  one  part,  and  Edward  Whittinghara  and 
Roger  Jones,  Bailiffs,  and  many  Burgesses  of  the  said  Borough-,  of 
the  other  part  (wherein  Mr.  Matthew  Price  is  returned),  and  is 
signed  by  both  the  Bailiffs  and  many  Burgesses,  and  a  large  seal 
against  the  Bailiffs'  names,  and  a  seal  to  each  of  the  Burgesses' 
names. 

"  The  other  Indenture  is  between  the  same  Sheriff  of  the  one  part, 
and  many  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Montgomery,  Poole,  and  Llan- 
fyllin,  in  the  same  County,  of  the  other  part  (whereby  Mr.  Edward 
Lloyd  is  returned),  and  is  signed  by  many  of  the  said  Burgesses,  but 
not  either  of  the  Bailiff's  hands  ;  nor  any  Seal  at  all." 

Whereupon  the  Committee  came  to  the  Resolution  following,  viz. —

The 
Question  being  put — Whether  the  said  petition  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Consideration  of  the  Committee  of  Elections  and  Privileges.

Ordered — That  the  matter  of  the  said  several  petitions  be  heard 
at  the  Bar  of  the  House  on  next  Monday  fortnight  (p.  716). 

30  May  1685.  Ordered— That  the  events  of  the  Election  of 
Members  to  serve  in  this  Parliament  for  the  Borough  of  Montgomery 
be  heard  at  the  Bar  the  first  sitting  day  after  Whit  Sunday  (p.  722). 

10  June  1685. — The  House  then,  according  to  an  Order  of  the 
thirtieth  of  May  last,  proceeded  to  a  hearing,  at  the  Bar,  of  the 
Merits  of  the  Election  and  Return  of  a  Burgess  to  serve  in  this  Par- 
liament for  the  Town  of  Montgomery.  And  the  Counsel  being  called 
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and  heard  at  large  upon  the  said  Matter;  And  afterwards  beeing 
ordered  to  withdraw, 

Resolved — That  the  several  Burgesses  of  the  several  Boroughs  of 
Llanidloes,  Poole,  and  Llanvilling,  in  the  County  of  Montgomery, 
have  a  right  to  vote  in  the  Election  of  a  Burgess  to  serve  in  Parlia- 
ment for  the  Shire  Town  of  Montgomery.

Ordered — That  Mr.  Speaker  do  issue  out  his  warrant  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Crown  to  make  out  a  new  Writ  for  electing  of  a  Burgess  to 
serve  in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  Shire  Town  of  Montgomery, 
in  the  County  of  Montgomery,  in  the  room  of  the  said  Mr.  Williams 
(p.  732). 

30  June  1685. — Upon  complaint  made  to  this  House,  that  the 
Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Montgomery  doth  delay  issuing  his  Precept 
to  the  Bailiffs  of  Montgomery  for  the  election  of  a  Burgess  to  serve 
in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  said  Shire  Town,  contrary  to  his 
Duty, 

Ordered — That  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Montgomery  do  imme- 
diately, upon  Notice  hereof,  direct  and  send  his  Precept  to  the 
Bailiffs  of  the  Shire  Town  of  Montgomery,  requiring  them,  or  one  of 
them,  £o  proceed  to  an  Election  of  a  Burgess  to  serve  in  this  present 
Parliament  for  the  said  Shire  Town,  according  to  the  tenor  of  his

A  Petition  of  several  Burgesses  of  the  Shire  Town  of  Montgomery, 
in  the  County  of  Montgomery,  and  also  of  the  several  Burgesses  of 
the  Boroughs  of  Llanidloes,  Pool,  and  Llanvylling,  in  the  said  County, 
whose  names  are  thereunto  subscribed  in  behalf  of  themselves  and 
other  Burgesses  of  the  said  Boroughs  of  Llanidloes,  Pool,  and  Llan- 
vylling, was  presented  to  the  House  and  read,  setting  forth  that,  on 
the  13th  of  September  1727,  came  on  the  Election  of  a  Burgess  to 
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serve  in  Parliament  for  the  said  Shire  Town  of  Montgomery,  when 
Robert  Williams  and  William  Corbett,  Esquires,  stood  Candidates, 
and,  though  the  Burgesses  of  Llanidloes,  Pool,  and  Llanvylling  have 
an  undoubted  Right  to  vote  at  the  Election  of  a  Burgess  to  serve  for 
Montgomery,  yet  John  Greenly,  Esquire,  and  Edward  Butterell,  the 
Bailiffs  of  Montgomery,  and  to  whom  the  Precept  was  directed  for 
the  last  Election,  did  not  give  such  due  notice  for  the  Election  of  a 
Burgess  to  the  said  three  Towns  of  Llanidloes,  Pool,  and  Llanvylling 
as  they  ought  to  have  given,  and  heretofore  has  been  given,  but  pro- 
ceeded therein  and  declared  the  majority  of  votes  for  Mr.  Williams, 
and  signed  the  Poll-books  ;  and  several  of  the  Petitioners  declared  to 
the  Bailiffs  that  they  would  join  with  them  in  the  Return  of  Mr. 
Williams,  and  many  of  their  names  were  inserted  therein  by  Mr. 
Greenly,  yet  they  were  unduly  prevented  from  signing  the  same,  and 
find  the  said  Return  delivered  into  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown's  Office, 
signed  by  Mr.  Greenly,  as  also  another  Return  of  Mr.  Corbett,  signed 
only  by  Mr.  Botterell  and  some  of  the  Burgesses  of  Montgomery : 
And  praying  the  consideration  of  the  House,  and  such  Relief  as  shall 
be  thought  meet. 

Ordered — That  the  said  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Consideration 
of  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections,  and  that  they  do 
examine  the  Matter  thereof  and  report  the  same,  with  their  Opinion 
thereupon,  to  the  House. 

A  Petition  of  Robert  Williams,  Esquire,  was  presented  to  the  House 
and  read,  setting  forth  that,  at  the  Election  of  a  Burgess  to  serve  in 
this  Parliament  for  the  Shire  Town  of  Montgomery,  the  Petitioner 
and  William  Corbett,  Esquire,  were  Candidates,  and  the  Petitioner 
had  the  undoubted  majority  of  legal  Votes,  and  is  accordingly 
returned  b}^  Mr.  Greenly,  one  of  the  Bailiffs  of  the  said  Town  ;  but 
Mr.  Edward  Botterell,  the  other  Bailiff,  hath  presumed  in  a  most 
arbitrary  and  unjustifiable  manner  to  return  Mr.  Corbett,  in  Wrong 
to  the  Petitioner,  and  Mr.  Botterell  and  Mr.  Corbett  were  guilty  of 
many  corrupt  and  illegal  Practices  at  the  said  Election  :  And  praying 
the  consideration  of  the  House  and  Relief  in  the  Premises. 

Ordered — That  the  said  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Consideration 
of  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections,  and  that  they  do 
examine  the  Matter  thereof  and  report  the  same,  with  their  Opinion 
thereupon,  to  the  House. 

A  Petition  of  William  Corbett,  Esquire,  was  presented  to  the 
House  and  read,  setting  forth  that  the  Petitioner  and  Robert  Williams, 
Esquire,  stood  Candidates  at  the  last  Election  of  a  Burgess  to  serve 
in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  Borough  of  Montgomery,  and  the 
Petitioner,  having  a  majority  of  legal  Votes,  was  returned  by  Edward 
Botterell,  Esquire,  one  of  the  Bailiffs  of  the  said  Borough ;  and  John 
Greenly,  Esquire,  the  other  Bailiff,  hath  made  a  Return  of  the  said 
Mr.  Williams  in  Wrong  to  the  Petitioner  and  the  Rights  of  the  said 
legal  Burgesses :  And  praying  the  Consideration  of  the  House  in  the 
Premises. 
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Ordered — That  the  said  Petition  be  referred  to  the  Consideration 
of  the  Committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections,  and  that  they  do 
examine  the  Matter  thereof  and  Report  upon  the  same,  with  their 
Opinion  thereupon,  to  the  House.

Mr.  Earle,  according  to  order,  reported  from  the  Committee  of 
Privileges  and  Elections  the  matter,  as  it  appeared  to  them,  touching 
the  double  Return  and  Election  for  the  Town  of  Montgomery,  in  the 
County  of  Montgomery,  and  the  Resolutions  of  the  Committee  there- 
upon ;  which  Report  he  read  in  his  Place,  and  afterwards  delivered  in 
at  the  Clerk's  Table,  where  the  same  was  read  ;  and  the  Report  and 
Resolutions  were  as  follows,  viz. : 

Upon  the  double  Return  of  William  Corbett,  Esquire,  and  Robert 
Williams,  Esquire,  to  serve  for  the  Town  of  Montgomery,  in  the 
County  of  Montgomery ;  and  the  respective  petitions  of  the  said 
Mr.  Corbett  and'  Mr.  Williams,  mutually  complaining  of  the  Return 
and  Election  of  each  other,  and  also  the  Petition  of  several  Burgesses 
of  the  said  Town  of  Montgomery,  and  several  Burgesses  of  the 
Boroughs  of  Llanidloes,  Poole,  and  Llanvylling,  in  the  County 
of  Montgomery,  whose  names  are  thereunto  subscribed,  in  behalf  of 
themselves  and  other  Burgesses  of  the  said  Three  Boroughs :  Com- 
plaining that  due  Notice  of  the  Election  was  not  given  to  the  Bur- 
gesses of  the  said  Three  last  named  Boroughs ;  and  that,  although 
their  votes  were  taken,  yet  they  were  unduly  prevented  joining  in  the 
Return  of  Mr.  Williams,  which  they  would  have  done ;  and  also  com- 
plaining of  the  Return  of  Mr.  Corbett  as  by  the  Burgesses  of  Mont- 
gomery only. 

The  Committee  have  inspected  the  said  double  Return,  and  have 
examined  the  Merits  of  this  Election. 

The  Return  is  by  Two  several  Indentures,  viz.  : 

That  of  Mr.  Corbett  is  by  Mr.  Edward  Botterell,  one  of  the 
Bailiffs  of  the  Borough  of  Montgomery,  and  the  Majority  of  the 
Burgesses  of  the  said  Borough;  and  the  Return  of  Mr.  Williams  is 
mentioned  to  be  made  by  John  Greenly,  Esquire,  one  of  the  Bailiffs 
of  the  said  Borough  of  Montgomery,  and  many  Burgesses  as  well  of 
the  said  Borough  as  of  the  said  Boroughs  of  Poole,  Llanidloes,  and 
Llanvylling,  some  of  which  Burgesses  are  named  in  the  Body  of  the 
Return  ;  and  the  Return  is  mentioned  to  be  signed  and  sealed  by 
the  said  Bailiff  and  Burgesses,  but  is  executed  by  the  Bailiff  only. 

The  Counsel  for  Mr.  Corbett  insisted  that  the  Right  of  Election  is 
in  the  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Montgomery  only,  notwithstand- 
ing the  last  Determination  of  the  House  to  the  contrary. 

The  Council  for  Mr.  Williams,  and  for  the  Petitioners  in  favour  of 
the  said  Three  Boroughs  of  Poole,  Llanidloes,  and  Llanvylling,  called 
the  Out  Boroughs,  insisted  that  the  Burgesses  of  the  said  Three  Out 
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Boroughs  have  a  right  to  vote  in  the  Election  equal  with  the  Bur- 
gesses of  Montgomery. 

On  Mr.  Corbett's  part,  Copies  of  fifteen  Returns  were  produced, 
viz.  :

The  Act  of  Parliament,  27  H.  VIII,  c.  xxvi,  s.  29,  was  read,  whereby 
it  was  enacted  :  "  That  the  Burgesses'  fees  be  levied  and  gathered, 
as  well  of  the  Boroughs  and  Shire  Towns  as  they  be  Burgesses  of,  as 
of  all  other  ancient  Boroughs  of  the  same  Shires." 

Also  the  Act,  35  H.  VIII,  c.  ii,  s.  3,  was  read,  whereby  it  is 
enacted  :  "  Forasmuch  as  the  Inhabitants  of  all  Cities  and  Boroughs, 
in  every  the  Twelve  Shires  within  Wales  and  in  the  County  of 
Monmouth,  not  finding  Burgesses  for  the  Parliament  themselves, 
must  bear  and  pay  the  Burgesses'  Wages  within  the  Shire  Towns  of 
and  in  every  the  said  Twelve  Shires  in  Wales  and  in  the  said 
County  of  Monmouth  ;  that,  from  the  Beginning  of  the  said  Parlia- 
ment the  Burgesses  of  all  and  every  of  the  said  Cities,  Boroughs, 
and  Towns  which  be,  and  shall  be,  contributory  to  the  payment  of 
the  Burgesses'  Wages  of  the  said  Shire  Towns,  shall  be  lawfully 
admonished,  by  Proclamation  or  otherwise,  by  the  Mayors,  Bailiffs, 
and  other  head  Officers  of  the  said  Towns,  or  by  one  of  them,  to 
come  and  to  give  their  Elections  for  the  electing  of  the  said  Bur- 
gesses, at  such  Time  and  Place,  lawful  and  reasonable,  as  shall  be 
assigned  for  the  same  Intent  by  the  said  Mayors,  Bailiffs,  and  other 
head  Officers  of  the  said  Shire  Towns,  or  by  one  of  them ;  in  which 
Elections  the  Burgesses  shall  have  like  Voice  and  Authority  to  elect, 
name,  and  chuse  the  Burgesses  of  every  the  said  Shire  Towns,  like 
and  in  such  manner  as  the  Burgesses  of  the  said  Shire  Towns  have 
or  use." 

And  the  Counsel  of  Mr.  Corbett  called  the  following  Witnesses,  viz,  : 

Moses  Powell,  who  spoke  for  50  years,  and  said  the  Right  of  Elec- 
tion was  always  taken  to  be  in  the  Burgesses  of  Montgomery  only  ; 
and  that  Mr.  Herbert's  Election  to  the  Convention  Parliament  was 
by  those  Burgesses  only ;  but  there  was  no  Opposition  ;  none  of  the 
Out  Burgesses  claimed  then,  as  he  said,  and  that  he  had  heard  several 
ancient  People,  who  are  since  dead,  say  that  the  Right  of  Election 
was  in  the  Burgesses  of  Montgomery  ;  That  Price  Devereux,  Esquire, 
was,  after  the  Convention,  elected  by  the  Burgesses  of  Montgomery 
only  ;  but  that  no  opposition  had  been  since  the  Convention. 

Being  cross-examined,  he  said  he  had  heard  of  a  disputed  Election 
in  Ring  James  the  2nd's  time,  when  Mr.  Williams  was  chosen  by 
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the  Burgesses  of  Montgomery,  and  Mr.  Herbert  by  those  of  the  Out 
Boroughs  ; 

That  Mr.  Devereux  was  chose  Three  times,  and  the  Second  time 
he  gave  <£10  to  each  of  the  Out  Boroughs  to  vote  and  sign  the  Return  ; 

That  he  did  not  remember  any  contested  Election ;  nor  did  he 
know  that  ever  any  Burgesses  of  the  Out  Boroughs  voted  or  offered 
to  vote. 

Maurice  James  spoke  for  46  years,  and  said  that  Mr.  Charles 
Herbert  was  returned  to  the  Convention  Parliament  by  the  Bur- 
gesses of  Montgomery  only  ;  and  that  he  had  heard  several  old  people 
say  that  the  Burgesses  of  Montgomery  had  paid  their  Members 
Wages,  and  that  they  only  had  the  Right  of  Election ;  That  the 
Burgesses  of  the  Out  Boroughs  had  voted  ;  That  when  Mr.  Devereux 
stood,  the  Bailiffs  desired  the  Out  Burgesses  might  vote,  that  he 
might  be  returned  by  them  all ;  That  he  heard  Mr.  Devereux  say  he 
would  rather  have  One  Burgess  of  Montgomery  than  Twenty  of 
Poole  ;  That  there  was  no  opposition  in  the  Election  to  the  Con- 
vention Parliament ;  six  or  seven  from  Poole  then  offered  to  vote, 
and  were  refused ;  That  Out  Burgesses  were  taken  against  Mr. 
Mason  in  1705,  when  he  and  Mr.  Vaughan  stood. 

Richard  Powell  spoke  for  60  years,  and  said  that  his  Master,  Mr. 
Whittingham,  the  Town  Clerk,  told  him  that  the  Election  of  Mathew 
Price,  Esquire,  about  50  years  since,  was  by  the  Burgesses  of  Mont- 
gomery only  ;  That  Mr.  Lloyd  in  Opposition  brought  some  men  from 
Poole,  but  their  votes  were  refused  ;  That  he  had  heard  old  men  say 
none  had  a  Right  to  vote  but  the  Burgesses  of  Montgomery,  and  that 
they  had  collected  money  at  Montgomery  in  King  Charles  the 
Second's  time  for  the  Burgesses'  Wages,  but  none  was  collected  of  the 
Out  Burgesses. 

Charles  Mason,  Esq.,  said  that  he  served  for  Montgomery  about  25 
or  26  years  since,  and  demanded  his  Wages  of  the  Bailiff  of  Welch 
Pool,  who  refused  to  pay,  but  he  owned  he  had  no  certificate ;  That 
he  excused  those  of  Montgomery  because  they  were  his  Friends  ; 
That  he  did  not  believe  the  Out  Boroughs  had  a  right  to  vote  ;  That 
Mr.  Vaughan  and  the  Out  Boroughs  petitioned  against  him,  and  the 
Petition  was  heard,  and  the  Right  of  the  Out  Boroughs  was  not 
questioned,  because  they  agreed  ;  That  the  Bailiffs  of  Montgomery 
sent  the  Serjeants  to  give  Notice  of  the  Election  to  the  Out  Boroughs, 
and  some  of  them  were  admitted  at  his  Election  :  And  he  had  heard 
their  first  Claim  was  in  King  James  the  2nd's  time. 

The  Counsel  for  Mr.  Corbet  admitted  that  the  Three  Out  Boroughs 
before  named  were  ancient  Boroughs  before  the  Statute  of  the  27  of 
Hen.  VIII,  but  insisted  that  they  had  only  a  conditional  Right  of 
voting  in  case  they  paid  to  the  parliamentary  Wages,  which  they  not 
having  done,  they  had  no  Right  to  vote. 

The  Counsel  for  Mr.  Williams  and  for  the  Burgesses  of  the  said 
Three  Out  Boroughs  insisted  that  those  Burgesses  had  an  equal  Right  to 
vote  with  the  Burgesses  of  Montgomery;  and  that  those  Out  Burgesses 
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were  equally  liable  by  Law  to  the  parliamentary  Wages,  and  might 
be  compelled  to  pay  the  same ;  and  that  they  had  anciently  contri- 
buted thereto  when  Wages  were  taken. 

They  urged  that  several  of  the  Returns  before-mentioned,  produced 
on  the  other  side,  did  manifest  the  Right  of  the  Out  Boroughs,  par- 
ticularly those  of  the  10  October,  43  Eliz.  ;  19  December,  18  Jac.  I; 
3  Car.  I;  and  24  October,  16  Car,  I;  besides  which  they  produced 
copies  of  Thirteen  other  Returns,  viz.  :

Which  Notices  were  admitted  by  the  Counsel  for  Mr.  Corbet. 
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The  last  Determination  of  the  House  as  to  the  Right  of  Election 
for  this  Town  was  read,  viz. :

J  Bar,  That  the  Election  of  a  Burgess  to  serve  in 
Parliament  for  this  Town  of  Montgomery  did  not  belong  to  the

That  the  several  Burgesses  of  the  several  Boroughs  of  Llanidloes, 
Poole,  and  Llanvylling  had  a  Eight  to  Vote  in  the  Election  of  a 
Burgess  to  serve  in  Parliament  for  the  Shire  Town  of  Montgomery. 

And  the  following  witnesses  were  called  and  examined,  viz. : 

Morgan  Edwards,  Esquire,  who  spoke  for  38  years,  and  said  he  had 
been  at  several  Elections  when  the  Out  Burgesses  voted  and  signed  the 
Returns.  He  never  saw7  them  refused,  and  has  heard  they  had  a 
Right; 

That,  when  he  was  Mayor  of  Llanidloes  in  1713  and  1714,  the 
Bailiffs  of  Montgomery  sent  him  Notice,  in  Writing,  of  the  Election  ; 
and  he  made  Proclamation  of  it,  That  he  had  it  by  Tradition,  that 
Llanidloes  had  paid  to  the  Members. 

Edmund  Hall  spoke  for  60  years,  and  said  the  Out  Boroughs 
used  to  poll  at  Montgomery ;  That  they  polled  at  the  Election  of 
Matthew  Price,  Esquire,  before  King  James'  time,  without  any 
Objection. 

Being  cross-examined,  he  said  he  had  not  seen  them  poll,  but  saw 
them  go  into  the  Hall,  and  the  common  report  of  the  Town  was 
that  they  voted. 

John  Pugh,  Esquire,  said  he  had  served  in  five  several  Parliaments 
for  Montgomery,  and  always  understood  that  the  Out  Boroughs  had 
a  Right  to  vote,  and  never  knew  them  questioned  but  once,  in  1714, 
when  Mr.  Herbert  stood  against  him ;  That  he  had  the  majority 
with  the  Out  Boroughs,  and  was  returned ;  and  Mr.  Herbert  had  the 
majority  without  them. 

The  Counsel  for  Mr.  Corbet,  on  their  Reply,  observed  that  the 
Notice  given  by  the  Bailiffs  of  Montgomery,  dated  the  10  of  April 
1660,  to  the  Bailiffs  and  Burgesses  of  Llanvylling,  was  signed  by 
Richard  Price  and  R.  Morgan,  and  the  Return  the  6th  of  May  fol- 
lowing was  by  John  Whittingham  and  John  Mason,  Bailiffs. 

The  Committee  came  to  the  following  Resolution,  viz. : 

1.  Resolved — That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  That  the 
Right  of  Election  of  a  Burgess  to  serve  in  Parliament  for  the  Shire 
Town  of  Montgomery  is  in  the  Burgesses  of  the  said  Shire  Town  only. 

It  was  admitted  by  the  Counsel  that  the  majority  which  Mr. 
Williams  had  upon  the  Poll  was  made  by  the  Burgesses  of  the  Out- 
Boroughs ;  and  that  Mr.  Corbet  had  the  Majority  of  the  Burgesses 
of  Montgomery. 

Whereupon  the  Committee  came  to  this  Resolution  : 

2.  Resolved — That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  That  William 
Corbet,  Esquire,  is  duly  Elected  a  Burgess  to  serve  in  this  present 
Parliament  for  the  Shire  Town  of  Montgomery. 
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The  first  of  the  said  Resolutions  being  read  a  Second  Time  — 

An  Amendment  was  proposed  to  be  made  by  leaving  out  the  Word 
"  Only",  and  inserting  instead  thereof,  "And  in  the  Burgesses  of  the 
several  Boroughs  of  Llanidloes,  Pool,  and  Llanvylling." 

And  the  question  being  put,  That  the  Word  "  Only"  stand  part  of 
the  said  Resolution,  The  House  divided. 

The  Noes  go  forth.

So  it  was  resolved  in  the  Affirmative. 

Resolved  —  That  the  House  doth  agree  with  the  Committee  in  the 
said  Resolution  :  That  William  Corbet,  Esquire,  is  duly  elected  a 
Burgess  to  serve  in  this  present  Parliament  for  the  Shire  Town  of 
Montgomery. 

Ordered—  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  do  attend  this  House  To- 
morrow Morning  to  amend  the  Return  for  the  Town  of  Montgomery, 
in  the  County  of  Montgomery,  by  taking  off  the  File  the  Indenture 
by  which  Robert  Williams,  Esquire,  is  returned  Burgess-  to  serve  in 
this  present  Parliament  for  the  said  Town. 


IV. 

ROMAN  COIN  FOUND  ON  MONTGOMERY  CASTLE  HILL. 

In  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1887  a  Roman  coin 
was  found  on  the  hill  upon  which  the  ruins  of  Mont- 
gomery Castle  stand.  It  is  a  small  brass  coin,  and 
the  inscriptions  upon  it  are  nearly  illegible.  Upon 
it  being  submitted  to  Mr.  Bertram  V.  Head,  the 
Assistant-Keeper  of  Coins  of  the  British  Museum, 
he  pronounced  it  to  be  of  Alexandria,  struck  in  the 
sixth  year  of  the  reign  of  Diocletian,  A.D.  284-305. 

He  reads  the  inscription,  etc.,  upon  it  as  follows — 

Obverse:  [...AIOK]AHTIANOC  .  CEB. 

Bust  of  Emperor  laureate. 
Reverse  :   Standing  figure  of  Demeter  (Ceres)  holding  ears  of 

corn  and  sceptre. 

In  front  L§>  (standing  for  year  6). 

The  coin  is  of  little  value,  but  it  is  interesting,  and 
will  be  preserved  in  the  Powys-land  Museum,  on  account 
of  the  locality  in  which  it  was  found. 
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THE  origin  and  history  of  this  manor  seems  involved 
in  obscurity.  It  seems  to  have  been  a  possession  of 
the  Knights  Hospitallers,  who  were  seated  at  Halston 
in  the  year  1221.  There  appears  to  be  no  survey  of 
their  estates  earlier  than  1338.  Eyton,  in  his  Anti- 
quities of  Shropshire  (vol.  x,  p.  381),  quotes  from  the 
record  of  that  date  :  "  The  Bajulia  or  Bailiwick  of  Hal- 
stan  is  described  as  in  North  Wales  ;  it  was  not 
uncommon  thus  to  describe  places  which  were  in  the 
Marches,  but  the  principal  revenues  of  this  Bailiwick 
came  from  Dakjelwal,  Carnoiv,  and  Llanothyn,  places 
which  were  actually  in  North  Wales."  Dolgelwal  is 
Ysputty  Ivan  (=  Hospitium  St.  Johannis),  on  the  bor- 
ders of  Denbighshire  and  Carnarvonshire,  the  ancient 
name  of  which  was  "  Dol-y-Gynwal".  "  This  Hospice 
of  the  Knights  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem  is  believed  to 
have  been  founded  about  .the  year  1190  by  Ifan  Prys, 
who  endowed  it  with  the  Manor  of  Tir  Ifan."1  Carnow 
is  Carno,  and  Lanothyn,  Llanwddyn.  How  Carno  was 
acquired  by  the  Knights  Hospitallers  we  have  not  yet 
discovered. 

In  Pope  Nicholas's  Taxation,  circa  1291,  there  ap- 
pears— 

"  Ecclesia  de  Tref  Keno  est  appropriatu  .  Hospitelariis   et 
ideo  non  decimat.^2 

Tref  Keno  should  be  Carno  (which,  however,  is  doubt- 
ful), it  would  appear  to  have  been  possessed  by  the 
Knights  Hospitallers  before  1291. 

In  the   Valor  Ecclesiasticus,  tempore  Henry  VIII,  it 
appears  thus —

The  mention  of  the  profits  of  the  (manorial)  court 
testify  to  the  existence  of  the  manor  at  that  time. 
The  only  further  information  as  to  this  manor  that  we 
are  able  to  give  is  derived  from  extracts  from  a  volume 
of  the  Examinations,  under  a  Commission  from  the 
Court  of  Exchequer  in  6  James  I,  of  certain  persons 
respecting  a  dispute  then  existing  between  Sir  Richard 
Price,  Knt.,  the  then  lord  of  the  manor  of  Carno,  and 
Sir  Roger  Owen,  Knt.,  the  then  lord  of  the  manor  of 
Cyfeiliog  and  Arwystly.  These  extracts  give  an 
account  of  the  boundaries  of  the  Manor,  and  we  trust 
they  may  lead  to  further  information  being  obtained. 

Extracts  from  Examinations  in  a  suit  between  Sir  R.  Price 
and  Sir  Roger  Owen. 

Howell  ap  Owen  of  Bettus,  in  the  county  of  Salop,  aged 
sixty-eight,  deposes  (page  101,  etc.)  :  "  That  he  knoweth  the 
Manor  or  Lordship  of  Carno,  als.  Crano,  with  the  appurtenances, 
and  hath  known  the  same  for  these  fifty-two  years  last  past, 
and  knoweth  alsoe  the  Meares  and  Bounds  of  the  s'd  Manor 
or  Lordship  of  Carno  to  extend  from  a  place  called  Rhyd  y  gove 
to  a  place  called  Nant  gwgi,  and  from  thence  to  a  place  called 
Istlys  y  bryn  duy,  and  from  thence  to  a  place  called  y  garn  at 
Bwlch  garnOj  and  from  thence  to  a  stone  called  y  garreg  llwyd, 
and  from  thence  along  the  topp  of  the  even  ground  to  a  Orosse 
there  called  Groes  y  Nothva,  and  from  thence  directly  to  a  place 
there  called  Eskier  y  Drayn  llwyn,  and  from  thence  to  a  place 
called  Istlys  Eskier  y  Twr.  And  for  the  rest  of  the  meares 
thereof  he  cannot  certainly  ley  downe." 

Rees  ap  Howell,  of  the  parish  of  Carno,  in  the  county  of 
Montgomery,  aged  seventy-six  years,  deposes  (page  124,  etc.)  : 
"  That  he  knoweth  parte  of  the  Meares  and  Bounds  of  the  s'd 
Manor  or  Lordship  of  Carno,  at  the  towneshipp  of  Derlwyn, 
and  saith  that  the  Meares  and  Bounds  of  the  sM  Manor  or 
Lordships  at  the  s'd  Towneshipp  of  Derlwyn  doe  extend  from

Robert  David,  of  the  parish  of  Carno,  etc.,  aged  fifty-eight, 
deposes  (page  162,  etc.) :  "  That  he  knoweth  certaine  of  the 
meares  and  bounds  of  the  said  Manor  or  Lordship  of  Carno, 
als.  Crano,  in  or  at  the  Townshipp  of  TrawsJeoed,  parcell  of  the 
s'd  Manor,  and  saith  that  the  meares  at  the  s'd  Townshipp  of 
Trawskoed,  between  the  s'd  Manor  or  Lordship  of  Carno  and 
the  s'd  Manor  or  Lordship  of  Arwystly,  doe  extend  from  a 
place  called  Rhyd  y  gove  to  a  place  called  Nant  gwgi,  and  soe 
along  the  s'd  Brooke  called  Nant  givgi  to  a  House  there  called 
y  tuy  yngwg^&nd  from  thence  to  a  place  called  the  side  of  Bryn 
duy,  and  from  thence  to  a  place  called  y  garneth  gerrig  ar  y 
Bwlch  ar  Garno,  and  from  thence  to  a  stone  called  y  garreg

David  ap  levan  Lloid,  of  the  parish  of  Llanwanog,  in  the 
county  of  Montgomery,  aged  sixty,  deposes  (page  170,  etc.)  :

Lewis  ap  Humffrey,  of  the  parish  of  Carno,  etc.,  aged  sixty- 
six,  deposes  (page  227,  etc.):  "That  he  knoweth  certaine  of 
the  meares  and  bounds  of  the  said  Manor  or  Lordship  of 
Carno,  in  or  at  the  Townshipp  of  Traivskoed,  parcell  of  the  s'd 
Lordship  of  Carno,  and  that  the  said  meares  of  the  s'd  Manor 
or  Lordship,  in  or  at  the  s'd  Townshipp  of  Trawskoed,  doe 
extend  from  a  place  called  EJiyd  goe  to  a  brooke  or  dingle 
called  Nant  gwgi,  and  along  the  said  brooke  to  a  place  called 
Uaen  Nant  gwgi,  and  from  thence  to  a  place  called  Istlys  y  bryn 
duy,  and  from  thence  to  a  place  called  y  garneth  gerrig  at 
Buldi  y  Garno,  and  from  thence  to  a  stone  called  y  garreg  Iwyd 
to  a  place  called  Croes  y  nothva,  and  from  thence  to  a  place 
called  Uaen  yr  ole  chviannog,  and  from  thence  to  a  place  called 
EsJcier  y  draynllwyn"

NOTE  BY  E.  R.  M. 

I  am  well  acquainted  with  the  set  of  "Exchequer  Depositions" 
from  which  the  extracts  have  been  taken.  They  were  the  result  of  a 
commission  issued  on  the  15th  June  1608,  and  were  taken  at  the 
Boothall,  in  the  town  of  Llanidloes,  on  the  1st  of  August  following. 

The  plaintiff  in  the  suit  was  Sir  Roger  Owen,  the  defendants  Sir 
Richard  Price  and  Thomas  Purcell.  The  subject-matter  of  the  dispute 
was  as  to  the  manors  of  Arwystly  and  Cyfeiliog  (of  which  Sir  Roger 
Owen  had  then  recently  obtained  a  Crown  lease).  Were  they  lordships 
marcher  ?  Do  they  contain  the  parishes  of  Llanwnog,  Trefeglwys, 
Llangurig,  Carno,  Machynlleth,  Llanbrynmair,  Penegoes,  Darowen, 
Llanwrin,  and  Cemmes,  then  part  of  the  late  dissolved  monasteries  of 
Strata  Marcella  and  Saint  John  of  Jerusalem,  in  England  ?  Touching 
custom  of  payment  of  "  Myze"  by  tenants  on  decease  of  lords  of  such 
manors,  and  by  tenants  of  the  Abbey  lands  of  Strata  Marcella,  in  the 
counties  of  Cardigan  and  Radnor ;  also  alleged  enclosure  of  commons 
by  defendants,  customs  of  manors,  meets  and  bounds,  survey,  and 
other  matters. 

The  suit  above  did  not  settle  the  difference  between  the  parties ;  it 
was  followed  by  another  a  couple  of  years  later. 
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THE  HERBERTS  DURING  THE  WARS   OF 
THE  ROSES.

IN  the  deadly,  and  protracted,  struggle  between  the 
rival  Houses  of  Lancaster  and  York,  the  Herberts  rose 
to  distinction,  notwithstanding  a  large  portion  of  suffer- 
ing, anxiety,  and  disappointment.  They  met  with 
grievous  losses,  and  achieved  great  triumphs.  They 
were  actively  engaged  in  several  campaigns,  and  their 
assistance  was  needed  in  diplomacy,  as  well  as  in  the 
battlefield. 

A  scion  of  their  family  was  the  first  Cambrian  since 
the  subjugation  of  Wales  that  attained  to  the  rank  of 
an  Earl.  At  different  times  they  fought  valiantly 
under  each  device  of  the  Red  and  the  White  Rose  ; 
but  the  transfer  of  their  allegiance  from  the  House  of 
York  to  the  kindred  line  of  Lancaster  did  not  occur 
without  good  warrant,  or  zealous  forethought  for  the 
commonweal.  No  treason  stained  their  career.  They 
remained  faithful  to  their  principles.  They  steadily 
adhered  for  awhile  to  the  fortunes  of  the  White  Rose, 
which  was  happily  blended  at  length  with  the  Red  by  a 
union,  which  satisfied  the  representatives  of  contending 
parties,  and  formed  the  foundation  of  a  durable,  and 
honourable,  peace. 

The  annals  of  the  Herberts,  through  successive 
centuries  in  war,  and  peace,  have  frequently  rivetted  our 
attention.  They  never  shrank  from  the  post  of  danger 
in  political  convulsions,  or  hesitated  to  avow  their  prin- 
ciples and  convictions.  Their  influence  was  highly 
prized  by  sundry  competitors  for  the  Crown  of  England 
in  many  a  doubtful  campaign.  Their  skill  in  diplomacy, 
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unbending  fortitude  in  the  hour  of  danger,  large  estates 
in  the  Principality,  and  popularity  with  their  country- 
men, were  fully  acknowledged  in  the  "  civil  wars  of  the 
Roses",  so  called  from  the  respective  badges  of  the  con- 
tending parties. 

One  member  of  the  powerful  family  of  Herbert 
married  Mary  Woodville,  sister  of  the  Queen  of  Edward 
IV,  the  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Woodville  and 
Jaqueline,  of  Luxemburg,  widow  of  the  Regent  Bed- 
ford. Another,  William,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  married 
Anne,  daughter  of  Thomas,  Lord  Parr  of  Kendal,  and 
sister  of  Catherine  Parr,  sixth  wife  of  Henry  VIII ;  and 
a  third,  Henry,  Lord  Herbert,  contracted  an  alliance 
with  Lady  Catherine  Grey,  daughter  of  the  Duke  of 
Suffolk  and  'sister  to  Lady  Jane  Grey,  who  aspired 
after  royal  honours  in  opposition  to  the  claims  of  her 
cousin  Mary,  the  natural  heir  to  the  Crown.  This 
marriage  was  solemnised  at  the  same  time  with  that 
between  Lord  Guildford  Dudley,  and  her  eldest  sister 
the  Lady  Jane.  And  Sir  Griffith  Rice,  the  son  of  Sir 
Rice  ap  Thomas,  uncle  of  Sir  Richard  Herbert  of  Mont- 
gomery, married  Catherine,  daughter  of  St.  John  of 
Bletsoe,  cousin  in  the  second  degree  of  Henry  VIII. 

The  antiquity  of  the  noble  family  of  Herbert  is  set 
forth  in  the  pedigree  of  the  Earl  of  Pembroke,  where  it 
is  shown  that  William  ap  Thomas,  of  Ragland  Castle,  in 
the  county  of  Monmouth,  had  three  sons,  whereof  the 
eldest,  William  Herbert,  was  created  Earl  of  Pembroke  ; 
and  Sir  Richard  Herbert  of  Colebrook,  Knight,  was 
ancestor  to  the  Lords  Herbert  of  Cherbury,  and  the  pre- 
sent Earl  of  Powis.  He  was  the  father  of  three  sons, 
of  whom  the  second  was  entrusted  with  the  charge  of 
Montgomery  Castle. 

In  the  commencement  of  the  protracted  struggle 
between  the  rival  houses,  the  Herberts  were  deeply 
attached  to  the  claimants  of  the  family  of  York,  that 
had  succeeded  to  the  vast  estates  and  fortified  castles 
of  the  Mortimers,  who  were  descended  from  the  mar- 
riage of  Ralph  Lord  Mortimer  of  Wigmore  with  the 
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Princess  Gladys,  daughter  of  Llewelyn  ap  lorwerth. 
Prince  of  North  Wales,  and  usually  styled  the 
"  Great".  Their  fortresses  lay  chiefly  in  Montgomery- 
shire and  Radnorshire. 

In  the  sequel,  however,  dissatisfaction  with  the 
arbitrary  acts,  and  rapacity,  of  the  usurper  Richard  III, 
and  an  anxious  concern  for  the  honour  and  interests  of 
their  country,  and  many  ties  of  friendship  with  the 
Lancastrians,  rendered  them  zealous  partizans  of  the 
cause  of  their  countryman,  Henry  Tudor,  Earl  of  Rich- 
mond, especially  when,  in  the  hope  of  stanching  the 
bleeding  wounds  of  civil  strife,  he  sought  in  marriage 
the  hand  of  Elizabeth  of  York,  eldest  daughter  of 
Edward  IV. 

We  readily  admit,  that  the  claims  of  the  Yorkists  in 
their  descent  from  the  third  son  of  Edward  III  take 
precedence  of  the  Lancastrians,  the  descendants  of 
John  of  Gaunt,  fourth  son  of  Edward  III.  We  have, 
however,  no  wish  to  question,  or  disparage,  the  royal 
prerogatives  of  the  House  of  Lancaster,  and  assert 
without  hesitation  that  they  were  lawful  sovereigns  of 
England.  "  If  the  original  consent  of  the  nation,  if 
three  descents  of  the  Crown,  if  repeated  Acts  of  Parlia- 
ment, if  oaths  of  allegiance  from  the  whole  kingdom,  if 
undisturbed,  unquestioned  possession  during  sixty  years, 
could  not  secure  the  reigning  family  of  the  House  of 
Lancaster  against  a  mere  defect  in  their  genealogy, 
when  were  the  people  to  expect  tranquillity  ?x  It  is  by 
no  means  evident,  that,  in  cases  of  extreme  urgency,  as 
leave  no  security  for  the  commonweal,  but  the  deposi- 
tion of  a  reigning  prince,  or  the  omission  of  a  member 
of  the  blood  royal,  incapable  of  holding  the  reins  of 
empire,  there  rests  any  positive  obligation  upon  the 
estates  of  the  realm  to  fill  his  place  with  the  nearest 
heir.  Thus,  in  modern  times,  William  III  reigned  over 
our  realm  to  the  exclusion  of  Anne,  and  even  of  the 

Pretender,  who  had  surely  committed  no  offence  at  that

time. 

1  Hallam's  Europe  during  the  Middle  Ages,  p.  578. 
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We  cannot  agree  with  the  propriety  of  a  reference 
of  the  poet  Gray  to  the  royal  prerogatives  of  Henry  VI : 

"Revere  his  consort's  faith,  his  father's  fame, 
And  spare  the  meek  usurper's  holy  head." 

Or  again — 

"  Heavily  upon  his  head 
Ancestral  crimes  were  visited."     (Southey.) 

His  grandfather,  Henry  IV,  had  restored  order,  and 
confidence,  to  an  unsettled  realm,  and  received  the 
reins  of  empire  by  the  will  of  the  Parliament. 

Edmund  Mortimer,  eldest  son  of  Roger  Mortimer, 
fourth  Earl  of  March,  and  grandson  of  Edmund  Mortimer, 
third  Earl,  and  Philippa,  daughter  of  Lionel  Duke  of 
Clarence,  third  son  of  Edward  III,  was  unquestionably 
heir-general  of  the  royal  line,  and  had  been  declared 
heir-presumptive  by  Richard  II  ;  but  his  tender  age  of 
six  years  at  the  time  of  the  revolution,  that  placed 
Henry  IV  on  the  throne,  had  caused  his  pretensions  to 
be  passed  over  in  silence,  and  the  claims  of  his  family 
remained  in  abeyance,  until  they  obtained  a  prominence 
through  the  temporary  incapacity  of  Henry  IV. 

A  mixed  notion  of  right,  and  choice,  prevailed  as  to 
the  succession  even  of  every  European  monarchy. 

The  Chronicle  of  Dunstaple  says,  that  Richard  I 
was  elevated  to  the  throne  by  hereditary  right,  after  a 
solemn  election  by  the  clergy,  and  people.  John  called 
himself  king  by  hereditary  right,  and  through  the  con- 
sent, and  favour,  of  the  Church  and  people.  Edward  I 
declared  the  crown  of  England  to  have  devolved  upon 
him  by  hereditary  succession,  and  the  will  of  his  nobles; 
and  it  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  Hichard,  Duke  of  York, 
"claimed  the  crown  through  his  mother,  Anne  Mor- 
timer", sister  of  the  last  Earl  of  March,  while  even  in 
the  reign  of  Edward  III  the  succession  was  supposed  to 
be  confined  to  the  male  line. 

This  is  intimated  by  the  treaty  made  in  1339  for  a 
marriage  between  the  eldest  son  of  Edward  III  and 
the  daughter  of  the  Duke  of  Brabant.  "  Edward 
therein  promises,  that  if  his  son  should  die  before  him, 
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leaving  male  issue,  he  will  procure  the  consent  of  his 
barons,  nobles,  and  cities,  that  is  of  Parliament,  and  if 
he  die,  leaving  a  daughter  only,  Edward,  or  his  heir, 
will  make  such  provision  for  her  as  belongs  to  the 
daughter  of  a  king/' 

We  regret  that  sanguinary  and  protracted  feuds 
sprang  up  between  families  so  nearly  allied  in  blood, 
and  so  similar  in  their  devices  of  the  Red  and  White 
Rose — 

"  Above,  below,  the  rose  of  snow 
Twined  with  her  blushing  foe  we  spread."     (Gray.) 

We  are  interested  in  the  ambiguous  device,  that  was 
raised  on  high  in  many  a  well-fought  field — 
"  Loud  were  the  clanging  blows  ; 
Advanced — forced  back — now  low,  now  high, 

The  pennon  sank  and  rose. 
As  bends  the  bark's  mast  in  the  gale, 
When  rent  are  rigging,  shrouds,  and  sail, 
It  wavered  mid  the  foes." 

We  feel  a  lively  concern  in  the  fortunes  of  the  chief 
actors  in  the  political  drama — 

"  Anjou's  heroine  and  the  paler  rose, 
The  rival  of  her  crown  and  of  her  woes, 

And  either  Henry  there, 
The  murdered  saint,  and  the  majestic  lord, 
That  broke  the  bonds  of  Rome."     (Gray.} 

After  the  disastrous  battle  of  Wakefield,  in  which 
the  Duke  of  York  was  slain,  and  his  son,  the  Earl  of 
Rutland,  was  cruelly  put  to  death  after  the  conflict,  the 
cause  of  the  Lancastrians,  represented  by  the  Red  Rose, 
appeared  to  have  triumphed.  But  Edward,  Earl  of 
March,  succeeding  to  the  dignity  of  his  father,  as  Duke 
of  York,  and  claimant  of  the  English  throne,  quickly 
retrieved  the  fortunes  of  his  family,  and  their  faithful 
adherents.  Rallying  around  him  in  the  marches  of 
Wales  a  brave  army  of  23,000  men,  he  triumphed  over 
the  rival  forces  of  the  Lancastrians  at  Mortimer's  Cross, 
Herefordshire,  when  Jasper  Tudor,  the  Earl  of  Pem- 
broke, was  defeated  with  the  loss  of  nearly  4,000 
men  ;  and  being  ably  assisted  by  the  intrepid  Earl  of 
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Warwick,  William  Herbert,  and  Walter  Devereux,  he 
entered  the  capital,  amid  the  acclamations  of  the  citizens, 
and  was  proclaimed  king  by  the  title  of  Edward  the 
Fourth,  March  4,  1461. 

After  the  decisive  battle  of  Hexham,  in  1463,  King 
Edward,  wishing  to  be  near  the  places  which  were  dis- 
affected towards  him,  took  up  his  quarters  at  Durham, 
and  received  intelligence  of  the  speedy  capture  of  the 
strong  castles  of  Alnwick,  Dunstanborough,  and  Barn- 
borough. 

William  Herbert  possessed,  and  enlarged,  Ragland 
Castle,  which  he  obtained  through  the  marriage  of  his 
father,  Sir  William  ap  Thomas,  with  his  first  wife, 
Elizabeth  Berkeley.  Gladys,  the  Earl's  mother,  was  the 
second  wife  of  William  ap  Thomas.  William  Herbert, 
according  to  the  martial  lays  of  Lewis  Glyn  Cothi, 
distinguished  himself  greatly  in  the  expedition  to  the 
North  ;  and  previously  he  had  acquired  great  celebrity 
in  concert  with  his  brother,  Sir  Richard  Herbert  of 
Colebrook,  Monmouthshire,  in  defending  the  southern 
coasts  of  England  against  the  insurgents,  as  well  as 
against  the  French,  who  were  continually  harassing 
these  shores  ;  and  this  account  is  confirmed  by  another 
bard,  and  staunch  Yorkist,  Gutto  'r  Glyn,  who  remarks, 
that  he  gathered  his  first  laurels,  as  a  warrior  in  the 
south  of  England.  He  attained  to  the  dignity  of  knight- 
hood, and  was  subsequently  raised  to  the  peerage  as 
Lord  Dunster,  when  his  son  and  heir,  William,  married 
Mary,  the  sister  of  the  Queen  of  Edward  IV,  and 
received  the  order  of  knighthood  the  same  day  that  his 
father  was  enrolled  among  the  Barons  of  England. 
The  lordship  of  Dunster,  and  its  castle,  were  once  the 
property  of  Sir  James  Luttrell,  who  was  attainted  for 
siding  with  the  Lancastrians,  and  his  whole  estate  was 
bestowed  by  Edward  IY  upon  Herbert.  The  Earl  in 
his  lifetime  made  a  transfer  of  the  lordship  and  Castle 
of  Dunster  to  his  eldest  sou,  William,  on  his  marriage 
with  Mary  Woodville,  and  he  denominates  him  in  his 
last  will  "  my  son  of  Dunster". 
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Edward  IV  gave  strict  orders  to  William  Herbert, 
when  he  created  him  Earl  of  Pembroke,  that  he  and 
his  descendants  should  use  the  surname  of  Herbert  in 
future,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  Welsh  mode,  in  pedigrees, 
of  using  ap  William,  ap  Thomas,  ap  Gwilym,  etc.,  as 
the  Earl's  Welsh  ancestors  had  done  for  several  genera- 
tions. 

There  was  a  commission  issued  by  Edward  IV  in 
1462,  to  leuan  ap  Rhydderch  ap  leuan  Llwyd  of 
Gogerddan,  Hywel,  Lwrdwal,  leuan  Deulwyn,  and 
leuan  Brechva  (who  were  bards  and  heralds,  and  chief 
men  of  skill  in  pedigrees  in  all  South  Wales),  to  trace 
the  pedigree  of  William  Herbert,  about  to  be  created 
Earl  of  Pembroke.  They  presented  to  his  Majesty  their 
certificate  in  four  several  languages — British,  Latin, 
English,  and  French — stating,  that  they  found  the  said 
William  Herbert  to  have  been  descended  from  Peter 
Fitzherbert,  in  the  reign  of  King  John,  and  from 
Herbert,  son  of  Godwin,  son  of  Elfrid,  who  had  mar- 
ried a  sister  of  the  Earls,  Harold  and  Tosti,  in  the  reign 
of  Edward  the  Confessor.  William  Herbert  was  the 
first  Cambro- Briton,  since  the  subjugation  of  Wales  by 
Edward  I,  that  obtained  the  title  of  Earl.  He  was 
also  Knight  of  the  Garter,  and  was  profusely  rewarded 
with  grants  of  stewardships  of  castles,  lordships,  and 
manors  in  the  counties  of  Caermarthen,  Cardigan, 
Brecknock,  Pembroke,  and  Merioneth. 

In  the  year  1468,  a  bearer  of  letters  from  Queen 
Margaret  to  Harlech  Castle  was  taken  up  in  Wales, 
and  sent  by  Herbert's  orders  to  the  King  in  London. 
Herbert  arraigned  at  this  time  several  persons  of  dis- 
loyalty to  Edward  IV,  and  among  others  the  Earl  of 
Warwick,  whom  he.  accused,  in  consequence  of  informa- 
tion obtained  from  France,  of  artful  intrigues  in  favour 
of  the  cause  of  Queen  Margaret.  The  Earl,  however, 
after  submitting  himself  to  a  trial  in  his  Castle  of 
Mjddleham,  was  acquitted. 

On  the  24th  of  June  1468,  Jasper  Tudor,  Earl  of 
Pembroke,  landed  with  three  ships  near  Harlech. 
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Though  accompanied  by  only  fifty  persons,  he  gathered 
in  his  progress  through  North  Wales  2,000  men  to  his 
standard,  and  plundered  the  town  of  Denbigh,  which 
he  finally  committed  to  the  flames.  Hearing  of  this 
calamitous  foray,  William  Herbert,  with  his  brother 
Richard,  hastened  against  the  invader  at  the  head  of 
an  army  of  10,000  men.  Jasper  Tudor  was  attacked 
by  Sir  .Richard,  and  his  army  routed  ;  several  were 
taken  prisoners,  of  whom  twenty  were  beheaded  ;  but 
Jasper  Tudor  escaped  by  flight.  William  Herbert 
forthwith  laid  siege  to  the  Castle  of  Harlech,  which 
held  out  until  the  14th  of  August  1468,  when  it  was 
surrendered  by  its  gallant  defender,  David  ap  leuan  ap 
Einion. 

When  Herbert  summoned  the  garrison  of  Harlech 
to  surrender  its  Governor,  David  ap  Einion  made  the 
memorable  reply,  "  I  have  kept  a  castle  in  France  so 
long,  that  all  the  old  women  in  Wales  talked  about  me, 
and  I  will  keep  this  castle  of  Harlech  so  long  that  all 
the  old  women  in  France  shall  talk  of  me."  He  was, 
however,  at  last  compelled  to  capitulate. 

Harlech  Castle  was  the  last  place  that  surrendered 
to  King  Edward  IV,  and  as  a  reward  for  its  capture 
Sir  William  Herbert  was,  on  the  27th  May  1469, 
created  Earl  of  Pembroke,  of  which  dignity  Jasper 
Tudor  was  deprived. 

To  check  David  Gough,  who  had  made  himself 
master  of  the  Castle  of  Llanvihangel,  on  the  western 
skirt  of  Cader  Idris,  Herbert,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  sent 
a  select  troop  of  his  men,  under  the  command  of 
Thomas  ap  Griffith  ap  Nicholas,  who  was  esteemed  a 
most  expert  manager  of  steed,  sword,  and  lance,  having 
in  his  youth  exercised  himself  in  the  use  of  them  at 
the  court  of  Philip  the  Good,  Duke  of  Burgundy. 
The  two  rival  chieftains  met  near  the  village  of  Pennal, 
in  Merionethshire.  The  spot,  where  they  met,  is  still 
called  Pennal  Field.  The  chiefs  soon  singled  out  each 
other,  and,  after  a  dreadful  struggle,  David  Gough  fell 
before  Thomas  ap  Griffith.  On  the  fall  of  their  leader 
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the  followers  of  David  Gough  dispersed  ;  and  Thomas 
ap  Griffith,  fatigued  with  the  conflict,  retired  to  an 
adjoining  field,  and,  while  he  laid  himself  on  his  face 
to  recover  breath,  he  was  killed  by  the  spear  of  a  Lan- 
castrian, who  was  on  the  watch  for  revenge.  His 
corpse  was  conveyed  to  Bardsey  Island,  where  he  was 
buried  among  the  eleven  thousand  saints. 

Lady  Herbert,  daughter  of  the  above-named  Thomas 
ap  Griffith  ap  Nicholas,  was  also  sister  of  Rice  ap 
Thomas,  a  powerful  commander  in  the  cause  of 
Henry  VII,  and  made  by  him  a  Knight  of  the  Garter 
after  his  effectual  aid  in  his  campaign  against  the  rival 
forces  of  Richard  III. 

After  awhile  an  insurrection  arose  in  the  North, 
headed  by  men  of  distinction — Sir  Henry  Neville,  son 
of  Lord  Latimer,  and  Sir  John  Conyers,  who  advanced 
southward,  and  began  to  appear  formidable  to  Govern- 
ment. Herbert,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  was  ordered  by 
Edward  IV  to  march  against  the  insurgents  at  the  head 
of  a  body  of  10,000  Welshmen,  hastily  drawn  together, 
and  when  he  arrived  at  Llandeilo  Vawr  he  made  his 
will  on  the  altar  in  the  church,  reserving  4,000  marks 
of  his  own  money  in  pocket  to  defray  expenses. 
When  he  arrived  at  Banbury,  he  was  joined  by 
upwards  of  5,000  archers  under  the  command  of  Hum- 
phrey, Lord  Stafford,  lately  created  Earl  of  Devon- 
shire ;  but,  the  two  chiefs  quarrelling  about  lodgings, 
Lord  Stafford  deserted  in  the  night.  The  two  armies 
met  at  Danesmore,  Northants,  about  four  miles  from 
Banbury.  Previously,  however,  to  a  pitched  battle 
between  the  combatants,  Pembroke  succeeded  in  taking 
Sir  Henry  Neville  a  prisoner  in  a  skirmish,  and  ordered 
him  immediately  to  be  put  to  death.  This  summary 
act  of  vengeance  greatly  enraged  his  partisans  :  a 
fiercely-contested  engagement  ensued,  July  26,  1469. 
In  that  engagement,  Sir  Richard  Herbert,  with  his  pole- 
axe  in  his  hand,  passed,  and  returned  twice,  through 
the  hostile  forces,  killing  with  his  own  hand  140  men 
without  receiving  any  serious  wound.  Victory  appeared 
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to  have  been  won  by  him,  and  his  party,  when  John 
Clapham,  Esq.,  with  raw  levies  of  500  men,  bearing 
before  them  the  standard  of  his  chieftain,  Richard 
Neville,  Earl  of  Warwick,  styled  the  King-maker,  and 
crying  "  A  Warwick,  a  Warwick  !"  the  Welshmen,  con- 
cluding that  the  Earl  was  advancing  with  his  forces, 
fled  suddenly  as  through  a  panic  fear,  and  the  Northern 
troops  in  their  pursuit  slew  above  5,000  men,  besides 
making  many  prisoners.  The  Earl  of  Pembroke,  with 
his  brother,  Sir  Richard  Herbert,  vainly  endeavouring 
to  rally  their  men,  were  taken  prisoners,  and,  being 
brought  to  Banbury,  were  beheaded  a  day  or  two  after 
the  battle. 

Sir  Richard  Herbert  was  an  Anakim  in  stature,  and 
known  among  the  Welsh  by  the  name  of  Syr  Risiart 
Herbert  hir,  or  "  the  Tall".  He  married  Margaret, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Gruffydd  ab  Nicholas,  who  was 
slain  at  the  battle  of  Pennal. 

In  1470  the  Duke  of  Clarence,  and  the  Earl  of  War- 
wick, conspired  against  Edward  IV,  who  went  on  board 
a  Dutch  vessel,  and  placed  himself  under  the  protection 
of  his  brother-in-law,  the  Duke  of  Burgundy.  The 
King-maker,  and  his  son-in-law,  hastened  to  London, 
released  Henry  VI  from  confinement  in  the  Tower,  and 
in  the  month  of  October  again  proclaimed  him  King. 

Jasper  Tudor,  who  was  now  restored  to  his  earldom 
of  Pembroke,  lost  no  time  in  visiting  the  county  of 
Pembroke,  where  he  found  his  nephew,  Henry,  son  of 
Edmund,  Earl  of  Richmond,  in  the  fortunate  charge 
of  Lady  Herbert,  widow  of  the  late  William  Herbert, 
Earl  of  Pembroke.  Henry  found  in  her  a  kind,  and 
careful,  guardian,  who  watched  over  his  education,  and 
the  improvement  of  his  mind,  and  was  deeply  in- 
terested in  his  future  destinies. 

This  circumstance  was  one  of  many  causes,  that  in- 
duced her  to  regard  with  indulgent  eyes  the  claims  of 
the  Lancastrians  after  the  fatal  battle  of  Tewkesbury, 
which  ruined  the  cause,  and  terminated  the  royal  line 
of  Henry  VI  and  his  issue  ;  for  his  heir,  the  Prince  of 
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Wales,  was  slain  after  the  contest,  and  King  Henry 
expired  a  few  days  after  in  confinement.  The  dynasty, 
founded  by  Henry  IV,  had  ceased  to  reign,  and  even 
to  breathe. 

Lady  Herbert  was  horrified  by  the  murder  of 
Edward  V  in  the  Tower,  and  of  his  brother  Eichard, 
Duke  of  York,  and  regarded  the  subsequent  exaltation, 
and  usurpation,  of  Richard,  Duke  of  Gloucester,  as  a 
mark  of  infamy,  and  reproach,  to  the  nation  at  large, 
and  longed  for  a  revolutionary  change,  that  might 
inaugurate  better  times,  and  retrieve  the  honour  of  her 
country,  which  had  sunk  to  a  lower  ebb  than  at  any 
previous  time.  There  was  no  law  but  the  law  of  arms. 

She  shared  in  the  indignation  and  patriotic  feelings 
which  animated  her  brother,  the  brave  and  powerful 
Knight,  Sir  Rice  ap  Thomas,  who  possessed  vast  estates 
in  Caermarthen shire,  and  firmly  resolved  to  espouse 
the  cause  of  the  last  hope  of  the  Lancastrians,  Henry, 
Earl  of  Richmond,  whose  mother,  Margaret,  was  the 
only  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Beaufort,  Duke  of 
Somerset,  the  grandson  of  John  of  Gaunt  and  Catherine 
Swynford,  whose  issue  had  been  legitimatised  by  Act 
of  Parliament,  but  excluded  from  the  succession  to  the 
throne.  She  was  his  third  wife,  and  had,  previously  to 
her  marriage,  three  sons  and  one  daughter  by  him. 

It  has,  however,  been  recently  discovered,  that  in  the 
original  patent  of  legitimacy  to  the  Beauforts,  which, 
as  it  was  ratified  by  Parliament,  Parliament  alone  could 
alter,1  the  exception  of  inheritance  to  the  Crown  does 
not  occur,  the  words  "  excepta  dignitate  regali"  being 
inserted  only  by  the  caution  of  Henry  IV  in  his  con- 
firmation ten  years  afterwards.  Moreover,  Margaret, 
Countess  of  Richmond,  who  had  entered  into  a  second 
marriage  with  Lord  Stanley,  and  had  been  observable 
at  the  coronation  of  Richard  III,2  as  bearing  up  the 
train  of  Queen  Anne  in  the  procession,  resigned  all 
claim  to  the  Crown.  She  sent,  however,  her  physician, 
Dr.  Lewis,  to  the  Dowager  Queen,  Elizabeth,  then

seeking  a  refuge  in  the  sanctuary  at  Westminster,  in 
the  hope  of  reuniting  the  claims  of  the  contending 
parties.  She  readily  assented  to  the  proposal  of 
favouring  the  cause  of  Henry,  if  he  undertook  to 
marry  her  eldest  daughter,  Elizabeth,  and  adopted  a 
policy,  which  aggrandised  her  own  family,  and  inspired 
with  fresh  hopes  the  partisans  of  the  rival  House  of 
Lancaster. 

The  Earl  of  Richmond  landed  at  Milford  Haven, 
August  7,  1485,  amid  the  shouts,  and  acclamations,  of 
his  countrymen.  There  he  was  met  by  Sir  Rice  ap 
Thomas  at  the  head  of  a  well- disciplined  army.  He 
triumphed  over  his  opponent  at  the  battle  of  Bosworth 
Field,  where  treachery  decided  the  day  ;  and  Sir  Wil- 
liam Stanley  placed  on  his  head  a  crown,  which  Richard 
III  had  worn  in  the  battle,  and  which  was  found  lying 
near  a  hawthorn  bush. 

Henry  relied  on  his  rank,  as  a  representative  of  the 
House  of  Lancaster,  for  his  chief  title  to  the  throne, 
and  regarded  his  marriage,  and  victory,  as  only  sub- 
sidiary to  his  primary  claim.  He  fulfilled  his  promise 
of  marriage  to  the  Princess  Elizabeth,  January  14,  1486, 
and  thus  united  the  Red  Rose  with  the  White  in  a 
bond  of  lasting  harmony,  and  closed  the  bleeding 
wounds  of  civil  warfare.  His  only  dangerous  rivals 
were  removed  by  the  successive  deaths  of  the  Earl  .of 
Warwick,  son  of  the  Duke  of  Clarence,  and  the  last  of 
the  male  line  of  the  Plantaganets  ;  arid  the  Earl  of 
Lincoln,  a  son  of  a  sister  of  Edward  VI. 

The  Herberts  rose  to  considerable  distinction  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  VIII,  who  married,  for  his  sixth  and 
last  wife,  Catherine  Parr,  whose  sister  had  previously 
married  Sir  William  Herbert,  afterwards  Earl  of  Pem- 
broke. He  was  appointed  one  of  the  executors  of  the 
will  of  Henry  VIII,  and  a  member  of  the  Council  of 
the  young  King,  Edward  VI.  He  was  actively  useful 
in  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Edward  VI  in  keeping 
down  commotions  in  Wales,  and  suppressing  some  in 
Wiltshire  and  Somersetshire.  He  obtained  the  office 
of  Master  of  the  Horse,  and,  having  triumphed  at  the 
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head  of  a  thousand  Welshmen  over  the  Cornish  rebels, 
he  was  rewarded  by  the  Garter,  and  presidency  of  the 
Council  for  Wales,  and  a  valuable  wardship.  His 
kinsman,  Sir  Richard  Herbert,  also  enjoyed  the  con- 
fidence of  Henry  VIII. 

Soon  after  his  accession  in  1510  to  the  throne, 
Henry  VIII  granted  the  Castle  of  Montgomery,  and 
its  dependencies,  to  his  Gentleman  Usher  of  the  Privy 
Chamber,  Sir  Richard  Herbert,  Knight,  the  second  son 
of  Sir  Richard  Herbert  of  Colebrook,  near  Abergavenny, 
who  had  been  Governor  of  Aberystwith  Castle  ;  but 
after  this  appointment  was  generally  styled  Sir  Richard 
Herbert  of  Montgomery.  He  was  also  constituted,  as 
we  gather  from  the  lays  of  Lewis  Glyn  Cothi,  Steward 
of  the  lordships  of  Cedewain,  Kerry,  Cyveiliog,  and 
Arwystli.  His  second  wife,  Anne,  was  the  daughter 
of  Sir  David  ap  Einion  ap  Llewelyn  Vaughan  ;  and  his 
eldest  son  by  this  marriage,  Edward,  with  500  men 
under  his  command,  gained  immortal  honour  at  the 
battle  of  St.  Quentin,  in  the  English  contingent,  led  by 
his  cousin,  the  Earl  of  Pembroke. 

But  we  must  draw  our  remarks  to  a  close,  feeling 
that  we  have  illustrated  an  eventful  page  in  the  history 
of  the  Herberts,  and  their  connections. 

We  have  pointed  out  many  indications  of  their 
political  influence,  their  repeated  intermarriages  with 
scions  of  the  Royal  family,  their  prominent  influence  in 
the  chequered  fortunes  of  the  rival  Houses  of  Lancaster 
and  York,  and  the  rewards,  that  were  fairly  earned  by 
their  services.  Everywhere  they  carried  with  them  the 
sympathy,  and  zealous  co-operation,  of  their  Welsh  com- 
patriots, and  frequently  they  acquired  the  dignities 
which  had  been  anticipated  for  them  by  the  prescient 
eye,  and  sanguine  hopes,  of  an  appreciative  com- 
munity. 

The  Wars  of  the  Roses  belong  to  a  bygone  age,  and 
centuries  have  glided  by  since  that  protracted  struggle, 
during  which  the  Herberts  have  shown  themselves 

"  Men,  whose  undegenerate  spirit 
Has  been  proved  on  field,  and  flood."     (Campbell.) 
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Yet  in  the  peaceful  reign  of  Queen  Victoria,  they 
retain  their  ascendancy,  and  popularity. 

The  three  Welsh  Earls  of  Pembroke,  Carnarvon, 
and  Powis,  maintain  the  traditional  reputation  of  the 
name  of  Herbert. 

Lord  Herbert  and  Lea,  a  scion  of  the  noble  house  of 
Pembroke,  acquired  fresh  distinction  for  his  family  by 
his  eloquence,  and  statesmanship. 

The  Earl  of  Carnarvon  has  signalised  his  ancient 
name,  as  Secretary  of  the  Colonies,  and  Lord-Lieu- 
tenant of  Ireland  ;  and  the  Earl  of  Powis  has  attained 
to  the  dignity  of  Lord  High  Steward  of  the  University 
of  Cambridge,  where  he  had  been  previously  eminent 
for  classical  scholarship. 

His  brother,  Sir  Percy  Egerfcon  Herbert,  had  gathered 
laurels  in  three  quarters  of  the  globe,  in  the  plains  of 
India,  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  the  imminent 
perils  of  the  Crimean  warfare.  The  Duke  of  Beaufort, 
who  traces  his  descent  from  an  heiress  of  the  Herberts, 
possesses  the  chief  characteristics  of  his  popular  ances- 
tors.. His  motto,  inscribed  at  the  entrance  gate  of 
Badminton  Park,  is  "  Mihi  et  vobis"  ("  For  me,  and 
for  you"),  and  explains  his  acceptability  among  his 
numerous  tenants,  and  neighbours, — and  how  justly 
he  has  merited  it !

SINCE  the  publication  of  the  first  portion  of  this  list  last 
year,  I  have  succeeded  in  making  some  further  additions, 
which,  though  not  very  numerous,  yet  as  they  have  not 
hitherto  been  reported  as  occurring  among  the  fauna  of 
Montgomeryshire,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  place  upon 
record.  This  list,  like  the  last,  has  been  authenticated 
by  J.  W.  Taylor,  Esq.,  F.L.S.,  one  of  the  referees  of 
the  Conchological  Society,  to  whom  my  best  thanks  are 
due  for  his  kindness. 


Supplementary  List  of  Montgomeryshire  Mollusca. 

Arion  ater  (L.). — Extremely  common  everywhere  around  Welshpool.1 
Arion  ater  var.  brunnea. — Leighton  Bridge  and  Gungrog  Dingle,  Welshpool. 
Only  two  specimens  of  this  variety. 


1  This  Arion  was  formerly  believed  to  possess  great  and  various 
healing  properties.  It  was  held  to  be  as  infallible  in  the  cure  of  that 
insidious  disease,  consumption,  as  for  the  comparatively  insignificant 
purpose  of  removing  warts  ;  and  this  belief  is  by  no  means  extinct 
even  now.  Many  a  countryman  will  tell  you  that  the  most  effective 
way  to  treat  your  favourite  wart  is  to  rub  it  with  a  slug  of  this 
species,  which  is  the  common  black  one,  and  afterwards  to  impale  the 
slug  upon  a  thorn,  or  bury  it  in  a  dunghill,  and  that  by  the  time  its 
body  has  been  resolved  into  its  constituent  gases  again  the  wart  will 
have  disappeared.  Only  the  other  dayv  when  a  medical  man  was  called 
to  visit  a  consumptive  patient  living  near  Welshpool,  he  was  surprised 
to  find  that  she  had  adopted  this  ancient  method  of  treatment,  and 
VOL.

Limax  flavus  (L.). — Rather  plentiful  and  fairly  well  distributed.1 
Limax  arborum  (Bouch.). — Forden,  and  Gungrog  Dingle,  Welshpool.     In  damp, 

mossy  spots  and  on  the  bark  of  decayed  trees. 
Limax  maximus  (Auct.). — Forden,  and  Gungrog,  Welshpool.     This  is  one  of 

the  commonest  slugs  in  the  neighbourhood. 
Zonites  alliarius  (Miller). — Forden.     In  damp  moss  upon  a  fallen  tree.     Not 

very  common. 
Helix  lapicida  (L.).— Breidden  Hills,  Welshpool,  at  an  altitude  of  about  1,000 

feet  above  sea-level.2 
Sphaerium  lacustre  (Miill.). — Duck  Pool  in  Powis  Park,  and  a  small  pond  near 

Gallows  Tree  Bank,  Welshpool.     Not  very  common. 
Pisidium  fontinale  (Drap.). — Type.     Found  in  Llanerchydol  Pool,  Welshpool,  in 

clear  water. 

Valvata  piscinalis  (Mull.).— Ditch  of  clear  water  at  Coedydinas. 
Valvata  cristata  (Miill.). — In  stagnant  water  on  the  side  of  the   Cambrian 

Railway,  near  Buttington  Station.     Abundant. 
Planorbis  lineatus  (Walk.). — In  a  pool  of  stagnant  water  near  Welshpool  Railway 

Station.     Confined  to  this  one  locality  in  the  county.     Fairly  abundant 

in  the  clearer  portions  of  the  pool. 
Planorbis  nitidus  (Miill.). — Found  in  several  of  the  pools  in  Powis  Park  and  at 

Hope,  Welshpool. 
Planorbis  nautileus  (L.). — Llyn  du  and  Dairy  Pools  in  Powis  Park,  Welshpool. 

In  great  abundance  adhering  to  Anacharis,  etc.     A  great  many  of  these 

shells  taken  in  the  latter  locality  are  irregularly  spiral  and  have  their 

whorls  disconnected.3

Planorbis  carinatus  (Mull.). — Ditch  of  slow  water  near  Coedydinas,  Welshpool. 
Abundant. 

Physa  fontinalis  (L.). — In  stagnant  water  on  the  side  of  the  Cambrian  Railway, 
near  Buttington  Station.  Very  plentiful. 

Limnaea  peregra  var.  decollata. — Shallow  pool  at  the  New  Pieces,  near  Welsh- 
pool.  This  shell  is  dwarfed  in  size,  and  was  accompanied  by  its  type. 
Fairly  abundant.1 

Limnaea  auricularia  var.  acuta.— Llanerchydol  Pool,  Welshpool.  On  aquatic 
plants  in  clear  water.  Not  common. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Vize,  of 
Forden,  informs  me  that  he  has  taken  Planorbis  glaber 
from  one  of  the  ponds  in  Powis  Park,  where  it  occurred 
in  great  profusion.  As  I  have  not  yet  been  able  to 
procure  examples  of  this  shell  from  the  above  locality 
myself,  it  will  be  more  consistent  with  my  present  plan 
not  to  include  it  in  this  list,  but  to  defer  further 
reference  to  it  until  some  future  occasion. 

Planorbis  lineatus,  mentioned  above,  is  an  exceed- 
ingly rare  shell  in  the  Principality,  so  much  so  that, 
with  the  exception  of  Cardiff,  where  two  specimens  of 
it  have  been  found  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Wotton,2  Welsh- 
pool  is  the  only  locality  where  this  elegant  little  Plan- 
orbis is  known  to  occur.3  Last  year,  in  the  hope  of 

to  the  Conchological  Society  he  says: — "Another  curious  pheno- 
menon is  the  scalariform  specimens  of  the  genus  Planorbis,  which 
are  often  found  in  those  bodies  of  water  choked  up  with  vegetation, 
and,  according  to  Herr  Clessin,  also  on  the  margins  of  lakes  amongst 
large  stones.  M.  Van  den  Broeck  considers  this  spiral  form  as  a 
modification  consequent  upon  and  adaptive  to  the  special  and  peculiar 
features  of  their  environment,  as  he  has  conclusively  proved  by 
experiment  that  these  spirally-coiled  shells  make  their  way  more 
readily  through  the  dense  vegetation  than  those  of  normal  shape, 
which  traverse  the  thick  masses  of  duckweed,  etc,,  with  great  labour 
and  difficulty."  (Journal  of  Conchology,  vol.  v,  p.  302).

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distributing  it  and  increasing  its  numbers,  some

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LUDOVICK  LLOYD,  A  MONTGOMERYSHIRE 
AUTHOR 


IN  Byegones,1  the  well-known  periodical  work  relating 
to  Wales  and  the  border  counties,  a  correspondence 
took  place  in  the  year  1873  respecting  Ludovick  Lloyd, 
an  author  of  several  historical,  legal,  and  poetical 
publications.  As  his  name  appeared  to  indicate  a 
Cambrian  extraction,  it  was  asked  upon  what  grounds 
he  could  be  considered  a  Welsh  author. 

To  this  it  can  be  answered  that  his  paternal  home, 
and  doubtless  birthplace,  was  Harrington  Hall,  in  the 
parish  of  Chirbury,  Shropshire,  an  estate  through 
which  runs  the  border-line  dividing  Shropshire  from 
Montgomeryshire  ;  but  he  was  no  more  an  Englishman 
than  a  man  accidentally  born  in  a  stable  would  be 
styled  a  horse.  By  descent  he  was  a  thorough  Briton. 
His  grandfather,  David  Lloyd  Vaughan,  was  probably 
born  either  at  Nantcribba,  in  Forden,  or  at  Leighton, 
in  Trelystan  chapelry,  as  the  latter's  father,  David 
Lloyd  of  Leighton,  was  at  Garth,  in  Guilsfield,  the 
ancient  seat  of  his  ancestors.2  David  Lloyd  Vaughan 
was  a  hereditary  burgess  of  a  Pole"  (Welshpool),  and 
perhaps  resident  there,  as  he  dates  certain  grants  of 
land  from  that  place  in  the  17th  Henry  VII,  1502, 
and  the  8th  of  Henry  VIII,  151  6.3  He  was,  moreover, 
the  owner  of  Nantcribba,  in  Forden,  an  estate  inherited 
from  his  mother,  whose  father,  Meredith  ap  Cadwal- 
ader,  had  a  grant  of  the  place  in  1446  from  Humphrey 
Stafford,  Duke  of  Buckingham.4  Here  he  probably

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resided,  as  his  brother  Humphrey  had  Leighton.  His 
Shropshire  acquisition  of  the  manor  of  Harrington  was 
through  his  wife,  the  heiress  of  that  place.  It  is  on 
record  that  his  son,  Oliver  Lloyd,  lived  at  and  paid  a 
subsidy  for  Harrington  in  1545,  and  may  be  considered 
the  first  of  the  family  domiciled  on  the  Shropshire  side 
of  the  border-line. 

Ludovick  Lloyd  was  the  fifth  son  of  Oliver  by  his 
wife  Gwenllian,  the  daughter  of  Griffith  ap  Howell  ap 
Evan  Blayney  of  Gregynog,  like  himself,  descended 
from  the  Brochwellian  Princes  of  Powys.  Ludovick 
became  a  sergeant-at-arms  and  "  gentleman-in-ordi- 
nary"  to  Queen  Elizabeth,  a  position  at  Court  probably 
due  to  his  connection  with  the  Powells  of  Ednop  ;  his 
eldest  brother,  Richard  Lloyd  of  Harrington,  having 
married  Lucy,  the  eldest  daughter  of  Richard  Powell 
of  Ednop,  who  had  been  sergeant-at-arms  to  King 
Henry  VIII. 

He  was  a  voluminous  writer,  a  herald  of  repute, 
and,  if  grants  of  plundered  Church  property  from  our 
Tudor  Queen  are  to  be  accepted  as  evidence,  a  Court 
favourite.

All  the  information  which  Lowndes  gives  respecting 
the  author  is  contained  in  the  sentence,  "  one  of  her 
Maiesties  Sergeant-at-Armes."  Williams  (Eminent 
Welshmen)  and  the  compilers  of  Llyvryddiaeth  do  not 
appear  to  mention  him.

LODOWICK  LLOYD. 

The  statement  that  Ludovick  Lloyd  was  a  herald 
of  repute  is  on  the  authority  of  Sir  Samuel  Rush 
Meyrick,  in  his  introduction  to  Lewys  Dwnn's  Heraldic 
Visitation  of  Wales,1  who,  when  enumerating  the 
"Herald  bards",  gives,  as  one  of  "  the  most  renowned 
of  more  modern  times",  "  Lodwic  Lloyd,  sergeant-at- 
Arms  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth." 

His  role  of  '"courtier"  was  productive  of  something 
more  substantial  than  the  approving  smile  of  the 
"  maiden  Queen".  On  the  13th  May  1587,  the  Queen 
granted  him  in  reversion  the  chapel  and  tithes  of 
Forden,2  which  had  formed  part  of  the  possessions  of 
the  dissolved  Priory  of  Chirbury.  On  the  31st  of  the 
.  same  month,  we  gather  from  the  following  extract  from

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a  deed  in  the  possession  of  the  late  Mostyn  Pryce  of 
Gunley,  that  for  £120  he  sold  his  interest  therein. 
"  Whereas  also  the  said  Lodowick  Lloyd,  31  May,  29th 
of  Elizabeth,  by  indenture  granted  and  assigned  to 
George  Harries1  of  Stockton,  gentleman,  for  £120  the 
said  chapell  of  Ffording  and  tythes."  The  deed  goes  on 
to  state  that  "  on  the  1st  September,  9  James  I,  George 
Harries,  in  consideration  of  a  marriage  about  to  be 
between  his  eldest  son  Richard  Harries  and  Anne, 
eldest  daughter  of  Arthur  Harries  of  Condover,  co. 
Salop,  gent.,  and  £500  paid  by  the  latter,  assigned  the 
said  Chapell  and  tythes,  in  trust  for  the  said  Anne,  to 
Thomas  Harries,  Esqr.,  Sergeant  at  the  Law,  Matthew 
Herbert  of  Dolegiogge,co.  Montgomery,  Esquier,  Richard 
More  of  Linley,  co.  Salop,  Esquier,  and  Edward  Herbert 
of  Cemmes, co.  Montgomery,  gent.  Endorsed  by  Richard 
Harries,  Esqr.,  of  Cruckton,  Edm'd  Penne,  Richard 
Harries,  Hum.  Shrawley,  Thos.  Marty n,  David  Ridg- 
wey,  Walter  Langford,  William  Harries,  George 
Robinson." 

On  the  llth  of  August,  34  Eliz.,  1592,  "  Ludowick 
Lloyd,  Esquyer,  one  of  Her  Ma'ties  Sergeantes-at- 
Arms",  had  a  grant  from  the  Queen  in  reversion  of 
"  the  Rectory  of  Llanvair  for  xxxi  yeres".2 

On  the  25th  January  1597,  he  had  from  Queen 
Elizabeth  a  grant  of  Oaklake  Mills,  in  the  parish  of. 
Chertsey,  Surrey.  Also  of  Knighton  and  S  tannage 
parsonages  in  the  county  of  Radnor,  with  "no  fine,  in 
consideration  of  Lloyd's  services  as  Sergeant-at- Armes".3 

Certain  complications,  arising  from  irregularities  in 
the  sale  of  Lloyd's  interest  in  the  rectory  and  tithes 
of  Llanfair  Caereinion  to  an  agent  of  Richard  Herbert 
of  Black  Hall,  father  of  Edward,  Lord  Herbert  of  Cher- 
bury,  led  to  protracted  suits  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer. 
The  interrogatories  and  depositions  relating  thereto

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have  been  already  printed  in  Montgomeryshire  Col- 
lections. Many  of  the  deponents  in  the  various  trials 
were  near  relatives  and  former  neighbours  of  Ludowick 
Lloyd,  and  the  following  extracts  from  their  deposi- 
tions made  at  Westbury,  Salop,  in  the  year  1595,1  con- 
firm his  family  relationship  and  extraction. 

"  WILLIAM  BALDWYN  of  Did]ebury,in  the  Countye  of  Saloppe, 
gent.,  of  the  aige  of  xltie  yeres  or  thereabout  ....  shortlie 
after  that  the  said  Lodowick  Lloyd  obtained  a  grant  of  her 
ma'tie  of  the  revercon  of  the  Rectory  of  Llanvayer,  amongst 
other  things  ....  he  did  receave  enclosed  in  a  1're  one  other 
1're,  as  yt  shoulde  seeme  wrytten  and  sent  by  the  said  Lodo- 
wicke  Lloyd  to  his  nephew  of  Harrington  concerning  the  sale 
thereof." 

"  RICHAKD  LLOYD,  the  elder,2  of  Harrington,  in  the  county  of 
Salopp,  esquier,  of  the  aige  of  xlixen  yeares  or  thereabouts 
....  about  the  xxth  of  Aprill  last  past  was  xije  monethes, 
receaved  a  1're  from  his  brother  Lodowick,  whereby  he  ac- 
quainted hym  of  a  Will  he  had  to  make  sale  of  his  lease  or 
graunte  unto  him  made  by  her  ma'tie  of  the  parsonage  of 
Llanvayre ;  sayeinge  that  he  had  wrytten  a  1're  to  his  nephewe 
Richard  Lloyd  to  the  same  effect/' 

"  RICHARD  LLOYD,  the  younger,  of  Harrington,  in  the 
Countye  of  Saloppe,  esquier,  of  the  aige  of  xlvj°  yeares  or 
thereabouts  ....  he  hard  Lodowick  Lloyd  his  uncle  affyrme 
that  he  had  obteyned  of  her  ma'tie  for  the  terme  of  xxxj  yeres 
the  said  Rectory  of  Llanvayre  ....  amongst  other  things  he, 
the  said  Lodowick,  sent  a  1're  to  this  deponent  to  his  dwelling 
house  at  Harrington,  desiring  him  to  make  an  offer  of  the  said 
Rectory  to  the  pi.  (Richard  Herbert),  upon  the  receipte  of 
which  1're  this  deponent  presently  sent  the  said  1're  to  the 
pl'tiffes  dwelling  (Black  Hall)  within  a  myle  of  his  house  .... 
the  said  pi.  was  content  to  be  ordered  (as  to  price)  by  this 
deponent  and  the  former  deponent,  Richard  Lloyd,  the  elder, 
beinge  brother  to  the  said  Lodowick  ....  after  the  said  1're 
returned  ....  the  said  Lodowick  came  to  the  country  to  this 
deponent's  house,  where  he  usually  lyeth  when  he  is  in  that 
country."

deponent  he  had  soulde  the  said  Rectory." 

"  EDMUND  LLOYDS  of  Harrington,  in  the  Countye  of  Saloppe, 
gent.,  of  the  aige  of  xxxviijtie  yeres  or  thereabouts  ....  he 
hard  his  uncle  Lodwick  Lloyd,  at  his  country  (seat)  in  the 
County  of  Saloppe,  about  ij°  yeres  last  past,  where  and  when 
this  deponent  attended  upon  his  said  uncle,  at  which  tyme  he 
hard  his  said  'uncle  had  soulde  the  Rectory  or  parsonage 
of  Llanvayre  ....  he  the  said  Lodowicke  ....  brought 
his  1're  to  his  brother  and  nephewe  Richard  Lloyd  the  elder,  and 
Richard  Lloyd  the  younger,  to  will  them  to  acquaynt  the  said 
pi.  (Richard  Herbert)  with  the  said  offers  ;  and  further  sayeth 
that  afterwards  he  hard  his  said  uncle  request  the  said  Richard 
Lloyd  his  nephewe,  and  Mr.  Charles  Lloyd4  his  cozen,  being 
brother-in-law  to  the  pi.,  to  repayre  to  the  said  pit.  from  hym 
and  to  acquaynt  him  with  the  said  offers." 

"  Lodowick  Llwyd"  is  mentioned  in  the  Athence 
Oxoniensis5  to  be  one  of  the  persons  by  whom  "  the 
Breviary  of  Bretayne",  If) 73,  by  Humphrey  Llwyd,  was 
ushered  into  the  world.

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THE  following  is  a  list  of  names  of  persons  connected 
with  the  county  of  Montgomery  who  died  intestate, 
and  whose  grants  of  administration  are  filed  at  the 
principal  Probate  Registry  of  England,  Somerset 
House. 

There  being  no  Calendars  or  Administration  Act  Books 
antecedent  to  1560,  the  list  covers  only  from  that  date. 
The  information  afforded  indicates  an  approximate  date 
of  the  decease  of  the  person,  and  exhibits  his  or  her 
next  of  kin,  though  occasionally  a  stranger,  such  as  a 
creditor,  obtains  the  grant. 

The  place-names  of  the  domiciles  of  the  intestates 
are  usually  parishes  or  townships,  and  few  of  them  are 
so  obscure  as  to  prevent  persons,  acquainted  with  the 
county,  recognising  them. 

As  a  basis  for  the  list,  the  Calendars  were  taken,  but 
the  Act  Books  for  the  period  were  also  examined,  and 
from  them  the  extracts  are  taken. 

The  figures  on  the  immediate  left  of  the  names  are 
the  "  folios"  of  the  different  Act  Books.  The  dates 
are  the  actual  dates  of  the  different  grants. 

Much  trouble  and  pains  have  been  taken  to  make  the 
list  as  complete  as  possible.

X. — GLYNNE. 

LEAVING  Llanidloes,  and  crossing  the  Severn  at  the 
bridge  below  the  confluence  of  that  river  with  the 
Cly  wedog,  the  road  follows  the  direction  of  the  latter 
stream  for  a  short  distance,  and  then  trends  north- 
ward to  the  Great  Van  Mine.  What  a  road  it  is  ! 
half  a  mile  of  steep  "macadam",  then  a  heartbreaking 
hill  where  the  hard  rock  thrusts  itself  through  to  the 
surface  in  jagged  points  and  great  slaty  sheets,  over 
which  the  nails  of  one's  boot-soles  "  skreek",  setting 
teeth  on  edge  at  every  step  till  another  stretch  of 
macadam  gives  a  welcome  relief.  A  mile  of  this,  and 
a  branch  road  on  the  left  along  the  flank  of  Cefn 
Gleigoed,  leading  again  into  the  lovely  valley  of  the 
Clywedog,  through  woodland  and  covert  and  over  the 
open  hillside,  brings  us  to  Glynne.2 

A  curious  old  house  this,  possessing  several  unusual 
features,  not  the  least  of  which  is  its  entrance,  now 
contracted  and  reduced  to  the  shape  of  a  doorway  of 
ordinary  size.  A  great  stone  arch  in  the  wall  and  a 
corresponding  one  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  house 
still  remain,  suggesting  that  it  was  once  not  only  an 
entrance  for  people  on  foot,  but  one  through  which 
they  might,  "  if  so  dispoged",  ride  or  drive.  The  width 
of  the  passage,  or  entry  beyond  (about  ten  feet),  and 
the  framed  partitions  of  oak  on  either  side,  showing  no

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appearance  of  having  been  at  any  time  covered  with 
panelling  or  plaster,  lends  colour  to  this  theory,  though 
at  some  period  later  than  that  of  the  erection  of  the 
house,  a  room,  now  used  as  a  pantry  and  wash-house, 
was  built  at  the  back,  blocking  up  one  end  of  the 
entry,  preventing  it  being  used  for  its  original  purpose. 
Probably  the  archway  of  the  front  entrance  was 
built  up  at  the  same  time  and  the  existing  door 
inserted. 

A  low  seat  on  one  side  and  an  oak  sideboard  of 
quaint  design  form  the  scanty  furniture  of  this  entry. 
On  the  left  is  a  small  store-room  which,  with  the  sitting- 
room  adjoining,  once  formed  the  hall,  a  room  about 
18  ft.  by  14  ft.,  from  which  a  low  doorway  leads  to  a 
side-entrance  passage  and  the  staircase.  This  sitting- 
room  is  paved  with  slate  flags,  and  possesses  no  features 
of  interest  except  the  door  before  mentioned,  which  is 
of  thin  dark  oak,  6  ft.  9  in.  high,  framed  in  well-pro- 
portioned panels  of  the  rather  unusual  number  of  ten. 
The  staircase  beyond  is  larger  than  that  of  any 
house. of  this  class  previously  illustrated  except  Park; 
it  is  of  dark  glossy  oak,  with  flat  moulded  balusters 
and  handrail. 

On  the  left  is  a  side-entrance  doorway,  and  a  step 
up  beneath  the  upper  flight  of  the  stairs  leads  to  a 
square  parlour  about  15  ft.  by  15  ft.,  the  walls  of 
which  are  still  covered  with  dark  oak  panelling  framed 
in  two  heights,  with  a  heavy  oak  cornice  next  the 
ceiling.  The  upper  range  of  panels  is  continued  across 
the  chimney -breast — a  large  square  panel  in  the  centre 
with  a  long  and  narrow  one  on  either  side ;  a  heavy 
scroll  moulding  forms  an  architrave  round  the  fire- 
place, and  the  room,  presenting  now  nearly  the  same 
appearance  as  it  did  in  the  seventeenth  century,  is  the 
most  picturesque  in  the  house. 

On  the  right  of  the  entrance  is  the  kitchen,  a  room 
17  ft.  by  14  ft.  9  in.,  paved  with  whitened  cobbles. 
The  wide  ingle  is  flanked  by  two  short  settles  ;  an  oak 
folding-table  of  the  period  of  Good  Queen  Anne,  cup- 
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boards,  and  an  inlaid  kitchen -piece  and  dresser  of  oak, 
with  bright  brass  hinges,  and  scutcheons  of  the  same 
age,  complete  its  furniture.  A  door  leads  to  the  cellar 
stairs,  and  another  to  the  back-kitchen,  with  its  large 
baking-oven  and  coppers.  Beyond  this  is  the  yard  and 
farm  buildings,  and  on  one  side  the  pantry  and  wash- 
house,  across  the  end  of  the  great  entry. 

Upstairs  the  bedrooms  are  low  and  roomy ;  in  a  few 
the  original  chimney- mantels  remain,  though  the 
panelling,  as  usual,  has  in  most  of  the  rooms  long 
since  departed.  Somebody  once  asked,  "  What  be- 
comes of  all  the  pins  ?"  Going  over  these  old  houses 
one  may  well  ask,  "  What  has  become  of  all  the  panel- 
ling ?"  It  existed  by  the  acre  at  one  time,  till  some 
mania  for  its  destruction  seized  upon  the  occu- 
pants, akin,  possibly,  to  that  which,  under  Protector 
Somerset,  inspired  Protestants  to  wreck  the  churches. 
Something  has  been  done — too  often  in  a  feeble 
way,  it  is  true — to  remedy  the  mischief  wrought 
in  the  Church ;  but  when  is  a  like  consideration  to  be 
extended  to  the  House  ?  Cockney  county  Surrey, 
with  far  less  promising  material  to  work  upon,  and 
with  the  modern  race  of  dwellers  parted  from  her 
ancient  life  by  a  vastly  greater  barrier  than  that  which 
separates  a  Montgomeryshire  man  of  the  nineteenth 
century  from  his  ancestor  of  the  sixteenth,  appreciates 
the  relics  of  her  past  in  a  manner  almost  unknown  in 
Powysland. 

One  bedroom  has  been  made  the  subject  of  a  little 
experimental  decoration,  sometimes  practised  nowa- 
days with  about  an  equal  amount  of  non-success. 
Round  three  sides  of  this  room  the  panelling  is  fairly 
perfect,  but  on  the  fourth  side,  wherein  is  the  fireplace, 
portions  of  a  richly  carved  Elizabethan  bedstead  have 
been  utilised  as  a  mantel ;  each  side  the  chimney- 
opening  the  heavy  swelling  bed-posts  have  been  cut 
down  to  form  supports  to  the  shelf  and  mantel,  which 
last  is  constructed  from  the  remains  of  the  elaborate 
footboard  of  the  bed,  and  a  portion  of  the  bed-head, 
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also  carved,  is  let  into  the  panelling  to  the  right  of  the 
fireplace.  At  Park  a  bedstead  has  been  partly  used 
up  in  this  way  ;  and  at  Vaynol,  in  Caernarvonshire,  in 
the  old  hall,  an  antiquated  and  superfluous  chattel  has 
been  disposed  of  in  like  manner. 

Here,  at  Glynne,  another  old  bedstead  still  exists  ;  it 
is  not  very  rich  in  detail,  and  reposes  sleepily  and 
uselessly  in  a  lumber-room. 

Other  bedrooms,  used  as  wool-stores,  are  packed 
with  fleeces,  and  the  store-rooms  might  form  a  hunting 
ground  for  a  modern  collector. 

The  lower  storey  of  the  house  is  for  the  most  part 
built  of  rubble  stonework  to  the  height  of  the  bed- 
room floors.  Some  of  the  gable  ends  are  built  entirely 
of  stone  ;  the  upper  storeys  of  the  front  are  of  framed 
timber  work,  with  three  projecting  gablets  running  up 
into  the  roof,  but  all  the  framing  is  now  hidden 
beneath  a  thick  coat  of  plaster  or  rough  cast.  In 
other  parts  of  the  house  weather-boarding  takes  the 
place  of  the  rough  cast,  and  here  and  there  the  stone 
substructure  stops  at  three  or  four  feet  above  the 
ground-line,  the  oak  framing  above  being  covered  with 
weather-boarding.

He  was  ninth  in  descent  from  William  Fitz  Baldwyn 
de  Boulers  of  Marrington,  and  Margaret,  daughter  of  Howel  de 
Brompton  (Gethyn  Fed.,  Visitation,  1623),  and  sister  of  Owen,  who 
made  a  grant  of  lands,  circa  1295,  in  the  town  of  Montgomery  (Mont. 
Coll.,  vol.  xxii,  pp.  2,  3). 

Griffith  Bowdler,  living  5th  of  Henry  VII,  and  sixth  in  descent 
from  William  de  Boulers  and  Margaret,  called  by  Lewys  Dwnn 
(reprint,  p.  50)  "  Griffith  Wynne  of  Bachelltre",  was  the  common 
ancestor  of  the  Gethins'  and  testator's  family.  Lewis  Glyn  Cothi 
addresses  a  stirring  ode  to  this  "  Grufydd  ab  Hy  wel  ab  Davydd  ab 
Cadwaladr  of  Bachelldrev",  urging  him,  as  the  son  of  a  warlike  father, 
possessing  the  estate  of  his  grandfather,  Cadwalader,  to  take  up  arms 
for  Edward  IV. 

Hugh  ap  Edmund  (ap  Cadwalader  ap  Griffith  Bowdler)  was  his 
great-grandson. 

In  the  will  (1543)  of  Edmund  ap  Cadwalader  of  Churchstoke,  he 
mentions  John  (his  heir),  William,  Hugh,  and  Matthew,  as  his  sons, 
and  Rose,  Mary,  Elyner,  and  Katherine  as  his  daughters.  Edmund 
ap  Cadw'r,  gent.,  was  on  the  Grand  Jury,  33  Hen.  VIII. 

The  will  of  Catherine  Wigmore,  dated  1580  (Mont.  Coll.,  vol.  xix, 
p.  49),  alias  Cadd'r  of  Churchstoke,  seems  to  have  been  that  of  his 
widow,  as  she  constituted  her  ' '  natural  sons,  Matthewe  and  Hugh 
Bedmonde",  her  executors.  "  Hugh  ap  Edmond  de  Bachelldre,  in  Com. 
Montgomery,  gen.",  and  "  Matthew  ap  Edmond  de  eadera,  gen.",  are 
mentioned  in  the  Sheriffs'  file  of  the  13  Eliz.  The  Powell  of  Ednop 
pedigree  in  the  College  of  Arms  states  that  Francesca,  daughter  of 
Richard  Powell,  Sheriff  in  1554,  married  Hugh  ap  Edmond.  His 
"  well-beloved  brother,  Richard  Powell",  her  brother,  was  his  brother- 
in-law.  His  wife  and  widow,  Mary,  must  have  been  a  second  wife. 
"Ric'us  Bemmond  de  Bacheldre,  gen.",  was  on  the  Grand  Jury,  43 
Eliz. ;  and  as  "  Ric'us  Beamond  de  Bacheldre,  gen.",  15  James  I. 
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hold  stuff,  jewels,  etc.,  to  his  wife  Mary  and  his  daughters 
Margaret  and  Jane,  in  equal  shares,  saving  one  feather  bed  to 
Hugh,  his  son,  "  to  be  given  to  him  when  he  shall  goe  to  the 
universitie".  To  John,  his  son,  £5 ;  to  Ann,  his  daughter, 
£5 ;  to  Katherine,  his  daughter,  6s. ;  to  Edmond,  his  son,  5s. ; 
to  Lodowicke,  his  son,  if  he  be  living,  5  marks ;  to  his  brother, 
Matthew  JBedmond,  40s. ;  to  Alexander,  son  of  Lewys  Hoell,  a 
yearling  heifer;  to  his  brother,  D'd  Powell,  "twoe  browne 
pyed  Bullockes";  to  Mr.  Mason,  Minister  of  Churchstoke, 
10s. ;  to  his  brother  Eichard,  all  such  sums  as  the  latter  owed 
him ;  to  his  sister  Mary,  10s.  "  To  Mary,  my  wieff,  a  kneeling- 
place  in  my  seate  in  the  Church  of  Churchstoke  duringe  her 
life";  to  sister  Mary,  10s. ;  one-third  of  all  his  goods,  grain, 
cattell,  etc.,  to  his  wife,  Hugh  his  son,  and  Margarett  and 
Jane,  his  two  daughters,  share  and  share  alike;  a  close  under 
lease  to  him  for  one  year,  to  his  wife,  and  all  the  remainder  of 
his  goods  to  her  and  all  his  children  "  upon  the  boddy  of  the 
said  Mary  begotten". 

— Nathieniell  Bedmond  and  Davyd  Powell,  his 
youngest  son. 

My  well-beloved  brother,  Ricliard  Powell,  and  rny  kinsman, 
Lewys  Hoell,  overseers.

4dL  of  a 
debt  due  to  him  by  John  Gathin3  ap  Oliver  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  the  son  of  the  latter  in  Oxford.  "Lewys  Evans* 
owes  me  in  mony  lent  to  his  wyfe,  Twentye  Shillinges."

THE  PLACE  WHERE  THE   FIRST    WELSH 
TESTAMENT  WAS  TRANSLATED. 

BY  REV.  ELIAS   OWEN,  M.A. 


THE  place  where  any  great  event  occurred  is  ever 
associated  with  that  event.  There  may  be  no  real 
connection  between  the  place  and  the  occurrence,  but 
still  the  mind  fondly  joins  both  together.  Natural 
scenery  may  or  may  not  affect  the  mind ;  if  it  did  so, 
mountainous  countries  should  produce  descriptive 
poets ;  and  where  a  poet  is  born  amidst  nature's 
beauties,  the  place  of  his  birth  might  with  reason  be 
visited  as  the  spot  that  produced  a  man  who  could  see, 
appreciate,  and  convey  to  others  the  impressions  which 
scenery  depicted  upon  his  own  mind.  But  when  the 
great  work  accomplished  is  merely  translating  a  book, 
great  though  that  book  may  be  in  its  ultimate  in- 
fluence upon  the  character  of  the  people  to  whom  it  is 
presented  in  their  own  tongue,  we  cannot  say  that  the 
place  where  it  was  translated  had  anything  to  do 
with  the  work  itself.  A  feeling  of  this  kind  takes 
possession  of  my  mind  when  I  sit  down  and  dot  a 
few  lines  on  paper  descriptive  of  the  place  where  the 
first  Welsh  Testament  was  translated.  Perhaps,  some 
one  reading  these  remarks  will  say  that  I  need  not 
make  any  preface  at  all ;  that  the  perusal  of  my  remarks 
on  such  a  subject  cannot  fail  to  give  instruction.  Be 
it  so,  then. 

It  is  now  a  dozen  years  ago  since  I  made  a  visit 
to  the  cottage  where  William  Salesbury  translated  the 
New  Testament  into  Welsh.  My  official  work  takes  me 
annually  to  the  village  of  Llansannan,  which  is  about 
nine  miles  from  Denbigh,  in  the  very  recesses  of  the 
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mountains.  The  journey  to  this  mountain  village  in 
these  days  of  comparatively  good  roads  is  no  trifling 
undertaking,  but  300  years  ago  it  was  a  formidable 
undertaking,  for  then  the  roads  were  trackways  to  be 
traversed  on  foot  or  by  horses.  At  present  the  village 
is  rural  indeed  and  secluded,  but  then  it  was  cut  off 
from  intercourse  with  the  world  to  such  a  degree  that 
the  arrival  of  a  single  stranger,  we  could  easily  imagine, 
was  an  event  of  much  gossip.  The  village  can  be 
reached  from  Llanfairtalhaiarn,  which  is  about  five 
miles  from  Abergele  ;  but  this  means  of  access  involves 
a  climb  over  a  steep  hill  of  about  two  miles  in  length. 
It  wrill  be  seen,  from  what  I  have  now  said,  how  very 
secluded  Llansannan  is.  It  was  about  two  miles  from 
this  village  that  the  Welsh  Testament  was  first  trans- 
lated. 

Upon  expressing  a  desire  to  see  the  place  where 
Salesbury  had  laboured  for  years,  cut  off  from  inter- 
course with  the  world,  in  the  arduous  work  of  trans- 
lating the  Welsh  Testament,  the  worthy  vicar  of  the 
parish,  the  Rev.  J.  Pugh,  kindly  offered  me  the  use 
of  his  horse,  to  carry  me  to  the  spot,  and,  in  com- 
pany with  an  intelligent  young  lad,  who  lived  in 
the  house  close  to  that  once  occupied  by  Salesbury, 
I  proceeded  towards  Cae  Du.  The  journey  from 
Llansannan  to  Cae  Du  would  be  pleasant  enough 
in  summer,  but  in  winter  it  would  not  be  pleasant 
travelling.  The  road  is  fairly  good  and  the  scenery 
glorious.  Distant  hills  appear  one  beyond  the  other, 
all  bare  and  dreary  ;  but  as  we  proceed  we  approach 
the  uncultivated  mountains.  But  ere  we  come  to  the 
hills  we  have  reached  Cae  Du,  the  farmhouse  where 
Salesbury  accomplished  the  great  work  of  his  life. 
Just  below  the  house  there  is  a  ravine  or  nant ;  the 
opposite  side  of  the  hill  is  cultivated,  and  mountain 
farms  are  visible  along  its  sides.  It  would  be  difficult 
to  imagine  a  more  solitary  homestead  than  was  Cae  Du 
in  the  sixteenth  century. 

When  I  visited  Cae  Du,  some  twelve  years   ago, 
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Salesbury's  house  was  in  ruins.  It  had  been  occupied 
from  his  days  to  within  a  few  years  previously  to  my 
visit.  A  new  farmhouse  had  been  erected  in  its  place, 
and  it  was  allowed  to  fall  to  pieces.  The  walls  of  the 
old  house  could  be  traced,  and  its  internal  floor  arrange- 
ments could  be  seen.  It  was  an  oblong  building, 
37  feet  long  by  1 8  feet  broad.  This  much  I  could  myself 
make  out ;  but  I  am  indebted  to  my  young  companion, 
T.  D.  Thomas,  whose  father  occupied  Cae  Du,  for  the 
following  particulars  respecting  this  famous  old  house. 

The  house  consisted  of  three  rooms  on  the  floor — 
the  kitchen,  into  which  the  door  opened ;  a  chamber 
opposite  the  fire  in  the  kitchen,  with  a  room,  or  a  loft, 
above,  which  loft  was  reached  by  a  movable  ladder ; 
and  a  room  beyond,  or  behind,  the  fireplace.  The 
dimensions  in  breadth  of  these  rooms  were  —  the 
chamber  opposite  the  fireplace,  or,  as  it  was  called, 
"  scamber  isaf ",  8  feet ;  the  kitchen,  14  feet ;  the  room 
between  the  fireplace  and  the  outer  wall,  6  feet.  All 
the  rooms  extended  from  wall  to  wall,  and  were 
separated  from  each  other  by  walls. 

A  rather  strange  feature  in  this  house  was  the  room 
behind  the  fireplace.  Latterly,  a  part  of  this  room 
formed  the  dairy,  and  I  think  the  other  part  was  a 
bedroom.  Generally,  the  fireplaces  are  built  into  the 
gable  wall,  but  in  this  instance  such  was  not  the  case. 

But  the  most  important  feature  of  all  in  this  old 
house  was  its  fireplace  and  its  secret  room,  ingress  to 
which  was  through  the  chimney.  The  fireplace  was 
broad,  about  2-^  yards  across  ;  in  the  fireplace  there  was 
a  small  recess,  so  secretly  formed  that  it  could  not  be 
discovered  by  any  stranger.  Just  above  this  recess 
there  was  a  projecting  stone,  and  a  short  distance  above 
the  stone  there  was  a  strong  peg  driven  into  the  wall. 
The  stone  and  the  peg  formed  the  steps  which  led  to 
the  secret  chamber.  The  foot  was  placed  on  the  pro- 
jecting stone  and  the  hand  on  the  peg,  and  through  a 
narrow  opening  in  the  chimney  the  secret  chamber  was 
reached.  The  breadth  of  the  chimney  was  such  in  all 
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old  buildings  that  no  one  would  suspect  the  existence 
of  a  small  room  in  the  chimney  of  Cae  Du ;  but 
Salesbury  had  utilised  the  space  in  the  wall  to  form  a 
small  room,  into  which  he  could  retire  and  hide  himself, 
or  where  he  could  stow  away  anything  of  value  which 
he  wished  to  be  kept  from  the  gaze  of  the  inquisitive. 

The  person  from  whom  the  description  of  the  small 
room  in  the  chimney  was  derived,  stated  that  it  was  so 
small  that  a  man  could  not  stand  erect  in  it ;  and  he 
gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  Salesbury  wrote  his  New 
Testament  in  the  small  chamber  behind  the  fireplace, 
which  was  itself  a  kind  of  secret  chamber  ;  and  that  in 
case  of  danger  he  could,  if  necessary,  hide  himself  and 
his  translation  in  the  small  chimney-room  ;  and  in  this 
way  my  informant  accounted  for  the  existence  of  the 
secret  chamber. 

Such  is  the  description  of  the  house  where  tradition 
says  that  Salesbury  translated  the  Welsh  Testament. 
It  was  published  in  1567,  and  it  was  very  probable 
that  he  was  engaged  at  the  work  for  many  years  ;  and 
if  he  commenced  the  undertaking  in  Queen  Mary's  time, 
we  can  understand  all  the  precautions  taken  by  Sales- 
bury  to  escape  detection. 

Tradition  also  says  that  Cae  Du  was  Salesbury 's  free- 
hold property. 

If  people  could  only  foresee  coming  events,  this  old 
house  would  have  been  preserved  intact,  and  a  fortune 
or  two  would  have  been  made  by  allowing  visitors,  for 
a  consideration,  to  ascend  the  chimney  and  thrust 
themselves  into  Salesbury's  secret  chamber ;  but  ordi- 
nary people  cannot  tell  what  is  coming,  and  so  they 
allow  buildings  of  historic  value  to  crumble  into  dust, 
and  this  is  why  Salesbury's  house  has  been  allowed  to 
decay  ;  and  probably  even  the  very  foundation  stones 
of  this  ancient  and  interesting  edifice,  which  were  in 
existence  a  dozen  years  ago,  have  been  carted  away,  and 
probably  all  that  now  remains  of  the  spot  where  the 
Welsh  Testament  was  translated  is  a  name  and  a  tradition.

CHAPTER  IX. — ARCHAEOLOGICAL. 

Stone  Circles. — The  prehistoric  remains  to  be  found  in 
this  parish,  though  not  numerous,  are  of  very  con- 
siderable interest.  The  most  important  monuments  of 
remote  ages  are  the  stone  circles,  three  in  number,  on 
the  summit  of  Newydd  Fynyddog,  a  high  mountain 
standing  out  boldly  near  the  centre  of  the  parish. 
They  lie  almost  in  a  direct  line  from  south-west  by 
west  to  north-east  by  east.  Views  are  here  given  of 
the  three. 

On  the  most  elevated  part  of  the  mountain  stands 
the  smallest  but  the  most  perfect  of  the  three.  It  is 
28  or  29  feet  in  diameter  and  94  feet  in  circumference, 
and  now  consists  of  fourteen  large  oblong  boulders 
horizontally  laid  on  their  broadest  sides,  and  with  only 
narrow  spaces  between  each  ;  but  there  are  two  larger 
gaps,  from  which  stones  similar  to  the  others  appear  to 
have  been  removed.  Inside  the  enclosure  formed  by 
this  compact  circle  there  are  still  remaining  several 
cartloads  of  stones  of  various  sizes,  mostly  flat  slabs, 
and  a  great  number  are  said  to  have  been  carted  away 
for  building  purposes.  The  ground  in  the  centre  is 
much  depressed,  indicating,  it  would  appear,  that  it 
originally  contained  a  cistfaen  or  grave.  Indeed, 
Mynyddog,  the  poet,  is  said  to  have  made  excavations 
here  some  thirty  years  ago,  and  to  have  discovered 
such  a  cistfaen,  which  contained  some  bones,  dust,  and 
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other  relics.  Unfortunately,  he  left  no  proper  record 
of  what  he  found,  and  it  is  now  impossible  to  state 
accurately  the  nature  of  his  discoveries.  This  circle  is 
marked  "  Carnedd"  on  the  Ordnance  Map,  but  is  popu-. 
larly  called  "  Tr  Allor"  (the  Altar). 

From  three  to  four  hundred  yards  to  the  east  of  this 
lies  a  much  larger  circle  of  eight  stones  of  much  greater 
size,  weighing  from  two  to  four  tons,  vertically  placed 
and  partly  buried  in  the  soil.  Several  others  appear 
to  have  been  removed.  This  circle  stands  on  a  level 
plateau,  and  is  78  feet  across  and  77  yards  in  circum- 
ference. On  the  Ordnance  Map  it  is  marked  "  Cerrig 
Caerau". 

On  the  same  level  space,  at  a  distance  of  about  120 
yards  north-eastward,  stands  a  third  circle,  covering  a 
large  area,  but  less  perfect  than  either  of  those  already 
named.  It  now  consists  of  only  five  stones,  and  those 
much  smaller  in  size  than  those  of  the  other  circles.  It 
is  evident,  however,  that  several  stones  have  been  re- 
moved which  once  formed  parts  of  this  circle.  An 
isolated  stone,  similar  in  character  and  size  to  the  others, 
stands  at  a  distance  of  about  16  yards  to  the  east  of 
the  circle.  The  dimensions  of  this  circle  are  about  27 
yards  in  diameter  and  84  yards  in  circumference.  It 
is  marked  on  the  Ordnance  Map  "Lied  Croen  yr  Ych" 
("  the  Width  of  the  Skin  of  the  Ox"),  there  being  con- 
nected with  it  a  tradition  of  which  there  are  various 
versions,  but  the  most  prevalent  form  of  it  is  that  once 
upon  a  time  two  "  ychain  bannawg"  (long-horned  oxen) 
were  separated,  one  being  placed  on  the  top  of  this 
mountain  and  the  other  on  the  top  of  the  hill  between 
Llanbrynmair  and  Cernmes ;  that  the  two  bellowed  to 
each  other  until  both  died  of  grief  because  of  their 
separation,  and  that  the  one  which  died  here  was 
skinned  and  his  skin  spread  out  over  the  spot  where 
he  was  buried,  this  circle  of  stones  being  set  up  to  mark 
its  dimensions. 

With  regard  to  the  origin  and  purpose  of  these  and 
similar  stone  circles,  a  good  deal  of  mystery  yet  re- 
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mains,  and  it  is  perhaps  too  soon  to  pronounce  judg- 
ment definitively  in  favour  of  any  particular  theory. 
They  occur  in  considerable  numbers,  not  only  in  various 
parts  of  Britain,  particularly  in  Scotland,  but  also  in 
Scandinavia  and  other  parts  of  Continental  Europe. 
To  those  existing  in  Britain  a  Druidical  origin  has 
been  very  commonly  assigned,  but  this,  it  seems,  is  a 
comparatively  modern  theory,  and  has  now  been  pretty 

Generally  abandoned.  Its  inventor  is  said  to  have  been 
ohn  Aubrey,  who  lived  about  the  close  of  the  seven- 
teenth century.  In  a  letter  written  to  him  in  1692,1 
Professor  Garden,  of  Aberdeen,  says  :  "  Albeit  from  the 
general  tradition  that  these  monuments  were  places  of 
Pagan  worship,  and  from  the  historical  knowledge  we 
have  that  the  superstition  of  the  Druids  did  take  place 
in  Britain,  we  may  rationally  collect  that  these  monu- 
ments have  been  temples  of  the  Druids,  yet  I  have 
found  nothing  hitherto  either  in  the  names  of  these 
monuments,  or  the  tradition  that  goes  about  them, 
which  doth  particularly  relate  to  the  Druids  or  point 
them  out."  It  is  clear  from  this  that  in  the  end  of  the 
seventeenth  century  there  was  no  tradition  among  the 
people  connecting  them  with  the  Druids.  They  were 
simply  regarded  as  places  of  pagan  worship.  "  The 
convenient  terms  of  Druid  temples  and  altars 
long  supplied  a  ready  resource  in  the  absence  of  all 
knowledge  of  the  origin  or  use  of  the  megalithic  circle 
and  cromlech.  But  the  latter  has  at  length  been 
restored  to  its  true  character  as  a  sepulchral  monument 
by  the  very  simple  process  of  substituting  investigation 
for  theory  ;  and,  guided  by  indications  recovered  in  the 
course  of  similar  research,  some  intelligent  observers 
have  been  tempted  to  ascribe  a  sepulchral  origin  to  the 
stone  circle  also.  In  some  cases  the  inference  is  well 
founded,  but  as  a  theory  of  general  application  it  is 
unsustained,  either  by  evidence  or  probability."2  Dr.

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Anderson,  indeed,  in  his  able  work  already  referred  to, 
rather  strongly  maintains  that,  "  taking  them  at  their 
own  testimony,  the  only  evidence  they  yield  amounts 
to  this,  that  they  are  the  funeral  marks  of  our  Pagan 
predecessors  of  the  Age  of  Bronze."1  In  opposition  to 
this  theory  of  their  exclusive  origin  as  sepulchral 
monuments,  another  able  antiquary,  Dr.  Wilson  (whom 
we  have  already  quoted),  remarks  that  although  "  in- 
vestigations made  within  the  areas  of  Scottish  circles 
disclose  abundant  proofs  of  their  selection  at  some 
period  as  places  of  sepulture ;  the  inference  that  this 
was  their  primary  purpose  is  very  imperfectly  sustained 
by  such  evidence.  No  central  cist  or  catacomb,  as  in 
the  encircled  tumulus  or  buried  cromlech,  shows  the 
subordination  of  the  rnegalithic  group  to  some  royal 
mausoleum  or  cemetery  of  the  tribe.  A  people  indi- 
cated by  the  primitive  arts  a  nd  sepulchral  rites  of  early 
British  graves  would  naturally  select  such  spots  for 
interment.  .  .  .  The  Red  Indians  of  America  .... 
constantly  inter  their  dead  in  the  ancient  mounds  or 
alongside  of  any  standing  stone  or  prominent  landmark, 
and  thus  appropriate  memorials  which  originally  bore 
no  sepulchral  significance.  The  cists  and  urns,  there- 
fore, found  within  the  megalithic  circles,  may  rather  be 
assumed  to  mark  a  stage  subsequent  to  that  of  their 
erection,  and  the  practice  of  the  rites  to  which  they 
were  set  apart."2  Further  on,  the  same  writer  remarks  : 
"  The  common  Gaelic  phrase,  '  Am  bheil  thu  dol  d'ou 
chlachan  T  ('  Are  you  going  to  the  stones  ?'),  by  which 
the  Scottish  Highlander  still  inquires  of  a  neighbour  if  he 
is  bound  for  church,  seems  in  itself  no  doubtful  tradition 
of  worship  within  the  megalithic  ring."3  And  again  : 
"  The  latest,  if  not  the  only  unquestionable  evidence  we 
possess  of  the  use  of  the  stone  circle,  is  not  as  religious 
temples,  but  as  courts  of  law  and  battle-rings,  wherein 
the  duel  or  judicial  combat  was  fought ;  though  this

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doubtless  had  its  origin  in  the  invariable  union  of  the 
priestly  and  judicial  offices  in  a  primitive  state  of 
society."1 

The  above  remarks,  though  made  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  stone  circles  of  Scotland,  will  equally  apply 
to   those  of  Wales.     The  uniformity  is  certainly  not 
sufficiently  marked  to  prove  either  a  common  origin  or 
a  common  purpose  for  all  of  these  monuments  of  a 
remote  past,  and  we  shall  probably  be  near  the  truth 
in  concluding  that  some  were  sepulchral  monuments, 
while  others  were  primarily,  at  least,  places  of  worship, 
though  they  may  have  become  subsequently  courts  of 
law  and  places  of  interment.     To  the  former  class  be- 
longs the  smaller  of  the  three   Llanbrynmair  circles, 
above  described,  and  popularly  called  Yr  Allor,  while 
the  two  others  may  be  placed  in  the  latter  category. 
Possibly  excavations  scientifically  made  in  these  latter 
might  at  once  determine  their  character  and  purpose. 
It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  point  out  that  from  the 
earliest  times  sacred  enclosures   appear  to  have   been 
made  in  the  form  of  a  circle.     Our  oldest  churchyards 
are  circular,  and  it  may  be  worthy  of  mention  that  the 
old  Scottish  term  eccle,  for  "  church",  is   pronounced 
echel,  which  is  Welsh  for  axle  or  cylinder. 

Tumuli. — There  are  two  tumuli  marked  on  the 
Ordnance  Map ;  one  on  Ffridd  Pwllywarthol,  near 
the  banks  of  Afon  Gam,  or  Nantyreira,*  and  another 
close  to  the  hamlet  of  Tafolwern. 

The  first-named  tumulus,  or  rather  carnedd,h&s  given 
its  name  to  several  places,  such  as  Esgair  garnedd  (the 
little  hill  on  which  it  stands),  and  the  two  farms  called 
Cwmcarnedd.  Tradition  says  that  this  marks  the  grave 
of  a  noted  robber  named  Owain,  who  lived  near 
Tafolwern,  and  who  was  a  terror  to  the  whole  country  ; 
that  on  the  occasion  of  one  of  his  foraging  expeditions 
on  the  hills  above  Cwmcarnedd  a  number  of  farmers 
joined  together,  and,  with  a  large  number  of  men

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armed  with  pikles,  reaping  hooks,  and  other  weapons, 
came  up  with  him  at  a  place  called  Rhyd  Owen, 
where  they  attacked  him,  and  compelled  him  to  seek 
safety  in  flight  ;  that  they  pressed  him  very  hard  until 
one  of  his  stirrups  broke,  and  he  was  captured  at  a  place 
called,  from  that  circumstance,  Pwll  y  warthol  (the 
stirrup-bog)  ;  that  they  slew  him  there  and  then,  and 
buried  him  on  this  little  hillock,  where  they  raised  a 
carnedd  to  mark  the  spot.  Traces  of  an  old  dyke  may 
be  found  near  it,  running  in  a  north-easterly  direction 
towards  Llanllugan. 

Many  years  ago  a  stone  hammer  or  celt  was  dug  up 
in  a  field  on  Gellidywyll  farm  and  sent  up  to  London. 
It  is  supposed  to  have  been  placed  in  the  British 
Museum. 

Y  Garreg  Ddiddos. — On  the  brow  of  the  hill  above 
Diosg,  and  a  prominent  object  from  the  railway,  there 
is  a  large  overhanging  shelf  of  rock  called  Y  Garreg 
Ddiddos  ("  the  stone  of  covering,  or  shelter"),  associated 
with  which  is  a  tradition  that  it  was  used  in  the  olden 
time  as  a  place  of  worship.  The  common  form  of  the 
tradition  is  that  it  was  so  used  by  the  early  Noncon- 
formists to  avoid  their  persecutors ;  but  the  remarkable 
conspicuousness  of  the  spot  from  the  valley  below 
throws  considerable  doubt  upon  this.  It  is  not  unlikely, 
however,  that  at  a  very  remote  period  it  may  have  been 
selected  and  used  for  religious  rites  of  some  kind  or 
other. 

Carrey  -y  -big. — On  the  south-western  slope  of 
Newydd  Fynyddog  stands  a  little  cottage  called 
Carreg-y-big  ("the  stone  of  bickering").  The  name 
denotes  a  spot  where  formerly  stood  a  stone  upon  which 
the  tribal  chieftain  sat  to  determine  quarrels  and  dis- 
putes between  neighbours.  Its  proximity  to  the  circles 
already  referred  to  should  not  be  lost  sight  of.  The 
stone  itself  cannot  now  be  identified,  and  probably  it 
has  long  ago  been  broken  up  or  used  for  building  pur- 
poses. 

Roman  Road. — The  .Roman  road  from  Caersws  to 
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Machynlleth  (the  Roman  Maglona)  passed  through  the 
eastern  parts  of  this  parish.  At  Carno  it  is  to  be  seen 
very  plainly  on  the  side  of  the  main  road,  about  150 
yards  on  the  Machynlleth  side  of  the  village.  Thence 
it  passed  by  Sarn  ("  a  causeway"),  and  for  some  dis- 
tance nearly  parallel  with  the  railway,  then  turning  up 
between  Ystrad  fawr  and  Ystradfach  (names  which 
indicate  the  proximity  of  a  strata)  to  Tirannon,  over 
Sarn  Gerrig  to  Dylife,  and  along  the  skirts  of  Moel 
Fadian  by  the  Forge  to  Machynlleth. 

Tafolwern  Castle. — The  little  hamlet  of  Tafolwern 
(formerly  called  Walwern)  was  the  site  of  a  castle,  the 
favourite  residence  of  the  prince-poet,  Owain  Cyfeiliog, 
and  whose  friend  and  contemporary,  the  poet  Cynddelw, 
is  said  to  have  lived  at  the  neighbouring  farmhouse, 
Pentre-mawr,  formerly  called  Pentre  Cynddelw  : 

"  Y  Walwern  wiw  a'r  heol  wych, 
A'r  castell  eurog  costwych." 

"  The  costly  gilded  castle"  was  probably  built  chiefly 
of  wood,  for  not  a  trace  of  it  remains.  Whether  it 
stood  on  the  partly  artificial  mound  called  Tomen 
Tafohvern,  or,  as  some  say,  where  the  mill-house  now 
stands,  is  uncertain.  Near  the  latter  are  two  yew 
trees,  the  descendants,  perhaps,  of  others  which  may 
have  formerly  grown  there.  The  castle  was  destroyed 
by  Hywel  ab  leuaf  of  Arwystli,  in  the  year  1161,  to 
the  intense  grief  of  its  owner,  Owain  Cyfeiliog,  who 
subsequently  rebuilt  it,  and,  as  Powel  says,  "fortified 
it  stronglie';. 

Old  Roads. — The  present  main  road  to  Machynlleth 
by  Talerddig  and  the  Wynnstay  Arms  was  opened 
for  traffic  about  1821.  Previously,  the  chief  road  for 
through  traffic  went  from  Talerddig  over  Bwlch 
Cerhynt,  down  through  the  hamlet  of  Bont,  past 
Dolgadfan,  and  over  Bwlch-glyn-mynydd.  There  were, 
of  course,  many  other  less  important  roads,  portions  of 
which  are  still  used,  or  may  be  seen  here  and  there,  but 
which  have  now  been  for  the  most  part  superseded  by 

r  2 
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roads  better  suited  to  modern  requirements.  Among 
them  there  was,  it  is  said,  a  paved  footway,  made  by 
the  old  proprietors  of  Rhiwsaeson  for  their  own  use 
from  their  mansion  to  the  parish  church,  traces  of  which 
may  yet  be  seen.  It  passed  from  Rhiwsaeson  by  Caedu, 
Pencaedu,  along  the  old  trackway  past  Dafarn  newydd, 
and  thence  by  Bryncoch  Smithy  and  Penygeulan  to  the 
village. 


CHAPTER  X. — NATURAL  HISTORY. 

For  the  following  Notes  on  the  GEOLOGY  and  BOTANY 
of  Llanbrynmair  we  are  indebted  to  G.  J.  Williams, 
Esq.,  F.G.S.,  of  Blaenau  Festiniog. 

Geology. — The  geology  of  Llanbrynmair,  in  common 
with  the  Mid- Wales  district  generally,  seems  to  have 
received  but  little  attention  until  recently.  The  late 
Mr.  Walter  Keeping,  M.A.,  F.G.S.,  however,  did  much 
to  unravel  the  difficulties  and  add  to  our  geological 
knowledge  concerning  the  rocks  of  Mid- Wales  and  their 
fossil  contents.  The  results  of  his  labours  were  read 
before  the  Geological  Society  of  London  in  1880.1 

A  section  of  the  rocks  of  Llanbrynmair  in  descending 
order  shows — 

1.  The  Denbighshire  grits — a  series  of  grits  and  grey- 
wacke    (a  rock   composed  of  rounded  or    subangular 
grains  of  quartz,  felspar,  slate,  etc.,  cemented  together 
by  a  siliceous  or  argillaceous  paste).     These  grits  are 
well  seen  in  the  bed  of  the  Tarannon  river,  on  the  moun- 
tain top,  and  in  it  occur  numerous  Encrinite  rings, 
small  fragments  of  Orthoceras  and  other  fossils.     These 
grits  pass  down  without  a  break  to 

2.  The  Tarannon  shales,  which  have  derived  their 
names  from  the  Tarannon  mountain.     They  consist  of 
pale  blue,  green,  red,  and  purple  shales,  with  bands  of

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green  grits.  Nothing  beyond  obscure  fragments  of 
Graptolites  has  been  discovered  in  these  beds  hitherto, 
It  is  not,  however,  improbable  that  careful  working 
would  be  repaid  by  the  finding  of  better  specimens,  as 
has  been  the  case  with  Prof.  Lapworth  of  Birmingham, 
in  rocks  of  the  same  horizon  at  Con  way.  This  series, 
again,  quite  conformably  rests  upon 

3.  The  metalliferous  group  (Llandovery  beds),  a 
lower  series  of  grits,  greywacke,  and  dark  slates,  with 
nodules  of  "  cone  in  cone"  structure.  The  grits  contain 
numerous  worm-like  markings,  raised  upon  the  under 
surface  of  the  beds.  They  pass  downwards  into  the 
metalliferous  slates,  which  are  fully  developed  in  the 
Pennant  Valley,  and  in  which  the  rich  lead  veins  occur. 
The  following  fossils  have  been  recorded  from  the 
metalliferous  slates  of  Llanbrynmair  by  Mr.  Keeping  : —

We  have  found  all  of  these  on  the  east  side  of  Ffrwd 
fawr  Pennant,  and  some  of  them  also  occur  above 
Wern. 

Bearing  in  mind  the  law  of  distribution  of  sediment- 
ary matter  by  water,  the  conditions  under  which  the 
rocks  of  the  parish  were  formed  is  evident.  The  metal- 
liferous slates  were  formed  of  fine  mud  and  clay 
deposited  out  at  sea.  There  was  then  a  slow  elevation, 
as  indicated  by  the  gradual  passage  into  grits  and 
greywacke,  which  were  the  sands  and  shore  deposits  of 
these  old  Palaeozoic  seas  along  the  shores,  of  which  at 
ebb  the  worms — "  nameless  worms",  of  which 

"  Whole  generations  lived  and  died  ere  man, 
A  worm  of  other  class,  to  crawl  began" — 
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worked  their  way,  and  left  their  prints  behind.  There 
was  then  another  period  of  subsidence,  when  the  ex- 
tremely fine  mud  of  which  the  Tarannon  shales  are  com- 
posed was  carried  out  to  deep  waters.  Again  we  have  a 
period  of  elevation,  and  another  shore  deposit,  as  shown 
by  the  Denbighshire  grits ;  and  the  fragmentary  cha- 
racter of  the  fossils  found  therein  is  a  proof  of  the 
destructive  action  of  the  waves  upon  the  shore.  Owing 
to  the  thinning  out  of  these  grits  to  the  east  and  north, 
and  their  final  dying  away,  the  sand  passing  into  mud, 
before  we  come  to  Montgomery  and  Welshpool,  Sir 
Andrew  Ramsay  believes  them  to  have  been  derived  in 
some  degree  at  least  from  the  destruction  of  the  fels- 
pathic  lavas  and  ashes  of  the  land  then  existing  between 
Con  way  and  Cader  Idris.1 

Then  as  to  the  contours  of  the  surface.  Few,  if  any, 
of  these  in  the  parish  of  Llanbrynmair  seem  to  be  due 
to  volcanic  action,  which  has  done  so  much  to  shape 
out  some  portions  of  the  country.  We  find,  however, 
that  although  the  general  dip  of  the  rocks  is  eastward, 
there  have  been  violent  disturbances  of  the  crust,  so 
that  in  some  cases  the  strata  are  well-nigh  vertical,  while 
some  of  the  best  examples  conceivable  of  synclinal  and 
anticlinal  curves  are  visible  in  this  parish,  as,  for  in- 
stance, the  "  Natural  Arch"  close  to  the  railway,  near 
Talerddig  cutting  (of  which  an  illustration  is  supplied), 
which  has  the  appearance  of  a  regularly  built  blind 
arch  of  large  squarish  stories,  but  is  in  reality  a  highly 
symmetrical  anticlinal  curve,  the  masonry-like  portion 
being  a  strong  band  of  grit  at  the  top  of  the  metal- 
liferous group,  which  has  resisted  denudation. 

The  present  form  of  the  surface  has  been  brought 
about  by  denudation.  The  valleys,  almost  without  ex- 
ception, have  been  scooped  out  of  a  plateau  by  the 
streams  which  now  flow  along  them.  Owing  to  the 
soft  and  shaly  nature  of  the  rocks  through  which  the 
streams  cut  their  beds,  the  sides  are  worn  back  by

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denudation  at  a  quicker  rate  than  the  scooping  of  the 
bed  ;  the  debris,  on  falling  to  the  bed  of  the  stream,  is 
carried  away,  and  the  sides  assume  a  very  low  angle  of 
a  broad  V-shape,  while  the  hills  of  necessity  are  the 
reverse  of  this  (A),  so  it  is  evident  that  the  rivers  while 
cutting  out  their  valleys  produce  at  the  same  time  the 
intervening  hills. 

Nant  yr  Ysgolion  is  an  exception,  and  the  stream  cuts 
a  valley  of  the  long  U -shape,  because  the  rocks  dip 
towards  the  east  and  the  stream  flows  from  east  to  west. 
The  rock  here  too  is  somewhat  hard,  and  is  cut  up  by 
joints  into  vertical  pencils,  so  that  when  the  sides  are 
being  undermined  those  portions  directly  above  them 
fall  to  the  bed  of  the  stream,  thus  leaving  high,  almost 
vertical,  rocks  on  each  side.  Here,  on  a  small  scale,  and 
still  better  at  Ffrwd  fawr  y  Pennant,  we  have  the 
characteristic  structure  of  waterfalls — a  miniature 
Niagara.  In  the  upper  part  are  the  hard  beds  of  grit, 
below  which  are  the  less  durable  shaly  slates,  which 
are  undermined  and  removed  at  a  quicker  rate  than  the 
overhanging  grits,  which,  however,  are  gradually  being 
worn  away,  and  the  waterfall  is  thus  imperceptibly, 
but  none  the  less  surely,  retreating,  and  still  retaining 
its  waterfall  character. 

Botany. — There  is  not,  so  far  as  I  know,  anything 
that  specially  distinguishes  the  parish  as  regards  its 
botany  from  other  localities  of  about  the  same  horizon 
(700  to  about  1,400  ft.).  A  somewhat  rare  plant  in  a 
wild  state  in  these  parts  grows  luxuriantly  in  some  of 
the  fields  about  Bont,  viz.,  Solomon's  Seal  (Polygonatum 
multiflorum).  In  the  neighbourhood  of  Nant  Ysgolion, 
among  others,  we  noticed  the  following  plants  : 

Lousewort  (Pedicularis  palustris\  pink  and  white. 

Eyebright  (Euphrasia  officinalis). 

Bog  asphodel  (Narthecium  ossifragum). 

Water  avens  (Geum  rivale). 

Milkwort  (Polygala  vulgaris). 

Willow  herb  (Epilobium  angustifolium). 

Spearwort  (Ranunculus  lingua). 

Lesser  Spearwort  (Ranunculus  flammula). 
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The  Carnivorous  plants  :  Sundew  (Drosera  rotundifolia). 
Butter  wort  (Punguicula  vulgaris). 
Common  club  moss  (Lycopodium  clavatum). 
Savin-leaved       „     (  „          alpinum). 

Fir          „  „     (  „  selago). 

Selaginella  (Selaginella  selaginoides). 

Along  the  rocks  in  Nant  Ysgolion,  the  following  ferns, 
among  others: 

Hart's  tongue  (Scolopendrium  vulgar  e),  and  the  variety  lobatum, 
in  which  the  fronds  are  strap-shaped  below,  widening  in  the  upper 
part,  and  cut  into  two  or  more  lobes. 

The  common  Wall  spleenwort  (Asplenium  trichomanes)  and  the 
variety  Ramosum  (26th  Dec.  1885),  which  is  not  of  common  occurrence 
in  a  wild  state. 

Black  spleenwort  (Asplenium  adiantum  nigrum). 

The  Hard  fern  (Blechnum  boreale). 

The  Angular-leaved  prickly  fern  (Polystichum  angulare). 

There  is  here  a  good  locality  for  the  moss  collector. 
Among  the  mosses  we  observed  varieties  of  Polytri- 
chium,  Mnium,  Hypnum,  and  the  liverwort  (Marchi- 
antia  polymorphd). 

RARE  BIRDS  AND  ANIMALS. — Henry  Lester  Smith, 
Esq.,  of.  Brynllys,  has  kindly  supplied  us  with  the  fol- 
lowing notes  : — 

The  Solitary  Snipe  (Gallinago  Major}. — A  fine 
specimen  of  this  bird  was  shot  in  Cwmcarnedd  woods, 
during  the  winter  of  1877-78,  by  John  Beedle,  game- 
keeper. It  weighed  about  eight  ounces.  Gallinago 
major  is  about  the  size  of  a  woodcock,  which  it  much 
resembles,  but  is  of  a  lighter  colour,  has  the  whole  of 
the  under  parts  barred,  and  has  sixteen  feathers  in  the 
tail,  the  four  outer  ones  on  each  side  nearly  all  white — 
a  very  good  distinguishing  character. 

The  Raven  (Corvus  C-orax). — Ravens  have  been  in 
the  habit  of  nesting  every  spring  in  Blaenycwm  rocks, 
at  the  top  of  Cwmclegyrnant,  for  many  years,  and  it  is 
notable  that  they  are  the  most  early  breeding  bird  in 
the  parish.  Although  almost  every  individual  bird 
that  visits  these  rocks  falls  a  prey  to  the  gamekeeper's 
gun,  they  continue  to  make  regular  visits  here  for  the 
breeding  season. 
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A  pair  of  turtle-doves  (Turtur  columbd)  bred  in 
Coedcae  Wood,  in  the  summer  of  1887,  the  only  time 
this  bird  has  been  noticed  in  the  parish  by  observant 
inhabitants.  Buzzards  and  many  of  the  hawk  tribe 
are  quite  common,  Pennant  rocks  being  a  favourite 
resort.  Woodpeckers,  jays,  and  magpies,  too,  are 
general  in  the  parish,  and  an  occasional  kingfisher  may 
be  met  with.  Llanbrynmair  is  justly  celebrated  for  wild 
game  ;  no  less  than  500  brace  of  red  grouse  are  shot 
annually  in  the  parish,  from  Cwmcarnedd  to  Llyncoch- 
hwyad,  Tirannon  and  Ystrad  Hills,  Waen  Tyisa  and 
Coryn  y  ffridd,  being  favourite  haunts  of  this  game 
bird.  Black  game  is  rarely  seen  here,  though  an  occa- 
sional bird  migrates  from  Carno  hills.  Woodcocks  are 
plentiful  in  the  district ;  as  many  as  fifty  couple  have 
been  shot  in  one  season,  of  late  years ;  but  there  is  a 
general  impression  that  they  are  becoming  scarcer. 
Years  gone  by,  in  the  flint-lock  era,  they  were  caught 
in  numbers  on  the  hill-sides,  by  the  setting  of  horse- 
hair springes ;  they  must  have  been  plentiful  in  those 
days,  and,  though  it  is  becoming  a  lost  art,  I  fancy  the 
pristine  method  would  meet  with  little  success  now. 

The  laen  and  Clegyrnant  rivers  are  much  resorted 
to  in  the  months  of  May,  June,  July,  and  August  for 
trout-fishing  ;  the  fish  are  small  in  size,  but  plentiful. 
The  Twymyn  river  is  sterile,  and  has  been,  through  the 
working  of  lead  mines,  for  many  years,  though  there 
are  inhabitants  still  living  who  remember  it  a  good 
angling  stream.  Pike  and  perch  are  found  in  Llyn 
gwyddior,  and  this  comprises  the  whole  of  the  fishing 
in  the  parish.  Otters  are  frequently  seen  in  the  above 
streams,  but  their  breeding  quarters  are  probably  on 
the  river  Dovey. 

Foxes  are  abundant  in  the  fastnesses  of  Pennant 
rocks,  and  breed  annually  in  the  woods  adjacent  to  the 
Pennant  Valley.  In  the  winter  of  1887-8,  a  fine  couple 
of  badgers,  male  and  female,  with  a  litter  of  young, 
were  taken  on  Pentremawr  farm.  The  young  ones  were 
sent  to  Wynnstay,  but  the  old  male  parent  was 
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fastened  up  in  a  wainhouse  over-night.  In  the  morn- 
ing, however,  it  was  discovered  that  he  had  broken 
loose,  made  a  hole  in  the  door  and  escaped,  and  nothing 
was  seen  of  him  afterwards.  Badgers  are  plentiful  in 
Trefeglwys,  where  they  are  preserved,  and  probably 
those  caught  at  Pentremawr  had  migrated  from  that 
parish. 

I  am  informed  that  previously  to  this  the  last  badger 
caught  in  Llanbrynmair  was  killed  on  Cwmcarnedd  ucha 
farm  more  than  fifty  years  ago.  He  was  skinned  and 
his  skin  nailed  to  the  barn-wall,  where  it  remained  for 
over  twenty  years.  Payments  for  killing  polecats 
regularly  occur  in  the  Churchwardens'  Accounts  a 
hundred  years  ago. 

CHAPTER  XL — FOLK-LORE  AND  CUSTOMS. 

Many  of  the  old  customs  and  superstitions  which 
prevailed  in  former  days  are  now  quite  obsolete,  and 
others  are  "  ready  to  perish".  Some,  though  originally 
harmless,  and  even  beneficial,  had  become  associated 
with  scenes  of  revelry,  drunkenness,  and  immorality, 
and  were  therefore  strictly  prohibited  to  their  followers 
by  those  intensely  Puritan  Nonconformist  ministers, 
the  Revs.  Lewis  Rees,  Eichard  Tibbott,  and  John 
Roberts,  and  the  Methodists,  whose  influence  was  im- 
mense. Dancing,  harp-playing,  cock-fighting,  Sunday 
and  other  games  were  entirely  put  down,  and  few  re- 
main to  be  recorded  of  the  other  customs,  games,  and 
amusements  which  were  once  so  common  in  this 
parish. 

The  great  festival  of  the  year  was  the  Gwylmdbsant, 
Saint's  Festival,  or  Wakes.  This  was  held  about  St. 
Bartholomew's  Day,  the  latter  end  of  August.  It  was 
sometimes  called  Gwyl  y  Pwdin  (the  pudding  festival), 
because  the  farmers  supplied  the  poor  with  an  abund- 
ance of  milk  to  make  pudding  for  the  Sunday  when 
this  festival  commenced.  It  lasted  several  days,  during 
which  friends  and  relatives  from  all  parts  flocked  to 
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the  parish  to  make  merry,  and  the  time  was  spent  in 
feasting  and  rustic  sports,  which  often  ended  in 
drunkenness  and  fighting.  The  Wakes  were  put  down 
early  in  the  present  century. 

New  Year's  Day. — The  custom  of  going  about  at 
early  morn  on  New  Year's  Day  to  solicit  calenig  still 
exists,  but  is  now  almost  entirely  confined  to  children 
and  very  poor  persons.  These  go  in  twos  or  threes, 
repeating  at  each  house,  in  sing-song  tone, 

"  'Nghalenig  i'n  gyfan 
Ar  fore  dydd  Calan 

Blwyddyn  newydd  dda  i  chwi." 

("My  New  Year's  gift  I  solicit  on  New  Year's  morn — a 
happy  New  Year  to  you.") 

Shrove  Tuesday  (Dydd  Mawrth  Ynyd). — The  custom 
still  prevails  of  making  pancakes  on  this  day.  Some 
old  dames  show  wonderful  skill  in  throwing  or  tossing 
them  up  a  considerable  height  and  then  catching  them 
flat  in  the  pan.  There  is  an  old  couplet : 

"  Dydd  Mawrth  Ynyd 
Pancakes  bob  munyd." 

("A  pancake  every  minute  on  Shrove  Tuesday.") 

May  Carols. — Formerly,  singing  May  carols — "  canu 
dan  bared" — was  very  common.  The  Khyses  of  Peny- 
geulan  were  noted  for  this,  and  were,  I  believe,  the 
last  in  this  parish  who  practised  it.  Scraps  of  some 
of  Dafydd  Rhys's  carols  (which  do  not  appear  to  have 
been  committed  to  writing)  are  still  remembered. 
They  were  made  up  mostly  of  a  narrative  of  striking 
local  events  during  the  past  year,  with  some  pious 
reflections  or  exhortations,  and  occasionally  an  appro- 
priate couplet  or  two  cleverly  introduced,  specially 
applicable  to  each  family  whose  house  was  visited. 
Specimens  of  a  more  general  character  may  be  found 
in  the  "  Blodeugerdd "  and  other  collections  of 
eighteenth  century  poetry. 

All-Hallow  Eve. — The  customs  formerly  observed  on 
All-Hallow  Eve  are  rapidly  dying  out,  and  will  soon, 
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apparently,  become  things  of  the  past.  Bonfires  are 
no  longer  lighted,  and  it  is  rarely  now  that  other  games, 
such  as  dipping  for  apples  in  water,  or  the  eating  of 
"stwmp  naw  rhyw"  (a  mash  of  nine  different  in- 
gredients— potatoes,  turnips,  carrots,  etc.),  are  practised. 
This  mash  was  carefully  made  by  the  mistress  of  the 
house  for  supper,  and  she  placed  in  it  her  wedding-ring. 
The  young  person  who  was  fortunate  enough  to  find 
this  ring  would  be  the  first  to  marry,  it  was  said. 

Christmas. — It  used  to  be  a  general  custom  to  make 
Cyflaith  on  Christmas  Eve.     This  was  a  kind  of  toffee, 
made  of  sugar  or    treacle,  butter,   and  spices.      The 
materials  were  jointly  supplied  by  a  number  of  persons, 
who  all  assembled  in  the  evening  at  the  house  where 
it  was  made  ;  and  while  some  were  busily  engaged  in 
making  the  Cyflaith,  the  others  entertained  the  com- 
pany with   stories  or  with  singing,  dancing,    or  other 
amusements.     This  was  often  kept  up    through    the 
night,  and  some   of  the  party  went  straight  to   the 
Plygan  (or  Ply  gain)  on  Christmas  morning.     Plygan 
("  the  crowing  of  the  cock")  was  an  early  Church  service, 
held  before  daylight  on  Christmas  Day.     The  church- 
bell  was  rung  from  five  to  six  o'clock,  at  which  latter 
hour  the  service  began.     After  the  reading  of  a  short 
selection  from  the  Prayer  Book  by  the  clergyman,  carol 
singing  began.     The  church  was  partially  lit  up  with 
tallow-candles  by  the  churchwardens,  whose  accounts 
contain   entries  of  payments   regularly  made  for  this 
purpose.     Carol   singers,   however,  supply  themselves 
with    their  own   home-made    rush   or   tallow-candles. 
Plygan  attained  its  highest  popularity  perhaps  about 
eighty   years    ago,    when    those    noted    carol-singers, 
Dafydd,  Thomas  and  Mary  Rhys,  attracted  crowds  to 
it.     It  is  still  occasionally  held,  but  is  now  a  very  quiet 
affair.     Cyflaith  is  still   made  on  Christmas  Eve,  but 
unaccompanied  by  the  rollicking  fun  of  former  days. 

Marriage  Customs. — There  is  one  peculiar  custom, 
called  Quintain,  still  observed  sometimes  in  connection 
with  weddings.  It  is  a  faint  survival  of  the  ancient 
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Gwyntyn  (literally,  the  Vane),  corrupted  in  English  into 
Quintain.  This  and  other  marriage  customs  are  thus 
described  by  the  Rev.  Peter  Roberts1: — "On  the  day  of 
the  ceremony,  the  nuptial  presents  having  previously 
been  made,  and  the  marriage  privately  celebrated  at 
an  early  hour,  the  signal  to  the  friends  of  the  bride- 
groom was  given  by  the  piper,  who  was  always  present 
on  these  occasions,  and  mounted  on  a  horse  trained  for 
the  purpose  ;  and  the  cavalcade,  being  all  mounted,  set 
off  at  full  speed,  with  the  piper  playing  in  the  midst  of 
them,  for  the  house  of  the  bride.  The  friends  of  the 
bride  in  the  meantime  raised  various  obstructions  to 
prevent  their  access  to  the  house  of  the  bride,  such  as 
ropes  of  straw  across  the  road,  blocking  up  the  regular 
one,  and  the  Gwyntyn,  consisting  of  an  upright  post,  on 
the  top  of  which  a  spar  turned  freely.  At  one  end  of  this 
spar  hung  a  sand-bag ;  the  other  presented  a  flat  side. 
The  rider,  in  passing,  struck  the  flat  side,  and  if  not 
dexterous  in  passing  was  overtaken  and  perhaps  dis- 
mounted by  the  sand-bag,  and  became  a  fair  object  of 
laughter.  The  Gwyntyn  was  also  guarded  by  the 
champions  of  the  other  party,  who,  if  it  was  passed 
successfully,  challenged  the  adventurers  to  a  trial  of 
skill  at  one  of  the  twenty-four  games,  a  challenge  which 
could  not  be  declined,  and  hence  to  guard  the  Gwyntyn 
was  a  service  of  high  adventure.  When  these  difficul- 
ties were  over,  or  the  bridegroom's  friends  had  antici- 
pated the  arrangement,  they  hasted  to  the  bride's  abode, 
and  if  the  door  was  shut  against  them,  assailed  it  and 
those  within  with  music  and  poetry,  particularly  the 
latter,  in  strains  of  raillery.  If  the  latter  could  not  be 
retorted  from  within,  the  door  was  opened,  and  by  a 
little  management  the  bridegroom's  friends  contrived 
to  draw  the  bride  out  of  the  company  and  bear  her 
off  as  in  triumph.  Her  friends,  at  a  convenient  time, 
discovered  her  flight  and  pursued,  and,  if  they  overtook 
the  other  party,  a  mock  encounter  took  place,  in  which 
the  pursuers  acknowledged  their  own  inferiority,  and

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the  bride  was  brought  safely  to  the  bridegroom's  house, 
and  the  whole  party  received  with  the  greatest  kind- 
ness and  welcome.  The  remainder  of  the  day  was 
passed  in  festivity.  Trials  of  skill  on  the  national 
games  first  took  place,  and,  after  these,  singing  to  the 
harp  and  dancing  prolonged  the  entertainment  to  a 
late  hour."  All  these  customs  formerly  prevailed,  it 
seems,  at  Llanbrynmair,  but  the  only  thing  that  now 
remains  is  that  on  the  return  of  a  wedding  party  from 
church  or  chapel,  children  draw  a  rope  across  their 
path,  and  their  further  progress  is  stopped  until  they 
give  a  small  gratuity  to  those  who  have  put  up  the 
Gwyntyn. 

A  story  of  a  lost  bride,  similar  to  the  well-known 
incident  recorded  in  the  "  Mistletoe  bough",  is  related 
in  connection  with  the  old  Rhiwsaeson  family. 

Funeral  Customs. — Formerly  a  gwylnos  (watch-night) 
was  universally  kept  at  the  house  where  a  body  lay  the 
night  before  the  funeral.  It  corresponded  very  nearly 
with  the  Irish  wake.  Now  a  number  of  sympathising 
neighbours  gather  together  and  sit  in  silence  with  the 
relatives  before  the  coffin,  and  sometimes  a  short 
religious  service  is  held,  consisting  of  reading  a  chapter 
of  the  Bible,  singing,  and  prayer.  Funerals  are  at- 
tended by  larger  numbers  of  persons  of  both  sexes  and 
all  ages,  dressed  in  their  Sunday  best,  without  much 
regard  to  colour.  Refreshments  are  in  most  cases  sup- 
plied. Formerly  there  was  what  was  called  a  shot  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  these,  namely,  a  subscription  by 
those  who  could  afford  to  give  anything  ;  but  this  has 
long  been  done  away  with.  There  is  usually  a  short 
religious  service  at  the  house  of  the  departed  before 
the  funeral  procession  starts,  consisting  of  reading, 
singing,  prayer,  and  sometimes  a  short  address.  Then 
the  nearest  male  relatives  raise  the  bier  (which  is  called 
codtr  corph).  These  are,  however,  immediately  relieved 
by  some  of  the  bystanders  ;  but,  on  their  arrival  at  the 
lich-gate,  it  is  their  duty  again  to  carry  the  bier  to  the 
church,  where  it  is  deposited  near  the  door,  and  all  the 
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relatives  sit  near  it  there.  When  the  service  in  church 
is  over,  the  nearest  male  relatives  again  carry  the  bier 
to  the  grave-side,  and  lower  the  coffin  into  the  grave. 
Until  very  recently  the  clergyman  was  paid  for  his 
services  by  an  "  offering",  which  sometimes  amounted 
to  several  pounds,  but  now  a  fee  is  paid  to  him  by  the 
deceased's  relatives  in  lieu  of  an  offering.  The  people 
remain  at  the  grave-side  until  it  has  been  filled  up,  and 
before  they  disperse  the  parish  clerk  receives  their 
offerings  for  himself  on  the  spade  or  on  a  neighbouring 
tombstone,  counts  the  money,  and  announces  the 
amount.  This  custom,  however,  is  now  also  fast  falling 
into  disuse,  the  relatives  preferring  to  pay  a  fee. 

Distributing  White  Bread. — When  a  person  slandered 
a  neighbour,  or  committed  some  other  offence  which 
was  deemed  to  require  a  public  apology,  he  was  called 
upon  to  distribute  white  bread  to  poor  persons  at  the 
lich-gate.  The  writer  remembers  an  instance  of  this 
forty  years  ago,  and  believes  it  has  been  done  once  or 
twice  since  then  ;  but  the  custom  has  now  become 
almost,  if  not  quite,  obsolete. 

Contributions  (Cymhorthau). — These  ancient  customs 
prevail  to  a  very  limited  extent  now  compared  with 
even  forty  or  fifty  years  ago.  They  are  now  chiefly 
confined  to  wedding  and  christening  presents,  and,  in 
the  case  of  the  very  poor,  burial  presents  ;  and  to 
ploughing  and  harvest  aids  or  "  bees".  Formerly  the 
gatherings  on  these  occasions  were  very  large,  and  even 
politically  important.  A  statute  of  26th  Henry  VIII 
enacted  that  "  no  person  or  persons  without  license  of 
the  said  commissioners  in  writing  shall  within  Wales  or 
the  Marches  of  the  same,  or  in  any  shires  adioyning  to 
the  same,  require,  procure,  gather,  or  leuie  anie  Com- 
morth,  Bidale  [Medel  ?],  tenants  ale  or  other  collection, 
or  exaction  of  goods,  cattels,  money,  or  any  other  thing 
vnder  colour  of  marrying,  or  for  redemption  of  any 
murder,  or  any  other  felonie,  or  for  any  other  manner 
of  cause,  by  what  name  soeuer  they  shall  bee  called 
.  .  .  vpon  paine  of  one  whole  yeres  imprisonment." 
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The  Medel,  or  harvest  "  bee",  is  still  an  event  of  some 
importance,  at  which  all  the  culinary  accomplishments 
of  the  housewife  are  taxed  to  the  utmost. 

Banditti. — Some  of  the  Gwilliaid  (robbers)  who 
infested  the  Mawddwy  district,  and  murdered  Baron 
Owen  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  are  said  to  have 
secreted  themselves  in  the  narrow  glens  of  Nantcarfan 
and  Blaenycwm.  An  old  triplet  records  the  name  of 
one  of  them  who  periodically  pounced  upon  travellers 
along  the  old  road  from  Newtown  to  Machynlleth  at  a 
spot  called  Esgair  Rhedyn,  on  Hafodwen  farm  :— 

"  Daw  Orphi  'mhen  y  ttwyddyn, 
Ar  glamp  o  geffyl  melyn, 
I  rodio  ar  Esgair  Rhedyn  ; 

Orphi  Brees,  Orphi  Brees." 

("  At  the  year's  end  Orphi  will  come  on  a  fine  chest- 
nut horse  to  walk  on  Esgair  Rhedyn — Orphi  Brees, 
Orphi  Brees.")  It  is  said  that  one  Richard  Davies  of 
Hendrefach,  a  man  of  gigantic  stature,  killed  the  last 
of  the  Gwilliaid  who  infested  the  secluded  vale  of 
Clegyrnant. 

Fairies. — Few  superstitions  are  more  general  or 
widespread  than  the  belief  in  fairies  ( Y  Tylwytli  Teg). 
Spots  are  still  pointed  out  near  Bwlch-glyn-mynydd, 
and  on  the  sides  of  Newydd  Fynyddog,  where  it  is 
said  they  were  wont  to  dance  in  olden  time. 

Conjuring. — The  belief  in  conjuring  was  also  formerly 
very  general.  The  last  professor  of  the  black  art  in 
this  parish  was  Mr.  John  Roberts  (Sion  Gyfarwydd), 
who  was  also  a  bookbinder,  and  who  died  from  twenty- 
five  to  thirty  years  ago.  Some  persons  may  still  be 
found  who  believe  in  conjuring. 

Wells. — There  is  a  well  called  Ffynnon  Creigiau 
near  the  old  through  road  to  Machynlleth,  over  Bwlch- 
glyn-mynydd,  which  formerly  was  much  resorted  to 
for  the  cure  of  various  diseases.  It  was  customary  for 
those  who  used  it  to  drop  a  pin  into  it,  either  as  a 
token  of  gratitude  for  benefits  actually  received,  or  in 
anticipation  of  those  to  come. 
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Clwyr  Edau  Wlan  (the  woollen  thread  disease).— 
This  perhaps  is  the  commonest  superstition  that 
still  survives.  There  are  at  the  present  day  several 
"  professors"  of  the  art  of  healing  jaundice  and  other 
complaints  of  the  liver  and  spleen  by  means  of  "  the 
woollen  thread".  The  modus  operandi  is  as  follows. 
A  friend  of  the  patient  goes  to  the  professor  and,  in 
reply  to  his  questions,  gives  the  name,  age,  and  other 
particulars  respecting  the  patient.  The  professor 
then  measures  out  three  lengths  of  woollen  thread 
from  the  elbow  to  the  tip  of  the  middle  finger  of  the 
sick  person,  ties  it  round  his  neck,  and  repeats  a  certain 
incantation  from  his  book,  called  "  Sibli",  and  then 
twice  remeasures  the  thread.  If  it  is  found  to  shorten, 
it  is  held  to  be  a  sign  that  the  patient  suffers  from  the 
disease  which  can  be  healed  by  this  process,  and  he 
begins  to  recover  at  once.  A  course  of  medicine,  con- 
sisting of  saffron  and  gin,  or  saffron  and  beer,  divided 
into  seven  equal  portions,  two  doses  of  which  are  taken 
daily,  completes  the  cure. 

Corpse  Candle. — It  was  formerly  very  often  asserted 
that  either  previous  to,,  or  nearly  at  the  time  of  the 
decease  of  some  persons,  a  light  somewhat  like  that  of 
a  candle  was  seen  in  or  near  the  house,  and  was  some- 
times observed  to  go  from  thence  to  the  churchyard 
along  the  very  path  afterwards  followed  by  the  funeral 
procession.  This  was  called  Canwyll  y  Corph  (corpse 
candle),  and  the  superstition  concerning  it  has  not 
even  yet  quite  died  out. 

The  Corpse  Bird(Aderyn  y  Corph). — It  is  said  that 
sometimes  a  bird  comes  to  the  window  of  a  sick-room 
and  beats  it  with  its  wings,  or  passes  the  house  re- 
peatedly and  gives  a  peculiar  shriek.  This  is  said  to 
be  a  warning  to  the  patient,  and  to  those  around  him, 
of  his  approaching  dissolution.  This  bird  is  called  the 
corpse  bird.  Probably  it  is  only  the  screech-owl,  or 
some  other  night-bird,  attracted  possibly  by  the  light 
in  the  window  of  a  dying  person's  room. 

Other  Superstitions. — If  a  toad  or  a  frog  looks  you 
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in  the  face  you  must  close  your  mouth,  otherwise  it  will 
count  your  teeth,  and  they  will  all  fall  out  of  your  head. 

To  destroy  warts,  rub  them  with  a  piece  of  fat  bacon, 
then  bury  the  fat  in  the  dunghill,  and  as  it  rots  the 
warts  disappear. 

Another  spell  or  charm  used  for  curing  warts  is  to 
put  up  a  few  small  white  pebbles  in  a  parcel  and 
deposit  it  where  two  roads  cross.  The  person  who 
picks  it  up  takes  the  warts  from  the  person  troubled 
with  them. 

Gathering  sticks  on  a  Sunday  is  considered  a  great 
sin.  The  "  man  in  the  moon",  or,  as  he  is  generally 
called,  "  Y  dyn  a'r  baich  draiu"  (the  man  with  the  load 
of  thorns),  is  pointed  out  to  children  as  one  taken  in 
the  act  and.  punished  by  being  carried  to  the  moon, 
where  he  is  doomed  for  ever  to  carry  his  burden. 

Cutting  one's  nails  on  Monday  is  considered  most 
conducive  to  beauty  of  form  and  feature. 

"  Os  ceri'th  liw  a'th  lun 
For  d'ewinedd  ar  ddydd  Llun." 

("If  you  would  preserve  your  complexion  and  figure, 
cut  your  nails  on  a  Monday.") 

There  are  traces  even  yet  of  the  belief,  which  was 
formerly  so  prevalent,  in  the  efficacy  of  the  sign  of  the 
cross.  "  Ymgroesa"  ("  Cross  yourself")  is  a  common  ex- 
pression used  in  the  sense  of  "  Beware".  Should  a 
person  discover  lead  or  copper  ore,  unless  he  makes  the 
sign  of  the  cross  upon  it,  he  will  probably  not  be  able 
to  find  the  spot  when  he  comes  again  to  look  for  it.

THE  HOMICIDE  OF  THOMAS  JONES,  THE  COCK-FEEDER. 

THE  following  document  is  among  some  miscellaneous 
MSS.  in  the  office  at  Powis  Castle  : — 

THE    RELATION    OP    YE    DEATH    OF    THOMAS    JONES,   WHO   WAS 
GRANDFATHER    TO    RlCHARD    DAVIES. 

This  Thomas  Jones  was  a  man  who  delighted  much  in 
Cocks,  and  he  was  a  man  y*  Lord  Pierce  Harbert  intrusted 
to  looke  to  his  Cocks  and  feed  ym,  and  went  with  Lord 
Herbert  to  all  the  Cockings,  for  he  took  much  delight  in  his 
company  at  such  times,  and  at  one  time  Lord  Herbert  and 
one  John  Lloyd,  Draper,  made  a  match  of  Cocking  for  a  very 
great  waiger,  and  so  ye.  Lord  Herbert  gave  Thomas  Jones 
order  to  feed  a  Cock  or  Cocks  against  ye  day  appointed  ;  and 
the  sd  Thomas  was  taking  care  to  observe  his  order  therein  ; 
but  one  day,  afore  the  time  appointed,  ye  said  Thomas  Jones 
was  in  Pool,  for  he  lived  in  Llanerudole,  yn  John  Lloyd  went 
to  ye  said  Thomas  to  desire  him  to  lend  him  a  Cock  against 
ye  day  appointed  for  to  fight  with  Lord  Herbert,  but  the  said 
Thomas  Jones  said  he  would  loose  his  life  before  he  would 
betray  his  trust,  or  y*  he  would  be  so  false  to  ym  yfc  intrusted 
him.  So  ye  said  John  Lloyd  could  not  prevaile  with  him  for 
ye  same.  The  said  Thomas  being  going  home  late  at  night, 
ye  said  John  and  two  or  three  watcht  him,  and  so  they  killed 
him  yfc  night.  When  the  news  came  to  ye  Lord  Herbert,  he 
was  so  concerned,  yfc  the  said  John  Lloyd  was  taken,  and  was 
to  take  his  trial  at  the  Assizes;  and  his  uncle,  Owen  Vaughan, 
solicited  ye  Lord  Herbert,  and  ye  Widow  y*  was  wife  to 
Thomas  Jones,  y*  they  might  prefer  a  light  Bill  against  his 
nephew  John  Lloyd,  and  Owen  Vaughan  offered  ye  Widow 
her  weight  in  silver  and  Gold  if  they  would  favor  him  with 
kindness.  Ye  Widow's  answer  was,  y*  she  would  not  sell  the 
blood  of  ye  father  of  her  children.  So  that  John  Lloyd, 
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being  followed  so  hard  by  ye  Lord  Herbert,  y*  he  was  con- 
demned to  die  by  Judge  and  Jury  ;  but  after  he  had  a  re- 
preef.  The  Lord  Herbert  gave  his  land  to  maintain  ye 
Widow  and  ye  fatherless  children,  for  he  said  it  was  ye  price 
of  blood,  and  he  would  not  have  it ;  but  they  did  Ingoe 
[enjoy]  it  during  John  Lloyd's  life  and  ye  Lord  Herbert's. 
Then  ye  ould  Sr  Charles  Lloyd  shewed  ye  late  Duke  of  Powis, 
where  they  had  a  trial  in  Alesbury,  in  Buckinghamshire ;  yn 
was  William  and  Mary  Jones,  who  was  son  and  daughter  to 
ye  said  Thomas  Jones,  and  this  Mary  was  mother  to  Richard 
Davies  ;  and  in  y*  trial  I  do  not  question  but  yfc  this  Honour- 
able Duke  of  Powis,  his  Agent,  hath  to  shew  how  it  was. 
About  seven  or  eight  years  ago,  this  Sr  Charles  Lloyd  sent 
Thomas  Huxley  to  discourse  with  Richard  Davies  concerning 
it,  and  if  he  had  given  Thomas  Huxley  any  encouragement 
they  would  have  tried  it  yet. 

Two  ENDOKSEMENTS. 

(Ancient.) 

1.  "Jacob  Endons  account  of  our  title  to  Maes  y  Llyndy" 

(More  modern.) 

2.  "Relation  of  the  .Death  of  Thomas  Jones,  Cock-feeder  to 
Lord  Herbert" 

The  trial  of  John  Lloyd,  accused  of  the  murder  of 
Thomas  Jones,  has  already  been  referred  to  in  Mont- 
gomeryshire Collections,  vol.  vi,  p.  126.  On  the  23rd 
January,  13  James  1, 1615-6,  the  examination  of  the  wit- 
nesses took  place  "  touching  the  feloniouse  murtheringe 
of  Thomas  Jones  of  Llanerchv'ocelle  (?  Llanerchbroch- 
well),  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  gent.",  and 
amongst  the  prisoners  under  the  custody  of  Richard 
Lloyd  of  Harrington,  High-Sheriff  of  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery, at  the  Assizes  on  the  30th  September,  14 
James  I,  1616,  was  "  Joh'es  Lloyd,  gen(erosus),  comiss. 
p'mort  Thome  Jones  p'suspicion.  murd." 

It  will  be  seen  that  "the  relation  of  ye  death  of 
Thomas  Jones"  was  by  one  of  his  descendants,  some 
ninety  years  after  the  tragic  event,  and  seems,  from  the 
endorsement  of  this  paper,  "  Jacob  Endon's  account  of 
our  title  to  Maes  y  Llyndy",  to  be  that  of  Jacob  Endon 
who  married  Tace,  daughter  of  Richard  Davies,  the 
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Quaker,  who  died  in  1709,  apparently  giving  an  account 
of  the  means  by  which  the  land  called  Maes-y-Llyndu 
had  become  the  property  of  his  family. 

Voluminous  depositions  connected  with  this  trial 
are  recorded  in  the  Sheriff's  files  of  Eichard  Lloyd  of 
Harrington,  at  the  Record  Office,  for  the  13-14  James 
I.  The  evidence  there  given,  it  has  been  suggested, 
scarcely  supports  the  extreme  view  of  the  prisoner's 
guilt  submitted  in  this  "  relation"  of  the  violent  death 
of  a  great-grandfather.  Embittered  memories  doubtless 
are  apt  to  tend  to  colour  and  heighten  an  offence 
against  the  law,  which  was  certainly  qualified  and  even 
denied  by  members  of  the  family.  A  striking  piece 
of  negative  ex  parte  evidence  at  the  trial  (certainly, 
however,  not  calculated  to  give  a  high  opinion  of  the 
character  of  the  witness)  is  that  of  "  Stephen  Lloid, 
gent.",  brother  of  the  prisoner,  "who  sayd  these  words, 
viz.,  by  God's  wounds  whosoever  will  saye  that  my 
brother  hath  killed  Thomas  Jones,  I  will  kill  him  where- 
soever I  meet  him/'  The  depositions  of  "  Mr.  Brough- 
will  Lloid"  of  Pool  and  Leighton  ;  of  u  Honor  Lloyd, 
wief  of  Broughwill  Lloyd" ;  of  "  Mr.  Oliver  Lloid 
Vaughan,  Coroner"  ;  and  of  "  Roger  Lloid  of  Vaynor, 
in  the  said  county,  gent.",  however,  leave  the  impres- 
sion that  the  encounter  with  the  deceased,  if  not  an 
actual  duel,  was  in  hot  blood  between  man  and  man. 
There  is  also  the  deposition  of  John  Lloyd's  servant,  to 
show  that  his  master  was  unattended,  and  that  the 
fray  took  place  in  the  early  morning,  when  "  the  voice 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Jones"  was  heard,  accompanied  by  a 
party  of  horsemen  on  their  way  to  a  fair  ;  "  y*  he  was 
condemned  to  die  by  judge  and  jury,  but  after  he 
had  a  repreef",  is  the  testimony  of  Jacob  Endon ; 
but  whether  it  is  a  gloss  on  the  record  traceable 
to  his  imagination,  as  has  been  suggested,  is  a 
matter  of  speculation. 

"  Lord  Pierce  Harbert"  must  have  engaged  in  the 
fashionable  pursuit  of  "  Cocking"  somewhat  early  in 
life  to  have  been  in. the  habit  of  accompanying  Thomas 
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Jones,  dead  in  1616,  to  all  the  cock-fights  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. His  father,  not  created  "  Baron  Powys  of 
Powys"  till  1629,  was  more  probably  the  gallorum 
lanista,  or  cock-fighter,  of  that  day.  Percy  Herbert, 
created  a  baronet  in  1622,  could  have  been  scarcely 
fifteen  at  the  time. 

"Roger  Lloyd  of  Trallonge"  (Welshpool),  younger 
brother  of  Humphrey  Lloyd  of  Leighton,  Sheriff  in 
1541,  had  two  sons  David.  David  Lloyd,  senior,  was 
a  draper,  alderman,  and  bailiff  of  Shrewsbury.  His 
Montgomeryshire  connection  was  maintained  as  "Fores- 
tarius"  for  the  county,  from  the  31  Eliz.  to  3  James  I ; 
and  as  a  magistrate  and  occasional  Bailiff  of  Pool,  and 
a  resident  at.  "  Hope",  and  Moel-y-garth  in  Guilsfield. 
He  married  Elizabeth,  the  eldest  daughter  of  John 
Owen  Vaughan  of  Llwydiarth,  Sheriff  in  1583.1  John 
Lloyd,2  the  prisoner  at  the  bar,  was  their  eldest  son,  and 
was  married  to  "  Margarett  da  to  Ffrancis  Newton"  of 
Heightley,  Sheriff  in  1595.  The  historians  of  Shrews- 
bury3 mention  an  incident  in  January  1588-9,  in  which 
the  brothers-in-law,  David  Lloyd  and  Owen  Vaughan, 
are  mentioned.  It  was  on  the  day  of  the  sessions,  and 
there  had  "  like  to  have  been  great  hurt  done  through 
the  blowing  of  a  trumpet  by  Master  Francis  New- 
port's trumpeter  over  against  Master  David  Lloyd's 
house,  in  which  was  one  Master  Owen  Yaughah 
and  his  men,  a  stout  gen  till  between  whom  and 
Master  Newport  was  an  old  grudge."  The  "  stout 
gen  till"  was  John  Lloyd's  "  uncle  Owen  Vaughan", 
the  son  and  heir  of  John  Owen  Vaughan  of  Llwydiarth, 
who  is  said  to  have  offered  ye  "  widow"  Jones  "  her 
weight  in  silver  and  gold".  "  Ye  ould  Sr  Charles 
Lloyd"  was  the  younger  brother  of  the  homicidal 
"  draper"  and  cock-fighter.  He  was  of  Moel  y  Garth 
and  Shrewsbury,  and  created  a  baronet  at  the  close 
of  his  life,  10th  May  1661.  He  was  buried  at  St.

Chad's,  Shrewsbury,  4th  September  1689.  His  con- 
temporary, "  ye  late  Duke  of  Powis",  died  at  St.  Ger- 
mains  in  1696.  He  was  the  first  Duke,  and  is  said,  on 
the  authority  of  Richard  Davies,  to  have  had  great 
sympathy  for  the  Quakers,  and  to  have  so  far  considered 
the  persecution  under  which  they  suffered  as  eventually 
to  secure  the  interference  of  King  James  II  for  their 
relief. 

It  is  conceivable  that  the  family  relationship  and 
connection  of  John  Lloyd,  the  accused,  with  many  of 
the  grand  jury  may  have  had  influence  with  them  ;  but 
the  expression  used  by  Jacob  Endon  that  he  was  "  fol- 
lowed so  hard  by  ye  Lord  Herbert",  shows  that  such 
considerations  did  not  sway  the  latter.  This  Herbert 
must  have  been  the  first  Duke's  grandfather,  William, 
first  Lord  Powys  (as  in  the  first  patent  of  creation  it  is 
spelt),  whose  daughter  Catherine  was  married  to  Sir 
Robert  Vaughan,  a  first  cousin  of  John  Lloyd.  It  is 
possible,  it  is  suggested,  that  Lord  Powis  may  have 
induced  or  pressed  John  Lloyd  to  offer  the  Maes  y 
Llyndy  property  as  a  compensation  to  the  widow 
Jones  ;  but  the  most  natural  explanation  seems  to  be 
that  the  land,  which  by  the  ancient  endorsement 
upon  the  "  Relation"  was  called  Maes  y  Llyndu,  had 
belonged  to  the  homicide,  John  Lloyd,  and,  upon  his 
conviction  for  the  felonious  homicide,  had  become  for- 
feited to  "  Lord  Herbert"  as  lord  of  the  manor,  who 
refused  to  take  it  as  "being  the  price  of  blood",  and 
bestowed  it  upon  "  the  widow  and  fatherless  children". 

In  the  Montgomeryshire  Collections,  vol.  xiv,  p.  219, 
it  is  stated — 

"  Oldford  Cottage  is  a  place  of  note.  .  ,  .  Having  been  used 
in  old  times  as  a  prison,  criminals  have  been  executed  on  trees 
in  its  neighbourhood ;  beyond  this  cottage  is  a  field  called 
Quakers  field;  still  further  you  come  to  the  site  of  an  old 
bowling  green." 

The  Quaker's  field  is  near  the  "Llyndu  Pool",  and 
was  not  improbably  the  "  Maes  y  Llyndu"  bestowed 
by  the  "  Lord  Herbert"  upon  the  "  widow  and  father- 
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less  children",  whose  descendant,  Richard  Davies,  and 
his  son-in-law,  Jacob  Endon,  were  Quakers.  This  may 
have  been  the  field  "  at  the  top  of  Oldford's  Lane,  and 
on  the  border  of  Powis  Castle  Park",  which  (Mont.  Coll., 
vol.  xiv,  p.  224)  is  mentioned  as  having  been  then  (1881) 
recently  purchased  by  the  Powis  family  at  a  large  price, 
and  where  "  tradition  says  a  man  was  gibbetted." 

Sir  Charles  Lloyd,  second  baronet,  married  Catherine, 
daughter  of  John  Huxley  of  Wirehall,  Middlesex. 
"  Thomas  Huxley",  sent  by  Sir  Charles  Lloyd  "  to 
discourse  with  Richard  Davies",  was  probably  a  rela- 
tive. The  object  of  this  parley  may  have  been  to  try 
to  induce  Richard  Davies  to  give  up  the  property  to 
the  Lloyds. 

This  curious  and  quaint  old  document  discloses  a 
dark  picture  of  the  state  of  society  at  that  period.

"Most  adorable  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Saviour  of  the  World,  God  of  Hosts, 
and  Prince  of  Peace,  look  down  with  eyes  of  compassion  upon  our  manifold 
miseries  :  we  confess  our  hainous  transgressions,  we  turn  to  you  with  con- 
trite Hearts,  to  you,  6  God  our  Refuge  and  Defence  :  remember  not,  6  Lord,  our 
or  our  Parents'  Offences,  nor  take  vengence  of  our  sins  :  regard  us,  as  you  are 
our  Pastor,  as  the  sheep  of  your  flock  and  as  the  poor  remaines  of  your 
ancient  sheepfold  in  England  :  Be  mindfull  of  your  congregation,  which  you 
have  possessed  from  the  begining :  6  JESUS  be  to  us  a  JESUS,  be  to  us  a 
Saviour,  hear,  6  God,  our  prayer,  let  our  cry  come  unto  you  :  we  believe  in 
you,  we  call  upon  your  Holy  Name,  let  us  not  be  confounded  :  Spare  us,  6 
Lord  !  Spare  your  People,  least  your  enemies  may  say,  where  is  their  God  ? 
your  Altars  are  polluted,  your  inheritance  destroyed,  but  you,  6  my  Lord,  how 
long? 

"  Inspire,  6  Jesus,  with  your  Holy  Grace,  endue  with  your  Holy  Spirit  the 
Missioners  of  our  Nation  consecrated  to  your  service,  renew  in  them  the 
wisdom,  zeal,  and  piety  of  their  Predecessors,  purifie  their  lives,  second  their 
words,  and  Sanctifie  their  Mystery,  that  in  and  by  you  the  good  may  be 
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confirm'd:    the  wandering  may  be  reclaim' d :    and  the  spotless  Religion 
formerly  planted  may  once  more  revive  and'blosome  in  our  Land. 

"  Shower  down  your  blessings,  6  bountifull  God,  upon  your  annointed  our 
SOVEREIGN  King  James,  and  all  the  Royal  Family.  And  as  you  have  merci- 
fully pleased  to  call  them  to  the  unity  of  your  Faith,  and  bosome  of  your 
Churche,  let  them  see  that  you  are  their  safeguard ;  grant  them  Constancy, 
grant  them  Fidelity  to  your  Divine  Graces,  and  grant  them  perseverance  in 
your  Love  and  Service  :  direct  them  in  their  Councils,  strengthen  them  in 
their  Enterprises,  and  render  them  Victorious  over  all  their  Enemies,  Re- 
establish them  in  their  Kingdomes,  and  give  them  many  years  to  enjoy  the 
same.  This  we  beg  by  the  Passion  and  Merits  of  JESUS  CHRIST  your  only 
Son,  who  lives  and  reigns  with  you  in  union  of  the  Holy  Ghost  for  ever  and 
ever.  Amen."

DEPUTY-LIEUTENANT'S  COMMISSION  TO  BJCHARD 
PRYCE,  ESQUIRE,  OF  GUNLEY. 

A  few  introductory  remarks  are  needed  to  explain  the 
unusual  expedient  of  delegating  the  office  of  Lord- 
Lieutenant  to  a  commission  of  three  gentlemen  of  the 
county  of  Montgomery. 

George  Arthur  Edward,  Earl  of  Powis,  was  ap- 
pointed Lord-Lieutenant  in  1776,  and  died  unmarried 
in  1801.  His  only  surviving  sister,  Lady  Henrietta 
Antonia  Herbert,  who  had  married  Edward,  second 
Lord  Olive,  in  1784,  became  his  heir  and  representa- 
tive. Lord  Clive,  having  been  appointed  Governor  of 
Madras  in  1798,  was,  at  the  time  of  his  brother-in- 
law's  death,  at  his  seat  of  government,  his  official 
duties  preventing  his  return  to  England  until  the 
year  1804.  On  this  occasion  he  was  created  Earl  of 
Powis,  and  received  the  appointment,  especially  re- 
served for  him  during  the  interregnum  in  commission^ 

1  She  died  in  February  1744  at  the  early  age  of  35. 
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of  Lord-Lieutenant  of  Montgomeryshire.  The  Earl 
was  also  Lord-Lieutenant  of  Salop.  Resigning  the 
lieutenancy  of  Montgomeryshire  on  the  29th  April 
1830,  he  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Edward  Herbert, 
second  Earl  of  Powis,  who  also  held  the  lieutenancy 
of  Salop. 

The  following  record  of  Mr.  Pryce's  deputy-lieu- 
tenancy becomes  not  only  interesting  as  an  unusual 
instance  of  the  delegation  of  the  Lord-Lieutenant's 
office  and  authority,  but  it  also  serves  to  supplement 
the  list  of  Lords-Lieutenant  and  Custodes  Rotulorum 
of  Montgomeryshire,  previously  published  by  the  late 
Mr.  E.  Breese  in  the  Montgomeryshire  Collections,  vol. 
viii,  p.  114,  and  subsequently  corrected  in  vol.  ix,  p.  424. 
In  vol.  xiii,  p.  6,  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Secretary 
of  War  by  two  of  the  following  Lieutenancy  Com- 
missioners, "James"  is  erroneously  given  for  John 
Herbert.  Thomas  Browne,  the  third  Commissioner, 
was  Colonel  Browne  of  Mellington,  whose  elder 
daughter  and  coheiress  Catherine  married  John 
Edwards,  Esq.  (afterwards  Sir  John  Edwards,  Bart.), 
and  whose  younger  daughter  Mary  married  Pryce 
Jones,  Esq.,  of  Cyffronydd.

John   Herbert,  Esquire,2   Devereux  Mytton,  Esquire,3  and 


1  Richard  Pryce,  who  at  the  above  date  was  resident  at  Mont- 
gomery, was  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of  the  Rev.  John  Pryce  of  Gun- 
ley.     He  was  born  in  1772,  was  a  magistrate  for  Montgomeryshire 
in  1792-3,  a  barrister  of  Lincoln's  Inn  in  1794,  and  succeeded  to  the 
Gunley  estate,  on  the  death  of  his  father,  in   1808.     Mr.  Richard 
Pryce  was  High  Sheriff  for  Montgomeryshire  in  1817. 

2  "  John  Herbert  of  Dolforgan"  was  a  magistrate  for  the  county 
of  Montgomery  33  George  III,  1792-3.    His  son,  "  John  Owen  Herbert 
of  Dolforgan",  on  the   same  roll,  was  Sheriff  in   1810.     Charlotte, 
sister  of  the  latter,  married  the  Rev.  "Richard  Mytton,  the  younger,  of 
Garth",   on  the  same  roll,  the  grandson  of  "Devereux   Mytton   of 
Garth"  above,  also  on  the  same  roll.     (Mont.  Coll.,  vol.  xv,  p.  183.) 

3  Devereux  Mytton  of  Garth,  Guilsfield,  was  the  son  of  Richard 
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Thomas  Browne,  Esquire,1  His  Majesty's  Commissioners  for 
executing  the  office  of  Lieutenant  for  the  County  of  Mont- 
gomery, 

To  Richard  Pryce,  of  Montgomery,  Esquire.  Whereas  in 
and  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  forty-second  year 
of  his  present  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled  "  An  Act  for  amend- 
ing the  Laws  relating  to  the  Militia  in  England,  and  for 
augmenting  the  Militia",  amongst  other  things,  the  respective 
Lieutenants  are  authorised  to  appoint  such  persons  as  they 
should  think  fit,  qualified  as  therein  directed,  and  living  within 
their  respective  Counties,  to  be  their  Deputy-Lieutenants,  the 
names  of  such  persons  having  been  first  presented  to  and 
approved  by  his  Majesty  ;  And  whereas  the  said  Richard 
Pryce  has  delivered  in  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  said 
County  a  declaration  that  he  is  duly  qualified  to  act  as  a 
Deputy-Lieutenant  for  the  said  County,  which  declaration 
contains  the  particulars  of  his  qualification,  as  appears  to  us 
by  a  copy  of  such  declaration  transmitted  to  us  by  the  said 
Clerk  of  the  Peace ;  In  pursuance,  therefore,  of  the  said  Act, 
and  of  a  Commission  from  his  Majesty  under  the  great  seal 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  for  the  better  execution  of  the 
Powers  and  Things  therein  contained  and  specified ;  We,  the 
said  Commissioners,  with  his  Majesty's  approbation,  Have 
appointed  and  do  appoint  you,  the  said  Richard  Pryce,  to  be 
one  of  our  Deputy-Lieutenants  for  the  said  County  of  Mont- 
gomery, to  act,  do,  execute,  and  perform  all  -and  every  the 
powers,  matters,  and  things  in  the  said  Act  of  Parliament 
specified  and  contained  which,  on  the  parts  of  the  Deputy- 
Lieutenants  respectively,  by  force  and  virtue  of  the  said  Act 
of  Parliament,  may  or  ought  to  be  done,  executed,  acted,  and 
performed,  and  that  in  all  things  according  to  the  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  same. 

Given  under  our  hands  and  seals  the  eighth  day  of  January, 
in  the  forty-third  year  of  the  Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord, 


Mytton  of  Pontyscowridd  and  Garth,  by  Dorothy,  daughter  and 
heiress  of  Brochwel  Wynne  of  Garth,  descended  from  Sir  Griffith 
Vaughan,  Knight  Banneret,  of  Garth,  whose  youngest  son,  Reginald, 
in  accordance  with  Welsh  custom,  succeeded  to  Garth.  John,  grand- 
son of  Reginald,  adopted  "Wynne"  as  a  surname,  and  their  arms 
were  Sable,  three  nag's  heads  erased,  argent.  Mr.  Devereux  Mytton 
died  on  the  12th  May  1809,  aged  84. 

1  "  Thomas  Browne  of  Mellington"  appears  on  the  roll  of  county 
magistrates  33  Geo.  Ill,  1792-3.  "Thomas  Browne  of  Mellington, 
Esq.",  was  Sheriff  in  1735.

"  Right  welbeloved,  we  greete  you  well,  and  will  and  require 
you  forthwith  and  upon  receipt  hereof  to  bringe  or  send  to  our 
Counsell  in  our  Marches  of  Wales  for  the  provision  of  our 
household  here  one  dooe  of  this  season,  the  same  to  be  had 
and  killed  within  that  our  Forrest  of  Mochtre,  whereof  you  are 
Keapers,  and  our  Warrant  dormant  [i.e.,  not  used]  remanying 
with  our  said  councell,  the  copie  whereof  you  have  shalbe 
your  sufficient  warrant  in  that  behalf  upon  paym't  of  vli. 
Given  under  signet  at  the  Castle  of  Ludlow,  the  5th  day  of 
November,  the  xjth  yere  of  our  regne. 

"  And  his  Maj.  Counsell  in  ye 
Marches  of  Wales. 

(L.  8.)         "  REX." 
Indorsed — 

"  To  our  right  welbeloved  the  Masters,  Forresters,  Raingers, 
and  Keapers  of  our  Forrest  of  Mochtree,  and  in  their  absence 
to  your  deputie  or  deputies  there  and  to  ev'y  of  them." 

1  The  seal  used  by  Devereux  Mytton  on  this  occasion  is  not  that 
of  the  arms  of  the  Mytton  family,  but  an  approximation  to  those  of 
his  mother,  Dorothy  Wynne.  The  impression  shows  in  the  first 
quarter  three  nag's  heads  erased  2  and  1,  with  a  chevron  between, 
and  a  nag's  head  erased  for  a  crest.  Now  the  Wynne  arms,  are  in 
stained  glass,  of  the  year  1584,  in  the  library  window  at  Garth,  with- 
out this  chevron,  and  their  crest  there  appears  as  a  mailed  arm 
holding  a  lance.  The  Wynne  pedigree,  by  "  John  Salesbury  de 
Erbistocke",  dated  16th  January  1677,  and  now  in  the  possession 
of  the  Earl  of  Powis,  gives  their  crest  as  "  an  Arme  armed  houlding 
a  lance  pp.  with  the  point  imbrued  in  bloud".  Moreover,  this 
stained  glass  record  shows  that  the  Wynnes  bore  supporters,  viz.,  on 
the  dexter  side  of  the  shield  a  griffin  segreant,  or,  and  on  the 
sinister  a  griffin  segreant,  gules. 

3  The  seal  of  Thomas  Browne  bears  a  chevron  between  three 
lion's  jambs  erect  and  erased  ;  crest,  an  eagle  displ. 
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CXXVIL 

(Powis  CASTLE  MS.) 

27th  May  1640. — LETTER  from  the  Earl  of  Arundell 
and  Surrey,  Captain-General  to  all  the  forces  of  King 
Charles  I  south  of  the  Trent,  to  John,  Earl  of  Bridg- 
water,  Lord  President  of  Wales,  ordering  a  general 
levy  of  trained  bands  throughout  the  Principality  for 
"  ye  safeguard  of  ye  Queen's  Majesty,  Prince  Charles, 
and  all  the  rest  of  the  Eoyall  children". 

After  my  very  hearty  commendac'ons  to  yor  Lp.  Whereas 
your  Lp.  hath  lately  received  an  especial  order  and  com'and 
from  His  Majesty,  under  his  Royall  signature,  dated  the  19th 
of  this  instant  August,  to  put  and  have  in  readines  ye  trained 
bands  within  all  those  Counties  of  your  Lieutenancy  (with 
such  fur  forces  of  Horse  and  foote  as  you  could  possibly  rayse) 
to  march  upon  certaine  daies  warning  (therein  expressed)  for 
ye  suppressing  and  repelling  ye  rebellious  invasion  of  the  Scotts, 
who  (as  was  then  advertized)  intended  to  enter  into  this 
Kingdom  very  shortly  with  a  powerful  army ;  To  w'ch  end  his 
Majesty,  out  of  his  great  care  for  the  safety  and  preservation 
of  this  Kingdom,  hath  since  been  pleased  again  to  adventure 
his  own  Royall  person,  and  to  y1  purpose  is  already  gone  into 
ye  North  himself.  Since  whose  departure  hence,  I  and  others 
of  His  Majesty's  Privy  Councill  have  been  certainly  informed 
by  good  intelligence  that  a  great  Army  of  ye  Scotts  are 
already  come  over  Tweed  into  England,  armed  and  furnished 
with  divers  pieces  of  Artillery  and  other  warlike  preparations, 
and  are  now  upon  their  March  towards  Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
and  intend  (without  all  doubt)  to  advance  forward  untill  they 
shalbe  repelled  :  Therefore  (according  to  ye  Power  and  au- 
thority granted  to  mee  by  His  Majesty's  Com'ission  under  the 
Great  Seale  of  England  of  Capt.  Generall  of  all  His  Majesty's 
forces  on  this  side  ye  Eiver  Trent,  as  well  for  ye  safeguard  of 
ye  Queen's  Majesty,  Prince  Charles,  and  the  rest  of  the  Royall 
children,  as  for  ye  safety  of  this  Realme),  I  do  hereby  pray  and 
require  your  L'p  yfc  in  this  case  of  so  great  and  imminent 
danger,  wherein  both  their  safeties  and  the  honor  and  safety  . 
of  the  Kingdom  in  g'rall,  and  of  every  man  in  his  own  par- 
ticular, is  so  nearly  concerned,  your  L'p  will  use  all  possible 
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care  and  diligence  forthwith  and  without  delay  to  put  your  said 
trained  bands  within  all  the  said  Counties  of  your  Lieutenancy 
(both  horse  and  foot)  in  readiness,  not  only  to  march  upon  so 
long  warning  as  is  limited  by  those  his  Majesty's  Letters 
before  menc'oned,  but  to  be  ready  upon  24  hours'  warning  (if 
need  require),  when  you  or  your  depy  Lieutenants  shall  receive 
order  from  mee  or  from  my  Lieutenant  (in  my  absence)  to  y* 
purpose,  and  to  be  brought  by  your  Lordship  in  person  (or  by 
your  dep^  Lieutenants  or  some  of  them)  to  such  rendezvous 
as  shalbe  appointed.  And,  lastly,  your  Lordship  may  not  fail  to 
give  present  order  y*  not  onely  your  said  trained  Bands,  but 
likewise  all  other  person  y*  are  able  either  in  body  or  estate 
to  do  service,  bee  also  forthwith  in  readiness  on  all  occasions 
upon  24  hours'  warning,  and  armed  in  ye  best  manner  they 
may  upon  so  short  warning,  either  for  the  defence  of  those 
counties  where  they  dwell,  or  f or  ye  public  safety  of  our  Home, 
and  to  march  to  any  rendezvous  where  they  shalbe  appointed 
by  me  or  (in  my  absence)  by  my  Lieut*  Generall.  All  which 
being  of  great  importance,  I  do  com'end  to  your  L'p's  greatest 
care  and  speedy  execution.  And  so  I  bid  your  L'p  hearty  fare- 
well. Dated  at  Arundell  House  ye  27th  of  August  1640.

much  interested.  And  therefore  I  do  desire  and  require  you, 
for  the  safety  of  his  Majesty,  his  kingdom,  and  yourselves, 
amongst  the  rest  of  his  loving  and  well-affected  subjects,  to 
bee  zealous  and  industrious  in  speedy  and  effectuall  inakiag 
the  preparations  required.

20th  Sept.  1715. — A  LETTER  addressed  by  the  Privy 
Council  of  King  George  I,  urging  tbe  Earl  of  Chol- 
mondeley,  Lord-Lieutenant  of  Montgomeryshire,  and 
of  the  other  counties  of  North  Wales,  to  call  out  and 
have  in  readiness  "  ye  whole  Militia  within  ye  Lieuten- 
ancy, both  Horse  and  ffoot",  with  the  view  of  suppress- 
ing Mar's  rising  in  favour  of  James  III,  called  by  the 
Whigs  "  the  Pretender". 

The  attempted  surprise  of  the  Castle  of  Edinburgh 
alluded  to  was  by  Lord  Drummond  with  ninety  choice 
persons,  all  gentlemen.  They  had  secured  the  assist- 
ance of  one  Ainsley,  a  sergeant,  a  corporal,  and  two 
sentries.  These  were  to  assist  upon  the  wall  near  the 
sally  port,  by  drawing  up  a  scaling  ladder,  but  all  the 
joints  of  it  not  acting,  it  proved  too  short,  and  spoile.d 
the  enterprise.  (Wade's  Brit.  His.,  p.  344.) 

The  accompanying  letter  is  addressed  by  Lord  Chol- 
mondeley,  conveying  orders  to  the  same  effect  to  the 
Deputy  Lieutenants  of  North  Wales. 

After  our  very  hearty  Comendations  to  your  Lordship, 
Whereas  there  is  an  open  and  unnatural  rebellion  at  this  time 
comenced  in  that  part  of  his  Majesties  dominions  called  Scot- 
land, and  amongst  other  hostile  acts  the  Castle  of  Edinburgh 
has  been  attempted  to  be  surprised,  and  his  Majestye  haveing 
rec'd  certeine  informac'on  of  an  intended  invasion  of  this 
Kingdome  by  person,  who  dureing  the  life  of  the  late  King 
James  the  Second  pretended  to  be  the  Prince  of  Wales,  and 
since  his  decease  has  taken  upon  himself  the  Style  and  Title 
of  James  the  Third,  King  of  England,  and  James  ye  Eighth, 
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King  of  Scotland,  being  bred  up  in  Popish  Superstitions,  and 
instructed  to  introduce  a  Tyrannical!  Government  into  His 
Majesties  Dominions,  encouraged  thereto  by  diuerse,  wicked, 
and  traiterous  persons  here  at  home,  We  think  it  necessary 
that  the  Kingdome  be  putt  into  the  best  posture  of  defence 
with  as  little  inconvenience  to  his  Majasties  good  subjects 
as  may  be.  And  therefore  we  doe  in  his  Majesties  name,  and 
by  his  express  com'and,  hereby  pray  and  require  your  Lordship 
forthwith  to  cause  ye  whole  militia  within  your  Lieutenancey, 
both  Horse  and  foot,  to  be  putt  into  such  a  posture  as  to  be 
in  readTT->esse  to  meet  upon  ye  first  orders,  and  alsoe  to  give  the 
necess  j  directions  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  Militia  forth- 
with to  seize,  with  the  assistance  of  a  Constable,  ye  persons 
and  arms  of  all  Papists,  Non  Jurors,  or  other  persons  that  you 
have  reason  to  suspect  to  be  disaffected  to  his  Majestie  and 
his  government,  and  may  probably  be  aideing  to  such  Insur- 
rection or  Invasion,  and  of  your  proceedings  herein  your  Lord- 
ship is  desired  to  returne  an  account  to  this  Board.  And  soe 
we  bidd  your  Lordship  very  hearty  farewell  from  the  Council 
Chamber  at  St.  James's,  the  20th  day  of  Sept.  1715.

virtue  of  the  Letters  Patent  of  Our  several  Offices  to  each  of  Us 
respectively  granted  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  do  by  these  Presents 
grant  and  exemplify  unto  the  said  Thomas  Browne  Jones,  now 
Thomas  Browne  Browne,  the  Arms  following  for  Browne,  that 
is  to  say — Per  fesse  indented  Azure  and  Gules,  in  Chief  an  Eagle 
displayed  Ermine,  and  in  Base  a  Cheveron  Erminois  between 
three  Lions  Jambes  erect  and  erased  Or  ;  and  for  Crest — On  a 
Wreath  of  the  Colours  an  Eagle  displayed  Vert,  Wings  Or, 
surmounted  of  two  Swords  in  saltire,  points  upwards  proper, 
pomels  and  hilts  Gold,  as  the  same  are  in  the  Margin  hereof 
more  plainly  depicted  to  be  borne  and  used  for  ever  hereafter  by 
him,  the  said  Thomas  Browne  Browne,  and  his  Issue,  according 
to  the  Tenor  of  the  said  Royal  Sign  Manual  and  the  Laws  of 
Arms  :  In  Witness  whereof  We,  the  said  Garter  and  Norroy 
Kings  of  Arms,  have  to  these  presents  subscribed  Our  Names, 
and  affixed  the  Seals  of  Our  several  offices,  this  fifth  day  of 
November  in  the  fourth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  Our  Sovereign 
Lord  George  the  Fourth,  by  the  Grace  of  God  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  King  Defender  of  the 
Faith,  etc.,  and  in  the  Year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-three.

GREY  AND  DUDLEY  FAMILIES. 

In  Mont.  Coll.,  vol.  i,  p.  345,  it  is  stated  that 
"  John  Grey  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Edward  Lord 
Dudley,  K.G.,  and  with  reference  to  this  marriage  Leland 
relates  the  following  curious  and  remarkable  circumstance  : — 
'  The  Lord  Powis,  grandfather  that  now  is,  being  in  a  contro- 
versy for  assaute  made  upon  hym  goying  to  London,  by 
the  Lord  Dudeley,  and  by  Dudeley  castelle,  condescendid,  by 
entreaty,  that  his  son  should  marry  old  lorde  Dudeley's  daugh- 
ter (mother  to  the  Lord)  Powis  that  is  now/  ' 
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Among  the  patents  which  passed  in  the  17th  year 
of  Henry  VIII  is  the  following  (see  Pat.,  pars  2,  m. 
,  May  20  :— 


"  A  license  of  entry  without  proof  of  age,  etc.,  to  Edward 
Grey  (in),  Lord  Powes,  son  and  heir  of  John  Grey,  Lord 
Powes  (IT),  and  kinsman  and  next  heir  of  John  Grey,  Knight, 
late  Lord  Powes  (i),  likewise  deceased,  viz,,  son  of  the  said 
John  Grey,  sou  of  the  said  John  Grey,  Knt.,  on  all  the  posses- 
sions of  the  said  John  Grey,  Knt.,  as  John  Grey,  in  England, 
Wales,  Calais,  and  the  Marches  thereof,  and  on  the  reversion 
of  all  the  possessions  now  held  for  life  by  Margaret  Powes 
(iv),  late  wife  of  Eobert  Sutton,  Esq.,  and  mother  of  the  said 
Edward."

It  does  not  appear  who  Robert  Sutton  was,  nor 
whether  he  was  the  first  or  second  husband  of  Mar- 
garet ;  but  as  she  is  called  Margaret  Powes  in  the 
above  document,  we  infer  that  he  was  the  first 
husband.  It  appears  unlikely  she  would  have  kept 
the  name  of  Powes  after  a  second  marriage. 

This  Robert  Sutton  must  not  be  confounded  with 
Robert  Dudley  of  Shrewsbury,  the  son  of  Sir  Edmund 
Sutton  by  his  second  wife,  Maud  Clifford. 

Eobert  Dudley  lived  and  died  at  Shrewsbury,  and 
was  the  steward  of  the  lordship  of  Powys.  There  is  an 
account  of  him  in  Owen  and  Blake  way's  History  of 
Shrewsbury,  which  says  that  in  some  deposition  taken 
30  Henry  VIII,  1538,  he  states  himself  to  be  then  aged

66,  and  calls  himself  "  brother  to  the  late  Lord  Dudley, 
grandfather  to  the  Lord  Powys  that  now  is'.  Edward 
Lord  Dudley  was  his  half-brother,  and  died  in  1532 
(Inq.  p.  m.},  and  the  Lord  Powys  that  now  is  was 
Edward  Grey.  Robert  Dudley's  will  is  dated  20th  May 
1538,  and  from  it  and  other  sources  it  appears  that  he 
had  two  wives  :  first,  Elizabeth  (whose  parentage  is 
unknown),  and  second,  Katherine,  daughter  and  co- 
heir of  Robert  Knight  of  Shrewsbury,  and  widow  of 
David  Ireland  (ex  inf.,  Mr.  H.  Sydney  Grazebrook). 

The  shield  of  arms  in  Buttington  Church  (see  Mont. 
Coll.,  vol.  vi,  p.  29),  since  removed  from  the  east  to 
the  west  window,  we  concluded  to  be  that  of  John 
Button,  fifth  Baron  Dudley,  or  one  of  his  immediate 
descendants.  The  question  still  remains  open  how  the 
arms  of  Sutton,  Baron  Dudley,  came  to  be  placed  in 
Buttington  Church.

In  the  Montgomeryshire  Collections,  vol.  i,  p.  141, 
we  printed  the  charter  granted  by  Edward  I  to  Owen 
de  la  Pole,  giving  him  the  power  to  hold  a  market  at 
Machynlleth  every  Wednesday  for  ever,  also  two  fairs, 
one  to  be  held  for  three  days,  namely,  on  the  Vigil, 
Day,  and  Morrow  of  SS.  Peter  and  Paul,  Apostles 
(28th,  29th,  30th  June),  the  other  on  the  Vigil,  Day, 
and  Morrow  of  St.  Edmund  the  Archbishop  (Nov. 
15th,  16th,  17th).  This  Charter  passed  at  Westminster 
on  Friday,  the  28th  of  December  1291,  20  Edw.  I. 

Another  Charter  passed  on  Monday,  March  llth, 
1314,  7  Edw.  II,  confirming  to  Sir  John  Charlton  and 
Hawys  his  wife,  heirs  of  Gwenwynwyn  Griffin  and 
Owen,  the  Charter  granted  by  Edward  I  to  Owen  de 
la  Pole  (Charter  Roll,  7  Edward  II,  No.  12).

THE  WELSH  METROPOLITAN  CHURCH. 

The  following  deed  constituting  the  Trust  of  the 
Welsh  Metropolitan  Church,  and  the  Bishop  of  London's 
Order  assigning  the  Church  of  St.  Benet,  St.  Paul's 
Wharf,  to  the  Trustees  as  the  Metropolitan  Welsh 
Church,  are  printed  in  order  to  put  them  on  record  in 
our  publication,  and  to  make  them  accessible  to  the 
Welsh  who  are  interested  therein. 

THIS  INDENTURE  made  the  31st  day  of  December  1879,  Between 
William  Jones  of  Crosby  Square,  in  the  City  of  London,  and  of 
Glaudwr,  in  the  County  of  Merioneth,  Esquire,  of  the  first  part,  and 
The  Right  Honorable  Edward  James  Earl  of  Powis,  The  Right 
Reverend  William  Basil  Lord  Bishop  of  Saint  Davids,  Charles 
Watkin  Williams  Wynn  of  No.  2  Lower  Berkeley  Street,  in  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  Esquire,  M.P.,  and  the  Honorable  Arthur 
Walsh  of  Warfield  Park,  Berkshire,  M.P.,  the  acting  Committee  of  the 
Metropolitan  Welsh  Church  of  the  second  part.  Whereas  a  public 
meeting  of  Noblemen  and  Gentlemen  connected  with  the  princi- 
pality of  Wales  was,  in  pursuance  of  public  advertisements  inserted 
in  the  English  and  Welsh  Newspapers,  called  for,  and  held  on  the  5th 
day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1841,  under  the  presidency  of 
the  Right  Honorable  Edward,  Earl  of  Powis,  K.G.  (since  deceased), 
to  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  religious  destitution  in  which 

1  Or  wilderness. 
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the  poor  Welsh  People  residing  in  London  were  in,  for  want  of  a 
place  for  the  celebration  of  Divine  Service  in  the  Welsh  Language 
according  to  the  forms  of  the  Church  of  England  ;  and  the  best 
means  of  raising  a  fund  for  providing  the  same ;  and  Resolutions 
were  then  and  there  passed,  and  a  Committee  nominated  to  carry  out 
the  object,  and  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  the  necessary  Funds  to 
sustain  the  same,  and  appealing  to  the  Welsh  and  English  Gentry  to 
contribute  thereto ;  and  it  was  suggested  that  the  Funds  so  to  be 
subscribed  should  embrace  two  objects,  and  be  kept  apart,  the  one  to 
be  called  the  Building  Fund,  of  which  Sir  Benjamin  Hall,  Baronet, 
afterwards  Lord  Llanover  (since  deceased),  should  be  the  Treasurer, 
and  that  the  Funds  to  be  so  subscribed  should  be  paid  to  his  Credit 
at  the  Banking  House  of  Messrs.  Coutts  and  Co.,  who  were  authorised 
by  the  said  Meeting  to  receive  such  Subscriptions  accordingly  ;  and 
the  other,  the  Sustenance  Fund,  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the 
service  of  such  Church,  and  the  above  named  William  Jones  was 
appointed  Treasurer  thereof,  and  as  such  Treasurer  requested  and 
authorised  to  receive  subscriptions  for  the  last  mentioned  object  and 
apply  the  same  accordingly,  and  which  he  did  do  from  that  time 
until  the  expiration  of  the  Lease  of  Ely  Chapel  in  the  year  1875  ; 
but  as  the  annual  subscriptions  so  received  proved  insufficient  to 
provide  for  and  defray  the  Rent  of  Ely  Chapel  wherein  the  Welsh 
Service  was  performed,  and  other  expenses  attending  the  same ;  and 
the  Building  Fund  proving  inadequate  for  the  purpose  intended,  the 
deficiency  in  the  Service  or  Sustentation  Fund  was,  from  time  to  time, 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Committee  made  up  out  of  such  Building 
Fund,  nevertheless,  by  the  Investment  of  what  remained  of  the 
original  Building  Fund,  and  of  the  dividends  accruing  from  time  to 
time  thereon  under  the  direction  of  the  said  William  Jones,  the  said 
Building  Fund  originally  amounting  to  the  sum  of  £2,022  18s.  was 
actually  increased,  and  on  the  24th  day  of  May,  1876,  consisted  of 
£2,600  stock  in  the  New  Three  per  Cent.  Annuities,  and  of  a  Cash 
Balance  of  £83  12s.  Sd.  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  said  several 
parties  hereto  of  the  second  part,  arid  the  said  Stock  of  £2,600  New 
Three  per  Cent.  Annuities  transferred  into  their  names  (as  they  do 
hereby  acknowledge),  upon  the  Trusts  hereinafter  declared  con- 
cerning the  same,  that  is  to  say  UPON  TRUST,  that  they,  the  said  parties 
hereto  of  the  second  part,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them, 
their,  or  his  executors  and  administrators  should  stand  possessed 
thereof  for  the  Celebration  of  Divine  Worship  in  the  Welsh  Lan- 
guage according  to  the  use  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  conformity 
with  the  original  design  and  intention  of  the  said  Meeting  as  herein- 
after more  particularly  mentioned  by  the  Scheme  hereinafter  set 
forth.  And  whereas  in  pursuance  and  under  the  authority  of  an 
Act  of  Parliament  made  and  passed  in  the  23rd  and  24th  years  of 
the  Reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  Chapter  142,  the  Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners  of  England  duly  prepared  and  laid  before  Her 
Majesty  in  Council  a  Scheme  bearing  date  the  4th  day  of  July  1878, 
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whereby  the  consent  of  the  Right  Honorable  and  Right  Reverend 
John,  Bishop  of  London,  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Paul's,  and  the 
joint  Vestry  of  the  two  parishes  of  St.  Benet,  Paul's  Wharf,  and  St. 
Peter's,  Paul's  Wharf,  the  said  two  parishes  should  be  united,  and 
as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be  after   the  taking  effect   of  such 
union,  the  Church   of  Saint  Benet    together  with  the   Font,   Com- 
munion Table,  Organ,  and  other  Furniture  should  be  (if  the  Bishop 
of  London  for  the  time  being  see  fit),  given  over  to  the  Committee 
of  the  Welsh  Congregation  in  London  to  be  held  and  used  by  them 
for  the  purpose  of  Divine  Worship  in  the  Welsh  language  according 
to  the  use  of  the  Church  of  England,  so  long  as  they  should  con- 
tinue to    maintain  the  Fabric,   Monuments,  and   Tablets,   and  the 
Services  therein,  and  keep  the  Church  in  good  order  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Bishop  of  London,  reserving  nevertheless  to  the  said 
Parishes   of    St.    Benet  and    St.   Peter,    at    hours    when   the    said 
Church    should   not    be    used    by   the    Welsh    Congregation,    the 
right  to  use  the  Vestry  Room  thereof  for  the  purpose  of  Parochial 
or  Charity  Meetings,  and  also    the   two    Iron    safes   in   which  the 
Vestry   Clerks  of  the    said    Parish    had    placed   their   Books,    but 
that    the    Safe    in    which    the    Sacramental    Plate   had   been    kept 
should  be  thenceforth  used  by  the  said  Congregation.     And  whereas 
the  said  Scheme  having  been  laid  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament 
for  the  space  of   two   Calendar  months  and   approved  of  by    Her 
Majesty  in  Council,  Her   Majesty  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her 
said  Council  did  thereby  ratify  the  said  Scheme,  and  directed  that 
the  same  should  be  effectual  in  Law  immediately  from  and  after  the 
time  when  that  Order  should  have  been  published  in  the  London 
Gazette  pursuant  to  the  said  Act,  and  Her  Majesty  thereby  directed 
that  the  said  Order  should  be  registered  by  the  Registrar  of  the  said 
Diocese  of  London,  which  was  done  accordingly.     And  whereas  the 
said  Order  was  duly  published  in  the  London  Gazette  of  Tuesday,  the 
8th  day  of  July  last,  as  directed  by  the  said  Order.     And  whereas 
the  said  Lord  Bishop  by  his  License  or  Order  bearing  date  the  30th 
day  of  August  last  past,  directed  that  the  said   Church   should  be 
given  over  to  the  Committee  of  the  "Welsh  Congregation  in  London, 
subject  to  the  conditions  and  provisions  contained  in  the  said  Scheme, 
and  the  same  has  been  done  accordingly  and  compensation  amounting 
to  £310   paid   to   the   several   parties   entitled   thereto,  under  the 
authority  of  the  said  Scheme,  on  being  respectively  deprived  of  their

Bank  Annuities  hereinbefore  mentioned,  to  be 
standing  in  their  names  and  of  all  future  dividends  and  interest  from 
time  to  time  to  accrue  due  thereon,  IN  TKUST  for  and  to  be  applied 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  Church  in  such  state  of  order  and 
repair  as  is  required  by  the  said  Scheme,  and  for  the  maintenance  and 
celebration  of  Divine  Service  in  the  Welsh  Language  according  to 
the  forms  of  the  Church  of  England  as  aforesaid  therein.  And  it  is 
hereby  agreed  and  declared  that  if  and  so  often  as  any  of  the 
Trustees  hereby  appointed,  or  any  future  Trustee  or  Trustees  shall 
die  or  go  to  reside  abroad,  or  shall  desire  to  retire  from  or  become 
incapable  to  act  in  the  trusts  of  these  presents,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  Edward  James,  Earl  of  Powis,  William  Basil,  Lord  Bishop  of 
Saint  Davids,  Charles  Watkin  Williams  Wynn,  and  the  Honorable 
Arthur  Walsh,  and  for  the  survivor  of  them  or  the  continuing 
Trustee  or  Trustees  for  the  time  being  of  these  presents,  or  if  there 
shall  be  no  continuing  Trustee  or  Trustees  for  the  time  being  of  these 
presents,  then  for  the  retiring  or  refusing  Trustees  or  Trustee,  or  the 
executors  or  administrators  of  the  last  acting  Trustee,  to  appoint  any 
other  person  or  persons  to  be  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  in  the  place  of 
the  Trustee  or  Trustees  so  dying  or  going  to  reside  abroad,  or  desiring 
to  retire,  or  refusing,  or  becoming  incapable  to  act  as  aforesaid,  with 
liberty  upon  any  such  appointment  to  increase  or  diminish  the 
original  number  of  Trustees,  and  upon  every  such  appointment 
the  said  Trust  Funds  shall  be  so  transferred  as  to  become  vested  in 
the  new  Trustee  or  Trustees  either  jointly  with  the  continuing 
Trustees  or  Trustee  or  solely  as  the  case  may  require.

Order  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  assigning  the  use 
of  the  Church  of  SAINT  BENET,  Paul's  Wharf,  to  the 
Trustees,  as  the  METROPOLITAN  WELSH  CHURCH  : — 
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Extracted  from  the  Registry  of  the  Diocese  of  London. 

JOHN,  by  Divine  permission  Bishop  of  London,  To  the  Incumbent 
and  Church  Wardens  of  the  United  Rectory  of  Saint  Nicholas,  Cole 
Abbey,  Saint  Nicholas,  Olave,  Saint  Mary,  Somerset,  and  Saint  Mary, 
Mounthaw,  with  Saint  Benet,  Paul's  Wharf,  and  Saint  Peter,  Paul's 
Wharf,  and  all  others,  whom  these  presents  shall  concern.  Whereas 
by  a  Licence  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  England,  pre- 
pared in  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  the  Twenty-third  and  Twenty- 
fourth  years  of  Her  Majesty's  Reign,  Chapter  142,  for  effecting  an 
union  of  two  Benefices,  situate  within  the  City  and  Diocese  of 
London,  to-wit  the  Benefice  (being  an  united  Rectory)  of  Saint 
Nicholas,  Cole  Abbey,  with  Saint  Nicholas,  Olave,  and  Saint  Mary, 
Somerset,  with  Saint  Mary,  Mounthaw,  and  the  Benefice  (being  a 
Rectory)  of  Saint  Benet,  Paul's  Wharf,  with  Saint  Peter,  Paul's 
Wharf,  and  which  Scheme  was  duly  ratified  by  an  Order  of  Her 
Majesty  in  Council  on  the  26th  June,  1879,  published  in  the  London 
Gazette  on  the  8th  day  of  July  following.  It  was  amongst  other 
things  provided  That  as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be  after  the 
taking  effect  of  the  union  of  the  said  two  benefices,  the  Church  of 
SAINT  BENET,  together  with  the  Font,  Communion  Table,  Organ  and 
other  furniture,  should  be  (if  the  Bishop  of  London  for  the  time 
being  should  see  fit)  given  over  to  the  Committee  of  the  Welsh  Con- 
gregation in  London,  to  be  held  and  used  by  them  for  the  purpose  of 
Divine  Worship  in  the  Welsh  Language,  according  to  the  use  of  the 
Church  of  England,  so  long  as  they  shall  continue  to  maintain  the 
fabric,  monuments,  and  tablets,  and  the  services  therein,  and  to  keep 
the  same  Church  in  due  Order  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Bishop  of 
London  ;  and  subject  also  as  in  the  said  Scheme  is  mentioned. 
And  whereas  the  Union  of  the  said  two  Benefices  has  taken  effect, 
Now  we  the  undersigned,  John,  Lord  Bishop  of  London,  in  pursuance 
of  the  Authority  conferred  upon  us  by  the  said  Scheme,  Do  hereby 
signify  and  declare  Our  Will  that  the  said  Church  of  SAINT  BENET, 
together  with  the  Font,  Communion  Table,  Organ,  and  other  furni- 
ture, shall  be  given  over  to  the  said  Committee  of  the  Welsh  Con- 
gregation in  London,  to  be  held  and  used  by  them  for  the  purpose  of 
Divine  Worship  in  the  Welsh  Language,  according  to  the  use  of  the 
Church  of  England,  subject  nevertheless  in  all  respects  to  the  con- 
ditions and  provisions  in  the  said  Scheme  set  forth.  Given  under 
Our  hand  and  Episcopal  Seal  this  30th  August  1879,  and  in  the 
eleventh  year  of  Our  Translation.

MEDAL  OF  THOMAS  STANLEY. 


Mr.  T.  B.  Barrett  of  Welshpool,  has  in  his  cabinet  of 
medals  and  coins  an  electrotype  of  a  very  fine  medal  of 
THOMAS  STANLEY  (1562),  descended  from  the  Stanleys 
of  Dalgarth,  co.  Cumberland.  This  family  has  a  common 
origin  with  the  Stanleys,  Earls  of  Derby,  being  derived 
from  John  Stanleigh  of  "  Greyswethin  in  Com.  Cum- 
berland", the  second  son  of  "  John  Stanleigh,  lord  of 
Stanleigh  and  Stocton",  whose  eldest  son,  William 
Stanleigh,  is  the  progenitor  of  the  Earls  of  Derby.1 

Mr.  T.  B.  Barrett2  has  presented  to  the  Powys-land 
Museum  a  beautiful  cast  of  this  medal.  It  is  of  consider- 
able local  interest,  inasmuch  as  Mary  Stanley,  the  only 
daughter  and  heiress  of  Thomas  Stanley,  married  Sir 
Edward  Herbert  of  Powis  Castle,  the  ancestor  of  our 
President,  Edward  James,  Earl  of  Powis,  and  the  latter 
is  entitled  to  quarter  the  arms  of  Stanley  in  right  of  his 
descent  from  the  heiress,  Mary  Stanley.  Sir  Edward 
Herbert  (as  well  as,  most  probably,  his  wife)  is  buried  in

An 
engraving  of  this  monument  and  a  copy  of  the  inscrip- 
tion are  given  in  the  Mont.  Coll.,  vol.  v,  p.  174. 

In  the  Historical  Medallic  Illustrations,1  published  by 
the  British  Museum,  the  following  account  is  given  of 
this  medal,  which  is  in  the  coin-room  of  the  British 
Museum.  It  is  there  suggested  as  being  unique,  but 
another  specimen,  Mr.  Barrett  informs  us,  was  exhibited 
at  Burlington  House  early  in  the  present  year.

"  Cast  and  chased.  From  the  visitation  of  Cumberland  made 
by  St.  George  in  1615  (Harl.  MS.,  fo.  1536)  it  appears  that 
Thomas  Stanley  of  Dalgarth  was  third  son  of  Thomas  Stanley 
of  Dalgarth,  in  Cumberland,  by  Margaret,  daughter  of  John 
Fleming.  He  married  Joyce,  daughter  of  John  Barrett  of 
Aveley,  in  Essex,  and  widow  of  Sir  James  Wilford,  Knight. 
He  left  an  only  daughter,  Mary,  who  married  Sir  Edward

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Herbert,  second  son  of  the  Earl  of  Pembroke,  and  ancestor  to 
the  Marquesses  of  Powis.1  His  arms  are  given  in  the  MS. 
above  noticed,  but  somewhat  differently  arranged,  being  placed 
thus — 1,  5,4,  2,  3,  6.  It  is  further  stated  that  Thomas  Stanley 
was  buried  in  St.  Peter  le  Poer,  London,  in  which  parish  he 
dwelt.  Stanley  was  one  of  the  Assay  Masters  of  the  Mint  in 
the  thirty-fifth  year  of  Henry  VIII,  and  in  the  second  of 
Edward  VI.  In  the  first  year  of  Elizabeth  he  was  Comptroller 
of  the  Mint,  and  one  of  the  two  Under  Treasurers  of  the  Mint  ' 
from  the  first  to  the  thirteenth  year  of  that  Queen's  reign.  In 
1573  he  became  Master  of  the  Mint,  and  he  seems  to  have 
had  disputes  about  his  accounts,  and  likewise  with  the  gold- 
smiths. He  died  18th  December  1576."
